By  the  term  “Mosaic”  is  meant  a work  formed  by  the  Definition  of 
use  of  a very  large  number  of  separate  pieces,  varying  in  LTitf  prC 
size,  of  a hard  and  durable  material.  Sometimes  these  °ess' 
pieces  are  of  marble,  sometimes  of  enamel — improperly 
described  as  glass;  and  the  pieces  being  of  numerous 
varying  shades  of  colour,  forms,  and  sizes,  are  made  to 
produce,  more  or  less  successfully,  according  to  the  skill 
of  the  workmen  in  dressing  and  joining  them,  the  same 
result  as  is  obtained  by  the  painter  by  means  of  his  pencil 
and  his  brush. 

The  pieces,  when  placed  together,  are  fixed  on  a 
cement,  the  nature  of  which  differs  according  to  the 
various  kinds  of  work  to  be  executed,  and  the  com- 
position of  which  has  varied  considerably  at  different  times 
and  places;  and  when  so  joined  the  whole  forms  one 
solid  and  uniform  body.

subsequently  rubbing  and  polishing  the  entire  surface  of 
the  work;  this  style  of  mosaic  (like  that  made  up  of 
different  coloured  woods)  is  known  as  inlaid  Mosaic  or 
Marqueterie-mosaic.  Such  a kind  of  mosaic  is  generally 
used  in  the  production  of  personal  ornaments,  such  as 
brooches,  earrings,  bracelets,  etc.,  or  objects  of  house 
decoration,  as  tables  and  other  furniture.  In  this  way 
are  worked  the  fine  Florentine  mosaics  (lately  imitated 
by  the  Russians),  which  are  made  up  of  stones, 
some  of  them  precious,  such  as  lapis-lazuli,  malachite, 
etc.  The  Homan  mosaics,  too,  are  of  similar  nature, 
although  representing  more  especially,  and  often  with 
extraordinary  effect,  landscapes,  fruits,  flowers,  views, 
animals,  etc.,  as  they  are  manufactured  of  very  thin  pieces 
of  enamels  of  numberless  colours,  rubbed  and  polished. 
Finally,  the  Venetians , also,  work  in  the  same  way, 
when  they  intend  to  produce  similar  fancy  goods,  by 
using  smaller  or  larger  pieces  of  enamels,  according  to  the 
different  patterns,  which  are  generally  of  a polychromatic 
and  geometrical  character. 

II.  The  other  kind  of  mosaic  is  made  by  using  stone  or 
enamel  pieces  cut  into  shapes  which  are  not  quite  regular 
or  geometrical  ; these  pieces  are  then  put  together  more 
or  less  near  to  each  other,  so  that  between  them  the  joints 
are  seen.  It  will  be  at  once  understood  that  the  work  does 
not  look  smooth,  but  rough;  in  this  case,  the  style  of 
mosaic  is  known  as  Monumental  or  Byzantine.  This  is 
the  sort  of  mosaic  work  used  by  the  Ancients,  and 
is  the  most  fitting  and  generally  adopted  for  the  purpose  of 
architectural  decorations,  both  for  the  interior  and  exterior 
of  buildings. 

Although  learned  writers  differ  much  as  to  the  time 
and  place  when  and  where  the  art  of  mosaic  originated,- 
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there  can  be  no  doubt  whatever  that  it  was  known  and 
practised  at  a very  remote  period,  for  we  read  in  the  Holy 
Bible  (Esther  chap,  i.)  that  a splendid  pavement,  formed 
of  pieces  of  various  colours,  was  one  of  the  magnificent 
decorations  of  the  palace  of  King  Ahasuerus. 

Doubtless  mosaic  was  first  used  in  the  formation  of 
pavement,  and  was  made,  in  part,  or  wholly,  of  marbles 
and  precious  stones.  Mosaic  made  of  these  materials 
was  known  either  as  litho stratum,  or  opus  tesselatum , vermicu- 
latum , Alexandrinum , accordingly  as  it  was  formed  of  large 
or  small  pieces,  and  of  its  representing  figures  or  other- 
wise. 

Lithostratum  Mosaic  was  made  of  tablets  of  marble, 
sometimes  interspersed  with  precious  stones,  on  which  no 
figure  at  all  was  shown.  Ciampini,  in  his  work  “ Vetera 
Monumental ’ affirms  that  the  first  example  of  such  mosaic 
floors  was  in  Persia.  Against  this  opinion  we  have  the 
statement  of  Abbot  Hasselin , in  his  observations  upon 
ancient  mosaics,  where  he  asserts  that  they  had  their 
origin  in  Egypt.  M.  Laborde  states  that  the  practice  of 
embellishing  pavements  with  rich  and  precious  stones  was 
followed  in  the  eastern  countries  before  it  made  its  appear- 
ance in  Greece. 

It  would  seem  that  the  earliest  tesselatum  mosaic  (formed 
of  smaller  pieces  of  marble)  was  made  in  Greece,  and 
some  authorities  assert,  that  its  inventor  was  Sosus,  of 
Pergamus,  who  executed  that  charming  mosaic  now  in 
the  Museum  of  the  Vatican,  at  Rome,  of  which  Pliny  wrote, 
“ celeberrimus  filit  in  hoc  genere  Sosus  ....  mirabilis  ibi 
columba  bibens  et  aquam  umbra  capitis  infuscans.”  The 
historians  assert,  however,  that  the  mosaic  pavement  of 
the  temple  of  Olympia  was  executed  at  least  two 
centuries  before  the  time  of  Sosus  of  Pergamus ; and  much 
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Description 
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praise  is  due  to  Parnesus,  who  decorated  with  mosaic  the 
temples  of  Jupiter  at  Olympia , and  of  Minerva  at  Elis. 

The  ancients  well  knew  the  advantage  of  colour,  and 
the  prominence  that  should  be  given  to  it  in  architectural 
decoration,  and  therefore,  having  used  marbles  of  different 
colours,  and  painted  substances,  without  being  able  to 
obtain  the  effect  they  desired,  they  became  aware  of  the 
necessity  of  discovering  some  other  material  for  the  purpose 
of  mosaic,  in  order  to  obtain  those  varieties  of  tints  and 
shades  which  natural  substances  were  unable  to  provide 
them  with.  Thence  arose  the  use  of  coloured  glass, 
first  transparent,  then  opaque — that  is  enamel  — as  the 
fittest  material  by  which  to  obtain  the  desired  advantages, 
and  also  for  its  power  of  resistance  to  atmospheric 
injuries.  Pliny  calls  this  a new  invention  of  his  time,  “ e 
vitro  novitium  et  hoc  inventum.”  (Lib.  xxxvi.  cap.  28.) 

The  next  step  in  improvement  was  with  the  view  of 
producing  more  striking  and  brilliant  effects,  and  for  this 
purpose  the  ancients  thought  of  incorporating  the  precious 
metals ; but,  as  this  would  be  beyond  measure  expensive, 
a simple  means  of  obtaining  similar  results  was  invented, 
and  thus  gold  and  silver  enamels  were  introduced  into 
mosaic  works.  These  enamels  are,  in  truth,  made  of  the 
precious  metals,  but  in  such  thin  sheets  that  their  use  is 
comparatively  inexpensive.  The  process  is  a difficult  one, 
for  to  produce  true  gold  and  silver  enamels,  great  know- 
ledge and  experience  are  necessary. 

As  few  persons  have  a clear  and  distinct  knowledge  of 
the  difference  between  coloured  and  gold  and  silver  enamels, 
it  may  be  well  in  this  place  to  say  a few  words  upon  the 
subject. 

Coloured  enamels  are  made  of  a vitreous  paste  ( paste 
being  the  generic  term  by  which  any  glass  works  are 
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familiarly  known).  The  enamels  are  formed  of  the  same 
siliceous  and  other  materials  of  which  common  glass  is 
composed,  but  to  these  materials  are  added  other  mineral 
substances,  which,  when  properly  prepared  and  fused 
together,  impart  to  the  paste  its  density  and  extreme 
hardness,  and  also  its  colour.  By  such  means  the  requisite 
degree  of  opaqueness,  purity,  and  solidity  of  the  enamels 
is  obtained,  as  also  the  beauty,  softness  and  great  va- 
riety of  their  colours;  and  all  these  are  partly  dependent 
upon  the  quantity  and  quality  of  the  mineral  elements 
in  union  with  those  of  common  glass,  and  are  partly 
dependent  upon  the  degree  and  continuance  of  heat  to 
which  the  whole  composition  is  subjected  in  the  process 
of  fusion. 

If  the  manufacture  of  the  coloured,  enamels  be  imperfect 
many  inconveniences  result,  both  as  regards  the  appearance 
and  the  durability  of  the  mosaic  work.  If  the  paste  be 
not  well  and  carefully  elaborated,  or  if  it  be  improperly 
or  insufficiently  fused,  if  the  mineral  elements  of  the 
colours  be  not  exactly  proportioned,  so  that  either  the 
paste  is  transparent  or  some  other  defect  ensues; — then 
it  is  utterly  impossible  for  the  enamels  to  render  the 
effect  of  the  painting,  as  the  colouring  is  uncertain, 
weak,  and  almost  lost  through  the  transparency  of  the 
materials. 

In  this  state  of  imperfect  manufacture  the  mosaic  is 
liable  to  be  injured  by  damp,  smoke,  and  all  atmospheric 
changes;  but  if,  on  the  other  hand,  the  coloured  enamels 
are  well  produced,  then  they  can  be  made  to  give  precisely 
the  same  effect  as  the  painting.  In  many  respects,  a 
thoroughly  successful  mosaic  work  has  advantages  superior 
to  a painting,  on  account  of  the  greater  brilliancy  and 
transparency  of  its  colours,  as  well  as  for  the  ease  with 
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which  such  a work  can  be  washed  or  cleaned.  Enamels 
are  much  more  permanent  than  any  other  substance 
that  has  ever  been  used  in  the  composition  of  mosaic, 
whether  stone,  marble,  or  clay,  on  account  of  their  less 
porous  and  less  dilatable  body.* 

Qold  and  Silver  Enamels  are  the  result  of  a very  different 
operation.  On  a ground  of  thick  glass  or  enamel,  accord- 
ing as  it  is  desired  to  render  the  gold  enamel  transparent 
or  opaque,  or  to  impart  to  it  a warm  or  variegated  colour, 
there  is  laid  a leaf  of  gold  or  silver  which  is  attached  prin- 
cipally by  the  action  of  fire ; then  a film  of  the  purest  glass 
is  spread  over  it,  and  this  may  either  be  perfectly  colourless 
or  of  any  tint  that  may  be  required.  When  well  manu- 
factured, these  three  layers,  after  being  fused,  become 
perfectly  united  with  each  other,  and  form  a homogeneous 
body. 

If  the  operation  above  described  be  perfectly  successful, 
the  metal  will  be  for  ever  protected  against  all  possibility 
of  injury,  either  by  atmospheric  action,  dust,  gas,  smoke, 
or  insects,  and  in  such  a manner  as  not  to  lose  aught  of 
its  brilliancy  or  splendour,  even  after  many  centuries  of 
exposure.  When  this  most  delicate  film  of  glass  possesses 
the  requisite  thinness,  fineness,  and  purity,  and  when  the 
whole  surface  of  the  sheet  exhibits  no  inequality  of 
thickness,  the  metal  appears  in  all  its  native  beauty, 
and  the  glass  with  which  it  is  covered  is  scarcely  dis- 
cernible. 


* Those  who  may  desire  to  obtain  an  exact  idea  of  how  far  mosaic 
renders  the  effect  of  the  painting,  with  the  other  advantages  referred  to, 
can,  by  visiting  the  South  Kensington  Museum,  see  the  figure  of  Niccolo 
Pisano  in  mosaic  on  gold  ground,  which  I lately  delivered.  It  is  placed 
on  one  of  the  walls  of  the  New  Court,  and  on  the  opposite  wall  is  the 
original  cartoon,  painted  by  that  accomplished  artist  Mr.  F.  Leighton. 
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When  the  reverse  of  this  occurs,  that  is  to  say, 
when  the  metal  remains  as  it  were  entombed  between  the 
upper  and  lower  strata  of  glass,  and  does  not  present  an 
even  surface,  then  the  eye  becomes  arrested  by  the  glitter 
of  the  glass  rather  than  the  brilliancy  of  the  metal,  and 
the  mosaic  work  has  the  utterly  wrong  appearance  of 
being  varnished  over. 

These  explanations  will  show  that  the  manufacture  of 
enamels  for  mosaic  is  attended  with  very  considerable 
difficulties  and  inconveniences,  and  that  to  obtain  ease  and 
certainty  in  their  production  according  to  the  purpose  they 
are  destined  to  serve  in  imparting  to  mosaic- work  an  effec- 
tive and  pictorial  appearance,  coupled  with  the  utmost  dura- 
bility, not  only  is  a knowledge  of  general  principles  in 
their  manufacture  necessary,  but  also  long  experience  and 
continual  and  laborious  experiments. 

In  speaking  of  coloured  enamels , it  should  be  remem- 
bered how  very  difficult  it  is  to  produce  in  an  exceedingly 
hard  and  vitreous  material  so  many  beautiful  and  delicate 
shades  of  colour,  as  are  required  to  impart  to  a mosaic 
work  the  identical  effect  which  the  painter  obtains  simply 
by  the  use  of  oil  or  water  colours.  How  great,  also,  is  the 
difference  between  the  production  by  an  inexperienced 
manufacturer  of  the  various  colours  on  the  basis  of 
general  principles,  and  the  production  according  to 
circumstances  of  precisely  the  exact  tints  or  shades  of 
colour  which  in  a special  case  may  be  required  at  a very 
short  notice ! And,  also,  how  little  faith  can  we  have  in 
the  durability  of  the  enamels  if  their  production  be  not 
very  carefully,  skilfully,  and  conscientiously  watched  and 
attended  to ! 

With  regard  to  gold  and  silver  enamels  it  must  be 
remembered  that  the  whole  process  has  to  undergo  the 
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action  of  fire,  and  that  it  is  extremely  difficult  to  protect 
the  tender  delicate  gold  leaf  from  becoming  disturbed,  or 
torn,  or  crumpled,  and  to  guard  against  the  introduction 
between  the  glass  and  the  metal  of  minute  bubbles  of 
air,  the  effect  of  which  would  be,  sooner  or  later,  to 
separate  the  delicate  film  of  glass  from  the  metal;  nor, 
finally,  is  it  an  easy  matter  to  render  the  surface  of  the 
enamel  tablets  so  smooth  and  even  as  is  essentially  requisite, 
with  an  entire  absence  of  waving  lines  and  sinuosities  of 
any  kind. 

We  find  that  the  enamels,  of  which  the  mosaics, 
scattered  throughout  Europe,  are  made,  have  not  always 
been  manufactured  with  the  same  degree  of  care  and  per- 
fection; indeed  a considerable  portion  of  these  enamels, 
made  at  different  periods  down  to  our  own  time,  exhibit 
the  precise  defects  above  alluded  to. 

While  there  are  in  existence  so  many  coloured  and  gold 
enamels  of  unsurpassed  beauty  and  perfection,  there  may 
be  found  even  in  the  same  church — as  at  St.  Ambrogio  in 
Milan,  St.  Mark's  in  Venice , St.  Giusto  in  Trieste , in 
several  at  Ravenna , Rome , Lucca , Pisa , Florence , — 
coloured  enamels  which  appear  dull,  tarnished,  and 
corroded,  and  gold  enamels  looking  miserably  ineffective ; 
because  in  them  the  gold  leaf  is  torn  or  crumpled,  and  the 
upper  film  o glass  is  either  too  thick,  so  that  the  gold 
enamel  resembles  a piece  of  varnished  gilding,  or  it  has 
long  been  separated  from  the  stratum  underneath,  so  that 
the  metal  has  altogether  disappeared  or  become  quite 
black. 

Lut  suppose  the  manufacture  of  the  enamels  to  be  in 
every  particular  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of 
the  mosaic  art,  that  they  are  not  only  apparently  but 
really  substantially  perfect — suppose  them  used  by  a skilful 
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craftsman  who  follows  rigidly  the  lines  of  a beautifully 
painted  cartoon,  then  there  can  scarcely  be  conceived  a 
more  perfect  and  exquisite  means  of  decoration  which  can 
be  made  subservient  to  architectural  designs  either  in  the 
interior  or  exterior  of  buildings. 

The  man  who  can  make  as  many  tints  as  he  can  fancy 
likely  to  be  required  in  producing  any  sort  of  coloured 
ornament  or  picture,  the  man  who  at  a small  expense  can 
use  the  most  costly  means  of  obtaining  the  qualities  of 
richness  and  brilliancy  by  gold  and  silver  enamels,  and  can 
produce  good  evidence,  in  the  examples  of  works  which 
have  stood  the  wear  and  tear  of  many  centuries,  that  both 
his  coloured  and  gold  enamels  will  endure  longer  than  any 
other  material  used  for  a similar  purpose,  that  man  may 
certainly  venture  to  assert  that  no  other  system  of  decora- 
tion is  so  fitting  for  architectural  purposes  as  mosaic.  Not 
only  is  it  capable  of  being  used  in  all  kinds,  styles,  and 
parts  of  buildings,  in  all  countries  and  climates,  but  its 
value  is  greatly  enhanced  by  its  splendid  and  imperishable 
colouring,  by  the  sparkling  brilliancy  of  its  gold  ground, 
and  by  the  effective  alternation  of  light  and  shade, 
obtained  by  the  immense  number  of  joints  between  the 
separate  pieces,  an  element  of  beauty  in  all  noble  architec- 
ture and  good  decoration. 

In  confirmation  of  my  assertions,  I venture  to  refer  to 
the  words  of  a great  English  authority,  Mr.  Ruskin,  who,  this  subiect- 
in  his  glorious  work  “ The  Stones  of  Venice,”  writes 
thus:'—"  There  are  two  means  of  delight  in  all  productions 
“of  art' — colour  and  form.  The  most  vivid  conditions  of 
“ colour  obtainable  by  human  art  are  those  of  works  in 
“ glass  and  enamel.”  In  another  place,  when  describing  the 
sculptures  on  mosaic,  inserted  in  the  hollows  of  the  marbles 
in  Byzantine  palaces,  he  writes : — - “ Each  square  of  glass 
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“ has  the  cut  gold  upon  its  surface  protected  by  another 
“ thin  film  of  glass  above  it,  so  that  no  time  or  weather  can 
“ affect  its  lustre.  The  small  glazed  surface  of  the  golden 
“ ground  is  washed  by  every  shower  of  rain,  but  the  marble 
“ usually  darkens  into  an  amber  colour  in  process  of  time; 
“ and  when  the  whole  ornament  is  cast  into  shadow,  the 
“golden  surface  being  perfectly  reflective,  refuses  the 
“ darkness,  and  shows  itself  in  bright  and  burnished  light 
“ behind  the  dark  traceries  of  the  ornament.  Where  the 
“ marble  has  retained  its  perfect  whiteness,  on  the  other 
“ hand,  and  is  seen  in  sunshine,  it  is  shown  as  a snowy 
“ tracery  on  a golden  ground,  and  the  alternations  and 
“ intermingling  of  these  two  effects  form  one  of  the  chief 
“ enchantments  of  Byzantine  ornamentation.” 

Supported  by  so  eminent  an  authority,  I may  confidently 
venture  to  add  here  a few  remarks  about  the  peculiar 
advantages  of  adopting  enamel-mosaic  for  decorative 
purposes. 

In  consequence  of  the  peculiar  excellence  of  the  material 
elements  and  their  capacity  for  imparting  to  any  mosaic 
work  the  effects  of  painting  and  gilding,  even  while 
maintaining  their  own  individual  character,  the  mosaic  art 
is  admirably  adapted  to  every  mode  of  artistic  expression, 
both  sacred  and  secular;  not  only  is  it  stern  and  majestic, 
but  also  lively,  gorgeous,  and  luxurious,  and  especially 
when  used  on  a large  scale  and  in  the  decoration  of  large 
buildings  it  displays  its  beauty  and  richness,  so  that  it  at 
once  interests  the  eye  and  educates  the  mind,  by  illustrating 
the  holy  precepts  and  sacred  truths  of  the  Christian  faith, 
as  also  the  glorious  individual  and  national  deeds  of  a 
great  people,  and  so  handing  down  the  memory  of  those 
whose  acts  it  celebrates  to  remote  generations  in  the  most 
durable,  magnificent,  and  expressive  language — a language 
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which  cannot  be  so  easily  effaced  as  that  spoken  by  paint- 
ing oi'  engraving,  or,  indeed,  by  any  other  known  method  of 
decoration. 

It  may  so  happen  that  a mosaic  picture,  either  interior  Q^nties  pe- 
or  exterior,  may  become  dirty  or  dull,  through  the  action  mosaic. 
of  gas,  damp,  smoke,  or  insects ; it  may  happen  that  either 
through  some  defect  in  the  manufacture,  or  carelessness  in 
the  use  of  the  cement,  or  by  mischief,  some  pieces  or  parts 
o£  the  mosaic  may  become  loose,  in  such  cases  the  picture 
may  easily  be  washed,  or  the  pieces  refixed,  and  the  whole 
work  made  as  perfect  and  beautiful  as  it  W'as  when  first 
finished  many  centuries  before,  and  all  this  may  be  effected 
without  in  the  least  degree  altering  or  injuring  the  value, 
or  character,  of  the  whole  work.  I have  myself  had  the 
privilege  of  thus  restoring  mosaics  of  priceless  worth. 

Now,  in  the  case  of  an  oil  or  fresco-painting  which  may  Mosaic  com- 

. pared  with 

have  been  damaged  or  almost  destroyed  by  the  action  of  fresco. 
time,  or  some  other  external  influence,  this  process  of 
restoration  cannot  be  made  use  of,  as  the  work  would 
greatly  deteriorate  in  value,  and  could  never  be  brought 
back  to  its  original  freshness  and  beauty.  For  instance, 
who  would  dare  attempt,  worthily,  and  without  fear  of 
damaging  the  whole  work,  the  reparation  of  those  yet 
glorious  pictures  “ The  Last  Supper  ” at  Milan,  or  of 
u The  Last  Judgment  ” in  the  Sistine  Chapel  at  Horned 
Now,  unhappily,  we  are  scarcely  aware  of  the  first  great 
conception  of  Leonardo  da  Vinci , and  how  deeply  do  we 
deplore  the  decay  of  the  marvellous  touches  of  the  brush 
of  Michael  Angelo ! Iiow  much  those  famous  painters, 
and  others  whose  productions  have  perished  for  ever  or 
are  almost  destroyed,  would  have  rejoiced  if,  foreseeing 
the  future  destruction  of  their  glorious  works,  they  had 
transferred  their  cartoons  into  indestructible  mosaic?

It  is  a patent  fact  that  frescoes  will  not  stand  in  northern 
climates,  and  we  have  indeed  reason  to  regret,  the  wasted 
labour  of  Cornelius,  Kaulbach , etc.,  in  their  recent  fresco 
pictures  at  Munich,  and  of  those  great  English  artists 
whose  works  adorn  the  walls  of  the  new  Palace  of  West- 
minster, whose  rapid  decay  is  indeed  a sad  loss  to  art. 

How  much  better  would  it  have  been  had  the  painters 
devoted  their  talents  to  the  production  of  cartoons  which 
the  mosaicist  could  have  transformed  into  imperishable 
material,  as  was  done  in  ancient  times,  and  even  in  milder 
climates,  by  the  Republic  and  Dukes  of  Florence  through 
Taddeo  Gaddi,  Giotto,  and  Ghirlandajo,  and  by  the 
Republic  of  Venice  to  the  cartoons  of  Titian , of  Paolo 
Veronese , Tintoretto , Salviati,  etc.,  etc. 

So  I conclude,  that  while  the  mosaic  art  is  mostly  sup- 
ported by  architecture  and  painting,  so  those  two  arts 
should  be  by  no  means  jealous,  but  rather  should  they  re- 
joice at  its  existence,  because  it  amply  and  gratefully  repays 
the  architect  and  the  painter,  by  rendering  their  splendid 
works  and  their  famous  names  more  durable,  indeed,  all 
but  imperishable. 

These  being  the  great  advantages  of  mosaic,  it  is  easy 
to  understand  the  reason  of  its  having  been  so  widely  used 
and  so  highly  appreciated  by  the  old  masters,  who  have 
always  been  regarded  as  our  guides  in  matters  of  taste  and 
the  arts.  If  we  look  back  to  the  early  ages,  we  see  Greece 
and  ancient  Pome  using  large  quantities  of  mosaic.  For 
many  centuries  subsequent  to  the  Punic  Wars,  mosaic  was 
the  fashion,  and  scarcely  a pavement  in  the  houses  of 
the  wealthy  was  made  of  any  other  material.*  The

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Museums  of  Europe  are  more  or  less  rich  in  mosaics 
discovered  at  Pompeii  and  Herculaneum  * ; scarcely  a 
a house  at  Pompeii  has  been  uncovered  where  the  pave- 
ments were  not  of  mosaic  vermiculatum.  On  the  threshold 
of  most  houses  we  read  the  welcome  “ Salve,”  in  mosaic 
characters.  The  walls  of  temples,  baths,  villas,  and  tombs, 
were  decorated  with  portraits  in  the  same  enduring 
material. 

But  with  the  rise  and  spread  of  Christianity,  the  art  of 
mosaic  entered  on  a larger  and  grander  field,  and  received 
a new  life.  It  became  a powerful  means  of  supporting 
the  dogmas  of  our  holy  faith,  and  in  course  of  time  grew 
to  be  a real  and  true  art  of  itself.  Here  again,  we  find 
mosaic  mostly  encouraged  and  advanced  in  the  East,  for 
there  we  find  the  Emperor  Constantine  authorising  the 
prefects  to  spend  any  amount  of  money  in  building 
churches,  and  decorating  them  with  mosaics. f Superior  to 
all  others,  we  see  the  grandest  model  of  Byzantine 
buildings — the  Church  of  St,  Sophia , filled  with  mosaics, 
which  the  Vandalism  of  Mahomet,  and  the  barbaric 
fanaticism  of  the  Turks,  have  in  vain  attempted  to  conceal 
from  the  eyes  of  Christians.  1

J The  beautiful  remains  in  Saint  Sophia,  after  having  suffered  the  most 
disgraceful  treatment  from  the  Iconoclasts,  and  from  the  early  Mahomme- 
dans,  were  plastered  over  by  the  Turks,  who  converted  this  grand  Christian 
temple  into  a mosque ; yet  have  the  mosaics  been  revealed  and  illustrated 
in  modern  times  in  the  works  of  Dr.  G.  W.  Kortiim,  and  still  later  by 
the  Prussian  Professor  W.  Salzenberg,  in  his  magnificent  work  “ Agia 
Sophia ,”  also  by  the  Italian  architect  Fossati,  both  of  these  latter-named 
works  having  been  prepared  during  the  brief  period  that  Mr.  Fossati  was

If,  again,  we  turn  to  the  West,  we  see  that  the  mosaic 
art  has  been  largely  adopted  as  the  most  proper  and  fitting 
medium  of  representing  in  a durable  manner  the  religious 
mysteries,  and  used  (probably  in  the  first  instance  in  the 
catacombs)  on  roofs  and  walls,  both  exterior  and  in- 
terior, of  all  the  best  and  greatest  Christian  churches.* 

In  the  fifth  century,  enamel-mosaic  was  used  in  illus- 
trating the  national  faith ; it  was  then  that  the  most  ancient 
of  the  mosaics  in  St.  Maria  Maggiore  at  Rome  (a.d.  432 
— 450)  those  of  Constantine’s  age,  in  the  Mausoleum  of 

entrusted  by  the  Turkish  Government  with  the  general  repairs  of  the 
church. 

* Enamel-mosaics  have  been  extensively  employed,  not  alone  for 
religious,  but  also  for  secular  and  historical  purposes.  Among  many 
examples,  we  may  notice  the  following.  The  Emperor  Justinian,  besides 
decorating  numerous  churches  and  basilicas  with  enamel-mosaic,  covered 
the  walls  and  roof  of  the  principal  saloon  of  his  imperial  palace  with 
mosaic  pictures,  representing  the  victories  of  his  armies.  The  Emperor 
Charlemagne  caused  similar  works  to  be  executed  in  his  palace  at 
Ingelheim,  where  the  walls  were  decorated  with  mosaics  representing 
deeds  celebrated  in  ancient  history,  and  those  of  his  own  reign.  Jn  an 
adjoining  basilica  there  were,  on  one  side,  twenty  pictures  representing 
Old  Testament,  and  on  the  other,  as  many  representing  New  Testament 
history.  Theodolinda,  Queen  of  the  Longobards,  followed  these  eminent 
encouragers  of  our  art,  in  her  royal  palace  at  Monza  (see  Paolo  Diacono, 
Hist.  Longobard,  iv.  23).  King  Theodoricus,  besides  having  built  and  deco- 
rated with  mosaics  the  churches  of  St.  Maria  in  Cosmedin,  and  of  St. 
Martino  in  Celo-aureo,  at  Ravenna,  covered  with  the  same  brilliant  material 
the  splendid  saloons  of  the  royal  palace  at  Pavia. 

Illustrious  examples  of  great  ancestors  are  followed  sooner  or  later  by 
their  successors.  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  of  England,  has  not  only  equalled 
but  even  surpassed  the  old  Emperors  and  Kings  in  her  encouragement  of 
the  arts,  and  has  honoured  my  manufactory  by  entrusting  it  with  the  exe- 
cution of  large  and  important  commissions  for  decorating  with  enamel- 
mosaics,  roofs  and  walls  of  different  buildings  at  Windsor  Castle ; and, 
very  lately,  I have  received  a commission  for  executing  the  mosaic  work 
which  is  to  decorate  the  National  Memorial  to  the  late  Prince  Consort 
now  being  erected  in  Hyde  Park  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Gilbert 
Scott,  R.A. 
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Constance , near  Rome , and  also  those  very  remarkable 
works  in  the  sepulchral  chapel  of  Galla  Placidia,  and  the 
Baptistry  of  Ravenna , were  executed. 

It  would  be  tedious  to  enumerate  all  the  enamel-mosaic 
works  which,  since  the  above  date,  have  been  scattered 
throughout  Italy  and  other  parts  of  Europe.  Suffice  it  to 
say,  that  mosaic  has  not  been  a fugitive  fashion,  or  the 
result  of  the  passion  of  one  man  or  one  land : Kings, 
Queens,  Popes,  Churches,  Governments,  both  Republican 
and  Monarchical,  as  well  as  private  persons,  have  vied  with 
one  another  in  the  production  of  mosaic  works,  even  as 
lately  as  the  last  generations  but  two  or  three,  and  they 
have  handed  down  to  us  splendid  relics  of  this  kind  of 
mural  decoration.* 

But  think  of  those  glorious  works  which  have  been  lost 
to  us  through  political  struggles,  through  the  furious 
onslaught  of  the  iconoclasts,  the  fanatical  hatred  of  Mahom- 
medans,  and  the  destructive  vandalism  of  barbarians ! f 

* See  work  of  Mr.  Digby  Wyatt,  on  “ Mosaics  of  the  Middle  Ages.” 

f Among  those  whose  destruction  is  mostly  to  be  deplored,  I mention 
the  great  mosaic  work  which  covered  the  entire  dome  of  the  noble 
Cathedral  at  Aix-ia-Chapelle;  and  the  more  is  this  to  be  regretted,  as 
this  Church  is,  perhaps,  the  only  building  remaining  of  Charlemagne’s 
period,  as  it  was  the  place  of  his  burial.  When  I made  a survey  on 
the  spot,  I happened  to  see  the  drawing  of  the  subject  of  the  destroyed 
mosaic,  which  is  in  possession  of  the  Chapter.  On  an  extensive 
gold-enamel  ground,  studded  with  stars,  there  was  a grand  figure  of  our 
Lord  seated,  and  surrounded  by  the  Heavenly  Host;  underneath  were 
standing  figures,  each  bearing  a crown,  and  having  an  empty  throne 
beneath  him ; symbolising  the  respect  and  submission  due  from  earthly 
monarchs  to  the  King  of  kings.  The  destruction  of  this  great  work, 
dating  from  the  seventh  century,  is  truly  a subject  for  deep  regret ; but  it 
would  be  a still  deeper  cause  for  sorrow,  if,  from  the  dispute  between  the 
archaeologists  and  the  partisans  of  the  neighbouring  German  schools  of 
painting,  the  latter  should  succeed  in  inducing  the  Government  and  Com- 
mittee to  replace  the  old  mosaic  with  pictures  in  fresco,  thus  adopting  a 
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Progress  and  The  mosaic  works  of  succeeding  centuries,  though  vastly 

decay  of  early 

mosaics.  numerous,  were  not  always  equally  successful,  either  in 
regard  of  the  materials  or  of  their  manufacture,  so  that 
the  different  epochs  of  the  art,  and  its  alternate  progress 
and  decay,  are  plainly  discernible. 

Not  only  were  there  enamel  mosaics  in  churches  and 
other  buildings  in  the  East,  but  also  in  Italy,  Germany, 
France,  and  Spain,  many  of  the  most  important  of 
which  are  still  existing  at  Rome,  Ravenna , Florence, 
Lucca , Pisa , Orvieto , Monreale , Torcello,  Murano , Venice , 
etc.,  etc.,  but  the  best  are,  doubtless,  those  of  the  5th, 
6th,  and  a part  of  the  7th  centuries,  while  those  of  the 
8th,  9th  and  10th,  or  a part  of  the  1 1th  centuries  are 
much  inferior.*  In  England,  too,  there  are  some 
examples  of  enamel-mosaic , but  they  are  very  few,  and  of 
one  period  (13th  century),  being,  as  far  as  I know,  only 
found  in  Westminster  Abbey,  on  the  tombs  of  Kings  Ed- 
ward the  Confessor  and  Henry  III.,  and  on  that  of  the  son 
of  William  de  Yalence,  all  made  by  Italian  artists.  There 
is,  however,  a greater  quantity  of  tesselata  mosaic  ( opus 
Alexandrinum ) used  in  the  earliest  times  for  pavements, 
as,  for  instance,  those  in  the  same  Abbey,  and  at  Canter- 


perishable  material,  instead  of  restoring  their  historical  church  to  its 
pristine  condition. 

* The  most  glorious  mosaic  of  ancient  Christian  Rome  is,  perhaps,  that 
in  the  church  of  SS.  Cosma  and  Damiano  (526 — 530,  a.d.);  very  beautiful, 
too,  is  the  mosaic  in  the  Church  of  St.  Agnes  (625 — 638,  a.d.).  Remark- 
able, as  well  for  their  artistic  merit  as  for  the  use  of  historical  figures, 
which  are  introduced  to  render  symbolical  expressions,  are  the  mosaics  in 
the  choir  of  St.  Vitale,  in  Sta.  Maria  in  Gosmedin,  and  in  St.  Apollinare 
Nuovo  (552 — 566,  a.d.). 

Far  inferior  to  these  are  those  of  the  ninth  century  in  the  Churches  of 
Sta.  Prassede,  Sta.  Cecilia,  St.  Mari',  Sta.  Maria  detla  Navicella,  etc.,  at 
Rome,  and  those  in  the  Archbishop’s  Chapel,  and  in  the  Church  of  St. 
Apollinare  in  Classe  (671 — 677,  a.d.),  at  Ravenna. 


bury,  Albury,  Leeds,  etc.,  so  that  I quite  concur  with  Mr. 
G.  G.  Scott,  R.A.,  who,  in  his  work,  “Gleanings  from 
Westminster  Abbey,”  says  that  no  other  country  north 
of  the  Alps  contains  such  a mass  of  early  Italian  decora- 
tive art.  No  better  idea  of  the  matter  can  be  had  than  by 
consulting  this  very  valuable  work.  It  deserves  notice 
here  that  enamels  have  been  used  with  marble  in  the 
pavement  in  Westminster  Abbey,  and  I cannot  agree  with 
Mr.  Burges  when  he  says  that  their  introduction  is  a devi- 
ation from  the  Italian  practice,  and  that  the  only  Italian 
pavement  exhibiting  glass  mosaic  is  that  in  the  hall  of  the 
Ziza  at  Palermo,  for  it  is  a fact  that,  besides  others,  many 
portions  of  the  mosaic  pavement  in  the  basilica  of  St. 
Mark,  at  V enice,  are  made  of  enamels. 

With  the  11th  century  commence  again  the  beautiful 
mosaics  treated  in  the  improved  Byzantine  style,  and  which 
decorate  the  buildings  of  the  following  four  or  five 
centuries,*  until  we  find  a new  manner  of  treating  these 

* Among  the  mosaics  of  the  eleventh  and  following  centuries,  which 
travellers  should  not  omit  to  see,  are — in  the  South,  those  in  the  Cathedral 
of  Monreale,  near  Palermo,  which  was  erected  under  the  patronage  of 
William  the  Second,  and  is  one  of  the  most  peculiar  and  marvellous 
monuments  of  the  middle  ages.  The  architecture  and  decoration  of  this 
Church  present  a mixture  of  three  styles,  viz. : — Norman,  Classic,  and 
Byzantine,  leading  to  the  belief  that  it  has  engaged  the  attention,  at 
various  epochs,  of  Greek,  Saracen,  and  Sicilian  artists  (See  the  work  now 
in  progress  of  issue  by  B.  D.  Gravina:  “ II  duomo  di  Monreale  ").  Among 
the  mosaics  of  this  period  in  Central  Italy  may  be  mentioned,  as  most 
worthy  of  remark,  those  existing  at  Florence,  Lucca,  and  Orvieto.  Of 
those  in  Northern  Italy  most  deserving  of  study  and  admiration,  the  finest 
are  of  the  11th  and  12th  centuries,  in  the  Duomo  at  Torcello,  a little 
island  close  to  Venice;  these  represent,  on  one  side  “ The  Madonna,"  on  a 
vast  gold  ground,  her  tears  falling,  and  her  hands  raised  in  the  act  of 
blessing;  on  the  other  side  is  “ The  Last  Judgment .”  It  is  much  to  be 
feared  that  the  rapidly-increasing  decay  of  this  work  will  soon  end  in  its 
utter  ruin,  unless  the  same  provident  measures  are  taken  which  the 
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Venice,  the 
home  ot 
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works,  less  rigid  in  form,  less  simple  in  the  colouring,  but 
rather  too  classic  in  design,  too  grandiose  in  conception, 
and  too  pictorial  in  effect.  These  were  introduced  at 
the  time  when  the  greatest  painters  of  the  Venetian  school 
furnished  the  cartoons.  The  later  manner  of  treating 
mosaic  was  used  until  the  18th  century,  when  the  power 
of  producing  the  enamels,  as  well  as  the  knowledge,  skill, 
and  experience  requisite  for  forming  the  mosaics,  seem 
to  have  been  lost,  or  only  practised  at  Rome , in  a new 
manner,  and  for  purposes  differing  widely  from  those 
derived  from  the  ancients.* 

The  place  where  mosaic  in  nearly  all  ages  seems  to 
have  been  at  home  is  Venice.  There  the  art,  expelled 
from  Byzantium , seems  to  have  found  a shelter,  and  a 

Government  is  now  again  adopting  at  St.  Mark’s.  Of  the  latter  church  I 
shall  speak  presently. 

* Every  one  has  heard  of  the  great  manufactory  of  mosaic  in  the 
Vatican  at  Some,  which,  since  the  decay  of  those  formerly  at  Venice, 
has  been  worked  at  the  expense  of  the  Papal  Government.  Exceedingly 
beautiful  works  have  been  and  are  produced  there,  but,  with  the  exception 
of  repairing  operations,  its  chief  practice  is  the  reproduction  in  enamel 
mosaics  (rubbed  and  polished)  of  the  pictures  of  the  greatest  painters,  as, 
for  instance,  Rafaello , Reni,  Sasso-ferrato,  etc.,  etc.  In  the  same  way, 
too,  the  private  manufacturers  at  Rome  produce  mosaic  by  inlaying  on 
marble  or  enamel,  small  and  thin  enamel  pieces,  joined  closely  together, 
and  representing  on  a smooth  and  burnished  surface,  flowers,  fruits, 
animals,  and  landscapes.  These  mosaics  are  chiefly  used  for  brooches, 
bracelets,  tables,  etc.  But  such  kind  of  work  is  improperly  called  mosaic ; 
at  least,  it  accords  in  no  particular  with  the  ancient  mosaics,  whose 
principal  character,  merit,  and  artistic  charm,  is  their  rough  and  broken 
surface. 

Mosaics  made  on  the  modern  Roman  principle  require  a vast  amount 
of  labour,  patience,  and  time  in  their  production,  so  that,  for  example, 
“ The  Transfiguration”  of  Rafaello  took  thirty  years  in  working.  They 
are  not  generally  approved  by  those  who  desire  to  see  mosaic  substituting 
painting  without  being  pictorial,  but  always  preserving  its  own  peculiar 
nature  and  characteristics. 


larger  field  for  its  development ; there  Greek  artists  founded 
schools  for  the  practice  of  the  mosaic  art,  and  taught  the 
Venetian  people  the  secrets,  and  imparted  the  skill  to 
produce  works  to  willing  scholars,  who  soon  became  greater 
than  their  masters.  There  was  the  glorious  basilica  of 
St.  Mark's,  which  during  many  ages  was  being  covered 
with  masterpieces  of  mosaic  decoration,  and  which  has 
become  a marvellous  building,  for  its  beauty,  richness, 
and  peculiarity : all  who  saw,  all  learned  men  who  have 
spoken  and  written  about  this  church,  have  told  us  how 
charmed  they  were  with  it;  for,  while  presenting  a collec- 
tion of  many  styles  of  architecture,  it  also  enshrines  every 
possible  example  of  mosaic  decoration,  from  the  middle 
ages  down  to  our  own  time.* 

Marble  and  enamel  mosaics  coverall  the  pavements,  and 
are  made  to  imitate  the  waves  of  the  sea,  which  is  most 
probably  not  accidental,  as  many  suppose,  but  intentional, 
as  Mr.  Street  thinks, f especially  as  a similar  undulation 
is  to  be  seen  in  the  fine  mosaic  pavement  in  the  Church 
of  St.  Mary  and  Donato , at  Mnrano.  Mosaic  pictures, 
set  in  ground  of  gold  enamel,  line  the  vaulting  and  the 
walls  both  within  and  without  the  building.  Beneath  the 
portico  there  are  mosaic  pictures,  dating  from  the  early 


* The  basilica  of  St.  Mark’s,  erected  in  the  11th  century,  its  pre- 
decessor having  been  destroyed  by  fire,  was  in  the  Byzantine  style,  and 
during  the  succeeding  three  centuries  ic  received  many  Gothic  additions. 
The  Venetians  having  become  learned  and  rich  by  the  influence  of  their 
conquests  and  their  commercial  transactions  with  the  East,  brought  home 
and  deposited  in  St.  Mark’s  the  most  precious  marbles  and  objects  of  art 
which  they  could  collect,  so  that  in  our  time  it  would,  perhaps,  be  im- 
possible for  any  nation  to  collect,  in  one  place,  such  expensive  and  varied 
treasures  as  may  now  be  seen  in  St.  Mark’s.

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period,  which  represent  events  of  Old  Testament  history. 
In  the  interior  are  displayed,  in  similar  enamel-mosaics, 
events  from  the  New  Testament  history,  with  the  Apoca- 
lypse crowning  the  whole — this  latter  is  almost  destroyed, 
but  is  now  fortunately  undergoing  restoration.* 

In  erecting  the  Cathedral  of  St.  Mark's , the  Venetians, 
unlike  many  persons  of  this  generation,  who,  unhappily 
seem  to  care  more  for  cheapness  and  fugitive  glitter  and 
display  than  extreme  permanence,  thinking  not  only 
of  their  present  glorification  but  having  a thought  for 
the  delight  and  benefit  of  future  ages,  designed  to  produce 

* “No  church,”  says  Theophile  Gauthier,  “is  to  be  compared  to 
“ St.  Mark’s  at  Venice;  neither  at  Cologne,  Strasburg,  Seville,  or  even 
“ Cordova;  it  is  of  an  astonishing  and  magic  effect;  the  first  impression  is 
“ like  that  of  an  immense  golden  cavern  incrusted  with  jewels,  at  once 
“ brilliant  and  dark,  glittering  and  mysterious.  There  the  cupolas,  vaults, 
“ architraves,  and  walls,  are  all  covered  with  small  pieces  of  gold-enamel, 
“ produced  at  the  neighbouring  island  of  Murano,  of  an  ineffaceable  bright- 
“ ness,  where  the  light  plays  and  sparkles  as  on  the  scales  of  a fish,  and 
“ where  the  mosaic  artists  found  a field  on  which  to  display  their  marvellous 
“ fancies.  St.  Mark’s  is  a great  golden  Bible,  in  which  the  people  for  eight 
“ centuries  have  been  incessantly  reading  in  pious  admiration.  Everywhere 
“ the  texts  are  attached  to  the  figures — above,  beneath,  roundabout,  and  on 
“ every  place  there  are  inscriptions,  legends,  mottoes,  names,  monograms, 
“ specimens  of  the  writings  of  all  lands  and  all  people.  It  is  rathef  the 
“ Temple  of  the  Verbum  than  the  Church  of  St.  Mark’s — an  intellectual 
“ temple,  built  with  the  verses  of  the  old  and  new  faith,  while  it  finds  its 
“ own  ornamentation  in  the  expression  of  its  learning.  St.  Mark’s  is  a 
“ world  of  which  one  could  write  many  times  and  always  insufficiently.” 

Those  who  may  wish  to  read  notices  of  St.  Mark’s  should  see:  Filiasi, 
Memorie  Storiche ; Seuvatico,  Arcliitettura  di  Venezia  ; Sansovino,  Venezia 
Descritta ; J.  Ruskin,  The  Stones  of  Venice ; G.  E.  Street,  Brick  and 
Marble  in  the  Middle  Ages;  besides  many  other  works  such  as  Cicognara, 
Zanetti,  Moschini,  Zanotto,  Quadri,  Kreutz,  etc.,  etc.  In  the  very 
interesting  tale  “ Les  Maitres  Mosaistes”  there  are  curious  details  of 
the  mosaics  of  the  16th  and  17th  centuries,  which  was  the  remarkable 
epoch  when  the  works  were  being  executed  from  the  cartoons  of  Titian, 
Tintoretto,  Rizzi,  Palma,  Bassano,  etc.,  by  the  most  eminent  mosaicists, 
the  Zuccati,  Bozza,  Bianchini,  Alberto  Zio,  etc,,  etc. 
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a grand  work  which  should  testify  to  all  times  of  the 
power,  greatness,  wealth,  skill,  pious  and  artistic  feeling,  of 
a nation  that,  by  its  own  indomitable  exertions,  had  risen 
to  so  high  a pinnacle  of  greatness  from  its  former  lowly 
condition  of  a colony  of  fishermen.  The}'’  proposed  .to 
themselves — and  worthily  did  they  fulfil  the  noble  purpose — 
to  delight  the  astonished  visitors  to  their  city  by  the  dis- 
play of  the  most  costly  and  unapproachable  master-pieces 
of  workmanship  which  it  was  possible  to  produce,  as  also 
to  teach  the  great  lessons  of  their  holy  religion  in  the  most 
intelligible  language,  and  in  the  most  impressive  and 
durable  manner. 

In  order  to  arrive  at  these  high  purposes,  the  Venetians 
adopted  a style  of  incrusted  architecture , as  the  best  means 
of  imparting  strength  to  their  building,  and  to  make  the 
best  use  of  a perfect  and  permanent  colour;  secondly,  they 
used  the  best  resources  of  colouring , because  this  is  the 
soul  of  any  fine  and  lovely  decoration ; and,  thirdly,  they 
employed  the  most  expressive  language  and  the  most 
brilliant,  majestic,  and  durable  kind  of  painting,  namely, 
mosaic ; and  it  was  thus  they  succeeded  in  imparting  to 
their  Church  the  elements  of  strength,  beauty,  and  ex- 
pression. 

It  is  then  on  these  qualities  that  the  peculiarity, 
durability,  artistic  merit,  and  religious  expression  of 
St.  Mark's  depend.  Its  ornamentation  is  not  only 
exquisite  and  admirable  as  a ivork  of  art,  but  it  is  also 
fitted  for  a higher  and  a sacred  purpose,  and  I venture  to 
think  (supported  as  I am  by  many  greater  authorities) 
that  the  same  principles,  in  a greater  or  less  degree,  ought 
to  be  universally  observed  in  these  our  own  times,  if  we 
desire  to  produce  any  noble  architecture,  religious  or 
secular, — architecture  which  should  be  worthy  of  its  author 
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and  of  the  country  where  it  is  situated ; more  especially  in 
the  north,  where  atmospheric  influences  are  so  detrimental 
to  every  other  kind  of  coloured  decoration. 

By  devoting  so  much  of  my  space  to  St.  Mark's,  and  to 
Venetian  mosaics  generally,  I aimed  not  only  at  proving 
the  great  advantages  of  using  colours  and  gilding  in  any 
noble  building,  especially  by  means  of  enamel  mosaics,  but 
also  to  convey  an  idea  of  the  superiority  of  the  Venetian 
school  of  Mosaicists,  and  to  meet  the  question  whether 
richness  of  ornament  is  right  in  churches.  But  what  can 
I do  better  to  illustrate  my  feelings,  than  to  remind  the 
reader  of  what  Mr.  Buskin  has  written  about  the  matter, 
in  his  valuable  work,  “The  Stones  of  Venice V ” “ Of  all 
“ God’s  gifts,  to  the  sight  of  man  colour  is  the  holiest  the 
“ most  divine,  the  most  solemn.  . . . The  purest  and  most 
“ thoughtful  minds  are  those  which  love  colour  the  most . . . 
“ It  is  on  the  value  of  St.  Mark’s  building  as  a piece  of  per- 
“ feet  and  unchangeable  colouring,  that  the  claims  of  it  to 
“ our  respect  are  finally  rested.  ...  It  is  not  now  the 
“ question  whether  our  northern  cathedrals  are  better  with 
“ colour,  or  without ; the  simple  fact  is,  that  the  builders 
“ of  those  cathedrals  laid  upon  them  the  brightest  colours 
“ they  could  obtain,  and  that  there  is  not  in  Europe  any 
“ monument  of  a truly  noble  school  which  has  not  been 
“ either  painted  all  over,  or  vigorously  touched  with  mosaic 
“ and  gilding  in  its  prominent  parts. 

“ The  perception  of  colour  is  a gift  just  as  definitely 
“ granted  to  one  person,  and  denied  to  another,  as  an  ear  for 
“ music ; and  the  Venetians  deserve  especial  note  as  the  only 
“ European  people  who  appear  to  have  sympathised  to  the 
“ full  with  the  great  instinct  of  the  Eastern  races  in  their 
“ feeling  for  colour.  They  indeed  were  compelled  to  bring 
“ artists  from  Constantinople  to  design  first  the  mosaics  of 
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“ St.  Mark’s,  but  they  rapidly  took  up  and  developed,  under 
“ more  masculine  conditions,  the  system  of  which  the  Greeks 
“ had  shown  them  the  example.  While  the  burghers  and 
“ barons  of  the  north  were  building  their  dark  streets  and 
“ grisly  castles  of  oak  and  sandstone,  the  merchants  of 
“ Venice  were  covering  their  palaces  with  porphyry  and 
“ gold.  St.  Mark’s  architectural  construction,  both  exter- 
“ nally  and  internally,  is  partly  merged  in  pictorial  effect, 
“ and  the  whole  edifice  is  to  be  regarded  less  a temple  wherein 
“to  pray,  than  as  itself  a Book  of  Common  Prayers,  avast 
“ illuminated  missal,  ....  written  within  and  without  in 
“ letters  of  enamel  and  gold.  The  common  people  were 
“ taught  their  Scripture  history  by  means  of  the  mosaics  more 
“ impressively,  perhaps,  though  far  less  fully,  than  ours  are 
“ now  by  Scripture  reading.  The  walls  of  the  church  became 
“ the  poor  man’s  Bible,  and  a picture  Avas  more  easily  read 
“ upon  the  Avails  than  a chapter. . . For  the  Venetian  people 
“ St.  Mark’s  Avas  a type  of  the  redeemed  Church  of  God, 
“ and  a scroll  for  the  written  Avord  of  God.. . . The  mosaics 
“ Avere  before  the  eyes  of  the  devotee  at  every  interval  of  his 

“ worship.  Never  had  city  a more  glorious  Bible 

“ Among  the  nations  of  the  North,  a rude  and  shadowy 
“ sculpture  filled  their  temples  Avith  confused  and  hardly 
“ legible  imagery.  ...  I believe  of  all  works  of  religious  art 
“ Avhatsoever,  the  mosaics  (mostly  those  of  the  twelfth  and 
“ thirteenth  centuries)  represented  in  a central  manner  by 
“ the  great  ones  of  St.  Mark’s,  have  been  the  most  effective. 
“ They  covered  the  Avails  and  the  roofs  of  the  churches 
“with  inevitable  lustre — they  could  not  be  ignored  or 
“ escaped  from,  their  size  rendered  them  majestic,  their 
“ distance  mysterious,  their  colour  attractive.” 

“As  regards  the  question  hoAv  far  the  exquisite  and 
“ varied  ornament  fits  it  as  a temple  for  its  sacred  purposes

“ and  would  be  applicable  in  the  churches  of  modern  times, 
“ may  be  a doubtful  question,  so  long  as  our  eyes  rest 
“ continually  in  our  daily  life  on  objects  utterly  ugly,  and 
“ the  faculties  of  eye  and  mind  should  be  suddenly  feasted 
“ upon  entering  a place  of  worship,  and  colour,  music,  and 
“ sculpture,  should  delight  the  senses,  and  stir  the  curiosity 
“ of  men  unaccustomed  to  such  appeals,  at  the  moment 
“ when  they  are  required  to  compose  themselves  for  acts  of 
“ devotion ; but  it  cannot  be  a question  at  all,  that  if  once 
“ familiarised  with  beautiful  form  and  colour,  and  accus- 
“ tomed  to  see  evidence  of  noble  thought  and  admirable  skill, 
“ we  shall  desire  to  see  this  evidence  also  in  whatever  is  built 
“ or  laboured  for  the  house  of  prayer ; that  the  absence  of  the 
“ accustomed  loveliness  would  disturb,  instead  of  assisting 
“ devotion;  and  that,  meanwhile,  our  own  house  is  full  of 
“ goodly  craftsmanship,  we  should  worship  God  in  a house 
“ destitute  of  it.  Churches  ought  to  be  richly  adorned,  as 
“ being  the  only  places  in  which  the  desire  of  offering  a por- 
“ tion  of  all  precious  things  to  God  could  be  legitimately 
“ expressed.” 

Therefore,  Mr.  Ruskin  concludes  that  the  ornament  of 
St.  Mark’s,  and  of  any  church  like  it,  is  of  a truly 
ecclesiastical  and  Christian  character .

street.  ments  of  Mr.  G.  £.  Street,  in  his  work  “ £rick  and  Marble 
“ in  the  Middle  Ages,”  as  follows : — - 

“ Over  and  over  again,  when  at  Venice,  must  one  go 
“ into  St.  Mark’s,  not  to  criticise,  but  to  admire;  and  if 
“ ever  in  any  building  in  which  the  main  object  is  the 
“ study  of  art,  assuredly  here  it  must  also  be  to  worship. 
“ I think  I never  saw  an  interior  so  thoroughly  religious 
“ and  religion-inspiring  as  this,  and  it  is  well,  therefore, 
“ not  lightly  to  pass  it  by  as  useless  for  our  general  pur- 
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“ poses.  It  seems  to  show,  as  strongly  as  any  one  example 
“ can,  how  much  awe  and  grandeur  even  a small  building 
“ may  attain  to  by  the  lavish  expenditure  of  art  and  pre- 
“ cious  materials  throughout  its  fabric ; for  it  is  to  this 
“ that  St.  Mark’s  owes  its  grandeur,  and  to  this  only. 
“ There  is  nothing  imposing  either  in  its  size  or  in  its 
“ architecture ; on  the  contrary,  they  appear  to  me-  to  be 
“ rather  mean,  and  yet  this  grand  display  of  mosaics  upon 
“ a glorious  gold  ground  makes  the  work  appear  to  be 
“ both  larger  and  better  than  it  is.  Could  we  but  place 
“ one  of  our  cold  bare  places  of  worship  by  the  side  of  St. 
“ Mark’s,  and  let  the  development  of  Christian  art  in  the 
“ construction  of  the  fabric  be  ten  times  as  great  in  our 
“ northern  church  as  in  the  Venetian,  we  may  yet  rest 
“ assured  that  every  religious  mind  would  turn  at  once  to 
“ the  latter,  and  scarce  deign  to  think  of  the  former  as  a 
“ place  for  worship  at  all.  If  this  is  so,  does  it  not  point 
“ most  forcibly  to  the  absolute  necessity  for  the  introduc- 
“ tion  of  more  colour  in  the  interior  of  our  buildings,  either 
“ in  their  construction,  or  afterwards  by  the  hand  of  the 
“ painter?  And  architects  must  remember  that  this  ought 
“ all  to  be  within  their  province  as  directors  or  designers, 
“ and  therefore  that  they  must  not,  as  now,  venture  to 
“ design  cold  shells  which  may  or  may  not  afterwards  re- 
u ceive  the  necessary  and  indispensable  decorations,  but, 
“ from  the  very  first,  must  view  these  decorations  as  part 
“ and  parcel  of  the  work  in  which  they  personally  are 
“ concerned.  Then,  and  not  till  then,  shall  we  see  a satis- 
“ factory  school  of  architects  in  England.  ...  It  is  quite 
“ in  vain  to  describe  St.  Mark’s  architecturally.  The 
“ colour  is  so  magnificent  that  one  troubles  oneself  but 
“ little  about  the  architecture,  and  thinks  only  of  gazing 
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“ upon  the  expanse  of  gold  and  deep  rich  colour,  all  har- 
“ monised  together  into  one  glorious  whole.” 

With  these  patent  facts  before  us,  I trust  1 shall  not  be 
accused  of  being  misled  by  a love  for  my  native  country, 
if  I assert  that  Venice  has,  from  the  middle  ages  until  last 
cenjury,  when  her  political  and  commercial  decay  happened, 
held  the  first  place  in  the  art  of  making  mosaics,  both  as 
regards  the  manufacture  of  the  material  elements  and  the 
production  of  the  finished  works. 

In  order  to  make  themselves  thoroughly  acquainted  with 
the  art,  the  Venetians  sought  the  aid  of  Greek  artists,  and 
in  the  earliest  age  we  find  them  enlisting  the  aid  of 
Theophane  of  Constantinople , who  came  to  Venice  and 
opened  a school,  where  mosaic  designing  and  manufacture 
were  taught ; and  I quite  agree  with  our  Muratori , who 
writes : “ Summa  fuit  Greeds  in  Musivis  conficiendis 
peritia ; but  it  is  also  true  that  the  skill,  patience,  and 
love  of  the  art  increased  so  rapidly  among  the  Venetians 
that  they  were  soon  able  to  improve  upon  the  works  of 
their  teachers,  and  to  accomplish  within  the  boundaries  of 
their  own  limited  State  a greater  quantity,  and,  perhaps, 
more  perfect  mosaic  works  than  those  possessed  by  any 
other  nation,  and  they  were  even  able  to  supply  foreign 
people  with  enamel,  as  is  the  case  now  with  Home  in  re- 
gard to  the  primary  colours.  They  also  were  able  to  send 
abioad  their  artists  and  mosaicists  to  execute  many 
important  works,  and  these,  doubtless,  became  founders 
of  schools  in  those  lands  to  which  they  emigrated. 

All  writers  on  the  subject,  however,  whether  Venetian 
01  otherwise,  speak  of  the  pre-eminence  of  my  own  city 
in  the  art  of  mosaic,  and  I will  but  record  a sentence  of 
Lanzi,  in  his  “ Storia  Pittonca  della  Toscana ,”  where,  after 
having  related  the  useless  attempts  of  the  Florentines  to 
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decorate  worthily  the  chapel  of  St.  Zenobi , he  says : “ It 
u seems , indeed , that  the  glory  of  malcing  mosaics  has  been 
“ reserved  to  Venice.”  * 

It  is  impossible  to  set  it  down  as  mere  chance  that 
Venice  succeeded  in  reaching  so  high  a degree  of  perfec- 
tion in  the  mosaic  art;  for  more  probable  is  it  that  it  was 
a privilege  afforded  to  her  by  peculiar  and  natural  circum- 
stances, arising  out  of  her  material  and  artistic  position, 
her  natural  inclination,  her  skill,  and  her  possession  of  the 
grandest  examples  for  study  and  imitation.  It  is  well 
known  that  in  any  art  or  artistic  manufacture,  the  best 
elements  of  origin,  development,  improvement  and  perfec- 
tion, are,  firstly,  instinctive  feeling  of  the  people,  secondly, 
proper  material  means , thirdly,  good  schools  of  instruction , 
and  fourthly,  good  examples  to  be  placed  continually 
before  the  eye  and  mind  of  the  pupil  and  artist,  so  that 
his  instinct  and  knowledge  of  detail  may  be  constantly 
growing  and  improving. 

Now  as  regards  the  instinct , it  is  an  undeniable  fact 
that,  as  every  race  and  people,  like  individuals,  have  some 
peculiar  natural,  artistic,  or  industrial  bias,  in  addition 
to  those  general  inclinations  common  to  all  humanity,  we 
have  ample  evidence  that  the  Venetians  possess  that 
instinct  which  is  the  primary  element  of  the  mosaic  art, 

* Andrea  Tafi  arrived  in  Venice  a.d.  1141.  He  came  from  Florence 
for  the  purpose  of  studying  the  art  of  mosaic.  In  the  15th  century, 
Angelo  Beroviero  of  Murano  became  so  famed  for  the  production  of 
enamels  and  stained  glass,  that  Avellinus,  in  his  work  “ De  Architectura  ” 
(translated  into  Latin  by  King  Matthias  Corvinus),  tells  us  he  was  sent 
to  Ferrara,  Milan,  Florence,  Naples,  and  Constantinople,  to  introduce  his  pro- 
ductions and  to  teach  the  nature  of  his  inventions  and  improvements.  About 
the  middle  of  the  17th  century,  the  Republic  of  Venice  granted  to 
Cosimus  II.,  Grand  Duke  of  Tuscany,  as  a most  special  favour,  permission 
for  the  renowned  Venetian  mosaic  artists  Yacopo  and  Alvise  Luna  to  visit 
and  decorate  Florence. 
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namely,  a true  appreciation  of  colour , and  its  proper 
adaptation.* 

As  regards  material  elements , some  countries  have  the 
privilege  of  producing  one  kind  of  material  better  and 
cheaper  than  others.  This  frequently  depends  less  upon 
skill  and  often-repeated  experiments  than  upon  physical 
causes,  lying  either  in  the  soil  or  the  atmosphere. f It 
would  seem  that,  in  regard  to  enamels,  this  advantage  was 
given  to  Venice  (that  is,  to  its  neighbouring  island  Murano ), 
for  no  other  country  has  succeeded  in  producing  in  glass  so 
great  variety,  brilliancy,  and  peculiar  fineness  of  colour;  it 
may  so  happen  that  this  arises  from  atmospheric 
causes  or  from  some  other  unknown  reason.  But  to  prove 
the  truth  of  the  statement,  it  is  necessary  only  to  mention 
the  ancient  Venetian  glasses , which  in  our  time  are  esteemed 
most  precious  and  deserving  to  enrich  the  finest  collections 
of  works  of  art.  So  also  I may  name  the  yet  living 
manufacture  of  beads,  those  little  fragments  of  endless 
variegated  coloured  glass,  which  are  sold  all  over  the 
world,  and  give  to  Y enice  a monopoly  in  spite  of  all  competi- 
tion by  foreign  manufacturers.  The  same  reason,  perhaps 
mostly  physical,  which  enables  the  Venetian  manufacturers 
to  produce  the  best  and  most  variegated  colours  in  their 


* This  was,  perhaps,  the  reason  why  the  mighty  Venetian  school 
of  painting,  headed  by  Titian,  Tintoretto,  Cagliari,  etc.,  has  remained 
unrivalled  for  the  strength  and  beauty  of  its  colouring. 

t It  is  well  known,  for  example,  that  one  country  can  produce  the 
best  colours  in  silk  stuffs;  and  so  far  is  this  a privilege  to  it,  that  other 
countries  have  in  vain  attempted  to  obtain  the  same  result,  even  by  using 
precisely  similar  material  elements  of  the  colouring,  and  by  employing 
the  same  workmen.  Nobody  would  certainly  dare  to  assert  that  in  China 
and  Japan  the  art  of  painting  is  on  the  same  level  as  in  Europe;  but 
nobody  can  deny  the  extraordinary  vivacity,  brilliancy,  and  peculiarity 
of  the  Chinese  and  Japanese  colouring. 
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yet  unrivalled  beads,  are  those  which  form  the  most 
efficient  elements  in  the  production  of  the  best  enamels, 
those  most  fitted  to  the  requirements  of  the  mosaicist.* 

As  regards  the  schools  of  instruction.  From  the  com- 
mencement of  the  practice  of  mosaic  in  Venice  down  to 
the  time  of  its  decay,  there  were  schools  where  every  artist 
could  be  taught  until  he  was  capable  of  becoming  himself 
a master.  We  know  of  schools  of  the  twelfth  and 
thirteenth  centuries  under  Greek  masters,  and  of  many 
more  in  the -fifteenth,  sixteenth,  and  seventeenth  centuries, 
where  Venetian  teachers  were  famous  for  the  magnificent 
works  now  extant.  Among  these  masters  I may  mention 
the  Zuccati , Bozza,  and  Bianchini. 

There  never  have  been  wanting  in  Venice  the  very  best 
examples  to  be  studied  by  the  pupil  and  the  artist.  Firstly, 
the  city  possessed  the  master -pieces  of  the  Greek  artists  on 
the  walls  of  their  glorious  Cathedral;  there  and  in  other 
buildings  were  placed  in  the  course  of  about  five  centuries, 
the  splendid  mosaic  works  produced  by  the  Venetian 
artists  themselves,  and  these  works  have  always  been  open 
to  the  view  of  the  whole  population,  so  that  the  artists 
of  Venice  have  ever  had  the  means  of  being  taught  by, 

* In  all  branches  of  glass  manufacture,  where  perfect  production  is 
more  the  result  of  careful  and  skilful  manipulation  than  of  the  peculiarity 
of  the  material  elements,  the  moral  and  industrial  decay  of  the  people 
brings  with  it  the  decadence  and  ultimate  loss  of  the  industry;  as,  for 
instance,  the  manufacture  of  looking-glasses,  moulded  crystals,  lamps,  etc., 
for  which  the  island  of  Murano  was  formerly  so  famous,  has  now  been 
surpassed  by  foreign  manufacturers,  and  mostly  by  the  English,  Germans, 
French  and  Belgians ; but  where  the  production  is  mainly  dependent  upon 
the  physical  nature  of  its  material  elements,  and  upon  the  peculiar  possi- 
bility and  ease  of  using  them  to  obtain  the  best  result  by  means  of  colour, 
there  Murano  has  ever  kept  its  privilege ; for  this  is  a God’s  gift,  and  no 
competitor,  although  even  more  skilful  or  more  civilized,  can  venture  to 
touch  it.  »

and  of  becoming  acquainted  with,  every  kind,  style,  and 
manner  of  mosaics. 

Even  for  Venice  the  age  of  glory  and  prosperity  was 
not  to  be  perpetual.  By-and-bye  the  Queen  of  the 
Adriatic  declined,  and  the  sunset  of  her  political  and 
industrial  day  was  also  the  time  of  decadence  of  the 
mosaic  art.  At  last  the  Republic  died,  and  the  art,  which 
had  taken  such  deep  root  there,  fell  into  lethargy. 

But  it  was  not  dead,  nor  even  was  it  forgotten.  The 
elements  of  its  existence  and  of  its  prosperity  were  not 
so  much  dependent  on  political  changes  as  they  were 
bound  up  with  the  nature  and  spirit  of  the  people;  so  that 
they  are  capable  of  being  awakened,  and  directed  towards 
a noble  and  successful  purpose,  until  is  aroused  among 
civilised  nations  a warm  and  powerful  agency  in  aid  of 
art  and  true  religion. 

Such  were  my  thoughts  and  my  incentives  from  the 
time  when  I was  first  able  to  think  about  the  miserable 
condition  of  the  mosaics  of  my  poor  country,  witnessing 
as  I daily  did,  their  rapid  decay  from  want  of  repair,  and 
stimulated  by  the  efforts  made  in  Rome  to  keep  from 
death  some  branch  of  the  beautiful  art  I have  been  speak- 
ing of.  Then  a warm  desire  arose  in  my  heart  to  revive 
in  Venice  her  peculiar  manufacture,  for  she,  I knew,  pos- 
sessed within  her  the  primary  elements  of  its  existence, 
and  I knew  that  her  people  were  best  capable  of  using 
them;  in  Venice  the  knowledge  of  the  production  of  the 
raw  materials,  viz.,  the  enamels,  had  never  been  lost,  and 
they  could  even  be  developed  and  improved  in  Murano, 
which  has  ever  been  able  to  supply  foreign  nations  with 
the  leading  colours.  There,  where  the  people  were  not 
wanting  in  skill,  patience,  or  feeling,  they  could  be  taught 
to  work  better  and  cheaper  than--  in  any  other  place,  for 
does  not  Venice  herself  possess  the  very  finest  examples 
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and  sources  of  knowledge?  Her  peculiar  conditions  allow 
of  the  artisan  living  at  the  lowest  possible  rate,  and  her 
youth  have  from  their  infancy  been  surrounded  by  the 
ancient  productions  in  every  kind  and  style,  and  they 
have  them  at  any  moment  at  their  elbow  for  reference. 

Thus,  although  many  years  of  my  life  were  devoted  to 
far  different  pursuits,  I could  not  resist  the  temptation  to 
endeavour  to  be  of  use  to  my  native  land,  and  to  its 
almost  indigenous  art,  by  bringing  about  in  Venice  itself 
the  revival  of  the  Mosaic  art.  So  abandoning  my  lucra- 
tive profession;  I directed  my  exertions  and  my  capital 
to  the  development  of  the  ancient  famous  Venetian  manu- 
facture of  the  gold  and  coloured  enamels,  by  enlisting  the 
aid  of  the  eminent  skill,  practical  aptitude,  and  long  expe- 
rience of  a man  in  Murano,  who  had  spent  his  life 
and  fortune  in  making  continual  experiments,  and  whd 
thoroughly  succeeded  in  maintaining  and  improving  upon 
the  ancient  method  of  making  enamels,  as  well  as  of  reviv- 
ing the  forgotten  peculiar  art  of  imitating  the  rich  stones 
called  chalcedony-agate.* 

My  next  step  was  to  create  a school  of  mosaic,  select- 
ing the  chief  artists  from  the  school  of  painting  of  the 
Venetian  Imperial  Royal  Academy,  while  the  artisans 
were  taught  the  principles  of  geometry  and  drawing.  In 
the  next  place,  I undertook  journeys  to  distant  parts  in 
order  to  study  the  best  examples,  that  I may  be  in  a 

* Laurent  Radi,  of  Murano.  — An  artizan  whose  beautiful  enamels 
are  the  result  of  forty  years  of  deep  study  and  anxious  experience.  In 
1840  he  received  the  gold  medal  of  the  Imperial  Royal  Institute  of  Fine 
Arts  of  Venice.  To  him  I owe  my  first  impressions  of  the  possibility  of 
restoring  the  almost  forgotten  manufacture  of  enamels,  and  from  the  time 
of  my  becoming  acquainted  with  him,  I have  laboured  and  studied 
to  make  myself  more  and  more  acquainted  with  the  peculiar  and 
technical  nature  of  an  art  to  which  I was  formerly  almost  a stranger. 
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position  to  instruct  others,  and  assist  in  their  continual 
improvement.  Thus  had  its  origin  the  establishment 
founded  by  me  in  Venice,  and  known  by  the  title  of 
“ Salviati’s  Venetian  Enamel-Mosaic  Works.”  * 

It  will  be  supposed  that  the  virtual  creation  of  a new 
manufacture,  of  an  artistic  character,  seemed  at  first  a 
bold  and  not  over  easy  task.  Indeed,  many  rocks  stood 
between  me  and  the  realisation  of  the  enterprise,  and 
among  them  the  two  most  formidable  were — Firstly,  the 
essential  economical  differences  between  the  old  and  the 
new  times,  such  as  the  possible  impracticability  of  pro- 
ceeding in  case  of  the  manufacture  requiring  so  extensive 
an  outlay  as  to  raise  the  prices  of  the  finished  work  so 
high  as  to  prevent  the  general  application  of  mosaic,  and 
also  there  was  the  possibility  that,  instead  of  according 
with  the  taste  and  wants  of  the  public,  the  new  art  may  be 
opposed  by  the  prejudice  or  ignorance  of  various  classes 
of  people,  enhanced  and  intensified,  as  these  would  pro- 
bably be,  by  the  opposition  of  those  interested  in  favour  of 

* I would  refer  to  the  official  report,  dated  22nd  January,  1861,  of 
the  mixed  commission  appointed  by  the  Imperial  Eoyal  Academy  of  the 
Fine  Arts  in  Venice  to  pay  a visit  to  my  establishment,  for  the  purpose  of 
inspecting  and  judging  of  its  productions. 

“The  result  of  our  examination,”  it  is  literally  said,  “ was  the  convic- 
“ tion,  so  strong  that  it  could  not  well  be  stronger,  of  the  excellence  ex- 
“ hibited  in  every  department  of  the  works.  Our  expectations  were  sur- 
“ passed  by  the  result.  We  found  also  that  the  drawings  revealed  the  best 
“ possible  taste,  being  well  and  artistically  done,  and  we  have  no  suggestions 
“ to  offer  as  to  their  improvement,  as  we  cherish  the  conviction  that  a man 
“ who  has  already  sacrificed  personal  interests,  tranquillity  and  time;  who 
“ has  abandoned  a liberal  profession,  securing  to  him  a distinguished  and 
“ honoured  position  in  the  country ; who  spends  large  sums  of  money,  and 
“ makes  long  journeys  for  the  sake  of  introducing  improvements;  who> 
“ unassisted,  and  not  in  the  possession  of  a very  large  capital,  has  founded 
“ an  establishment  increasing  every  day  in  importance,  and  who  gives 
“ bread  and  work  to  so  many  artizans,  requires  no  additional  stimulant  to 
“ spur  him  on  his  task.” 


a different  sort  of  decoration. — Secondly , there  was  the 
possibility  of  future  competition,  the  result  of  which 
might  have  been  not  to  enrich  the  inventor  of  the 
manufacture,  but  his  imitators,  and  so  he  would  be 
deprived  of  the  reward  which  he  had  a right  to  expect  in 
return  for  all  his  labour,  his  risk  and  his  outlay. 

As  for  the  first  difficulty,  I have  happily  been  able  to  introduction 
avoid  it  completely,  by  introducing  an  entirely  new  method  of  .manufac;

of  manufacturing  mosaic,  quite  different  in  the  manipula- 
tion (but  equal  if  not  better  in  the  result)  from  that  used 
by  the  ancients,  to  whom  economy  was  not  an  object,  and 
whose  example  is  even  now  followed  by  the  inosaicists 
employed  by  the  Papal  and  Russian  Governments.  The 
old  mosaics  were  worked  on  the  very  spot  they  were 
destined  to  decorate  ; the  mosaicist  having  prepared  the 
surface  of  the  wall,  and  covered  it  with  a layer  of  cement, 
produced  his  subject  by  putting  on  the  enamels  piece  by 
piece.  It  will  be  readily  seen  that  this  system  of  working 
occupies  necessarily  a long  time,  and  costs  a vast  amount  of 
money  because  only  one,  or,  at  most,  a very  few,  artists  can 
work  on  the  same  spot,  so  that  the  cost  becomes  in  our 
times  prohibitive.  It  is  not  to  be  wondered  at  that  people 
in  modern  times  have  been  alarmed  at  the  probable  expense 
of  producing  mosaics,  and  to  this  we  must  attribute  the 
decay  and  long  dormant  condition  of  the  art.* 

* I have  no  better  proof  to  adduce  of  the  great  inconvenience  (as 
regards  length  of  time  and  great  cost  connected  with  the  production  of 
mosaics  according  to  the  ancient  method),  than  the  fact  that,  for  this  very 
reason,  the  great  architect  of  St.  Paul’s  Cathedral  in  London,  Sir  Chris- 
topher Wren,  was  prevented  from  carrying  out  his  glorious  project  of 
decorating  that  cathedral  with  enamel-mosaic.  Let  us  see  what  Wren’s 
son  says  in  his  work  “ Parentalia p.  291 : — 

“The  judgment  of  the  surveyor  was,  originally,  instead  of  painting  in 
“ the  manner  it  is  now  performed,  to  have  beautified  the  inside  of  the  cupola 
“ with  the  most  durable  ornament  of  mosaic  work,  as  is  nobly  executed  in 
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My  method,  on  the  contrary,  is  far  simpler  ; I am  able 
to  produce  mosaic  work  (even  when  intended  for  a foreign 
destination,  and  for  interior  or  exterior  decorative  purposes) 
in  my  own  establishment  at  Venice,  so  that  it  can  be  con- 
veyed to  the  place  for  which  it  is  intended,  ready  made, 
and  quite  prepared  to  be  fixed  bodily  on  the  cement, 
whether  the  position  be  circular,  horizontal,  or  perpendi- 
cular. By  this  means  I am  able  to  produce  a work,  of 
whatever  size  or  importance,  rapidly,  for  many  artists  and 
craftsmen  can  be  simultaneously  employed ; and,  when  we 
take  into  consideration  the  small  price  of  the  raw  mate- 
rials, and  the  low  rate  of  wages  in  Venice,  I can  produce 
all  kinds  of  monumental  mosaic  at  so  cheap  a price,  and 
with  such  very  great  speed,  that  this  kind  of  decoration  is 
brought  within  reach  of  all  classes  of  people.* 

“ the  cupola  of  St.  Peter’s  in  Rome,  which  strikes  the  eye  of  the  beholder 
“ with  a most  magnificent  and  splendid  appearance,  and  which,  without  the 
“ least  decay  of  colours,  is  as  lasting  as  marble  or  the  building  itself.  For 
“ this  purpose  he  had  projected  to  have  procured  from  Italy  four  of  the 
“ most  eminent  artists  in  that  profession ; but  as  this  art  was  a great  novelty 
“ in  England,  and  not  generally  apprehended,  it  did  not  receive  the  encou- 
“ ragement  it  deserved.  It  was  imagined,  also,  the  expense  would  prove 
“ too  great  and  the  time  very  long  in  the  execution.” 

Had  my  method  been  known  and  practised  in  Wren’s  time,  it  is  very 
likely  that  St.  Paul’s  would  wear  a very  different  aspect,  and  the  present 
English  generation,  instead  of  being  asked  for  subscriptions  for  embellish- 
ing this  grand  Protestant  Cathedral,  would  now  enjoy  the  gorgeous  decora- 
tion projected  by  Wren’s  genius,  and  piously  carried  out  at  the  expense 
of  their  ancestors. 

* I am  constantly  having  inquiries  addressed  to  me  in  reference  to 
the  prices  of  mosaics,  which  prove  to  me  that  an  erroneous  idea  largely 
prevails  of  the  cost  of  this  species  of  decoration,  and  I as  constantly 
surprise  the  inquirers  by  the  low  charge  which  I am  able  to  make,  as  the 
price  of  my  commonly  used  mosaics  is  about  the  same  as  that  usually 
paid  for  stained  glass.  As  a means  of  making  this  matter  widely  known,  I 
cannot  do  better  than  use  the  present  opportunity  of  giving  some  examples. 

The  first  great  commission  I received  from  Her  Majesty  the  Queen, 
under  the  advice  of  Mr.  G.  G.  Scott,  R.A.,  was  to  cover  the  groined 
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This  invention  is  certainly  deserving  of  notice,  as  it 
affords  the  means  of  adopting,  generally,  a system  of  deco- 
ration so  greatly  appreciated  and  cherished  by  our 
ancestors ; this  is  the  more  important  as  we  have  in  these 
times  so  many  desires  to  satisfy  and  but  too  little  money 
in  proportion.  Very  rare  are  the  instances  of  men  like 
Mr.  Guinness,  and  a few  others,  who  are  at  once  so 
generous  and  wealthy  as  to  spend  large  sums  out  of 
their  private  incomes  for  the  advantage  of  our  public 
buildings.* 

ceiling  of  the  Wolsey  Chapel,  at  Windsor  Castle,  with  Venetian  enamel 
mosaics.  The  design  comprehended  ninety-two  figures,  besides  inscrip- 
tions, medallions,  coats  of  arms,  crests,  mottoes,  heraldic  and  sacred 
emblems,  foliage,  etc.  The  whole  work  measured  2,100  superficial  feet, 
and  I was  able  to  execute  and  fix  it  in  ten  months,  including  the  time 
of  transit  from  Venice,  preparations  of  cement,  scaffolding,  and  at  the  price 
of  £4,725. 

The  large  mosaic  picture  under  the  dome  of  St.  Paul’s,  commissioned 
by  the  Dean  and  Chapter,  under  the  advice  of  Mr.  F.  C.  Penrose,  repre- 
senting the  Prophet  Isaiah,  and  two  Angels,  covers  250  superficial  feet, 
and  was  executed  and  fixed  within  two  months  at  a price  of  £600. 

Had  these  works  been  executed  in  the  manner  practised  by  the  ancients, 
the  ceiling  of  Wolsey’s  Chapel  would  have  occupied  at  least  ten  years,  and, 
at  the  smallest  computation,  would  have  cost  £20,000— and  the  St.  Paul’s 
work  in  the  same  proportion. 

It  was  at  the  close  of  the  middle  ages,  when  nations  were  growing  less 
grand  in  their  conceptions,  and  less  enthusiastic  in  their  true  religion  and 
patriotic  feelings,  that  fresco-paintings  began  to  take  the  place  of  mosaics, 
because  mosaic-work  was  enormously  expensive  and  tedious  in  its 
process,  whilst  fresco  painting  was  exceedingly  cheap. 

* It  is  well  known  that  Mr.  Guinness  has  spent  above^  £150,000  in 
the  alteration  and  restoration  of  St.  Patrick’s  Cathedral  at  Dublin.  We 
have  heard,  too,  of  the  great  sums  spent  by  Mr.  Beresford-Hope  and 
others,  in  the  erection  of  All  Saints’  Church,  in  Maxgaret-street,  London ; 
by  Mr.  T.  Brown,  the  Corporation  of  London,  and  several  City  Com- 
panies, for  the  decoration  of  St.  Paul’s  Cathedral ; by  the  Count 
Nellesen  and  Advocate  Jungbluth  at  Aix-la-Chapelle ; by  the  Baron 
Sina  for  the  Greek  Church  at  Vienna,  and  some  others. 
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And  now  a few  words  about  competition.  I did  not 
much  fear  this,  for  even  supposing  a manufacturer  pos- 
sessed the  same  power  and  facilities  for  producing  enamels 
equal  in  every  particular  to  mine,  and  capable  of  enduring 
for  many  centuries,  supposing  also  that  he  could  have 
similar  advantages  in  the  employment  of  craftsmen, 
having  the  instinctive  feeling  and  aptitude  of  the  Vene- 
tians, and  surrounded  by  ancient  examples  of  all  styles  of 
mosaic,  supposing  all  this,  I had  already  obtained  com- 
missions for  large  and  important  works,  and  had  executed 
them  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  my  employers;  people 
would  surely  have  trusted  me  in  preference  to  a manufac- 
turer who  had  not  enjoyed  the  experience  and  the  advan- 
tages which,  happily,  have  made  my  works  successful. 

Thus  I have  been  able  to  carry  out  my  scheme  without 
fear  of  competition,  either  in  Venice  or  in  other  countries. 
In  Venice  I had  no  reason  to  apprehend  competition,  for 
causes  to  which  I need  not  allude  here,  and  far  less  in  other 
countries  because  the  same  conditions  do  not  exist  abroad, 
and  the  cost  of  labour  is  considerably  greater.* 

If  I refer  to  the  success  of  my  enterprise  I rejoice  less 
for  my  own  sake  than  that  my  country  has  again  entered 
upon  this  manufacture.  My  manufactory  must  be  re- 

* There  is  another  danger  in  creating  a manufacture  of  a new  or 
peculiar  character,  viz.: — the  possible  corruption  and  defection  of  the 
craftsmen  after  their  having  been  taught  at  the  expense  of  the  origin- 
ator of  the  manufacture  ; still,  such  is  the  organization  of  my  establish- 
ment that  this  danger  is  entirely  avoided,  and  no  defection  could  do  any 
harm,  unless  all  the  establishment  should  leave  at  one  time.  As  there 
are  many  branches  of  the  mosaic  art  practised  in  my  manufactory,  and, 
even  in  any  work  of  each  branch,  there  are  various  degrees  of  easiness, 
the  successful  general  working  is  not  obtained  by  the  use  of  any  one  of 
the  individuals  who  may  have  a special  mission,  but  by  their  mutual 
helping  one  of  the  other,  and  by  the  prudent  and  wise  employment  of  all 
under  a commoii  rule  and  direction. 
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garded  rather  as  the  centre  of  a large  family  than  a collec- 
tion of  hired  people,  for  I and  my  employes  are  all  bound 
together  by  a common  thought  and  purpose,  so  that 
visitors  to  my  establishment  are  charmed  at  seeing  the  har- 
monious working  of  the  whole.* 

I trust  I shall  not  be  accused  of  egotism,  if,  in  sketching 
the  progress  of  my  manufacture,  I refer  to  matters  which 
I cannot  avoid ; and  I frankly  acknowledge  that  any  suc- 
cess I have  met  with  is  due  not  so  much  to  me  as  an  indi- 
vidual, as  to  all  the  members  of  my  establishment. 

Knowing  the  decay  of  the  mosaics  in  St.  Mark’s  was 
mainly  due  to  the  absence  of  proper  materials  for  their 
repair,  I devoted  my  earlier  exertions  to  improve  the  manu-  t>y  the  1.  R- 
facture  of  enamels,  and  also  to  the  study  of  the  nature  of  the  Venice, 
cements  used  by  the  ancients,  and  I am  proud  to  say  that 
I have  so  far  succeeded  as  to  obtain  this  testimony  from 
the  Imperial  Royal  Academy  of  Fine  Arts  in  Yenice — 

That  the  enamels  are  “ superior  to  all  others  ever  produced , 
not  only  to  those  manufactured  in  modern  times , but  also , in 
a great  degree , to  those  anciently  made,  for  every  species  of 
mosaic .”  f 

* Among  other  Newspapers  the  Gazzette  di  Venezia  and  the  American 
Boston  Advertiser  of  6th  May,  1863,  have  given  flattering  accounts  and 
details  of  the  matter. 

-j-  I will  venture  to  repeat  some  sentences  of  the  judgment  pronounced 
by  the  Imperial  Eoyal  Academy : — 

“ The  gold  enamels  for  mosaic  work  (submitted  by  Dr.  Salviati  to  our 
“judgment)  are  superior  to  those  previously  manufactured,  and  even  to 
“ some  of  the  ancient  ones,  from  the  brilliancy  and  transparency  of  the 
“ vitreous  layer,  (crystalline)  over  the  gold  leaf,  having  a compactness  and 
“ adhesiveness  to  the  underlying  layer,  so  as  to  secure  the  greatest  possible 
“ durability;  as  well  as  on  account  of  the  lustre  and  continuity  of  the  gold 
“ leaf,  and  of  the  tablets  presenting  neither  scratches  nor  swelling. 

“ As  regards  the  pieces  for  coloured  mosaics,  we  have  found  them  in 
“ part  even  superior,  through  the  delicacy  and  softness  of  the  tints,  to 
“ those  of  the  ancient  mosaics.” 
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Large  supply  J had  the  honour  and  the  privilege  of  furnishing  to  the 
st.  MariS t0  administration  of  St.  Mark’s  Cathedral  at  Venice  a consi- 
derable quantity  of  enamels  for  the  repair  of  the  ancient 
mosaics,  and  so  satisfied  have  been  my  employers  that  they 
gave  me  two  other  orders,  and  in  February,  1861,  they 
entered  into  a contract  with  me  to  supply  for  fifteen  years 
all  enamels  which  may  be  required.  A further  proof  of  the 
fitness  of  my  enamels  for  making  and  repairing  mosaics, 
not  only  new  but  old  also,  is  the  execution  of  the  repairs 
of  ancient  works  in  St.  Mark’s,  where,  though  some  of 
the  mosaics  are  half  old  and  half  new,  the  most  critical 
observer  cannot  distinguish  the  ancient  from  the  modern 
work,  even  while  close  beside  it. 

Further  jn  my  manufactory  many  improvements  have  been  made 

in  production  from  time  to  time  in  the  production  of  enamels.  Besides 
the  great  variety  in  the  tints  of  coloured  enamels,  and  the 
giving  to  the  gold  enamels  different  tones  so  as  to  render 
the  proper  effects  of  light  and  shade,  there  are  two  other 
improvements,  very  important  because  of  their  having  been 
unknown  to  the  ancients. 

By  aid  of  these,  pieces  of  gold  enamel  are  obtained  of  a 
tolerably  large  size,  and  having  a surface  so  curved  and 
moulded  as  to  be  capable  of  receiving  the  most  varied 
forms,  and  of  being  employed  in  almost  every  species  of 
ornamentation.  We  can  thus  produce,  of  gold  enamel  in 
relief,  picture  and  mirror  frames  of  various  sizes  and 
patterns,  ornamental  leaves,  rosettes,  heads  and  figures  of 
animals,  spiral  and  fluted  columns,  bosses,  &c.  We  thus 
obtain  articles  of  ornamental  furniture  made  in  an  impe- 
rishable gilded  material,  for  the  gold  is  covered  with  a 
surface  of  inseparable  glass,  and  is  protected  against  injury 
either  from  dirt,  insects,  or  atmospherical  agencies.  Another 
improvement  is  the  obtaining  on  gold  enamel,  by  means  of 
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engraving  on  the  gold  leaf,  before  it  is  enclosed  in  the  two 
plates  of  glass,  inscriptions,  names,  numbers,  words,  lines, 
and  large  alphabetical  letters. 

Having  now  obtained  a complete  idea  of  the  nature  and  Endless  appU-

quality  of  the  enamels,  I need  not  enumerate  the  endless  mosaic  manu- 
. • n ••  i facture. 

applications  of  a manufacture,  which,  associating  all  the 
resources  of  human  fancy  and  skill  in  the  art  of  painting, 
makes  use  of  the  most  brilliant,  effective,  and  variegated 
colours,  and  of  indestructible  gilding. 

From  the  description  I have  given,  can  be  seen  how 
applicable  is  this  style  of  decoration  to  pictures,  ornaments, 
and  inscriptions  to  be  placed  on  walls,  ceilings,  floors, 
reredos,  pulpits,  fonts  of  churches,  either  externally  or  in- 
ternally ; so  also  it  may  be  applied  to  the  ornamentation 
of  dwelling-houses,  public  halls,  ornamental  fountains  (even 
of  those  parts  subjected  to  the  play  of  the  water),  theatres, 
baths ; or  the  decoration  of  doors  in  private  or  public  build- 
ings ; in  cemeteries,  to  memorials  and  tombs ; and,  finally, 

(when  the  mosaic  is  smooth ),  from  it  may  be  made  the 
finest  articles  of  bijouterie , as  bracelets,  necklaces,  brooches, 
clasps,  breast-pins,  &c. 

These  numerous  applications  of  the  art  of  mosaic  are  by 
not  the  play  of  fancy ; they  are  an  accomplished  fact,  as 
witness  the  examples  I have  produced,  and  which  I am 
producing,  and  which  may  be  seen  in  many  parts  of  the 
world,  in  Europe,  in  Africa,  and  in  America;  and  I may 
add  that,  judging  from  the  remarks  of  private  and  public 
persons,  and  the  criticisms  of  the  press,  my  works  have 
given  general  satisfaction.* 

* The  Jury  of  the  Italian  Exhibition,  held  at  Florence  (186:0,  in 
conferring  upon  me  six  prize  medals  for  the  various  branches  of  art 
relating  to  the  different  nature  and  character  of  my  productions,  pro- 
nounced:— ‘‘  This  Venetian  manufacture,  although  the  latest  that  made  its 
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Works  exe-

The  numerous  commissions  with  which  I have  been  en- 
trusted, some  of  which  have  been  executed,  and  others  are 
now  in  course  of  production,  are  in  themselves  practical 
illustrations  of  the  applicability  of  mosaic  to  the  purposes 
of  interior  and  exterior  decoration. 

Without  entering  into  any  description  of  mosaics 
which  I have  made  in  my  own  country,  and  the  large 
commission  executed  for  His  Highness  Said  Pacha,  late 
Viceroy  of  Egypt,  of  the  floor  and  a considerable  part  o 
the  walls  of  a large  saloon  at  Meks,  I may  enumerate 
among  many  others  the  following,  as  illustrative  of  the 
adaptibility  of  my  material  for  the  decoration  of  walls, 
roofs , and  pavements,  of  buildings. 

“ appearance  in  this  august  Italian  Hall  of  Arts,  exceeds  any  other  in 
“ splendour,  taste,  and  originality and  the  Committee  for  the  Roman 
and  Venetian  exhibitors  said:  “ The  productions  exhibited  by  Dr.  Salviati’s 
“ establishment  could  themselves  alone  retrieve  the  splendid  fame  of  the 
“Venetian  industries.” 

The  Jury  of  the  International  Exhibition,  held  in  London  in  1862, 
and  the  Visitors,  have  been  not  less  generous  in  bestowing  reward  and 
praise  on  my  manufacture.  Without  making  mention  of  the  prize  medals 
then  obtained,  and  of  all  that  has  been  said  about  these  productions  by 
nearly  every  organ  of  the  English  press,  I feel  constrained  to  reprint 
some  words  from  the  Times: — 

“ Signor  Salviati’s  productions  are  probably  the  most  successful  imita- 
“ tions  of  the  ancient  Byzantine  mosaics  which  modern  art  has  produced, 
“ equalling  them  in  most  of  their  qualities,  and  in  some  even  surpassing 
“ them.  * * * He  can  produce  any  effect  of  which  mosaics  are 

“ capable.  They  are  of  a substance  to  which  the  most  brilliant  and  the 
“ most  delicate  colours  can  be  indelibly  imparted — indestructible  by  the 
“ action  of  time,  and  which  can  be  fashioned  into  any  form,  however 
“ fantastic  or  minute  * * * so  that  the  original  brightness  of  the 

“ gilding  can  never  be  tarnished  or  damaged  by  any  external  influence 
“ * * * and  the  colours  will  be  as  brilliant  and  as  delicate  200  or  300 

“ years  hence  as  we  now  see  them.  * * * Of  their  adaptability  to 

“ all  kinds  of  works  we  have  here  numerous  examples,  from  large  church 
“ mosaics  and  pavements  to  the  most  exquisitely  enamelled  brooches,  rings 
“ anH  bracelets,  etc.,  etc.” 
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I.  The  large  mosaic  picture  (about  250  superficial  feet) 
fixed  in  July,  1864,  on  one  of  the  eight  spandrils  under 
the  dome  of  St.  Paul’s  Cathedral,  in  London.  The  decora- 
tion of  his  great  work  with  mosaics  was  one  of  the  most 
cherished  wishes  of  Sir  Christopher  Wren,  and  now  that 
the  formerly  existing  difficulties  of  time  and  prohibitive 
cost  have  been  removed,  the  plan  of  the  great  architect  is 
about  to  be  realised  under  the  advice  of  Mr.  Penrose,  with 
the  sanction  and  cordial  assistance  of  the  Dean,  Dr.  Mil- 
man,  and  the  other  members  of  the  Chapter.  The  cartoon 
for  the  spandril  already  worked  was  made  by  that  accom- 
plished artist,  Mr.  Alfred  Stevens.* 

II.  The  whole  vaulted  roof  of  Cardinal  Wolsey’s  Chapel 
at  Windsor  Castle,  covering  an  area  of  2,100  superficial 
feet.  The  decoration  of  this  beautiful  chapel,  which  is 
being  carried  out  under  the  superintendence  of  Mr.  G.  G. 
Scott,  R.A.,  is  an  especial  object  of  interest  with  Her 
Majesty  Queen  Victoria,  as  it  is  a family  memorial  to  His 
Royal  Highness  the  Prince  Consort.  The  cartoons  for 
this  great  work  were  made  by  Messrs.  Clayton  and  Bell.f 

These  two  commissions  were  the  first  with  which  I had 
the  honour  of  being  entrusted  in  England,  and  to  these  I 

* The  subject  completed  represents  the  prophet  Isaiah.  The  figures 
of  the  prophet,  and  two  attendant  angels,  are  represented  on  a gold 
ground,  the  first  in  a sitting  posture,  deriving  the  materials  of  his  in- 
spiration from  a tablet  held  towards  him  by  an  angel,  whilst  another 
angel  behind  the  prophet  is  holding  another  version  of  prophecy,  also 
indicated  by  a tablet. 

f The  style  of  Cardinal  Wolsey’s  Chapel  is  Perpendicular  Gothic, 
therefore  the  above-mentioned  ceiling  is  groined,  and  all  the  spaces  between 
the  interlacing  ribs  are  filled  with  enamel  mosaic  pictures  on  gold-enamel 
ground.  Each  long  panel  has  a half-length  figure  of  an  angel,  whose 
head  is  surrounded  by  a gold  nimbus,  and  both  beneath  and  above  every 
figure  are  ornaments  representing  foliage,  clouds,  etc.  The  other  panels 
along  the  centre  of  the  ceiling  contain  the  Prince  Consort’s  crests,  with 


attribute  in  a great  degree  the  rapid  development  in  that 
country  of  my  manufacture,  which,  although  introduced  by 
a foreigner,  has  met  with  that  encouragement  which  an  en- 
lightened and  generous  people  are  ever  ready  to  accord  to 
an  art  possessing  true  and  real  beauty.  I must  not  forget, 
however,  the  eminent  advantages  I have  enjoyed  in  the 
patronage  I have  received  from  the  most  illustrious  per- 
sons, and  the  encouragement  I have  met  with  from  those 
who,  appreciating  the  peculiar  value  of  this  species  of- 
decoration  for  a northern  climate,  have  recommended 
and  are  encouraging  its  use,  and  have  thus  done  good 
service  to  their  country  by  securing  unrivalled  durability 
and  non-liability  to  injury  from  atmospheric  changes.* 

this  motto,  “ Treu  und  Fest,”  his  initials,  medallions,  devices,  and  other 
ornaments.  The  roof  is  divided  into  two  parts;  the  first  we  may  call 
the  historical  or  heraldic  part,  and  the  second  the  sacred. 

In  the  whole  there  are  ninety-two  angelic  figures,  each  holding  a shield. 
The  sixty-four  angels  of  the  first  portion  carry  shields,  bearing  the  arms 
of  the  Prince  Consort  and  the  ancestors  of  his  family ; the  other  twenty- 
eight  angels  bear  shields  emblazoned  with  the  various  emblems  of  our 
Lord’s  Passion. 

While  abstaining  from  repeating  the  flattering  opinions  of  the  press 
generally,  and  the  testimonials  which  I have  received  from  my  employers 
as  to  the  success  of  works  already  executed  by  me  in  England  and  else- 
where, I venture  to  report  the  following  sentence  in  The  Builder  (the 
organ  of  the  English  Architects,  etc.),  as  it  relates  to  the  nature  and  kind 
of  the  materials  employed  in  the  work  referred  to:  “The  larger  number 
“ of  tints  and  the  improved  quality,  as  well  of  the  coloured  as  of  the 
“ gold-enamels,  are  very  noticeable,  particularly  the  different  tints  which 
“ the  gold  enamel  is  capable  of  receiving,  and  the  successful  use  of  it 
“ (ruby-orange  and  variously-shaded  colours)  in  the  wings  of  the  angels, 
“ in  the  gloria  round  the  heads,  in  the  shields,  crests,  and  many  other 
“ important  places.” 

* As  public  opinion  in  England  is  generally  expressed  through  the 
press,  which  worthily  deserves  universal  consideration  for  its  impartiality, 
let  us  repeat  what  has  been  said  by  some  of  its  most  conspicuous  organs 
with  regard  to  the  commissions  received. 

“ Among  the  different  traces,”  said  the  Morning  Post  of  23rd  October, 
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HI. — The  vaulted  roof  of  the  canopy  over  the  statue  of 
the  Prince  Consort  in  the  National  Memorial,  now  in 
course  of  erection  in  Hyde  Park,  from  the  designs  of  Mr. 
G.  G.  Scott,  R.A.  ; other  mosaics  will  adorn  the  exterior 
of  this  monument,  to  which  I shall  refer  presently. 

IV.  — Mosaic  Cross,  with  ornaments,  monograms, 
&c.,  over  the  chancel  arch  of  AU  Saints’  Church  at 
Windsor  : architect,  Mr.  A.  Blomfield. 

V.  — The  soffits  of  the  twelve  side  windows,  and  of  the 
great  blank  west  window,  in  the  Wolsey  Chapel,  at 

1862,  “which  the  International  Exhibition  of  1862  is  likely  to  leave 
“ behind  it  in  the  future  history  of  English  art  and  architecture,  none. 
“ perhaps,  will  be  more  strongly  marked  than  the  impulse  which  it  seems 
“ destined  to  give  to  the  development  of  mosaic  decoration.  With  the 
“ completion  of  the  work  at  Windsor  Castle,  and  with  the  kindred  deco- 
“ ration  of  St.  Paul’s  in  enamel-mosaic — which  cannot  fail  to  mark  an 
“ epoch  in  the  history  of  English  ecclesiastical  decoration — we  shall 
“ possess  at  last  some  specimens  of  a kind  of  decoration  so  peculiarly 
“ adapted  to  our  English  climate,"  and  so  capable  of  resisting  the  destruc- 
“ tive  influences  of  coal-smoke  and  gas,  as  well  as  of  damp,  that  the  only 
44  wonder  is  it  should  not  have  been  already  adopted  on  an  extensive 
“ scale.  If,  three  centuries  ago,  it  was  remarked  by  the  Herodotus  of 
“ painting,  by  old  Vasari,  that  4 nothing  stands  wind  and  water  like 
“ 1 mosaic;’  if,  earlier  still,  it  was  declared  by  Ghirlandajo  that  £ mosaic 
“ 4 is  the  only  painting  for  eternity ,’  it  ought  to  be  welcomed  with  a special 
“ eagerness  amongst  ourselves,  who  have  had  such  severe  and  convincing 
44  experience  of  the  perishable  nature  of  our  customary  modes  of  deco- 
4‘  ration.” 

“ The  Venetian  enamel  mosaics,”  said  the  Times  of  22nd  October,  1862, 
“ recently  admirably  revived,  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Salviati,  are  now 
“ to  be  adopted  in  this  country  in  the  decoration  of  St.  Paul’s,  and  also 
“ in  the  vaulting  of  the  Chapel  Eoyal,  Windsor.  This  is,  probably,  the 
44  first  instance  of  their  introduction  into  our  Gothic  buildings  north  of 
*4  the  Alps,  since  their  being  made  use  of  in  the  13th  century  in  the  tombs 
“ of  Edward  the  Confessor  and  Henry  III.,  in  Westminster  Abbey.  A 
“ more  magnificent  mode  of  decoration  can  scarcely  be  imagined,  and  it 
44  has  in  this  country  the  great  advantage  of  not  being  liable  to  injury 
“ from  the  dampness  of  the  climate.” 
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Windsor  Castle.  Also  the  twenty-eight  panels  and  the 
tracery  of  the  same  window,  which,  in  addition  to 
ornamental  and  heraldic  work,  will  contain  full-length 
portraits  of  those  Sovereigns  and  Prelates  who  have,  at 
various  times,  been  engaged  in  the  erection  or  decoration 
of  the  Castle.  The  whole  of  the  cartoons  for  this  work 
are  being  drawn  by  Messrs.  Clayton  and  Bell,  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  Geo.  Gilbert  Scott,  B.A.  As  these  por- 
traits form  a most  interesting  and  important  work,  they 
require  very  delicate  treatment  from  the  fact  that  they  are 
comparatively  near  the  eye. 

VI.  — Mosaic  figures  of  angels  Avith  wide-spreading  wings, 
supporting  scrolls,  on  the  walls  of  the  church  at  Clyst  St. 
George,  near  Topsham,  for  the  Rev.  H.  T.  Ellacombe, 
whose  enlightened  love  for  the  art  of  mosaic  has  led  him 
to  adopt  this  style  of  decoration. 

VII.  — A large  mosaic  inscription,  with  figure,  on  the 
wall  of  the  church  at  Speen,  near  Newbury. 

VIII.  — A life-size  figure,  on  gold  ground,  of  Niccolo 
Pisano , in  the  New  Court  of  the  South  Kensington 
Museum.  It  is  understood  to  be  the  intention  of  the 
Council  to  adorn  the  walls  of  this  Court  with  a series  of 
portraits  in  mosaic,  each  representing  an  old  master, 
and  the  cartoons  of  Avhich  are  being  designed  by  some  of 
the  most  eminent  English  painters.  I am  now  executing 
two  others  of  this  series  representing  Apelles  and  Benozzo 
Gozzoli. 

IX.  — Medallions  on  the  interior  of  the  chancel  of  a 
church  at  Ealing,  architect,  Mr.  S.  S.  Teulon. 

X.  — The  decoration  with  gold  enamel  of  a pavement 
to  be  laid  in  front  of  the  altar  at  Westminster  Abbey. 

I am  aware  that  doubts  have  been  expressed  whether 
mosaic  work  for  exterior  decoration  will  stand  in  northern 
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climates,  especially  in  England.  I am  quite  sure  that  there 
are  no  grounds  whatever  for  apprehending  danger.  As  P^™^eon 
far  as  the  enamel  itself  is  concerned,  if  it  be  well  made 
is  is  absolutely  indestructible.  What  influence  can  affect 
it  ? Not  cold  or  frost,  or  rapid  changes  in  the  state  of 
the  weather  ; these  could  only  affect  a material  if  it  were 
extremely  dilatable,  but  the  enamel  which  I use  has,  per- 
haps, less  tendency  to  expand  than  any  other  material.  The 
damp  cannot  injure  it,  because  it  is  less  porous  than  clay, 
stone,  marble,  &c.  If  danger  is  apprehended  from  smoke, 
dust,  &c.,  enamel  has  a peculiar  claim  to  be  preferred  to 
other  methods  of  obtaining  coloured  decoration,  for  it 
can  be  easily  washed  and  cleaned. 

But  some  will  say,  “We  do  not  doubt  your  material, 
but  what  about  the  cement  ?”  I answer  that  if  the  cement 
is  bad  no  means  of  encrusted  architectural  decoration  can 
be  applied  out  of  doors  in  England,  and  I think  that  to 
such  a conclusion  the  supporters  of  terra-cotta,  stone,  or 
marble  decoration  would  scarcely  arrive.  But  the  English, 
who  possess  so  many  excellent  cements,  should  be  the  last 
to  entertain  this  fear.  For  my  own  part  I have  full  con- 
fidence in  my  own  peculiar  cements , and  I should  always 
wish  to  be  permitted  to  use  them,  because  they  are  of  the 
same  nature  as  those  used  by  the  ancient  mosaicists.* 

* There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  cement  on  which  the  enamels  are 
fixed  is  a great  constituent  part  of  the  mosaics  themselves.  My  impres- 
sion is,  that  the  best  way  of  giving  to  the  mosaics  of  this  day  the  utmost 
chances  of  permanence,  is  to  study  carefully,  and  to  follow  religiously,  the 
principles  of  the  old  masters,  as  the  extraordinary  durability  of  their 
works,  which  have  stood  the  wear  and  the  weather  of  many  centuries,  is 
the  best  proof  of  the  goodness  of  their  cements.  The  old  Venetian 
chronicles,  which  I have  consulted  in  the  matter,  give  me  the  utmost  con- 
fidence in  my  cements,  as  they  are  constituted  like  those  therein  described. 

I have  no  objection  at  all  to  Portland,  Keen’s,  or  Roman  cements;  I even 
allow  that  for  some  purposes,  especially  where  rapid  setting  is  the  quality 
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In  addition  to  the  physical  arguments  I have  adduced, 
there  is  an  unanswerable  reason  for  placing  reliance  upon 
the  permanent  quality  of  the  cement — it  is  the  eloquent 
fact  of  the  great  mosaics  standing  for  centuries  on  the 
exterior  of  many  churches,  viz.,  St.  Frediano  s at  Lucca , 
St.  Marl's  at  Venice,  etc.,  etc.  If  it  should  be  objected 
that  this  argument  is  not  applicable  to  England,  on  account 
of  the  great  difference  between  the  Southern  and  Northern 
climates,  I would  answer Firstly.  The  opposing  argument 
is  negative,  and  can  only  be  valued  until  it  can  be  sup- 
ported by  the  evidence  of  a positive  fact ; meanwhile  we 
have  the  contrary  on  our  side.  Secondly , It  must  be 

proved  that  the  variation  between  the  two  climates  is  so 
great  as  to  produce  such  a difference  in  the  result,  that  a 
kind  of  cement  sufficiently  good  to  keep  mosaics  standing  ten 
and  more  centuries  in  Northern  Italy  is  of  no  power  at  all 
when  used  in  England.  Thirdly , I venture  to  assert  that  it 
is  an  error  to  suppose  that  Venice,  for  instance,  enjoys  con- 
tinually a mild  Southern  climate.  The  people  of  England 
think  much  too  favourably  of  Venice  in  this  matter,  and 
it  is  as  much  a prejudice  to  expend  so  many  praises  on  the 
climate  of  Venice,  as  it  is  for  those  on  the  Continent  to 
vilify  so  loudly  that  of  England.  We  have  very  severe 
winters  in  Venice,  and  frequently  the  mercury  falls  many 
degrees  lower  than  it  does  in  England. 

chiefly  required,  these  are  the  best  cements  to  be  used ; but  I do  not  go  so 
far  as  to  state,  with  some  eminent  authorities,  that  on  account  of  this 
quality  of  theirs  they  will  last  longer  than  other  materials  which  demand 
longer  time  to  harden. 

The  cements  used  by  me  are  of  a kind  which  do  not  at  first  show  a 
peculiar  hardness ; but  when  they  have  set  sufficiently  to  keep  the  enamels 
fixed  on  them,  they  grow  harder  every  day,  so  that  after  a mosaic  work 
nas  stood  for  a time,  it  inspires  more  and  more  confidence  in  its  standing 
as  long  as  is  desired. 
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So  extremely  severe,  sometimes,  are  the  winters  in 
Venice,  that  more  than  once  during  this  century  the  la- 
goons have  been  frozen  so  hard  that  not  only  could  people 
walk  upon  the  ice,  but  carriages  and  waggons  have  been 
used  for  the  journey  to  Murano  and  other  neighbouring 
islands  and  the  mainland. 

In  Venice  the  alternations  from  heat  to  cold,  and  vice 
versa , are  at  times  more  rapid  even  than  in  England. 
Notwithstanding  this,  the  exterior  Venetian  mosaics  have 
stood  during  many  centuries,  while  the  surrounding  stone 
and  marble  have  succumbed  to  the  severity  of  the 
weather.* 

If  any  doubt  should  still  exist  (after  reference  to  these 
patent  facts)  about  the  supposed  greater  difference  be- 
tween the  English  and  Venetian  climates  in  their  effect 
upon  mosaics,  I would  instance  those  at  Prague.  I need 
not  refer  to  their  good  or  bad  qualities  as  works  of  art;  I 
desire  only  to  direct  attention  to  their  long  proved  capa- 
bility for  exterior  decoration  in  a severe  climate,  and  I am 
sure  that  no  person  who  has  experienced  the  severity  of 
the  winter  in  Prague  will  put  forward  the  objection  of 
the  injurious  effect  of  cold  and  frost. 

And  we  must  not  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  in  case  of 
the  worst  happening,  mosaic  affords,  better  than  any  other 
decoration,  the  opportunity  of  re-fastening  the  pieces  in 
case  of  their  becoming  loose. 

For  my  own  part  I cannot  give  a better  proof  of  my 
full  conviction  in  this  matter  than  the  fact  that  I have 

* Visitors  who,  for  instance,  examine  the  side  of  St.  Mark’s  facing 
the  Ducal  Palace  and  the  sea,  will  observe  that  the  marbles  forming  the 
lower  part  are  much  decayed,  while  the  mosaic  works  on  the  upper  portion, 
although  earlier  by  four  centuries,  are  perfectly  sound,  and  are  yet  kept 
together  by  the  underlying  and  surrounding  Venetian  cement. 
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decorated  with  my  enamel-mosaic  a great  portion  of  the 
fajade  of  my  own  house  in  Venice,  which  is  in  a less 
favourable  condition  in  this  respect,  viz.,  it  stands  (near  to 
the  Academy  of  Fine  Arts)  on  the  north  side  of  the 
Grand  Canal.  But  if  I may  be  permitted  to  judge,  I have 
good  reason  for  believing  that  the  objection  I have  referred 
to  is  not  deemed  important,  as  the  most  eminent  architects 
have  entrusted  me  with  commissions  for  executing  mosaics 
which  will  be  exposed  to  the  external  atmosphere.  For 
instance — 

I.  I have  been  honoured  by  Mr.  Scott  with  an  order 
to  prepare  mosaics  for  the  decoration  of  the  spandrils 
and  tympana  of  the  National  Memorial  to  the  Prince  Con- 
sort, now  being  erected  in  Hyde  Park. 

II.  I have  executed  and  fixed  the  ornamentation  in 
enamel-mosaic  on  the  ceiling  of  the  exterior  vestibule  of 
the  Mausoleum  at  Frogmore  by  the  command  of  Her  Ma- 
jesty the  Queen,  under  the  advice  of- Mr.  A.  J.  Humbert, 
the  architect. 


III.  The  decoration  in  enamel-mosaic  of  the  fajade 
of  the  Wedgwood  Memorial  at  Burslem,  as  part  of  the 
ceramic  design  now  being  carried  out  under  the  direction 
of  Mr.  P.  Edgar. 

IV.  The  large  mosaic  cross  on  the  top  of  the  Tyndale 
Monument  now  erecting  at  Nibley  Knoll,  by  the  archi- 
tect, Mr.  S.  S.  Teulon.

I will  now  give  a few  instances  of  the  applicability  of 
mosaic  to  the  decoration  of  altar-pieces  and  reredoses. 

I must  mention,  first  of  all,  the  very  important  work 
which  I am  executing  for  Westminster  Abbey.  It  is  a 
large  picture  on  gold- enamel  ground  representing  “ The 
Last  Supper,”  from  cartoons  by  the  well-known  artists 
Messrs.  Clayton  and  Bell. 

I mention  further  the  mosaic  decoration  on — the  reredos 
of  St.  Peter’s  Church  at  Vauxhall,  ordered  by  the  archi- 
tect, Mr.  Pearson  ; — the  reredos  of  Monkland  Church, 
near  Leominster,  architect,  Mr.  Street  ; — the  reredos  in 
Hanworth  Church,  near  Staines,  architect,  Mr.  Teulon 
the  east  end  of  Exeter  College  Chapel,  at  Oxford,  archi- 
tect, Mr.  Scott  ;• — the  reredos  at  Compton  Pauncefoot 
Church,  near  Bruton,  architect,  Mr.  Slater  ; — the  reredos 
for  Hawkley  Church,  Hants,  architect  Mr.  Teulon  ; — the 

* A better  means  of  preserving  in  the  memory  the  very  features  of 
deceased  persons  cannot  be  imagined  than  is  offered  by  this  process.  The 
colours  are  always  vivid,  and  the  gold  ground  never  becomes  tarnished. 
A mosaic  portrait  possesses  peculiar  advantages  over  sculptured  busts 
in  its  richness  and  power  of  expression,  and  over  painting  in  its  dura- 
bility, its  standing  either  in  or  out  of  doors,  and  its  non- liability  to 
be  spoilt  or  injured  by  the  effects  of  damp,  smoke,  gas-fumes,  rain, 
sunshine,  etc.

As  instances  of  the  applicability  of  mosaic  to  the  deco- 
ration of fonts  and  pulpits,  I may  mention — the  font  at  Eode 
Church,  recently  built  for  Randle  Wilbraham,  Esq.,  from 
designs  by  Mr.  Scott ; — the  pulpit  for  Beuhilton  Church, 
Sutton,  Surrey,  architect,  Mr.  Teulon  ; — the  pulpit  at  the 
new  Catholic  church  of  St.  Mary’s,  at  Chelsea,  architect, 
Mr.  Bentley. 

Among  works  for  the  decoration  of  furniture  and 
house  fittings  I may  name,  by  way  of  example,  the 
chimney-pieces  for  the  drawing  and  dining-rooms  in  the 
mansion  of  His  Grace  the  Duke  of  St.  Albans,  now

A DESCRIPTION, 

&c.  &c. 


DURING}  tlie  year  1856,  Mr.  Sheepshanks  offered  to  give  his 
Collection  of  Pictures,  &c.  to  the  Nation,  on  certain  conditions, 
one  of  which  was  that  a suitable  structure  to  receive  them  should 
be  provided  within  the  space  of  twelve  months  from  the  date  of 
the  offer.  At  this  period  the  Science  and  Art  Department  was 
charged  with  the  care  of  the  temporary  iron  building  erected  to 
receive  various  collections  which  could  not  be  exhibited  to  the 
public  for  want  of  room,  and  had  under  consideration  the  means 
either  of  rendering  the  iron  building  more  secure  from  fire  by 
erecting  in  it  brick  partitions,  or  of  building  a supplemental 
room  in  brick,  which  shordd  be  fire-proof,  in  order  to  receive  the 
more  precious  collections  of  Ornamental  Art. 

It  became  evident  that  the  most  economical  arrangement  that 
could  be  made  would  be  to  connect  this  supplemental  room  with 
the  new  gallery  necessary  for  the  reception  of  Mr.  Sheepshanks* 
gift  of  pictures ; and  to  provide  accommodation  for  these  two 
objects  the  present  brick  building  adjoining  the  north  end  of  the 
iron  museum  was  projected  and  constructed. 

The  proportions  of  the  building  were  necessarily  much  governed 
by  its  connexion  with  the  main  Museum.  The  principal  condi- 
tions laid  down  previous  to  its  being  designed  were  that  its  width 
should  equal  that  of  one  of  the  three  iron  vaidts  or  spans  which 
constitute  that  building,  viz.,  42  feet  5 that  its  two  floors  should 
also  be  on  a level  with  the  corresponding  Museum  floors  ; that 
although  in  close  proximity  to,  it  should  not  be  in  actual  contact 
with,  the  latter  building;  that  the  floors  and  all  other  parts  should 
be  of  such  a construction  as  to  avoid  as  much  as  possible  all  risk 
from  fire;  that  the  upper  or  picture  gallery  rooms  should  be 
lighted  from  above,  and  that  the  lower  rooms  shoidd  have  as 
much  light  as  possible,  and  should  be  open  from  side  to  side  ; 
that  no  iron  columns  or  supports  should  be  used,  and  that  all 
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iron  employed  in  the  construction  should  be  so  covered  or  pro- 
tected by  non-conducting  materials  as  to  be  beyond  the  influence 
of  any  fire  that  might  accidentally  occur. 

It  was  also  considered  desirable  to  have  such  a building  as 
might  be  easily  capable  of  extension  at  any  future  period,  so 
that  the  cost  of  such  extension  might  be  readily  ascertained. 

One  other  circumstance  requires  to  be  mentioned  while  treating 
of  conditions,  namely,  that  it  was  determined,  in  the  absence  of 
any  ready  means  of  drainage,  to  make  use  of  the  horizontal  iron 
drain  pipes  of  the  Museum  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  off  the 
water  collected  on  the  roof  of  the  new  building.  This  apparently 
trifling  matter  influenced  in  some  degree  the  external  appearance 
of  the  building,  for  to  make  use  of  this  drain  it  was  necessary  to 
keep  the  horizontal  pipe  which  takes  the  water  from  the  stack 
pipes,  above  the  level  of  the  ground  outside,  and  thus  it  was  that 
the  somewhat  excentric  arrangement  was  adopted  of  carrying 
the  stack  pipes  through  to  the  interior  of  the  wall  at  about  three 
feet  above  the  ground  line.  It  may  be  mentioned  that  this  idea 
of  making  use  of  the  Museum  pipe  was  subsequently  abandoned, 
experience  having  shown  that,  so  far  from  being  able  to  receive 
the  water  from  the  new  building,  it  was  totally  inadequate  to 
the  drainage  of  its  own  roof.  Having  thus  briefly  stated  the 
circumstances  which  gave  rise  to  the  erection  of  this  building, 
and  the  conditions  by  which  it  is  influenced,  it  will  be  necessary 
to  give  some  account  of  the  fabric  itself  in  regard  to  its  construc- 
tion, lighting  by  day  and  night,  warming  and  ventilating,  and 
to  explain  briefly  the  principles  which  governed  the  carrying  out 
of  these  important  parts  of  the  design. 

Construction. 

To  commence  with  the  general  description  and  construction, 
the  new  gallery  may  be  described  as  a two-story  building 
covering  a rectangular  plot  of  ground  of  about  87  feet  long  by 
•50  feet  in  breadth ; its  height  above  the  ground  line  being  31 
feet  to  the  eaves,  or  rather  more  than  50  feet  extreme  measure- 
ment from  foundation  to  ridge. 

It  is  composed  of  seven  bays  exactly  similar  one  to  another, 
each  bay  being  12  feet  in  length,  and,  of  course,  of  the  width 
of  the  building.  Of  three  cross  Avails,  two  enclose  the  north 
and  south  ends,  and  the  third  divides  the  building  into  two 
unequal  portions  of  four  and  three  bays  respectively ; this  sub- 
division having  been  adopted  as  an  additional  precaution  in. 
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case  oi  any  part  of  the  gallery  being  at  any  time  in  danger  from 
fh'e.  In  the  upper  floor  the  subdivision  is  carried  still  further 
by  means  of  a centre  wall  running  the  entire  length  of  the 
building,  which  is  for  the  purpose  of  affording  sufficient  wall 
space  for  hanging  the  pictures,  and  at  the  same  time  of  reducing 
the  gallery  to  proportions  more  consistent  with  their  proper 
exhibition.  This  wall  is  left  out  in  the  rooms  of  the  lower  floor, 
its  place  being  supplied  by  a row  of  brick  piers,  one  in  each  bay, 
down  the  centre  of  the  building. 

Thus  the  upper  floor  contains  four  separate  rooms,  two  of 
46  x20  ft.,  and  two  smaller  ones  of  35  x20  ft.,  lighted  entirely 
from  the  roof,  and  giving  a total  wall  space  available  for  hanging 
pictures  of  2x2440  + 2x1900  = 4340  square  feet,  after  making 
the  necessary  reductions  for  doors,  &c. ; while,  in  the  lower 
part,  the  entire  space  is  thrown  into  two  unequal  rooms  of 
46  x44  ft.,  and  35  x44  ft.  respectively,  each  of  them  having  a 
row  of  piers  along  its  centre.  To  gain  as  much  light  as  possible 
for  these  latter  rooms,  the  method  of  supporting  the  upper  walls 
on  brick  piers,  which  has  just  been  described  in  the  case  of  the 
central  longitudinal  wall,  has  also  been  pursued  in  the  front  and 
back  walls,  each  of  these  being  carried  on  a range  of  piers,  one 
in  each  bay  ; the  space  between  them  being  further  strengthened 
in  this  case  by  a secondary  pier  introduced  between  each  two  of 
the  former. 

This  arrangement  of  piers,  indeed,  is  not  confined  to  the  lower 
floor  only,  the  walls  of  the  upper  floor  being  formed  merely  of 
curtain  or  screen  walls,  connecting  the  main  piers,  which  thus  are 
continued  to  the  roof,  of  which  they  support  the  principals. 

The  building  may  thus  be  said  to  be  composed  of  a roof  and 
floors  supported  by  three  parallel  series  of  brick  piers,  those  in 
the  upper  floor  being  connected  together  longitudinally  by  thin 
brick  screens,  the  external  screen  being  composed  of  9 in.  brick- 
work carried  up  fair  with  the  inside  face  of  the  piers,  tvhile 
those  along  the  centre  are  double  and  hollow,  formed  of  two 
half-brick  walls,  built  fair  with  their  respective  faces  of  the  piers 
and  with  an  interval  between  them  of  14  in.  These  half-brick 
walls  are  carried  on  the  cast-iron  girders,  which  reach  from  pier 
to  pier  and  support  the  iron  joists  of  the  upper  floor. 

The  external  screens  are  strengthened  by  a secondary  pier  or 
mullion,  which  runs  up  from  the  ground  in  the  middle  of  each 
bay,  dividing  the  bay  on  the  ground  floor  into  two  windows,  on 
the  relieving  arches  of  which  the  upper  external  screen  walls  are 
carried. 
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The  whole  of  the  piers  are  strengthened  up  to  the  level  of  the 
upper  floor  by  counterforts  or  buttresses,  those  in  the  centre 
having  a half-brick  projection  on  each  of  the  outer  faces  of  the 
pier,  and  the  others  projecting  9 inches  beyond  the  external  piers 
and  showing  as  a buttress  in  the  elevation  of  the  building. 

This  method  of  construction  by  the  use  of  piers  wTas  adopted  as 
being  the  readiest  means  of  carrying  out  the  requirements  stated 
above,  namely,  that  the  upper  rooms  should  have  no  windows, 
and  the  lower  ones  as  much  window  and  as  little  outer  wall  as 
possible  and  should  be  kept  open  from  side  to  side. 

The  entire  building  stands  on  a bed  of  concrete  two  feet  in 
thickness,  and  the  several  piers  of  each  series  are  connected 
together  by  means  of  inverted  arches  the  whole  width  of  the 
piers.  The  materials  used  in  the  construction  are  the  best  grey 
stock  bricks,  faced  with  an  ornamental  brickwork  of  Suffolk 
cream-coloured,  Staffordshire  blue,  and  Surrey  red,  bricks. 

The  lower  floor  is  composed  of  York  landings  carried  on  brick 
piers  6 ft.  apart,  and  the  upper  is  on  the  principle  patented  by 
Messrs.  Fox  and  Barratt.  Rolled  iron  joists  of  the  I.  section, 
8 in.  deep,  are  laid  transversely  to  the  building,  and  at  a dis- 
tance apart  of  1 ft.  6 in.  from  centre  to  centre.  These  have  thus 
a bearing  of  20  ft.  between  the  supports.  The  inner  ends  of  these 
joists  are  carried  by  two  cast-iron  girders,  which  run  from  column 
to  column  of  the  centre  series,  parallel  to  each  other,  and  at  1 ft. 
apart,  and  upon  which,  as  before  stated,  the  centre  screen  walls 
are  supported.  The  outer  ends  of  the  joists  are  carried  on 
similar  cast-iron  girders,  but  which  are  laid  singly  and  run  the 
entire  length  of  the  building,  being  buried  in  the  exterior  wall. 
On  the  lower  flanges  of  the  joists  are  laid  small  pieces  of  wood 
(fir  rough),  about  1J  in.  square,  and  about  an  inch  apart,  and  on 
these  are  thrown  two  layers  of  concrete  of  sufficient  thickness  to 
reach  above  the  top  of  the  joists.  Slight  ceiling  joists  are  fixed 
to  the  small  pieces  of  wood,  and  the  flooring  is  completed  in  this 
instance  by  a covering  of  Minton's  tiles  bedded  in  Roman  cement, 
the  tiling  extending  to  within  18  in.  of  the  walls,  the  remain- 
ing space  being  filled  in  with  Parian  cement.  Thus  the  only 
iron  which  would  be  exposed  to  the  action  of  any  fire  that 
might  occur  in  the  lower  rooms  is  that  of  the  cast-iron  girders 
which  rest  on  the  piers  in  the  centre  of  the  building,  and  care 
has  been  taken  to  protect  these  as  much  as  possible  by  an 
application  of  a terra-cotta  shield  to  their  bottom  flange.  This 
shield  is  made  to  take  the  form  of  the  simple  cavetto  which 
runs  round  the  rooms,  and  below  this  is  continued  a frieze  of  the 
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same  material,  Avliicli,  being  perforated  in  an  ornamental  pattern, 
serves  as  tire  means  of  communication  between  the  lower  rooms 
and  the  ventilating  shafts  between  the  upper  hollow  walls,  the 
whole  cornice  forming  at  the  same  time  a decorative  feature  of 
the  lower  rooms. 

The  form  of  the  roof  is  that  of  a double  mansard,  having  the 
lower  pitch  omitted  in  the  valley,  that  is,  it  is  what  is  called  an 
M roof,  but  mansarde,  to  borrow  a French  expression,  towards 
the  eaves.  The  tie-beam  is  continuous  through  both  roofs,  and  the 
rest  of  the  timbers,  viz.,  purlins,  common  rafters,  &c.,  are  fixed  in 
the  ordinary  way.  The  covering  material  is  a French  tile  known 
as  the  “ tuile  Courtois,”  a pattern  of  which  was  procured  by  me 
at  the  Paris  Exhibition  of  1855. 

In  the  valley,  the  centre  longitudinal  hollow  wall  is  carried 
up  through  the  roof  to  a height  of  2 ft.  6 in.  above  the  bottom 
of  the  bridge  gutter  that  is  formed  on  each  side  of  it,  and 
that  discharges  at  each  end  of  the  building ; the  water  from 
t he  outer  parts  of  the  roof  is  received  by  an  eaves  gutter  of  cast 
iron,  from  which  it  is  carried  off  by  ornamental  cast-iron  stack 
pipes,  one  of  which  is  attached  to  the  centre  mullion,  or  secondary 
pier,  of  each  bay ; each  of  these  pipes  rests  on  a hollow  cast-iron 
corbel  4 feet  from  the  ground,  which  serves  as  a hopper  head  to 
conduct  the  water  through  it  to  the  interior  of  the  Avail ; as 
stated  at  the  commencement  of  this  Report,  this  arrangement 
Avas  adopted  to  enable  the  horizontal  pipe  which  receives  the 
contents  of  the  stack  pipes  to  be  kept  at  such  a height  that  it 
should  discharge  into  that  under  the  museum,  which  is  at  a 
higher  level  than  the  ground  outside. 

The  building  is  kept  at  a distance  of  4 feet  from  the  iron 
museum,  in  order  that  there  may  be  a more  perfect  isolation  in 
the  event  of  fire  occurring  in  the  latter  building,  and  the  com- 
munications betAveen  the  two  buildings  (of  which  there  are 
tAvo  on  each  floor)  are  so  constructed  as  to  interfere  as  little 
as  possible  Avitli  this  isolation.  For  this  purpose  the  permanent 
part  of  the  communication  consists  merely  of  a floor  or  bridge 
(formed  in  each  case  of  a single  slab  of  Yorkshire  stone),  which 
is  covered  by  a very  slight  roof  of  wood  and  glass,  the  sides  being 
formed  by  the  double  doors,  one  pair  in  the  wall  of  each  briilding, 
Avhich  on  being  opened  meet  each  other  and  form  a continuous 
side  wall  to  the  passage,  and  Avhen  closed  leave  it  open  to  the 
external  air. 
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Precautions  against  Fire. 

As  will  be  seen  from  this  description  of  its  construction,  care 
has  been  taken  to  render  the  building  as  free  from  danger  by 
fire  as  the  circumstances  of  the  case  would  permit ; but  in 
describing  the  precautions  against  the  occurrence  of  fire  that 
have  been  taken  in  the  construction,  a word  must  also  be  said  on 
those  equally  necessary  aids  which  have  been  provided  for  its 
speedy  and  effectual  subjugation  in  the  case  of  such  occurrence. 
These  consist  first,  in  constant,  vigilant,  and  well-disciplined 
watching  by  day  and  night ; and  secondly,  in  a plentiful  supply 
of  water,  and  the  most  approved  appliances  for  its  employment, 
in  all  parts  of  the  building. 

The  night  watching  is  twofold,  outside  and  inside  ; the  former 
being  performed  in  the  usual  manner  by  the  Metropolitan  police 
force,  and  the  latter  by  a detachment  of  Royal  Engineers 
stationed  on  the  premises  for  the  double  purpose  of  performing 
this  and  other  duties  and  work,  and  of  going  through  such  a 
course  of  mechanical  and  free-hand  drawing  as  may  fit  them  on 
their  departure  from  the  Department  of  Science  and  Art,  and 
subsequent  distribution  through  the  various  companies  of  the 
Engineers,  to  become  in  turn  instructors  of  their  comrades. 

Two  men  of  this  detachment  are  constantly  walking  about 
through  the  various  parts  of  the  museum  and  the  new  building, 
and  are  furnished  with  positive  instructions  as  to  their  conduct  in 
case  of  the  slightest  appearance  of  fire  : to  secure  greater  vigi- 
lance they  are  relieved  every  two  hours,  and  are  visited  at 
uncertain  hours  through  the  night  by  a non-commissioned  officer, 
and  once  during  the  same  period  by  an  officer. 

The  supply  of  water  is  conveyed  in  four  d-inch  mains,  running 
the  length  of  the  iron  building,  two  of  them  being  in  the  inside 
under  the  floor,  and  the  remaining  two  outside  parallel  to  the 
first,  and  at  a distance  of  15  feet  from  the  side  Avail  of  the  iron 
building.  The  inside  mains  are  laid  along  the  hot-water  pipes 
which  heat  the  building,  and  are  thus  in  a position  in  which 
they  are  secure  from  the  influence  of  frost,  and  at  the  same  time 
easily  accessible  by  the  moveable  iron  gratings  which  cover  the 
liot-Avatcr  pipes. 

Each  of  the  inside  mains  is  furnished  with  four  fire-cocks,  each 
cock  Avith  a screw  for  the  reception  of  a hose,  and  close  to  each 
of  these  cocks  are  tAVO  small  taps  for  filling  the  fire  buckets,  a 
supply  of  Avhich,  together  with  hose,  branch,  key,  and  other  fire- 
men’s  requisites,  are  kept  in  readiness  at  each  cock. 
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The  outside  mains  are  each  furnished  with  the  same  number  of 
fire-cocks  for  the  use  of  the  iron  building,  and  one  of  these  mains 
is  prolonged  so  as  to  bring  an  additional  cock  close  to  the  Sheep- 
shanks Gallery ; a branch  pipe  from  that  point  is  carried  up 
the  end  of  the  building  on  the  outside,  and  terminates  in  the 
centre  of  the  valley  between  the  roofs  in  a fire-cock  capable  of 
having  two  hoses  attached  to  it.  This  upright  main  being  in  an 
exposed  position  as  regards  frost,  is  connected  with  the  horizontal 
one  by  a three-way  cock,  which,  as  it  shuts  ofl'  the  supply  of 
water,  opens  at  the  same  time  a communication  between  the 
upright  main  and  a waste-pipe,  and  so  ensures  its  being  kept  quite 
empty,  and  consequently  secure  from  frost. 

The  supply  of  water  in  all  these  mains  is  constant,  and  at  a 
high  pressure,  varying  from  100  to  160  feet  head,  so  that  water 
can  be  thrown  at  one  minute’s  notice  over  or  into  any  part  of 
the  buildings  without  the  aid  of  a fire-engine.  Two  of  these  are, 
however,  kept  in  readiness,  and  the  men  of  the  Royal  Engineers 
are  drilled  in  the  use  of  them  and  of  the  fire-cocks  (all  of  which 
are  at  the  same  time  examined)  every  Saturday  ; a pressure- 
gauge  in  connexion  with  the  mains  is  constantly  registered,  and 
any  failure  of  pressure  instantly  reported.  A reservoir  in  close 
proximity  to  the  Sheepshanks  Gallery  is  now  being  constructed, 
for  the  purpose  of  affording  a supply  of  water  for  the  fire-engines 
in  case  of  any  accident  from  frost,  &c.,  happening  to  the  mains, 
and  this  will,  when  finished,  complete  the  fire  arrangements  of 
the  entire  museum,  and  consequently  of  the  building  now  under 
consideration. 

Lighting  by  Day. 

As  mentioned  above,  the  upper  rooms  of  the  building  (that  is, 
those  appropriated  to  the  exhibition  of  the  pictures  of  the  Sheep- 
shanks collection)  are  lighted  from  the  roof ; this  is  accomplished 
by  means  of  a skylight  which  extends  along  the  entire  length 
of  the  roof,  and  measures  14  ft.  in  width,  that  is,  7 ft.  from  the 
ridge  on  either  side,  the  entire  width  of  opening  being  12  ft. 
G in.,  measured  on  a horizontal  plane.  As  will  be  seen  by  re- 
ference to  the  section,  each  room  is  20  ft.  wide  ; and  at  a height 
of  14ft.  Gin.  from  the  floor  a cove,  springing  from  a cornice  on 
each  side  wall,  reaches  the  height  of  the  tie-beam  of  the  princi- 
pals (]  8 ft.  8 in.  above  the  floor),  at  a distance  of  4 ft.  6 in.  from 
the  wall,  thus  leaving  a space  of  11  ft.  between  the  coves  ; in  this 
space  a ground-glass  internal  skylight  or  ceiling  is  introduced, 
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which  however  is  raised  2 ft.  above  the  highest  level  of  the 
cove,  or  20  ft.  8 in.  from  the  floor,  the  ridge  of  this  skylight  being 
pitched  1 ft.  higher,  thus  giving  a fall  of  2 in  11  to  each  side, 
in  order  the  more  readily  to  carry  off  any  moisture  that  may 
occur  from  condensation.  The  space  between  the  highest  point 
of  the  cove  and  the  eave  of  the  ground-glass  light  is  filled  in  with 
perforated  panels  for  purposes  of  ventilation. 

One  peculiarity  in  this  coving  requires  notice,  namely,  that  it 
is  not  returned  at  the  end  of  the  room,  but  cuts  out  on  the  end 
walls.  By  this  arrangement,  which  militates  somewhat  with 
strict  architectural  precedent,  the  skylight  is  preserved  in  its 
integrity  throughout  the  entire  length  of  the  room,  and  those 
parts  of  the  side  walls  nearest  to  the  ends  receive  an  equal  amount 
of  light  with  that  under  the  middle  of  the  skylight.  In  the 
smaller  rooms  there  is  by  this  means  a gain  in  amount  of  light 
of  rather  more  than  one-third  over  a similar  room  coved  all 
round,  and  in  the  larger  ones  a little  more  than  a fourth. 

These  proportions  have  been  adopted  with  a view  of  affording 
to  the  gallery  as  much  light  as  possible,  and  at  the  same  time  of 
avoiding  any  reflection  of  light,  or  as  it  is  commonly  called 
“ glitter  ” from  the  surface  of  the  pictures  ; and  as  regards  the 
quantity  of  light  admitted,  it  may  be  stated  shortly  that  the 
opening  for  the  admission  of  light  is  exactly  half  the  floor  area  of 
the  gallery,  the  two  areas  being  in  the  large  rooms  920  ft.  and 
460  ft.  respectively,  thus,  floor  46  ft.  x 20  ft.  = 920  ft.,  light 
46  x 1 0 — 460  ft. ; and  it  is  also  precisely  equal  to  the  entire 
surface  of  either  wall  which  might  be  made  use  of  for  the  hano-ino- 
pictures.  In  dealing  with  the  quantity  of  light,  another  im- 
portant point  must  not  be  lost  sight  of,  namely,  the  height  of  the 
opening  from  the  floor,  and  its  consequent  distance  from  the  pic- 
tures ; and  this  will  be  found  to  be  in  this  gallery  reduced  to  the 
minimum  consistently  with  the  avoidance  of  glitter,  being  only 
20  ft.  9^  in.  from  the  floor,  or  less  than  18  ft.  above  the  lowest 
point  of  the  bottom  pictures. 

The  possibility  of  reflection  or  glitter  is  guarded  against  in  the 
following  manner  : — Supposing  a mirror  to  be  hung  against  the 
entire  surface  of  the  wall,  it  will  be  seen  by  referring  to  the  dia- 
gram that  a ray  of  light  from  the  skylight,  at  its  extremity  S 
furthest  from  either  wall,  striking  that  wall  at  A at  a height  of 
11  ft.  6 in.  from  the  floor,  will  be  reflected  (the  angles  of  incidence 
and  reflection  being  equal)  so  as  to  reach  the  eye  E,  of  a beholder 
(say  5 ft.  above  the  floor)  standing  midway  between  the  walls,  or 
at  a distance  of  1 0 ft.  from  the  mirror ; and  consequently  that  all 
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tlie  rays  striking  the  mirror  below  that  point  will  fall  below  his 
eye  ; or,  in  other  words,  that  lie  will  not  be  able  to  see  the  image 
of  the  skylight  at  any  point  in  the  mirror  below  11  ft.  6 in.  from 
the  floor  ; and  that  as  a matter  of  course  there  will  be  no  glitter 
on  the  wall,  or  on  pictures  hung  on  the  wall,  below  that  point, 
while  the  surface  of  the  wall  above  the  11  ft.  0 in.  point  will 
reflect  the  image  of  the  skylight. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  diagram  that  this  point,  which  we 
may  call  the  glitter  point,  alters  according  to  the  position  of  the 
beholder  ; for  instance,  at  E2  5 ft.  from  the  wall  the  glitter  point 
is  at  B,  9 ft.  from  the 
floor,  while  on  coming 
closer  (that  is,  to  E3  or 
within  2 ft.  of  the 
wall)  it  will  be  found 
to  have  descended  to 
G at  a height  of  7 ft. ; 
on  the  other  hand,  by 
receding  to  a distance 
of  15  ft.,  the  wall  may 
be  seen  without  glitter 
to  a height  of  13  ft. 

Looking  again  to  the 
same  diagram,  it  will 
be  seen  that,  apart  from 
all  considerations  of  re- 
flection, a person  de- 
siring to  see  a picture  at  a height  of  1 1 ft.  0 in.  would  naturally 
retire  to  a distance  of  at  least  10  ft.  from  it,  and  the  same  may 
be  said  of  the  other  heights  and  positions  shown  in  the  sectional 
diagram  ; so  that  in  any  position  in  which  a person  can  con- 
veniently examine  a picture  in  this  gallery,  he  may  be  sure  of 
having  the  surface  of  the  picture  free  from  glitter. 

Cai’e  has  been  taken  in  fixing  on  these  proportions  to  avoid  as 
much  as  possible  the  incidence  of  rays  on  the  surface  of  pictures 
at  very  acute  angles.  This,  which  would  not  be  of  any  conse- 
quence provided  the  pictures  were  smooth  or  plane  surfaces,  be- 
comes of  great  importance  when  rough  or  thickly-painted  pictures 
have  to  be  dealt  with  ; and  as  few  pictures  are  perfectly  smooth 
and  even,  it  is  a matter  of  some  moment  with  all,  as  it  produces 
an  unpleasant  spotty  appearance  by  lighting  up  strongly  one  side 
of  all  inequalities  and  throwing  a corresponding  shade  on  the 
opposite  side. 
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The  lower  or  Museum  rooms  are  of  course  side -lighted,  but 
by  keeping  the  centre  supporting  piers  as  thin  as  possible,  and 
strengthening  them  by  counterforts,  the  daylight  is  admitted  in 
the  proportion  of  two-thirds  of  window  to  one-tliird  of  wall  mea- 
sured on  plan  ; the  large  rooms  have  16  windows  of  50  square 
feet  each,  giving  a total  lighting  area  of  800  ft.  to  the  large, 
and  COO  ft.  to  the  small  rooms,  or  nearly  as  much  as  in  the 
picture  gallery  above  described. 

Lighting  by  Gas. 

It  has  been  thought  desirable  to  try  the  experiment  of  lighting 
up  the  gallery  with  gas  for  evening  exhibitions,  and  in  doing  so 
the  gas  is  introduced  so  as  to  light  the  pictures  as  nearly  as 
possible  at  the  same  angle  as  the  daylight. 

For  this  purpose  a horizontal  pipe  is  carried  the  entire  length 
of  the  gallery  at  a height  of  18  ft.  from  the  floor,  directly  under 
the  centre  of  the  skylight,  and  from  this  pipe  a number  of  fish 
tail  burners  are  projected  on  small  brass  elbows  at  each  side  of 
the  pipe  and  distant  from  it  about  2 inches. 

On  reference  to  the  diagram,  the  rule  for  fixing  the  position  of 

the  line  of  gas  burners 
will  become  apparent, 
as  it  will  be  seen  that 
its  position  at  G exactly 
coincides  with  the  in- 
tersection of  the  two 
rays  from  the  extre- 
mities of  the  skylight, 
which  strike  the  oppo- 
site walls  respectively 
at  the  highest  glitter 
points  above  alluded 
to  ; and  it  is  evident 
that  by  such  an  ar- 
rangement all  danger 
of  glitter  from  the  gas- 
light is  avoided. 

The  gas  burners  are  placed  in  such  a position  with  regard  to 
the  horizontal  pipe  that  its  shadow  from  each  line  of  lights  is 
projected  into  the  cove  on  the  opposite  side.  By  placing  the 
burners  in  this  position,  not  only  is  the  part  of  the  wall  devoted 
to  the  pictures  kept  in  the  brightest  light  and  free  from  shadow, 
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but  tlie  coved  part  is  kept  in  shade,  and  is  thus  prevented  from 
reflecting  the  light  of  the  gas  on  the  pictures,  and  thereby  in 
another  way  causing  the  objectionable  glitter. 

The  gas  burners  in  the  rooms  on  the  lower  floor  are  distributed 
in  clusters  between  the  centre  piers,  small  additional  lights  being 
also  attached  to  the  outer  piers  between  the  windows. 

Warming. 

On  the  west  side  of  the  building  under  the  centre  bay  the 
ground  has  been  excavated  to  a depth  of  6 ft.  6 in.  below  the 
floor  of  the  lower  rooms,  forming  a chamber  20  x 6 x 6 ft.  6 in. 
high,  for  the  reception  of  the  warming  apparatus,  which  re- 
quires some  description  ; it  differs  somewhat  from  any  that  have 
hitherto  been  constructed,  and  has  been  adopted  with  a view  of 
combining  the  advantages  of  two  distinct  systems  of  warming, 
and  at  the  same  time  of  avoiding  as  much  as  possible  the  de- 
fects of  either.  One  of  these,  which  was  formerly  in  use  in 
this  establishment,  was  the  introduction  of  hot  dry  air  into 
the  apartments  through  air  pipes  or  flues,  with  a number  of 
openings  in  the  skirting  of  the  rooms  or  in  other  convenient 
places  ; the  furnace  made  use  of  for  this  purpose  has  a num- 
ber of  thin  cast-iron  plates  or  gills  placed  vertically  within  a few 
inches  of  and  parallel  to  one  another,  the  whole  of  them  being 
in  actual  contact  with  the  burning  fuel  of  a furnace  which  runs 
horizontally  through  the  centre  of  the  lower  part  of  each  gill ; 
these  gills  are  enclosed  in  a chamber  through  which  the  air  to  be 
warmed  is  passed  ; the  cold  air  inlets  being  at  the  lower  part  of 
the  gills  at  each  side  and  the  hot  air  delivery  at  the  upper  part 
of  the  chamber,  the  air  is  thus  brought  in  contact  with  a large 
surface  of  heated  iron,  and,  as  may  be  supposed,  heated  in  a very 
economical  manner. 

The  action  of  this  stove  is  thus  very  satisfactory  so  far  as  its 
warming  power  is  concerned  ; but  the  quality  of  the  heated  air 
was  much  complained  of  as  being  unpleasantly  dry,  emitting  a 
disagreeable,  burnt  odour. 

The  second  method  is  that  of  heating  by  means  of  air  slightly 
damped,  invented  and  patented  by  Mr.  Goldsworthy  Gurney 
who  has  charge  of  the  warming  and  ventilating  of  the  Houses 
of  Parliament.  Mr.  Gurney  in  his  stove  also  makes  use  of  the 
conducting  and  radiating  powers  of  cast  iron,  but  somewhat 
differently  in  form,  and  totally  so  in  principle,  to  that  described 
above.  His  stove  consists  of  a vertical  cylinder  of  cast  iron,  from 
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the  circumference  of  which  issue  a number  of  plates  of  the  same 
material,  disposed  as  radii,  and  continued  from  top  to  bottom  of 
the  cylinder ; the  object  being  of  course,  as  in  the  stove  above  men- 
tioned, to  present  to  the  air  a large  surface  of  heated  metal ; the 
fire  or  furnace  is  in  this  case  vertical  inside,  and  in  contact  with 
the  metal  cylinder,  and  the  whole  apparatus  is  placed,  as  in  any 
ordinary  stove,  on  the  floor  of  the  apartment  to  be  heated,  instead 
of  having  the  gills  enclosed  in  an  air  chamber  separated  from  the 
stoke-hole. 

The  lower  ends  of  all  these  radial  plates  are  immersed  in  water 
contained  in  an  annular  trough  round  the  base  of  the  stove  ; and 
in  this  arrangement  is  Mr.  Gurney’s  principle  contained,  the  object 
of  the  water  being  not  only  to  keep  down  and  regulate  the  tem- 
perature of  the  radiating  plates,  but  at  the  same  time  to  damp  the 
air  which  is  being  heated.  This  damping  differs  from  the  ordi- 
nary method  of  placing  a basin  of  water  on  top  of  a stove,  inas- 
much as  by  that  expedient  the  air  is  first  warmed  and  then 
moistened,  whereas  by  Mr.  Gurney’s  arrangement  the  requisite 
degree  of  moisture  is  given  to  the  air  before  it  is  brought  in 
contact  with  the  heating  surface,  and  thus  instead  of  the  air  being 
roasted  and  then  moistened,  it  is  as  it  were  moistened  and  then 
stewed  : the  difference  in  the  quality  of  the  heated  air  thus 
obtained  is  very  remarkable. 

Another  valuable  quality  of  the  damp  air  is  stated  to  be 
its  power  of  diffusing  heat  through  a room. ; for  while  with  the  dry 
air  it  is  always  necessary  to  create  a current  in  the  room  and  so  to 
waft  or  drive  the  hot  air  to  parts  remote  from  the  centre  of  heat, 
in  the  case  of  the  stewed  air,  if  I may  be  allowed  the  expression, 
it  is  said  that  on  admitting  it  at  any  part  of  a large  room  the 
temperature  of  the  whole  room  is  speedily  equalized,  even  though 
the  atmosphere  may  be  comparatively  stagnant ; this  is  important 
as  doing  away  with  the  necessity  of  having  so  many  long  and 
dangerous  air  passages,  and  consequently  reducing  the  cost  of 
construction  considerably. 

The  defect  of  this  stove,  as  found  by  experience  at  this  esta- 
blishment, consists  in  the  fact  of  no  separate  chamber  being 
provided  for  the  air  which  is  to  be  heated,  which  is  thus  merely 
supplied  from  the  apartment  itself  in  which  the  stove  is  placed. 
By  which  disposition  an  important  means  of  ventilation  is  lost, 
the  stove  merely  creating  a circulation  of  air  in  the  room  instead 
of  through  it,  and  the  air  to  be  heated  being  obtained  from  the 
lower  strata  of  the  atmosphere  inside,  instead  of  a purer  supply 
being  drawn  from  the  exterior.  From  the  same  reason,  namely, 
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that  of  no  separate  air-chamber  being  provided,  there  is  a con- 
stant giving  off  of  more  or  less  dust,  the  quantity  being  some- 
times very  considerable,  and  in  all  cases  so  great  as  entirely  to 
preclude  its  adoption  in  so  delicate  an  operation  as  the  heating  of 
a picture  gallery- — where  the  admission  of  dusty  air,  in  however 
small  a quantity,  would  be  fatal. 

Taking  advantage  of  the  experience  gained  from  the  employ- 
ment of  the  two  sorts  of  apparatus  just  described,  it  occurred  to 
me  that  an  air-stewer  might  be  constructed,  which  might,  as  I 
said  above,  combine  the  advantages  of  both,  while  it  should  as 
much  as  possible  avoid  the  defects  of  either  ; and  I am  inclined 
to  think  that  this  object  has  been  attained  in  that  now  in  opera- 
tion in  warming  the  building  of  which  this  paper  is  a description. 

In  the  new  apparatus,  gills,  similar  in  form  to  those  of  a 
Sylvester’s  stove,  are  used,  differing  from  those  however,  in 
having  two  vertical  slots  cut  in  each,  one  on  either  side  of  the 
aperture  left  for  the  furnace.  The  object  of  this  slot  is  to  enable 
that  part  of  the  foot  of  the  gill  further  from  the  furnace  than 
the  slot,  to  be  immersed  in  a cast-iron  water-trough,  one  of  which, 
of  a rectangular  form  and  about  4 in.  deep,  is  placed  under  each 
side  of  the  gills,  and  along  the  entire  length  of  the  stove.  To 
ensure  the  more  perfect  action  of  this  part  of  the  apparatus,  it 
is  connected  with  a small  feed  cistern  outside,  to  which  there  is 
a constant  supply  of  water  regulated  by  a ball  cock  in  the 
ordinary  way. 

The  air  is  admitted  into  the  air  chamber  (which  is  entirely 
distinct  and  separate  from  the  stoke-hole)  by  openings  of  8 ft. 
x 3 ft.,  one  on  each  side,  making  an  aggregate  area  of  48  square 
feet ; and  as  the  vertical  air  shaft  by  which  it  is  carried  to  the 
rooms  has  an  area  of  only  10  square  feet,  it  follows  that  while 
fresh  air  is  supplied  with  a current  of  moderate  velocity,  a suffi- 
cient quantity  is  thrown  in  to  enable  the  ascending  power  of  the 
heated  air  to  be  fully  exerted,  so  that  the  velocity  of  the  air  in 
the  vertical  shaft  will  be  five  times  that  of  the  cold  air  admitted 
at  the  inlets,  and  in  consequence  the  air  will  be  delivered  into  the 
room  in  as  short  a space  of  time  as  possible,  and  so  lose  but  little 
of  its  heat  in  transit.  The  lower  rooms  are  heated  by  the  same 
apparatus,  a simple  and  obvious  arrangement  of  iron  doors  giving 
the  means  of  dividing  the  current  of  hot  air  in  any  required 
proportions  between  the  two  stories,  or  of  wholly  diverting  it 
from  either. 

To  insure  the  supply  of  fresh  air  being  free  from  mechanical  im- 
purities, I propose  to  place  screens  of  thin  canvas,  such  as  is  used 
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by  paper-hangers,  between  the  brick  piers  which  carry  the  ground 
floor  ; in  such  a way  that  the  fresh  air  being  admitted  at  each  end 
of  the  building  must  pass  through  those  screens,  and  thus  that  it 
may  be  in  great  measure  cleansed  from  soot  and  other  impurities. 
On  examining  this  canvas,  I find  that  the  ratio  of  the  area  of  the 
threads  to  that  of  the  openings  between  them  is  about  as  20  to  9, 
or  say  the  openings  are  about  two-fifths  of  the  whole  area  , and  I 
think  it  may  be  taken  for  granted  that  the  smallness  of  the  apex  - 
tures  through  which  the  air  is  thus  drawn  will  further  reduce  its 
current  by  nearly  one-half  or  to  one-fifth  of  the  whole  area  of 
screen.  Now  on  reference  to  the  section  of  the  building  it  will  be 
seen  that  there  are  on  one  side  of  the  stove  eight  openings  of 
4 ft.  x 4 ft.  each,  and  a similar  number  on  the  other  side,  giving 
an  aggregate  of  sixteen  openings  of  4 ft.  x 4 ft.,  or  4 ft.  x 4 ft.  x 
16  ft.  = 256  square  feet ; and  taking  the  one-fifth  part  of  this 
area  as  being  available  for  the  passage  of  air,  we  have  51  square 
feet,  or  only  3 square  feet  in  excess  of  the  cold  air  inlets  of  the 
stove. 

Ventilation. 

The  ventilation  of  the  rooms  of  both  floors  is  provided  for  by 
means  of  outlets  for  the  vitiated  air  in  the  upper  part  of  each 
room  ; those  in  the  upper  floor  or  picture  gallery  being  obtained 
in  the  upright  pannels  that,  as  before  mentioned,  intervene  between 
the  tops  of  the  ceiling  coves  and  the  eaves  of  the  interior  ground 
glass  skylight.  Through  ornamental  perforations  in  these  pannels 
the  vitiated  air  passes  into  the  space  between  the  ceiling  and  the 
roof,  from  which  it  is  carried  off  by  an  extracting  shaft  heated  by 
the  iron  flue  of  the  heating  apparatus,  and  by  a gas-burner  in  the 
summer  time.  Louvre  boarded  ventilators  are  also  provided, 
opening  into  this  space,  as  an  additional  escape  during  very  hot 
weather,  or  when  the  building  is  more  than  ordinarily  crowded. 
There  are  224  perforated  pannels,  and  the  sectional  area  of  the 
openings  of  each  being  about  80  square  inches,  will  give,  after  a 
due  allowance  for  friction,  an  effective  opening  for  ventilation  of, 
in  the  aggregate,  112  square  feet.  In  the  evening  when  the  gas 
is  lighted,  and  when  the  influx  of  visitors  is  always  much  the 
largest,  a part  of  the  ground-glass  light  is  made  to  slide  back,  and  a 
corresponding  opening  is  effected  in  the  outer  skylight,  and  by 
this  means  an  additional  foul  air  escape  is  obtained,  with  a 
sectional  area  of  210  square  feet. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  when  the  gas  is  lighted,  or  on  crowded 
occasions,  the  sectional  area  of  the  ventilating  openings  can  be 
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increased  to  no  less  than  322  square  feet,  which  is  sufficient,  with 
even  a current  of  so  low  a velocity  as  1 ft.  per  second,  to  change 
the  atmosphere  of  the  rooms  in  a little  more  than  three  minutes  ; 
and  the  efficiency  of  this  arrangement  is  proved  by  the  fact  that 
during  the  hottest  weather,  although  the  gallery  was  visited  by 
upwards  of  3,000  persons  in  three  hours,  and  that  during  that 
time  the  consumption  of  gas  in  the  rooms  was  not  less  than  700 
cubic  feet  per  hour,  the  heat  of  the  rooms  was  never  in  any 
instance  excessive,  and,  furthermore,  that  the  temperature  was 
always  lowered  by  lighting  the  gas,  on  some  occasions  to  an 
extent  of  several  degrees  in  a very  few  minutes. 

For  the  ventilation  of  the  rooms  of  the  lower  floor  the  spaces 
between  the  central  piers  are  made  use  of.  These  spaces,  as  will 
be  recollected,  were  alluded  to  in  a former  part  of  this  report, 
where  it  was  stated  that  they  were  formed  by  connecting  the 
centre  toav  of  piers  with  each  other  in  the  upper  rooms  by  means 
of  two  half-brick  walls,  each  carried  up  fair  with  the  corre- 
sponding face  of  the  piers.  Openings  are  thus  formed  between 
the  two  ranges  of  the  picture  gallery,  having  a united  area  of 
60  square  feet.  Each  of  these  openings  leading  from  the  lower 
rooms  communicates  directly  with  the  external  atmosphere,  the 
whole  of  them  being  carried  up  as  shafts  through  the  roof  in  the 
valley  between  the  two  pitches  ; and  as  columns  of  heated  air 
22  ft.  high  are  thus  set  in  motion,  it  is  not  too  much  to  assume 
for  them  a velocity  of  4 ft.  in  one  second — which  will  also  be 
sufficient  to  change  the  entire  atmosphere  of  the  rooms  in  about 
three  minutes  and  a quarter  ; the  most  rapid  action  taking  place 
(as  in  the  case  of  the  picture  gallery)  at  the  time  when  it  is 
most  required,  namely,  on  the  lighting  of  the  gas,  which  is  thus 
made  to  ventilate  and  cool  the  rooms  instead  of  heating  and 
vitiating  them. 

Decoration. 

In  any  decoration  that  has  been  attempted  on  the  exterior  of 
this  building,  the  principle  of  making  the  decorative  element 
grow  out  of  the  constructive,  and  also  of  making  it  tell  to  a 
certain  degree  the  story  of  the  construction,  has  been  as  far  as 
possible  adhered  to. 

The  decorative  materials  that  have  been  used  are  bricks  of 
three  colours,  black,  red,  and  cream-coloured ; cast  iron  in  eaves, 
gutters,  and  stackpipes  ; roofing  tiles  of  two  colours,  viz.,  red  and 
cream-colour ; and,  lastly,  a species  of  surface  decoration  ap- 
proaching to  fresco-painting,  and  known  in  Italy  by  the  name  of 


sgraffiato  work,  of  which  many  old  specimens  may  be  seen  m 
Florence,  and  a modern  example  by  Professor  Semper  at  Hamburg. 

In  the  treatment  of  the  different  colours  in  the  brickwork,  they 
have  been  disposed  so  as  to  mark  and  identify  as  much  as  possible 
the  different  parts  of  the  construction,  and  with  the  general  idea 
that  the  portions  of  the  structure  which  bear  the  greatest  weight 
should  be  pointed  out  by  the  darkest  colour.  Thus  the  piers  are 
kept  a degree  darker  than  the  intervening  screens  or  bays,  and 
the  lower  parts  of  both  are  darker  than  those  which  they  support. 
For  instance,  the  bay  begins  at  the  ground  line  with  a small 
plinth  of  black  checquered  by  a simple  pattern  in  red,  followed 
by  a dado  of  red  with  a black  pattern,  and  finally  merging  into 
cream-colour  in  those  parts  which  only  carry  their  own  weight. 
On  the  principle  of  keeping  the  piers  or  chief  supports  of  the 
building  darker  than  the  bays,  they  are  made  to  commence  with 
black,  continuing  with  black  banded  with  red,  and  finishing  with 
red,  which  also  runs  into  the  small  semi-circular  arches  springing 
from  them,  and  which  in  turn  support  that  portion  of  the  wall 
immediately  below  the  eaves  gutter,  the  brickwork  of  which  is 
cream-colour  with  a string  and  pattern  of  red,  the  pattern  being 
of  such  a character  as  to  connect  the  wall  surface  with  the  cor- 
nice or  eaves  gutter,  which  is  slightly  projected  beyond  the  face 
of  the  wall  on  a course  of  herring-bone  brickwork  : on  the  same 
principle  of  colour,  the  tiles  of  the  roof  are  kept  of  the  lightest 
colour,  only  varied  by  two  zigzag  bands  of  red  in  a horizontal 
direction. 

As  the  screen  wall  which  forms  the  sunk  pannels  over  the 
windows  is  in  those  places  only  9 inches  in  thickness,  it  was 
necessary  to  cover  them  externally  with  cement,  so  as  to  exclude 
the  weather  ; and  advantage  was  taken  of  this  circumstance  to 
try  an  experiment  with  the  method  of  decoration  alluded  to 
above,  as  a ready  and  appropriate  means  of  ornamenting  flat 
surfaces  when  finished  with  such  a material.  This  is  done  by 
first  covering  the  entire  surface  with  a dark-coloured  cement ; a 
very  thin  coat  of  cement  of  the  tint  required  for  the  ground  of 
the  pannel  (in  this  case  grey)  is  then  applied,  also  over  the  whole 
surface  to  be  operated  on,  and  while  this  latter  is  wet  the  pattern 
or  ornament  is  scratched  on  or  rather  cut  through  the  grey 
cement  till  the  line  cut  is  of  sufficient  depth  to  reach  that  of  a 
darker  tint  underneath ; and  a pattern  is  thus  obtained  which 
is  as  durable  as  the  cement  itself. 

In  the  present  instance  the  pannels  are  filled  with  a scroll 
ornament  in  a flat  treatment,  the  upper  part  being  occupied  by 
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medallions  containing  outline  portraits  of  distinguished  painters, 
architects,  and  ornamentists.  Labels  in  the  lower  part  of  the 
pannel  give  the  dates  of  their  birth  and  death,  and  the  place  of 
their  nativity,  and  also  a concise  list  of  a few  of  their  principal 
works,  Avhile  on  a margin  formed  round  the  pannel  appears  in  each 
case  a short  and  appropriate  quotation  from  the  best  known 
memoir  of  their  lives.  The  name  of  the  artist  whose  portrait 
occupies  each  pannel  is  inserted  in  the  string  course  which  is  in- 
terposed between  the  pannels  and  the  windows  below.*  Of  the 

* This  decoration  was  executed  by  Mr.  McCallum,  who  was  educated  in  the 
Schools  of  Art,  and  has  since  travelled  much  in  Italy.

In  the 
picture  gallery  the  walls  are  coloured  a neutral  sage  green  from 
the  cornice  to  the  dado.  The  dado,  woodwork  of  the  doors,  &c., 
is  painted  in  three  shades  of  grey,  the  red  of  the  floor  tiles  being 
carried  into  the  lesser  mouldings  of  these-  parts  of  the  room. 

In  the  lower  rooms  is  still  less  decoration  ; the  salmon- colour 
of  the  walls  and  the  terra-cotta  openwork  cornice,  described 
above,  being  the  only  attempts  in  that  direction.

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Conclusion. 

In  tlie  construction  of  any  future  picture  gallery  several  points 
suggest  themselves  in  which,  profiting  from  the  experience 
gained  in  the  present  building,  alterations  for  the  better  might 
be  made. 

Of  these,  perhaps,  an  improvement  would  be  to  substitute  iron 
for  wood  in  the  construction  of  the  roof,  retaining  however  the 
present  covering  of  tiles,  or  employing  slate,  but  not  iron,  for  that 
purpose. 

The  removal  of  the  flue  of  the  heating  apparatus  to  the  outside 
or  end  of  the  building  would  also  be  advantageous,  as  in  its 
present  position  it  is  liable,  unless  carefully  attended  to,  to  com- 
municate an  undue  proportion  of  heat  to  the  wall  in  its  imme- 
diate proximity,  which  without  due  caution  might  prove  injurious 
to  the  pictures  which  are  hung  at  that  spot. 

In  admitting  the  hot  air  to  the  picture  gallery  it  would  perhaps 
have  been  better  to  have  introduced  it  in  such  a way  as  to 
spread  it  out  horizontally  over  the  floor,  and  perhaps  also  to 
have  multiplied  the  points  at  which  it  was  admitted,  so  as  to 
avoid  the  great  rush  that  sometimes  takes  place  at  the  single 
opening  in  each  room  which  now  serves  to  admit  it.  The 
hot  air  is  at  present  thrown  out  in  a horizontal  direction  by  the 
form  of  the  aperture  from  which  it  issues,  but  as  there  is  at  times 
a considerable  body  of  hot  air,  it  follows,  from  its  being  ad- 
mitted at  a height  of  from  2ft.  to  2ft  6in.  from  the  floor,  that 
from  its  rapid  ascension  it  is  apt  to  strike  a person  at  a height  of 
from  4ft.  to  6 ft.,  or  on  the  upper  part  of  his  body  and  on  his  face  : 
had  it  been  distributed  over  several  points  so  as  to  have  reduced 
the  volume  at  any  one  point,  and  above  all  had  it  been  sent  out 
in  a thin  layer,  as  it  were,  at  the  floor  level,  these  disagreeable 
effects  would  not  have  been  produced. 

In  the  lower  rooms  the  heated  air  is  admitted  directly  through 
the  floor,  and  its  direction  is  consequently  a vertical  one ; so  that 
although  the  effect  just  named  is  to  some  extent  felt  directly 
over  the  opening,  the  inconvenience  does  not  extend  beyond  its 
immediate  limits. 

Although  the  principle  of  extraction  employed  in  this  case  is 
perfectly  successful  in  ventilating  the  galleries,  yet  in  an  atmo- 
sphere like  London,  where  a great  deal  of  impurity  is  present,  I 
think  a better  way  of  ventilating  a picture  gallery  would  'be  to 
supply  it  with  air  by  mechanical  means,  in  such  quantity  that  it 


should  always  be,  as  it  were,  in  a state  of  repletion  or  compression  ; 
and  the  advantage  of  such  a method  would  be  that  at  any  opening 
the  air  would  have  a constant  tendency  to  escape  from  the  build- 
ing ; at  each  opening  of  the  door  a current  wrould  set  outward, 
which  could  easily  be  regulated  to  a given  strength,  and  thus  the 
entrance  of  outward  air  and  its  accompanying  impunities  would 
be  entirely  prevented. 

The  air  supplied  to  the  building  might  be  dried,  or  damped, 
or  heated  to  any  required  degree,  according  to  the  state  of  the 
atmosphere,  and  should  also  be  passed  through  screens,  so  as  to 
ensure  its  being  free,  at  least  from  all  mechanical  impurities,  and 
probably  it  would  not  be  difficult  to  absorb  or  disengage  some  of 
its  chemical  ones  as  well ; all  traces  of  sulphuretted  hydrogen, 
that  greatest  of  all  enemies  to  pictures,  could  at  least  be  elimi- 
nated, and  by  employing  such  precautions  even  a neighbouring 
factory  would  cease  to  be  a source  of  alarm  to  the  collector. 

The  mechanical  contrivances  for  effecting  the  supply  of  air  are 
quite  simple  and  inexpensive,  a small  noiseless  fan  driven  by  even 
so  low  a power  as  a four  or  six  horse  engine  would  I am  convinced 
be  amply  sufficient  to  supply  a museum  or  gallery  of  considerable 
magnitude,  in  which  it  would,  I have  no  doubt,  keep  marbles,  or 
pictures,  in  quite  as  good  a state  as  if  they  were  placed  in  a 
country  district  100  miles  from  a town  or  a manufactory. 

The  width  of  the  rooms  in  the  picture  gallery  was  determined 
by  that  of  the  spans  of  the  iron  building  to  which  it  forms  a 
supplement ; and  although  that  width  is  amply  sufficient  for  the 
study  and  examination  of  this  class  of  pictures,  yet  considering 
the  numbers  of  visitors  who  assemble  in  and  pass  through  the 
rooms,  it  is  evident  that  their  widths  might  have  been  increased 
to  25  or  even  30  ft.  with  advantage,  due  care  being  had  at  the 
same  time  so  to  increase  the  height  as  to  preserve  the  position 
of  the  glitter  point. 

For  a similar  reason,  that  is,  for  the  million,  but  not  for  the 
pictures,  it  would  be  desirable  to  widen  considerably  all  the  door- 
ways even  at  the  cost  of  destroying  some  hanging  space  on  the 
end  walls  : as  it  is,  on  Monday  evenings,  when  the  gallery  is  often 
visited  by  upwards  of  3,000  people  in  the  short  space  of  three 
hours,  it  requires  a little  method  on  the  part  of  the  attendants  and 
some  degree  of  patience  in  the  visitors, — which,  I must  say,  has 
always  been  cheerfully  exercised, — to  make  all  go  on  smoothly. 
For  this  purpose  many  modes  of  guiding  and  restraining  the 
crowd  have  been  tried,  but  it  is  now  found  that  it  is  better  to 
abandon  all  such  guidance,  (under  which  an  Englishman  is 
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always  more  or  less  restive),  and  simply  to  keep  the  stream  at 
the  entrance  doors  and  at  that  communicating  between  the  two 
pairs  of  rooms  always  going  in  one  direction ; and  to  clear  away 
all  the  seats,  so  as  to  give  the  people  as  much  free  space  as 
possible : a crowd  then  forms  in  front  of  the  pictures  down  each 
side  of  the  room,  and  the  centre  is  left  comparatively  free  for 
through  circulation. 

In  a wider  room  or  gallery  it  would  be  an  improvement  to 
bring  out  the  hand-rail  a little  further  from  the  pictures,  which 
would  lighten  the  duty  of  the  attendants  in  keeping  the  public  at 
a safe  distance  from  them.

To  guard  against  the  possibility  of  too  much  sunlight  striking 
on  the  pictures,  white  calico  spring  blinds  have  been  fixed  imme- 
diately under  and  parallel  to  the  outer  glass  skylights : these 
have  the  effect  of  subduing  the  light  generally  in  the  gallery ; and 
in  this  case,  where  its  direction  is  inclining  towards  north  and 
south,  the  plan  succeeds  very  well,  although  sometimes  one  side  of 
the  gallery  is  in  much  stronger  light  than  the  other ; but  where  a 
gallery,  constructed  as  this  is,  runs  in  a direction  approaching  to 
east  and  west,  the  pictures  on  the  north  wall  could  only  be  pro- 
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tected  by  darkening  the  room  to  such  an  extent  as  to  be  detri- 
mental to  the  general  lighting  of  the  gallery,  and  more  especially 
of  the  pictures  on  the  opposite  or  south  wall ; and  this  might,  I 
think,  easily  be  overcome  by  having  the  gallery  provided  rvith 
vertical  blinds,  one  reaching  from  the  external  to  the  internal 
ridge,  and  another  in  extension  of  this  coming  down  below  the 
ground-glass  light  to  a sufficient  distance  to  intercept  all  direct 
sun  rays  from  the  hanging  part  of  the  north  wall.  The  obvious 
effect  of  this  arrangement  would  be  to  cut  off  a portion  of  light 
from  the  north  Avail,  and  at  the  same  time  to  throw  by  reflection 
an  additional  quantity  on  the  hitherto  darkened  wall : the  thicker 
the  material  the  greater  of  course  will  be  the  intercepting  poAver, 
Avhile  the  amount  of  reflection  can  be  altered  by  the  tint  of  the 
fabric  employed ; so  that  by  a little  care  in  adjustment,  an  abso- 
lute equilibrium  of  light  (if  I may  be  allowed  so  to  call  it)  might 
be  established  betAveen  the  two  sides  of  the  room.  In  the  accom- 
panying diagram  (page  29),  in  which  c,  c,  is  the  blind,  the  direct 
are  shewn  by  the  dotted  lines  d1;  d2,  ds,  the  part  of  the  pencil 
between  d2,  d3!  is  entirely  intercepted,  and  that  between  dh  d2,  is 
reflected  to  the  south  wall,  in  the  direction  shewn  by  the  lines  r2. 


Where  it  might  be  desirable  to  increase  the  width  of  a gallery 
without  at  the  same  time  going  to  a greater  height,  the  substitu- 
tion of  a permanent  screen  for  the  vertical  blind  Avould  afford 
the  means  of  even  doubling  the  width  of  both  room  and  sky- 
light, without  affecting  the  position  of  the  glitter  point.  This 


would  be  an  important  advantage  when  dark  and  minutely 
painted  pictures  have  to  be  exhibited  in  a locality  where  the 
lighting  power  is  likely  to  be  deficient,  as  every  additional  foot 
of  height  causes  a more  than  proportional  decrease  of  light  on 
the  pictures.  This  is  shewn  in  the  accompanying  section,  where 
s,  s,  represents  the  position  of  the  permanent  screen,  and  the  ray 
from  the  glitter  point  is  shewn  by  a dotted  line. 

In  conclusion  it  may  be  remarked  that  this  small  building 
affords  many  suggestions  which  may  be  useful  in  places  where 
it  may  be  determined  to  erect  small  local  museums  or  picture 
o-alleries  with  Schools  of  Art  in  connexion.  The  lower  floor  of 

o 

this  gallery  would  be  suited  for  the  latter  purpose,  while  the  top 
lighting  of  the  rooms  in  the  upper  story,  both  as  to  the  quantity 
and  direction  of  the  light,  would  fit  them  in  an  eminent  degree 
for  the  exhibition  of  either  pictures,  sculpture,  or  objects  of 
ornamental  or  industrial  art ; and  in  provincial  towns,  where  the 
price  of  labour  is  generally  much  below  that  of  London,  and  in 
cases  where  great  dispatch  in  the  execution  of  the  work  was 
not  as  in  the  present  case  an  object,  such  a building  might  be 
completed  at  a still  more  moderate  cost.

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PARISH  OP  SLYMBRIDGE. 


The  Parish  of  Slymbridge  lies  in  the  Hundred  of  Berkeley, 
four  miles  distant  north  from  Berkeley,  four  miles  north-west 
from  Dursley,  and  eleven  miles  south  of  Gloucester.  It  is 
washed  on  the  north-west  by  the  river  Severn,  and  the  Glou- 
cester and  Bristol  turnpike-road  passes  through  it  in  one  of 
its  hamlets  called  Cambridge.  The  Bristol  and  Gloucester 
railroad  also  passes  through  it.  It  is  in  the  Archdeaconry  of 
Gloucester  and  Deanery  of  Dursley. 

Hamlets. — It  contained,  according  to  the  statement  of 
Sir  Robert  Atkyns,  the  hamlets  of — 1.  Hurst;  2.  Sages; 
3.  Churchend ; 4.  Moorend;  5.  Gossington;  6.  Kingston ; 
7.  Slymbridge  Street;  8.  Cambridge.  At  present  the  name 
of  Sages  is  only  known  as  coupled  with  Hurst.  The  names 
of  the  other  hamlets  still  remain,  the  most  considerable  of 
them  being  Cambridge,  Gossington,  and  Hurst : at  Cam- 
bridge are  the  greatest  number  of  houses  together. 

Village. — The  part  of  the  parish  lying  immediately 
round  the  Church  is  denominated  Churchend,  and  contains 
a few  detached  houses  and  cottages,  which  may  be  termed 
the  Village. 

Population. — The  parish  contains  3,402-  acres ; and  by 
the  census  of  1841,  444  males  and  421  females,  making  a 
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total  of  865  people.  In  1831,  the  population  was  923;  in 
1821,  807;  in  1811,  794;  in  1801,  770. 

New  Grounds. — A considerable  quantity  of  land  is 
annually  being  reclaimed  from  the  Severn,  adjoining  what  are 
called  the  New  Grounds.  The  whole  of  the  warth  has  been 
recovered  from  the  Severn  ; and  a jury  found  (18th  Hen.  III.) 
that  the  river  washed  away  the  land  at  Slimbridge,  first  to 
Awre  on  the  opposite  side,  and  then  rewashed  it  to  Slimbridge. 
Fosbroke,  in  his  History  of  Gloucestershire,  mentions  that 
a suit  was  instituted  in  the  Exchequer  by  the  first  Charles 
against  the  Berkeleys  respecting  this  warth,  which  ended  in 
favour  of  the  Berkeleys.  His  information  is  acquired  from 
Mr.  Smythe’s  MSS. 

Name.— The  name  of  the  parish  in  the  Domesday  Book  is 
Ileslinbruge,  and  has  been  variously  written  Slimbruge, 
Slimbrug,  Slimbridge,  and  Slymbridge.  The  origin  of  the 
name  must  be  left  to  those  learned  in  such  matters  to 
determine. 

Fuller  in  his  “Worthies,”  p.  349,  speaks  thus  of  the  fer- 
tility of  the  parish : “ As  for  pasturage,  I have  heard  it  re- 
ported from  credible  persons,  that  such'  is  the  fruitfulness  of 
the  land  nigh  Slimbridge,  that  in  spring  time,  let  it  be  bit 
bare  to  the  roots,  a wand  laid  along  therein  over  night  will  be 
covered  with  new  grown  grasse  by  the  next  morning.”  On 
this  being  told  to  King  James  I,  he  replied,  that  he  knew  a 
eld  m Scotland,  where,  if  a horse  was  turned  in  on  a Sunday 
it  would  be  in  vain  to  look  for  him  the  next  day.  Mr. 
Smythe,  in  his  MSS.  says,  that  Thomas  (second)  Lord 
erkeley,  gathered  from  the  two  orchards  of  Slimbridge  and 
Hurst  farms  fourscore  quarters  of  apples  and  pears  in  the  year, 

“ where  now  scarce  two  trees  doe  remayne.”  The  parish  still 
re  ams  its  fertility,  and  is  also  famous,  as  of  old,  for  its  cider. 
Camden,  m his  Britannia,  (Gough  edit.)  p.  262,  relates 


“ That  at  the  bridge  at  Cambridge  the  Danes  having  passed 
in  exact  order,  ( ordine  literato ,)  (as  Ethelwerd  writes,)  loaded 
with  spoil,  were  encountered  in  a bloody  battle  by  the  West 
Saxons  and  Mercians,  in  Wooddnesfield,  where  were  slain  3 
of  their  petty  princes,  Healfden,  Cinvill,  and  Inquar.”  Eos- 
broke  however  in  his  Gloucestershire,  p.  444,  attributes  this 
story  to  Quatbridge,  near  Bridgenorth. 

The  Reeves  and  Baylyes  of  Thomas  (second)  Lord  Berkeley’s 
manors  complained  that  the  “ Earl  of  Lancaster’s  men,  as  they 
travelled  with  the  Queen  (Isabel  of  Second  Edward)  through 
the  manors  of  Slimbridge  and  Hurst  to  Berkeley,  and  from 
thence  to  Bristol,  took  away  with  them  their  hens,  geese, 
ducks,  and  other  pultry,  whereby  they  lost  all  their  eggs  and 
breed  for  this  yere — and  how  their  horses  eat  their  oats  and 
hay,  took  away  their  saddles,  and  brake  their  Chapel  or 
Oratory  doore  which  cost  iiiid  the  mendinge.”  This,  it  would 
seem,  must  have  been  the  Church  door,  as  there  is  no  account 
of  the  existence  or  foundation  of  any  Chapel  or  Chantry  till 
17  Edward  III. 

In  the  20th  Edward  II.  the  Parson  of  Slimbridge  presented 
Eudo  de  Berkeley,  fourth  son  of  Maurice  (third  of  that  name) 
Lord  Berkeley,  who  was  bred  at  Oxford,  with  a boar,  which 
in  feeding  had  eaten  one  quarter  and  two  bushels  of  beansa. 

In  the  6th  Richard  II.  the  hounds  ate  at  ITurst  18  quarters 
of  barley  and  oatsb. 

Manor.  — There  is  express  mention  in  the  Domesday  Book 
(folio  163)  of  Gossington,  Hurst,  and  Slymbridge  being  mem- 
bers of  the  Berkeley  manor. 

Terra  Regis.  Rex  Edwardus.  In  Gosintune  iiii  hidse. 
Hsec  supradicta  membra  omnia  pertinent  ad  Berchelai. 

Ipse  Rogerius  habet  de  terra  hujus  manerii  in  Heslinbruge 
i hid.  ad  Hirslege  i hid.”

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Robert  Fitzhardinge  died  seized  of  Gossington  and  Hurstc, 
and  all  descended  to  Maurice  his  son. 

Henry  II.,  in  return  for  Robert  Fitzhardinge’s  services,  con- 
ferred on  him  and  his  heirs  the  barony  of  Berkeley,  which 
Roger  de  Berkeley,  baron  of  Dursley,  held  of  the  king  in  fee 
farm,  but  which  the  king  confiscated  because  Roger  took  part 
with  Stephen.  But  the  king  Henry  afterwards  gave  the  barony 
of  Dursley  to  Roger  de  Berkeley  as  his  own  inheritance.  And 
the  said  Roger  so  harassed  Sir  Robert  Fitzhardinge  that  he 
came  to  the  king,  and  prayed  him  to  resume  his  gift.  Where- 
upon King  Henry  made  a peace  and  concord  between  them, 
so  that  the  said  Roger  should  give  his  daughter  Alice  to  wife 
unto  Maurice  the  son  and  heir  of  Sir  Robert  Fitzhardinge, 
with  the  town  of  Slimebrigge,  then  called  “ Ten  poundis 
worth  of  landd.” 

“ This  byn  the  covenantys  that  were  made  atwixt  Sir  Robert 
Fitzherdinge,  lord  and  baron  of  Berkeley,  and  Sir  Roger  of 
Berkeley,  lord  and  baron  of  Dursly,  and  in  the  house  of 
Robert  Fitzherding,  at  Bristowe,  and  in  the  presence  of  kinge 
Stevin  and  of  Harry  then  duke  of  Normandy  and  earle  of 
Angewe,  and  by  his  assent  and  in  the  presence  of  many  others 
both  clarkes  and  laymen : Morrice  the  son  and  heir  of  Sir 
Robert  Fitzhardinge  shall  take  to  wife  Alice,  &c.  &c.e”  For 
the  rest  of  this  interesting  covenant  the  reader  must  be  referred 
to  “ Abbat  Newland’s  Roll,”  a document  only  to  be  found  in 
the  Evidence  House  of  Berkeley  Castle,  to  which  the  Editor 
regrets  that  access  was  found  impossible.  It  is  also  referred 
to  in  Seyer’s  Bristol,  vol.  i.  cap.  viii.  § 92. 

Smythe  relates f that  this  Alice  wife  of  Lord  Maurice,  gave 
to  Elia,  son  of  i’oky,  her  nurse,  a messuage  and  half  a yard 
land  in  Slimbridge,  in  fee  simple,  and  to  have  her  grist  ground

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toll  free  at  her  mill  there  next  after  her  own  corne  that  should 
be  upon  the  mill  grinding8. 

And  she  gave  her  manor  of  Slimbridge  to  Robert  her  son 
during  her  life  time,  “ lest  her  mind  should  alter11.” 

After  the  death  of  Robert  (third  of  that  name)  Lord  Berke- 
ley, Lucy,  his  widow,  obtained  from  the  king’s  councils  the 
manors  of  Wotton,  Slimbridge,  and  Bedminster,  for  her  sus- 
tenance, till  the  heir  had  seisin  of  his  lands,  and  could  assign 
dower;  which  not  long  after  he  had  at  the  assizes  at  Glou- 
cester, 5 Hen.  III.,  12211. 

Maurice  (second)  Lord  Berkeley  died  seized  of  Slimbrugge 
9 Edward  I.,  1231. 

Manor  House. — Thomas  (second  of  name)  Lord  Berkeley, 
on  his  journey  from  Berkeley  towards  the  siege  of  Barwick, 
and  wars  with  Scotland,  25  Edward  I.,  1297,  lay  the  first 
night  at  his  manor  house  of  Slimbridge,  five  miles  off,  and 
took  from  thence  with  him  41  bushels  of  oats  for  his  horses’ 
provender,  to  save  the  expenses  of  his  purse  on  his  next 
night’s  lodging  at  Worcester1*. 

Thomas  (third  of  name)  Lord  Berkeley,  23  Edward  III., 
1349,  levied  a fine  of  lands  to  William  Side,  and  other  of  his 
chaplains  and  servants  of  his  castle  and  manor  of  Slimbridge1. 

The  Lords  Berkeley  successively  died  seized  of  Slimbridge 
manor  till  the  5th  Henry  V.,  1417. 

But  in  35  Henry  VI.,  1457,  Sir  Edward  Ingoldsthorp  was 
seized  of  Slimbridge. 

Richard  Beauchamp,  earl  of  Warwick,  (who  died  1439,) 
married  Elizabeth,  only  child  of  Thomas  (fourth)  Lord  Berkeley, 
and  became  possessed  of  the  manor  of  Slimbridge. 

In  7 Edward  IV.,  1467,  Margaret,  countess  of  Shrewsbury,

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wife  of  John  Talbot,  earl  of  Shrewsbury,  (celebrated  by  Shakes- 
peare,) daughter  of  Richard  Beauchamp,  earl  of  Warwick,  and 
of  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Thomas  (fourth  of  name)  Lord  Berke- 
ley, died  seized  of  Slimbridge,  Gossington,  Hurst,  and  Cam- 
bridge. 

William  Lord  Berkeley,  as  Earl  Notingham,  levied  a fine  of 
lands  in  Slimbridge  to  Edward  Willoughby  and  Robert  Legg, 

3 Hen.  VII.,  1488,  that  he  might  convey  them  to  Henry  VII., 
for  want  of  issue  of  his  own  body.  He  also  conveyed  this 
manor,  with  eleven  others,  and  three  advowsons,  to  King  j 
Henry  VII.,  and  his  heirs  male,  to  be  made  a Marquis.  It 
appears  however  by  Dugdale’s  Baronage™,  that  Maurice  (fifth 
of  name)  Lord  Berkeley,  not  inheriting  from  the  Marquis, 
recovered  the  manor  of  Sages,  lying  in  the  parish  of  Slym- 
brigge,  so  passed  by  fine  to  Henry  VII. ,n  and  Thomas  (fifth) 
Lord  Berkeley,  died  seized  of  Sages,  24  Henry  VIII.,  1533. 

On  the  death  of  Edward  VI.,  the  last  of  Henry’s  heirs,  this 
manor,  with  the  others,  reverted  to  the  Lords  of  Berkeley,  and 
Henry  Lord  Berkeley  had  livery  of  it  granted  him  1 Mary, 
and  it  has  continued  ever  since  with  the  Lords  of  Berkeley. 

Property  of  Religious. — Gossington  was  parcel  of  the 
Berkeley  Nunnery  before  the  Conquest,  and  in  most  part 
devolving  on  the  Dursley  Berkeleys  (whose  share  was  given 
by  Robert  Lord  Berkeley,  of  the  Berkeley  family,  temp. 
Henry  II.,  which  Robert  had  it,  with  other  estates  of  the 
Dursley  family,  to  William  his  fourth  son),  and  Engelwald  de 
Gossington,  whose  estate  devolving  to  John  son  of  Roger  de 
Gossington,  he  sold  it  to  the  Berkeleys,  and  it  is  described  in 
the  Inquisitio  17  Henry  VI.  and  7 Edward  IV.,  No.  44,  as  a 
messuage  and  half  virgate,  lately  held  by  William  Mann : 
Maurice  (fourth  of  name)  Lord  Berkeley  purchased  other  lands 
of  John  son  of  Odo  de  Acton ; the  manor  or  farm  being

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alienated  to  Godfrey  Gouldsberrow,  bishop  of  Gloucester,  who 
died  2 James  I.  John  Smythe,  of  Nibley,  purchased  it  of 
John  Gouldsberrow,  and  parcelled  it  out  in  1618°. 

Slimbridge  wharf  did  belong  to  the  Abbey  of  St.  Austin’s, 
Bristol ; it  was  given  to  that  Abbey  by  the  ancestor  of  the 
Berkeley  family,  and  after  the  dissolution  of  religious  founda- 
tions, it  was  granted  to  the  bishopric  of  Bristol,  34  Henry 
YIII.P 

Thomas  (first  of  name)  Lord  Berkeley  gave  to  the  Abbey q of 
Kingswood  certain  lands  in  Slimbrigger  for  the  maintenance 
of  certain  lights  to  burn  before  the  images  of  our  Lady  and 
St.  Catherine,  in  the  Chantry  there. 

Sir  William  Kingston,  Knight,  upon  payment  of  £20.  clear 
annual  value,  obtained  from  Henry  VIII.  among  other  posses- 
sions of  the  Priory  of  Stanley  St.  Leonard,  lands  in  Slymbryge, 
for  sixty  years3. 

The  assessed  rents  of  free  and  customary  tenants  of  the 
Priory  of  Stanley  St.  Leonard,  in  Slymbryge,  were  £2.  6s.  Mt. 

Lands  in  Slymbridge  were  granted  to  Paul  Bush,  first 
bishop  of  Bristol11. 

Lands  in  Slimbridge  belonging  to  the  Hospital  of  Long- 
bridge  in  Berkeley,  were  granted  by  Letters  Patent  of  Eliza- 
beth, 31st  Deer.,  1562.,  4th.  of  her  reign,  to  Edward  Warner 
and  his  heirs. 

Other  lands  parcel  of  Kingswood  Abbey  were  granted  to 
Sir  Baptist  Hickes,  5 James  I. 

A tenement  in  Slimbridge  did  belong  to  the  Priory  of 
St.  Oswald’s  in  Gloucester,  and  was  granted  to  Sir  Baptist 
Hickes,  7 Jas.  I.

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The  Rector  of  Frampton  on  Severn  has  about  seventy-two 
acres  in  the  new  grounds,  and  fourteen  acres  in  a lane 
adjoining. 

The  Vicar  of  Frampton  on  Severn  has  about  seventy  acres 
of  glebe  in  this  parish. 

Secular  Property. — Gossington  Hall  became  the  property 
of  Joseph  Bridger,  afterwards  of  William  Essington,  and  was 
purchased  by  Henry  Jones,  Esq.,  who  left  three  daughters  co- 
heiresses ; Elizabeth,  wife  of  John  Marklove  of  Berkeley; 
Mary  (deceased)  wife  of  William  Fisher  Shrapnell,  F.S.A. ; 
and  Ann,  widow  of  George  King,  of  Slimbridge,  attorney  at 
law.  It  was  then  sold  to  James  Pick,  and  sold  by  him 
to  William  Cornock  of  Gouldwick,  parish  of  Berkeley.  James 
Cornock,  a descendant  of  William,  still  holds  possession  of 
the  hall. 

Charles  I.  and  his  Queen  had  lands  in  Slimbridge. 

Rolls  Court  (once  the  residence  of  Arnold  Ligon)  has  been 
long  leased  for  lives  by  the  family  of  Davies.  The  Rev. 
William  Davies,  D.D.,  Rector  of  Rockhampton  and  Rural 
Dean  of  the  Deanery  of  Dursley,  the  representative  of  this 
family,  still  owns  a considerable  estate  in  this  parish. 

Advowson. — The  advowson  is  a rectory  in  the  gift  of  Mag- 
dalene College,  Oxford.  There  is  no  mention  of  a Church  in 
the  Domesday  Book.  The  earliest  account  we  have  of  the 
advowson  is  that,  in  1146,  11th  of  Stephen,  Roger  Lord 
Berkeley  founded  the  Priory  for  Benedictine  Monks  at  Stanley 
St.  Leonard  in  the  hundred  of  Wliitstone  in  the  county  of 
Gloucester,  and  gave  the  patronage  of  it  to  the  Abbey  of 
St.  Peter  in  Gloucester,  to  which  it  became  a cell.  He  also 
gave  to  the  Priory  at  the  same  time  the  advowsons  of  Cowley, 
Arlingham,  Slimbridge  and  Uley,  with  the  tithes,  lands,  and 
all  things  to  them  pertaining.  This  happened  when  Gilbert 
Foliot  was  Abbat,  between  1139  and  1149.  See  MS.  entitled, 
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Abbat  Waltar  Froucester’s  Chronicle51,  also  Tanner’s  Notitia 
Monastica ; Dugdale’s  Monasticon  under  Stanley. 

Fosbroke  in  his  Flistory  of  Berkeley,  p.  79,  quotes  from  the 
Berkeley  MS.  p.  88,  that  “ Henry,  fifth  son  of  Robert  Fitz- 
hardinge,  was  Archdeacon  of  Exeter  and  Treasurer  to  Flenry, 
Duke  of  Normandy.  He  was  presented  by  Richard,  the  first 
Abbat  of  St.  Augustine’s  at  Bristol,  (who  was  Abbat  from 
about  1148  to  1186,)  to  sundry,  and  all  other  the  Churches 
of  the  honor  of  Berkeley.” 

Barrett  in  his  History  of  Bristol,  p.  272,  relates,  that 
Robert,  son  of  Harding,  gave  and  granted  to  the  Canons  of 
St.  Augustine  for  ever,  all  the  Churches  in  the  Berkeley  Her- 
ness,  wheresoever  they  might  be,  with  their  Chapels  and  all 
things  to  them  belonging. 

Now  it  is  not  improbable  that  Slymbridge,  lying  in  the 
Berkeley  Herness,  was  set  out  as  one  of  these  Churches  in  the 
grant,  though  it  had  been  previously  granted  by  Roger  de 
Berkeley  to  Stanley  St.  Leonard. 

For  in  1224,  8 Hen.  III.,  we  find  that  there  was  a suit  be- 
tween Thomas  de  Breedon,  Abbat  of  Gloucester,  and  Thomas 
(first  of  name)  Lord  Berkeley,  concerning  the  Church  of  Slim- 
brugge.  The  suit  Avas  ended  by  Thomas  Lord  Berkeley  giving 
to  the  Priory  of  Stanley  St.  Leonard  the  place  of  Lorlynge  or 
Lorwynch  in  the  parish  of  Cam,  (now  called  Lorridge,)  and 
the  Abbat  de  Breedon  released  to  him  the  Church  of  Slim- 
brigge. 

Noav  we  can  see  no  reason  why  this  suit  should  have  arisen, 
or  why  Thomas  Lord  Berkeley  should  have  been  so  anxious  to 
put  an  end  to  it,  as  to  give  an  estate,  unless  he  was  pledged 
to  give  the  advowson  to  some  other  Body  of  Religious.  Plere 
again  it  is  to  be  lamented  that  the  only  document  which

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would  clear  up  the  difficulty,  the  aforesaid  “ Roll  of  Abbat 
Newland,”  is  not  accessible.  “In  1484,  2 Richard  III.,  the 
advowson  of  the  Parsonage  of  Slimbridge  in  Gloucestershire, 
and  of  Pindon  in  Sussex,  was  vested  in  Waynflete  by  the  Earl 
of  Notyngham,  on  condition  that  he  and  Johanna  his  wife 
should,  while  living,  have  daily  participation  of  all  the  prayers 
and  suffrages  to  be  used  in  the  Chapel  of  the  College,  (i.e.  St. 
Mary  Magdalene’s  College,  Oxford,)  that  intercession  should 
be  made  for  ever  for  their  souls,  for  that  of  Thomas,  late  Lord 
Berkeley,  and  those  of  James  and  Isabella  his  parents.  Also 
that  on  the  decease  of  the  Earl  and  his  wife,  the  President  and 
Scholars  should  at  a convenient  time,  after  the  knowledge  of 
it,  keep  solemnly  on  the  morrow  an  “ obit  de  placebo,  and 
Dirige  and  Mass  Da  requiem,  per  notamy.” 

In  an  extract  book  in  St.  Mary  Magdalene  College  is  the 
following : — 

“In  1685  (evidently  a mistake  for  1485  or  4)  the  parsonage 
of  Slymbridge  and  Pindon  were  given  by  the  Earl  of  Notting- 
ham to  pray  for  him  and  the  Lord  Berkeley,  2 Richard  III. 
Afterwards,  5 Henry  VII.,  the  Lord  Berkeley  entails  his  land 
to  Henry  VII.  and  his  heirs  male,  which  cant  injure  the 
College  title,  because  the  gift  to  the  College  preceeded.” 

Now  this  Earl  Nottingham  was  William,  son  of  James 
(first  of  name)  Lord  Berkeley,  and  Isabella  his  wife,  who  was 
before  mentioned  as  giving  his  castle  and  lordship  of  Berkeley, 
twelve  manors,  and  three  advowsons,  in  the  county  of  Glou- 
cester, to  Henry  VII.,  to  be  m&de  a Marquis.  He  was  born 
4 Henry  IV.,  1426,  fought  the  battle  on  Nibley  Green,  and 
died  without  issue  the  13th  of  February,  7 Henry  VII.,  1491. 

By  both  these  accounts  it  would  appear  that  the  advowson 
vas  granted  on  the  aforesaid  conditions  by  Earl  Nottingham, 
afterwards  William,  Marquis  of  Berkeley,  to  the  College  of

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St.  Mary  Magdalene.  But  in  point  of  fact  it  seems  that  there 
never  was  any  commemoration  of  the  Lords  Berkeley  in  the 
College  Chapel,  but  there  is  of  Henry  VII.,  and  as  is  supposed 
on  account  of  his  vesting  the  advowson  of  Slimbridge  in  the 
College. 

He  also  reserved  £10  per  annum  (more  than  a third  of  the 
annual  value)  out  of  the  value  of  the  living  as  a remuneration 
for  this  commemoration. 

This  commemoration  was  duly  kept  by  the  performance  of  a 
Mass  on  the  first  of  May,  till  the  Reformation,  and  since  that 
time  a Eucharistic  Hymn  is  annually  sung  by  the  whole  choir 
on  the  top  of  Magdalene  tower,  at  five  o’clock  a.m.,  on  the 
first  of  May,  and  for  the  said  performance  the  Rector  of 
Slymbridge  pays  annually  the  sum  of  ten  pounds.  This 
hymn  would  have  been  here  printed,  but  that  it  may  now  be 
obtained  for  a trifle,  printed  with  the  score,  and  also  an 
English  translation. 

It  is  probable  therefore  that  when  the  Earl  Nottingham 
conveyed  his  estates  to  Henry  VII.  for  the  purpose  of  being 
made  a Marquis,  Henry  required  that  the  prayers  and  suffrages 
in  the  College  should  be  for  his  own  benefit  instead  of  the 
Lords  Berkeley,  and  that  he  reserved  from  the  annual  value 
of  the  Parsonage  the  sum  of  £10  as  a compensation  to  the 
College  for  the  benefit  he  might  receive,  and  for  which,  as  the 
advowson  was  not  his  to  give,  they  would  otherwise  not  have 
been  remunerated  by  him.  And  the  Parson  of  Slymbridge,  the 
only  injured  party,  could  have  no  redress,  as  it  would  be  at  his 
own  option  to  accept  the  presentation  to  the  Parsonage  or  not. 

The  great  tithes,  as  well  as  the  small,  have  always  con- 
tinued with  the  advowson,  and  there  does  not  appear  to  have 
been  ever  any  lay  impropriation2.

In  the  year  of  our  Lord  1801  the  great  and  small  tithes 
were  commuted  for  land,  by  an  act  of  inclosure,  and  the 
Rectory  now  consists  of  347  acres  of  land. 

There  is  a large  Rectory -house  in  good  repair,  built  about 
the  year  1813. 

Rectors. — It  is  with  great  regret  that  so  scanty  a list  of 
the  Rectors  of  this  parish  is  here  afforded,  but  in  consequence 
of  not  being  able  to  obtain  any  information  on  the  subject  from 
the  Registry  at  Worcester,  in  which  diocese  the  county  of 
Gloucester  was  from  the  year  679  to  1541,  we  are  forced  to 
content  ourselves  with  the  following  list,  collected  from  county 
histories,  and  from  the  Registry  at  Gloucester,  where  the  insti- 
tutions are  carefully  arranged  and  easily  referred  to.

The  institutions  of  Peter  Gwillim  and  John  Rogers  are  not 
to  be  found.  All  the  other  Rectors,  subsequent  to  Owen 
Oglethorp,  were  presented  by  the  President  and  Scholars  of 
St.  Mary  Magdalene  College,  Oxford,  except  Lawrence  Brydger, 
who  was  presented  by  the  Crown  by  lapse. 

The  first  three  on  the  above  list  were  the  Rectors  of  the 
greatest  celebrity,  as  may  be  seen  by  a reference  to  Godwin’s 
Bishops,  by  Richardson. 

John  Stokesley  was  one  of  King  Henry’s  disputing  agents 
sent  to  Rome  on  the  subject  of  his  divorce,  and  the  limitation 
of  the  power  of  the  Pope  by  Scripture — a discussion  which 
the  Pontiff  declined.  He  is  described  as  a violent  persecutor 
of  Protestants  ; died  September  8th,  1539,  and  was  buried  in 
the  Lady  Chapel  of  St.  Paul’s,  London. 

Owen  Oglethorp  was  President  of  St.  Mary  Magdalene 
College,  Oxford,  Dean  of  Windsor,  and  made  Bishop  of 
Carlisle  by  Queen  Mary.  He  assisted  at  the  coronation  of 
Queen  Elizabeth,  which  the  rest  of  his  order  refused  to  do ; 
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but  he  was  afterwards  deprived  by  her  Majesty  for  his  adhe- 
rence to  popish  principles.  It  is  said  however  that  the  Queen 
meant  to  restore  him  to  that  or  a better  Bishopric  upon  the 
promise  of  his  general  conformity,  had  he  not  died  suddenly 
of  apoplexy  in  1559. 

William  Cradock  was  tutor  to  Addison,  at  St.  Mary 
Magdalene  College.  It  is  related  that  when  the  illustrious 
pupil  became  secretary  of  state,  he  one  day  stopped  at  Cam- 
bridge and  requested  to  see  Dr.  Cradock.  The  reply  he 
received  was,  that  it  was  the  duty  of  the  pupil  to  wait  upon 
the  tutor,  whereupon  Addison  drove  on  and  Cradock  lost  his 
chance  of  preferment.  He  was  a Nonjuror,  and  lies  buried, 
with  several  children,  in  the  Chancel.  A mural  tablet  com- 
memorates his  death,  with  the  usual  motto  of  Nonjurors, 
Ccetera  quis  nescit. 

Chantry.— “In  17th  Edward  III.  Thomas  (third)  Lord 
Berkeley  founded  a Chantry  in  the  Chapel  of  Cambridge  in 
the  parish  of  Slymbridge0.’’  This  Chantry  we  learn  was  dedi- 
cated to  St.  Catharine,  and  the  fair  at  Cambridge,  till  within 
the  last  ten  years,  was  always  held  on  the  25th  of  November 
St.  Catharine’s  day.  Of  the  “Chapel  at  Cambridge”  there 
remains  no  account,  and  it  is  most  probable  that  Cambridge 
was  used  indiscriminately  for  the  whole  parish  of  Slymbridge. 
Sir  R.  Atkyns  says  that  this  Chantry  was  dedicated  to  St. 
Catharine  and  St.  John  Baptist.  We  are  led  to  suppose 
therefore  that  there  were  two  Chantries  in  the  parish,  especially 
as  Willis,  in  his  Mitred  Abbeys,  vol.  ii.  p.  88,  gives  the 
following  account. 

“Pensions  paid  An.  1553  to  Incumbents  of  Chantries, 
nnbndge.  To  John  Browne  Incumbent  of  St.  Katherine’s 
Chantry,  £4.  and  Will.  Willington  £5.”

“ Lands  belonging  to  the  Chantry  at  Cambridge,  lying  in 
Cambridge,  were  granted  to  Sir  Oliver  Cromwell  5.  Jac.e 

There  is  at  Cambridge  a field  called  Little  Cheston,  which 
has  beyond  a doubt  been  the  site  of  some  ancient  building, 
as  foundations,  and  stone  pavement,  have  been  found  there 
within  these  few  years.  A skeleton  also  was  found  there  some 
fourteen  years  ago,  which,  from  all  accounts,  must  have  been 
deposited  there  for  a very  long  time.  This  latter  circumstance 
would  lead  to  the  suspicion  of  a Chantry  on  that  site ; but  its 
name  of  course  denotes  a different  use,  and  the  coins  which 
have  been  found  there  leave  no  room  to  doubt  but  that  it  was 
a Roman  substation  or  villa,  probably  used  as  a station  for 
depasturing  their  cattle.  It  would  lie  pretty  nearly  in  the 
straight  line  from  the  Aust  passage  to  Cirencester,  but  the 
flatness  of  the  situation  would  prevent  the  likelihood  of  its 
having  been  a regular  station.

In  another  field  have  been  found  the  following  two  coins  of

Registers. — The  earliest  entry  occurring  in  any  Register 
is  in  the  11th  of  Charles  I.,  1635,  on  the  30th  of  March. 
The  Registers  of  this  date  and  down  so  late  as  to  the  3rd  of 
Anne,  are  kept  according  to  the  Regnal  years  of  Charles  I , 
the  year  commencing  and  ending  on  the  27th  of  March,  so 
that  any  one,  not  being  aware  of  this  fact,  might  easily  attri- 
bute an  entry  to  the  wrong  year  of  our  Lord. 

The  Baptisms  follow  in  regular  succession  from  1635  to 
1686  inclusive;  there  is  then  a gap  of  fifteen  years,  they  are 
then  complete  from  1701  to  1701  Then  comes  a gap  of 
twenty-three  years,  and  they  are  then  consecutive  in  different 
books  up  to  the  present  time. 

The  Marriages  are  regularly  entered  from  1635  to  1639 
inclusive,  then  comes  a gap  of  four  years.  Prom  1643  to 
1653  they  are  entered,  then  a gap  of  seven  years.  Then 
regular  entries  from  1660  to  1686,  then  a gap  of  twenty-two 
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years.  Then  regular  entries  from  1708  to  1722,  then  another 
gap  of  eight  years.  From  1730  to  1805  they  are  regularly 
entered,  when  there  is  a gap  of  eight  years  to  1813,  from 
which  time  the  entries  are  regular. 

The  Burials  are  regularly  entered  from  1635  to  1700  in- 
clusive, there  is  then  a gap  of  seven  years.  The  entries  then 
commence  in  1708  and  continue  to  1713,  when  there  is  a gap 
of  sixteen  years.  From  1729  to  1734  the  entries  are  regular, 
but  they  then  become  irregular  till  they  commence  in  1740, 
from  which  date  they  continue  to  the  present  time. 

Some  of  the  Register  Books  are  much  mutilated,  leaves 
having  been  wantonly  cut  out  and  cut  in  half,  &c.,  and  the 
writing  in  that  from  1686  to  1722  is  very  illegible  : they  have 
been  carefully  collected,  arranged  and  bound.  The  following 
somewhat  singular  entries  occur,  with  some  other  hints  which 
may  possibly  be  useful  to  pedigree  hunters. 

During  the  troublesome  times  in  the  middle  of  the  seven- 
teenth century  are  found  among  entries  of  burials, 

“A  Welch  souldier,  1642.” 

“ Giles  Parker  was  burd  Jany  25.  1643.  he  was  murthered 
in  his  owne  house,  and  no  crowner  sate  on  him.” 

“The  19th  of  June  1644  there  was  buried  in  our  church- 
yard a souldier  whose  name  is  to  get  knowne,  he  was  killed 
by  the  enemy  at  Newport.” 

“ Lieftenant  harris  and  Richard  Taylor  both  souldiers  shott 
at  Bearkley  Castle,  they  were  buried  the  8th  of  September 
1644  souldier  like  wth  the  drumes  and  two  peale  of  shott  on 
the  north  side  of  the  Church.” 

“ Edward  Browne  souldier  and  Cook  to  the  garrison  was 
buried  the  27th  October  1644.” 

“Edward  Dull  a souldier  was  buried  the  13th  of  August 
1645.” 

“ Henry  Dayse  serjeant  buried  ye  10th  Oct.  1645.”

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The  following  entry  is  of  importance,  as  shewing  the  con- 
tinuance of  discipline  in  the  Church  up  to  a certain  period, 
though  with  some  relaxation. 

“ Eady  ye  wife  of  John  Sparks,  lying  under  the  Sentence  of 
Excommunication  buried  July  18.  (1682)  but  without  the 
usual  offices,  yet  according  to  the  Statute  in  Woollen  only  as 
appeareth  by  the  oaths  of  Katharine  Highway  and  Sarah 
Lippet  made  and  taken  before  Mr.  Butt,  Vicar  of  Erampton 
July  22  (1682).” 

Another  entry  prior  to  this  one  also  shews  that  a lying 
place  in  the  churchyard  was  granted,  at  this  period,  (and  the 
fact  recorded,)  to  those  who  were  denied  the  rites  of  Christian 
burial. 

“ A man  child  of  Richard  Trotman’s  not  baptized  was 
buried  the  14th  of  Jan.  1668.” 

In  1668  also  occurs  the  following  quaint  entry. 

“Non  occides  Joyce  the  wife  of  Thomas  Dallow  was  buried 
the  9th  of  Jany  and  had  an  untimely  end  as  it  is  thought.” 

“In  1662  Thomas  Wilkinson  was  buried  the  23rd  of  July, 
he  was  kild  wth  a fall  of  a Pear-tree  and  the  Crowner’s  Inquest 
sate  upon  him  according  to  the  law  in  that  case  provided.” 

The  discretion  which  was  exercised  in  those  days  as  to  the 
Crowner’s  interference  seems  to  have  been  somewhat  arbitrary. 

It  would  seem  from  the  following  entry  that  strangers  were 
not  buried  without  the  request  of  the  Clergyman  of  their 
Parish. 

“ William  ye  Son  of  William  Beard  late  of  Slimbridge  now 
of  Erampton  rogatu  Mri  Paul  vicarii  ibidem  Bur.  here  June 
22  (1671).” 

In  its  proper  place  is  a notice,  by  Edmund  Diggle,  S.T.P. 
Rector,  of  the  act  relating  to  burying  in  Woollen  “ commenc- 
ing or  coming  into  force  Aug.  1.  1678.” 

Memorandum,  that  the  act  for  burying  in  Woollen  was 


by  Mr.  Jos.  Marshall  who  then  officiated  in  time  of  Divine 
Service  in  the  morning  pnblickly  read  to  the  Congregation 
then  present  in  the  Parish  Church  of  Slimbridge  in  the 
County  of  Gloucester  on  the  25th  of  August  1678  being  the 
first  Sunday  after  St.  Bartholemew’s  Day  the  said  yeare  as  the 
act  requires.” 

The  affidavit  -is  carefully  alluded  to  in  all  cases  of  burial 
up  to  the  year  1745  with  very  few  exceptions,  and  the  rigid- 
ness with  which  the  act  was  enforced  may  be  inferred  from 
the  following. 

“ Elizabeth  wife  of  Thomas  Dull  alias  Dowle  buried  July  24 
(1681).  Noe  affidavit  or  certificate  brought  in  within  the 
time  by  the  act  specified.  Notice  hereof  given  in  writing  to 
the  Churchwardens  Aug.  2.  1681.  A warrant  thereupon 
issued  and  the  money  £5  paid  to  the  Churchwardens.” 

In  the  earliest  Register  Book  of  Marriages,  is  this  notice, 
apparently  written  by  Edmund  Diggle,  Rector. 

“ Marriages  omitted  by  the  then  Book-keeper  but  here  in- 
serted out  of  my  private  Register,”  wherein  he  enumerates 
Parishioners  married  out  of  the  Parish. 

In  another  register,  a certain  careful  custody  of  the  same  is 
indicated  by  the  following. 

“ John  Mabbot  and  Mary  Davis  both  of  the  psh  of  Slim- 
bridge were  married  in  the  psh  Church  of  Slimbridge  by 
Licence  Sep.  20.  1760  by  me  Thos.  Sherwin,  Rector. 

The  Marriage  was  solemnized  between  ns 
In  the  presence  of 

“ It  is  not  proper  to  make  a razure  in  the  register  and 
therefore  I think  it  necessary  to  own  that  I made  the  entry 
upon  their  appearance  at  Church,  but  the  woman  proved  in- 
constant and  they  departed  without  marriage.” 

And  a very  sufficient  cause  is  afterwards  discovered  for  the 
trouble  and  confession  to  which  this  worthy  Rector  was 
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driven,  for  on  the  2 3rd  day  of  the  very  next  month  this  fair 
inconstant  became  the  wife  of  one  Daniel  Cribb  as  appears 
by  the  said  Register. 

It  is  remarkable  that  during  the  Incumbency  of  Thomas 
Sherwin,  from  1756  to  1761,  the  Bride  has  invariably  signed 
herself  by  the  name  of  her  husband  and  not  by  her  maiden 
name,  as  is  usually  the  case. 

In  the  earliest  register  book  of  Baptisms  we  find  the  follow- 
ing declaration. 

“ Eady  the  daughter  of  Christopher  Munday  baptized  Aug. 
ye  13  (1671)  where  note  that  the  names  are  and  shall  bee 
regestred  accordingly  as  they  were  pronounced  at  the  ffont.” 

The  following  entry  appears  in  the  register  book  of  that  date. 

“On  the  6th  day  of  this  inst  March  1708  it  was  agreed 
Nemine  contradicente  at  the  Vestry  meeting  for  ye  Poor  that 
the  Rector  having  propos’d  and  promised  freely  to  set  apart 
the  Tenement  at  Churchend  for  a School  house  for  four  poor 
children  to  be  therein  taught  to  read  the  Bible,  and  also  to 
knitt  or  sew,  the  Parish  would  pay  two  shill’  p week  for  six- 
teen children  more  to  be  taught  therein  likewise ; and  that 
ye  said  money  should  be  paid  monthly  to  ye  Dame  by  the 
Churchwardens  or  overseers,  who  should  together  with  y<= 
Minister  name  and  appoint  the  School  Dame,  and  yc  said 
children  to  be  taught  by  her ; their  Parents  or  Friends  paying 
her  two  pence  for  each  child  (for  her  care  and  pains)  by  the 
Quarter. 

In  witness  hereof  the  Churchwardens  and  Overseers  have 
set  their  hands.

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Of  this  good  agreement  no  vestage  remains  either  as  to 
House,  Dame  or  Scholars. 

Benefactions. — There  are  four  acres  and  one  quarter  of 
land  lying  in  two  different  places  belonging  to  the  Church,  and 
of  which  the  Churchwardens  are  the  trustees.  A large  brick 
house  was  built  about  fifty  years  ago  on  the  piece  which  lies 
on  the  west  side  of  the  Church.  The  whole  is  now  let  for  the 
annual  rent  of  £21,  which  is  received  by  the  Churchwardens 
and  laid  out  upon  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  Church.  No 
single  document  can  be  found  relating  to  this  property,  nor  is 
there  any  tradition  as  to  the  party  who  left  it,  or  the  time  at 
which  it  was  left.  But  it  is  certain  that  the  Churchwardens 
have  had  long  and  undisturbed  possession  of  it,  though  the 
house  was  let  at  the  rent  of  10s.  per  annum  for  several  years 
to  the  overseers  for  the  purposes  of  a poor-house. 

William  Smith,  by  his  will  dated  October  6th,  1774,  left 
three  pounds  to  be  charged  upon  messuages,  lands,  and  here- 
ditaments in  the  parish  of  Slimbridge,  and  made  payable 
thereout  to  the  Rev.  John  Stone,  Rector  of  Slimbridge,  and 
his  successors  as  being  Rectors  of  the  said  parish  for  ever,  on 
the  29th  day  of  September  in  every  year,  and  so  made  pay- 
able to  him  and  them  upon  this  special  trust  and  confidence, 
that  he  and  his  successors  should  lay  out  the  said  yearly  sum 
of  £3  in  the  purchase  of  sixpenny  and  threepenny  loaves  of 
bread,  and  distribute  and  dispose  of  the  same  to  and  amongst 
the  proper  objects  of  charity  that  belong  to  the  parish  of  Slim- 
bridge, yearly  on  old  St.  Thomas’s  Day  for  ever. 

He  charges  the  Churchwardens  to  assist  in  the  distribution 
of  the  bread,  and  in  case  of  the  Rector  omitting  to  perform  his 
trust,  gives  them  power  to  exercise  and  distribute  the  said  sum 
of  money. 

He  also  leaves  power  to  enter  and  dispose  of  stock,  if  the 
money  be  not  paid  in  thirty  days  after  the  29th  of  September ; 
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and  if  there  be  no  stock,  power  to  enter  at  the  end  of  two 
months,  and  receive  rent. 

Mrs.  Catharine  Worlock,  widow,  of  the  parish  of  Uley,  by 
her  will  dated  Jan.  30,  180.2,  directed  her  trustee,  John  Vi-  | 
zard,  of  Dursley,  to  pay  to  the  minister  and  Churchwardens  of 
the  parish  of  Slimbriclge,  at  the  time  of  her  decease,  the  sum 
of  £80  stock,  part  of  monies  in  the  3 per  cent,  consol  bank 
annuities,  and  made  similar  bequests  to  the  parishes  of  King’s 
Stanley  and  Uley. 

And  the  testatrix,  by  her  will,  declared  that  the  said  £80 
stock  should  by  the  minister  and  Churchwardens  of  the  said 
parish  of  Slimbridge,  for  the  time  being,  for  ever,  be  placed  out 
at  interest,  in  then  names,  on  government  or  real  securities, 
upon  the  trust  and  confidence  that  the  Minister  and  Church- 
wardens of  the  parish  for  the  time  being  for  ever  thereafter, 
should  with  the  interest,  dividends,  or  proceeds  thereof,  yearly 
lay  out  the  same  near  to  St.  Thomas’  Day  in  every  year,  and 
on  that  day  yearly  for  ever  give  and  dispose  of  the  bread  so  : 
purchased  to  and  amongst  such  number  of  poor  widows  in  the 
said  parish  who  should  be  housekeepers,  and  most  in  need 
and  want  thereof. 

Power  was  left  to  Minister  and  Churchwardens  to  invest  the 
said  £80  stock  in  freehold  lands,  provided  that  the  rents  and 
profits  were  applied  to  the  purposes  aforesaid. 

Stephen  Pudge,  of  the  parish  of  Slimbridge,  by  his  will 
dated  5th  of  January,  1830,  left  a piece  of  land,  part  of  Hen- 
worthy field,  lying  in  the  parish  of  Slimbridge,  containing  by 
admeasurement  one  acre,  three  roods,  and  ten  perches,  in  trust 
to  the  Minister  and  Churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  Slimbridge 
and  their  successors  for  ever,  that  they  should  let  the  same  to 
the  best  advantage,  and  yearly  every  year  for  ever  lay  out  one 
moiety  of  the  rents  and  profits  in  the  purchase  of  good  whole- 
some bread,  and  distribute  the  same  on  Saint  Thomas’  Day 
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amongst  the  poor  and  necessitous  labouring  people  of  and  in 
the  parish  of  Slimbridge  aforesaid  (to  each  more  or  less)  as 
they  should  in  their  discretion  consider  the  fittest  objects  of 
charity.  And  also  that  they  should  pay  and  apply  the  other 
moiety  of  the  rents  and  profits  for  and  towards  the  support 
and  promotion  of  the  Sunday  School  of  the  Established  Church 
in  Slimbridge  aforesaid. 

Parish  Accounts. — The  Churchwardens’  accounts  are  most 
remarkable  for  the  interminable  war  which  they  record  against 
God’s  creatures  up  to  the  year  1886.  In  many  years  the 
heads  of  nearly  3000  sparrows  at  a halfpenny  each  are  entered 
in  due  form.  The  premium  for  a fox  was  one  shilling,  for  a 
“ fitcher”  4d.,  for  a hedgehog  2d. ; and  there  is  also  a yearly 
entry  over  and  above  for  “ varmint”  amounting  to  about  8s., 
all  of  which  was  paid  out  of  the  Church-rates. 

There  is  also  an  entry  “ Por  Ringing  the  Sermon  Bell.”

The  Church,  situated  on  the  left  hand  side  of  the  road 
from  Bristol  to  Gloucester,  is  no  doubt  an  object  of  interest 
to  travellers,  from  its  lofty  and  very  graceful  spire,  which  rises 
amidst  the  dense  foliage  of  that  flat  but  fertile  vale.  At  the 
present  speed  of  railroad  travelling,  regardless  alike  of  the 
sublime  and  picturesque,  a glance  of  it  only  can  be  obtained 
between  the  Berkeley  and  Frocester  stations. 

Of  the  building  of  this  Church  there  exists  no  account,  as 
far  as  can  be  ascertained ; and  therefore  to  answer  the  question 
so  commonly  asked,  What  is  the  date  of  it?  would  be  mere 
presumption.  An  accurate  description  of  each  of  its  con- 
stituent parts  will  furnish  the  best  clue,  as  to  its  age,  to  those 
who  are  in  the  habit  of  investigating  such  matters.  There 
can  be  no  doubt,  that  at  whatever  time  the  Church  was  built, 
it  was  built  and  endowed  by  the  noble  house  of  Berkeley,  whose 
piety  and  generosity  in  those  days  was  conspicuous  by  their 
interest  in  all  the  Churches  within  their  demesne. 

There  is  no  mention  of  a Church  in  the  Domesday  Book, 
but  from  the  fact  of  the  advowson  having  been  given  to  the 
Priory  of  Stanley  St.  Leonard’s,  as  mentioned  above,  there  must 
have  been  a Church  at  that  time,  i.e.  at  the  latest  in  1146,  and 
if  the  account  in  Dugdale’s  Baronage  be  correct,  that  the  Priory 
was  founded  in  the  time  of  William  the  Conqueror,  then  there 
must  have  been  a Church  at  that  time.  In  the  course  of  the 
repairs  and  restorations  some  loose  stones  have  been  found, 
bearing  evident  marks  of  Norman  or  semi-Norman  work, 
which  would  give  rise  to  a very  strong  suspicion  that  a Church 
existed  on  the  same  site  of  earlier  date  than  the  present  one, 
and  that  part  of  the  old  materials  were  used  in  building  the 
present  Church. 
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Dedication. — Tlie  Liber  Regis  and  County  histories  inform 
us  that  the  Church  is  dedicated  to  St.  John  the  Evangelist, 
but  there  is  no  tradition  or  commemoration  whatever  of  this 
fact.  The  only  Saint  to  whom  any  marked  respect  has  been 
paid  is  St.  Thomas,  there  being  certain  small  sums  left  to 
be  distributed  annually  to  the  poor  in  bread  on  his  day,  and 
there  being  also  a custom  called  Mumping,  when  every  woman 
in  the  parish  who  is  able,  goes  from  house  to  house  to  ask 
alms,  which  in  most  cases  they  receive. 

Plan. — The  Church  consists  of  a Chancel,  nave,  tower  at 
the  west  end,  north  and  south  aisle,  south  porch,  and  vestry 
on  the  north  side  of  the  Chancel,  of  the  dimensions  given 


above. 

Orientation. — The  Church 
does  not  stand  due  East  but 
is  five  degrees  to  the  North  of 
East,  by  no  means  confirming 
the  supposition  with  regard  to 
the  Saint’s  Day  to  whom  the 
Church  is  dedicated,  but  rather 
militating  against  it. 

East  Window.- — The  east 
window  is  Decorated,  of  three 
lights  trefoiled.  The  upper 
compartments  are  filled  with 
two  quatrefoiled  ovals,  with  a 
plain  quatrefoil  at  the  apex. 
The  mullions  are  plain  cham- 
fered. It  is  deeply  set  in  the 
wall,  and  there  is  a jamb-mould- 
ing,  as  may  be  seen  by  the  sec- 
tion given,  consisting  of  a bead, 
deep  hollow,  with  shaft  havin 
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turned.  There  is  a base-moulding  but  no  capping.  This 
runs  round  the  whole  of  the  splay  and  window-arch.  There 
is  an  external  drip  terminating  on  the  north  side  in  the  head 
of  a Queen,  and  on  the  south  in  that  of  a Bishop. 

Stained  Glass. — In  the  centre  light  is  left  a shield  of 
richly  stained  glass,  gules,  a chevron  ermine  between  ten 
crosses  patee  argent.  Name  Berkeley  of  Stoke  Gifford . The 
ovals  are  also  filled  with  stained  glass.  In  the  north  one  is 
a full-length  figure,  with  the  hair  flowing,  in  a loose  saffron 
vest  reaching  down  to  the  knee ; the  leg  and  foot  below  that 
being  naked.  The  left  hand  holds  a long  banded  staff  resting 
on  the  ground  and  terminating  above  in  the  point  of  the  oval. 
The  right  hand  is  pointing  forward  with  the  fore-finger.  In 

the  south  oval  is  a mutilated  figure,  the  head  being  lost.  In 

the  quatrefoil  above  is  a head  (apparently  that  of  our  Blessed 
Saviour)  thrown  back  in  an  attitude  of  devotion.  The  hair 
and  beard  are  long  and  flowing,  the  face  and  head  are  of  deep 
crimson,  and  round  the  upper  part  to  the  bottom  of  the  ear  is 
a narrow  border  of  blue  glass. 

Piscina.  At  the  distance  of  3 feet  2 inches  from  the  east 
wall,  and  2 feet  from  the  floor  under  a window  on  the  south 
side,  is  a Piscina,  with  ogee-arch  trefoiled,  and  a quatrefoiled 
orifice.  The  front  leaf  which  projected  had  been  broken  off, 
and  the  bottom  part  had  been  entirely  filled  up  with  a large 
stone,  cut  so  as  to  leave  a ledge  in  front.  There  is  no 
shelf. 

Prothesis.— On  the  opposite  side  is  a Protliesis  of  stone, 
sunk  in  the  wall. 

Sedilia.'  At  the  distance  of  5 feet  8 inches  from  the  east 
n all,  are  Sedilia,  three  seats  on  the  same  level,  divided  by  plain 
chamfered  mullions,  ogee  arches  trefoiled,  the  spandrel  spaces 
filled  with  a trefoil.  A plain  quatrefoiled  panelling  about 
1 inches  deep  runs  the  whole  length  under  a Perpendicula 
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hood-moulding,  square  and  terminating  at  the  springing  of 
the  arches  in  rectangu- 
lar curves  dying  into 
the  wall. 

Altar  - Steps. — 

There  are  two  Altar- 
steps  running  the  whole 
width  of  the  Chancel, 
the  highest  at  the  dis 
tance  of  10  feet  from 
the  east  wall. 

Altar -Table. — 

The  Communion-table 
is  a very  common  one 
of  oak,  painted,  and  the 
whole  floor  of  the  Sa- 
crarium  at  present  is  in 
very  bad  condition. 

Rail. — The  Altar-rail  is  a new  one  of  English  oak,  running 
across  from  the  north  to  the  south  wall.  It  consists  of  semi- 
circular arches  intersecting  each  other,  with  cusps  terminating 
in  oak-leaves.  The  mullions  are  square  with  hollow  chamfer. 
There  is  a cap-moulding,  and  plain  chamfered  base.  Eor  this 
comely  and  much  needed  piece  of  Church  furniture  the  parish 
is  indebted  to  the  kindness  of  the  Rev.  R.  G.  Swayne, 
Curate. 


Side  Windows. — On  the  north  side  of  the  Chancel  are  two 
windows,  the  first  at  a distance  of  11  inches  from  the  east  wall, 
the  second  near  the  bottom  of  the  Chancel,  both  Decorated, 
two  lights,  ogee-arches  trefoiled  with  quatrefoilecl  oval  in  head ; 
they  are  set  deeply  in  the  wall,  and  the  first  is  splayed  towards 
the  west  and  not  towards  the  east,  no  doubt  to  shew  some 
painting  which  was  originally  there. 
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On  the  south  side  are  three  windows,  Decorated,  two  lights, 
equilateral  arches  cinquefoiled,  the  heads  filled  with  a sixfoiled 
circle.  In  three  of  these  windows 
are  shields  of  stained  glass  of  supe- 
rior quality.  In  the  second  on  the 
north  side  is  one,  argent,  on  a can- 
ton gules  a rose  or,  name  Bradstone. 

In  the  second  on  the  south  side  there 
is  one  so  transposed  that  it  is  not 
possible  to  describe  it.  In  the 
third,  Quarterly,  per  fess  indented, 
ermine  and  gules.  All  have  exter- 
nal drips,  on  the  north  side  termi- 
nating in  rectangular  curves  dying 
into  the  walls ; on  the  south,  one 
drip  has  a termination  like  three 
pears  or  figs  springing  from  one 
stem. 

Elevation.  — The  Chancel  is 
elevated  one  step.  On  the  north 
side  is  what  is  now  used  as  a Vestry.  There  is  only  one 
entrance,  a door  at  the  foot  of  the  altar-steps.  There  is  every 
appearance  of  its  being  as  old  as  the  Church.  It  originally 
had  a Catharine  wheel  window  on  the  north  side,  which  was 
knocked  out  some  years  ago,  and  a very  hideous  one  put  in 
its  room  “to  let  in  more  light.”  A set-off  in  the  wall  about 
half  way  up  seems  to  indicate  that  there  was  an  intention  of 
placing  a floor  there,  and  there  being  two  windows,  one 
above  and  the  other  below  it,  strengthens  the  same  sup- 
position. A fire-place  and  chimney  occupy  the  centre  of 
the  eastern  wall,  and  if  these  were  always  there  they  would 
mark  it  as  the  occasional  residence  of  a Chantry  Priest. 
If,  as  is  possible,  the  fire-place  has  usurped  the  place  of 


the  Altar,  the  lower  part,  at  least,  must  have  been  used  as 
a Chantry. 

Roof. — The  roof  of  the  Chancel  is  coved  plaster,  having 
under  it  a common  collar-beam  roof  of  American  pine. 

Immediately  below  the  Sedilia  is  a Priest’s  door ; the  inside 
arch  is  segmental,  the  outside  one  pointed,  having  a drip 
with  head  termination. 

Nave  Arch. — The  Nave-arch  spanning  the  whole  width  of 
the  Nave  is  deeply  chamfered,  having  double  round  mouldings 
with  sharp  fillets,  springing  from  caps  with  foliage.  The  shafts 
on  which  the  caps  rest  extend  a short  distance  down  the  piers, 
and  are  carried  on  small  corbels  apparently  marked  out  for 
being  carved  but  not  finished ; on  the  west  side  there  is  a 
label,  a plain  round  terminating  in  a female  head  on  the 
north  side  and  an  Ecclesiastic’s  on  the  south.  The  space 
above  the  arch  was  till  lately  occupied  by  the  king’s  arms 
in  a frame.  (Geo.  II. f) 

Rood  Loft. — In  the  piers  just  below  the  caps  were  notches 
where  the  beams  of  the  Rood-loft  rested.  At  present  there  is 
a slight  carved  oak  screen,  with  semicircular  arches,  of  James  I., 
and  immediately  under  it,  on  the  north  side,  is  a door  (lately 
discovered)  leading  up  the  rood-loft  stairs,  which  are  walled 
up  in  the  south-east  angle  of  the  north  aisle.  The  door 
entering  on  the  loft  is  concealed  by  a large  mural  tablet,  the 
head  of  it  only  being  visible.  On  the  south  side,  under  the 
screen,  between  it  and  the  first  pier,  is  a Piscina,  shewing 
plainly  that  at  some  time  an  Altar  was  placed  at  the  east  end 
of  the  Nave.  It  has  an  ogee  arch,  trefoiled,  with  a shelf  and 
circular  orifice.  The  front  part  of  the  basin  which  projected 
has  been  broken  off,  and  all  below  the  shelf  was,  till  lately, 
bricked  up  and  concealed  behind  a pew. 

Piers,  Caps,  Bases. — There  are  three  piers  and  two  hall

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piers,  carrying  four  arches  on  either  side  of  the  nave.  Ti 
piers  measure  6 feet  from  the  base  to  the  cap.

Capitals. — The  Capitals  are  very  beautifully  foliaged,  it  is 
said  by  some  competent  judges, 
hardly  to  be  surpassed  in  ele- 
gance. In  the  foliage  the  fleur-de- 
lis  predominates,  but  so  varied  as 
to  assume  a different  aspect  in  each 
cap.  Each  shaft  throughout  the 
Church,  with  very  few  exceptions, 
carries  a different  pattern  of  foliage. 

There  is  no  neck-moulding.  En- 
gravings of  several  of  them,  though 
perhaps  not  the  most  elegant,  are 
given,  but  it  is  hardly  possible  by  any  drawing  or  en- 
graving  to  do  justice  to  this  peculiarly  beautiful  feature  of 
the  Church.  It  can  only  be  said  that  they  are  well  worthy  of 
inspection  and  imitation  in  any  case  where  the  elegance  of 
Early  English  foliage  is  desired. 
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Pier  Arches. — The  arches  are  of  the  same  construction  as  the 
nave-arch,  all  of  them  drop-arches ; on  the  interior  surface  they 
have  a plain  round  hood-moulding  mitreing  over  each  pier ; the 
terminations,  if  ever  there  were  any,  have  been  broken  off.

Clerestory. — The  Clerestory  is  33  feet  high  to  wall-plate 
and  37  to  ridge-piece  of  roof.  The  following  is  the  history  of  its 
roof  as  far  as  by  recent  discoveries  during  the  restorations  has 
been  ascertained.  The  original  roof  was  a high  pitched  one, 
as  can  be  seen  by  the  weather-moulding  now  inside  the  Church 
against  the  tower.  The  wall-plate  must  have  been  about  2 feet 
above  the  roof  of  the  north  aisle.  It  could  not  have  covered 
the  aisles  at  one  span,  though  it  would  seem  there  was  a very 
small  break  in  it,  and  that  the  aisles  were  covered  by  a steep 
sloping  roof.  Whenever  this  roof  was  destroyed  the  clerestory 
must  have  been  raised  about  8 or  9 feet  and  four  large 
windows  inserted  on  each  side ; a waggon-head  or  coved  roof 
was  then  erected,  with  oak  boarding,  and  transverse  and 
longitudinal  ribs,  with  very  elegantly  worked  bosses  of  Perpen- 
dicular character  at  the  intersections.  A few  of  these  have 
lately  been  collected,  but  it  is  much  to  be  deplored  that  vast 
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numbers  of  them  were  wantonly  thrown  away  when  this  roof 
was  taken  down  in  the  year  1814.  A king-post  and  tie-beam 
roof  of  common  American  pine  was  then  substituted  for  it, 
there  appearing  nothing  from  the  inside  but  a flat  white-washed 
ceiling.  In  the  year  1811,  eight  new  windows  were  placed  in 
the  clerestory,  of  three  lights.  Churchwardens’  gothic.  The  effect 
of  these  arrangements,  both  from  within  and  without,  was  as 
different  from  the  rest  of  the  Church  as  any  thing  could  be,  and 
conveyed  no  other  idea  than  that  the  conventicle  had  got  the 
better  of  the  Church  and  perched  itself  on  the  top  of  it.  There 
was  a miserable  shallow  cornice  of  Forest  stone  on  the  exterior, 
blocked  with  a solid  heavy  battlement. 

During  the  present  year  the  whole  of  these  abominations 
have  been  removed.  In  order  to  effect  this  it  was  necessary 
to  take  down  the  whole  of  the  clerestory  except  the  eastern 
wall,  as  the  windows  had  been  set  to  range  with  the  exterior, 
and  it  was  not  possible  to  get  the  principals  of  the  roof  over 
the  piers  without  a fresh 
arrangement  of  the  win- 
dows. The  clerestory  is 
now  rebuilt  with  solid 
ashlar ; there  are  eight 
new  windows  of  the  de- 
sign here  given,  glazed 
with  Cathedral  glass,  and 
an  entirely  new  cornice 
and  parapet  is  placed  on 
the  exterior.  The  roof  is 
Perpendicular,  with  tie- 
beam,  king-post,  and 
principal  rafters,  and  up- 
right tracery  on  either 
side  of  the  king-posts.  The  Avail  pieces,  6 feet  long,  are 
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supported  on  Angel  brackets  of  stone,  placed  about  the  level 
of  the  wall-plate  of  the  original  high  pitched  roof.  The  Angels 
are  all  of  them  in  attitudes  of  prayer  and  devotion ; the  two 
easternmost  ones  are  in  their  “ Coronation  robes,”  feathered 
down  to  the  feet,  and  have  musical  instruments.  Moulded 
curved  ribs,  connected  with  the  struts  and  stilted  on  the 
brackets,  meet  under  the  centre  of  the  tie-beam,  with  wheel- 
tracery  in  the  spandrel  spaces.  The  dimensions  of  the  scant- 
lings are  as  follow.  Six  tie-beams  18  feet  long,  8 by  12 
inches ; six  king-posts,  5 feet  long,  15  by  8 inches ; principal 
rafters,  9 feet  long,  8 by  10  inches;  102  chamfered  common 
rafters,  10  feet  long,  4 by  5 inches,  116  moulded  purlins, 
5 by  7 inches.  Ridge-piece,  58  feet  long,  11  by  5 inches; 
108  feet  moulded  cornice,  11  by  9 inches;  360  feet  moulded 
curved  ribs,  5 inches  thick;  12  struts,  6 feet  long,  7 by  8 
inches.  On  the  whole,  the  appearance  of  this  roof  is  very 
majestic,  there  being  nothing  scanty  or  lean  about  it.  It  is 
made  of  the  best  Memel  oak,  and  constructed  after  the  old 
method  of  mortice  and  tenon,  without  the  help  of  iron-work. 
The  mouldings,  tracery,  and  flowered  cusps  are  finished  to  the 
greatest  nicety.  At  the  same  time  it  is  a serious  question 
whether  violence  has  not  been  done  to  the  style  of  the  Church 
by  the  imposition  of  this  roof ; and  if  it  had  been  possible  to 
have  ascertained  exactly  what  the  original  roof  had  been  before 
the  old  part  was  pulled  down,  it  would  no  doubt  have  been  a 
matter  of  grave  consideration  whether  the  present  clerestory 
should  not  have  been  removed  altogether,  and  the  high  pitched 
roof  restored  to  its  original  position.  But  in  restoring  it  is  no 
easy  matter  to  foresee  what  may  be  buried  under  centuries  of 
white-wash  and  plaster ; and  in  the  present  case  it  was  a great 
object  to  have  the  new  work  ready  to  put  up  before  the  old 
was  taken  down.  And  while  the  taking  down  of  the  old  work 
would  have  given  more  ample  opportunity  for  survey,  it  is  no 
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slight  consolation  to  tliink  that  in  a large  parish,  having  only 
one  Church,  Divine  Service  was  not  stopped  for  one  single 
Sunday,  though  the  roof  and  clerestory  were  taken  down  the 
first  Monday  in  September.  This  however  with  many  other 
circumstances  connected  with  these  restorations,  may  tend  to 
shew  two  things,  the  one  that  before  any  restorations  can  be 
safely  commenced,  every  atom  of  white-wash  and  plaster  should 
be  removed  from  the  Church,  the  other  that  the  motto  of  all 
zealous  Church  restorers  should  be  “Festina  lente.”  The 
whole  of  these  restorations  have  been  effected  under  the 
superintendence  of  Francis  Niblett,  Architect. 

A serious  difficulty  was  met  with  in  this  part  of  the 
restorations  from  the  unsuspected  fact  of  the  south  aisle  being 
14  inches  higher  than  the  north. 

Tower-Arch.— The  western  arch  springs  from  plain  cham- 
fered piers,  rising  from  the  ground  to  the  height  of  16  feet  to 


the  springers.  It  is  a drop  arch,  consisting  of  triple  round 
mouldings,  the  centre  one  projecting,  dying  into  the  piers  at 
the  springing,  without  any  capping. 

Pulpit. — The  Pulpit  stands  on  the  interior  of  the  second 
south  pier,  the  shaft  and  capping  of  which  have  been  chopped 
away  to  receive  it.  It  is  of  carved  oak,  octagonal,  James  I. 
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Desk.— The  Reading  Pew  is  a large  unsightly  enclosure  of 
deal  beneath  it,  with  clerk’s  desk  by  the  side. 

Pews. — The  whole  of  the  Nave  and  Aisles  are  pewed  with 
large  square  deal  pews,  looking  all  ways,  to  the  height  of  4 feet 
9 inches.  In  one  of  the  pews,  in  the  north  aisle,  which  is  of 
oak,  are  the  letters  AB.  I M.  1630  carved  in  relief,  but 
whether  this  be  the  date  of  the  pew  or  a piece  of  panelling 
brought  from  elsewhere,  there  is  no  means  of  ascertaining 

North  Aisle.  Windows. — The  East  window  in  the  North 
aisle  is  Plamboyant,  four  lights,  cinquefoiled,  a double  mullion 
in  the  centre  with  ogee  moulding  on  it  and  jambs  inside.  The 
other  mullions  are  hollow  chamfered  inside,  all  plain  chamfered 
outside.  There  is  an  external  drip  with  rectangular  curve 
terminations.  There  is  a little  stained  glass,  much  mutilated, 
with  rich  crown  pattern  border,  and  also  the  lead  shewing  the 
form  of  a nimbus  round  the  heads  of  saints  in  three  lights, 
whom  irreverence  has  long  since  destroyed.  There  are  three 
windows  on  the  North  side  and  one  at  the  West,  Perpendicular, 
three  lights,  cinquefoiled;  arches  of  good  pitch,  plain  neck 
moulding,  mullions  and  jambs  plain  chamfered.  Some  stained 
glass  also  remains  in  the  heads  of  these  windows,  (which  are 
supermullioned  in  six  compartments,)  as  a witness  against  the 
desecrating  hand  which  has  destroyed  the  rest.  There  is  no  drip. 

North  Door. — There  is  a North  door  with  plain  semi- 
circular arch  outside,  the  inside  arch  being  segmental.  A 
plain  round  drip  remains,  with  the  terminations  broken  off. 

Roof. — The  Roof  is  of  slanting  deal  (of  clumsy  construc- 
tion), the  struts  carried  on  stone  corbel-heads  of  elaborate 
workmanship.  There  are  two  corbels  of  smaller  size  over  the 
first  arch,  of  which  the  use  is  not  known. 

South  Aisle.  Windows. — The  East  window  of  the  South 
aisle  is  a three-light  Perpendicular  window,  altogether  debased, 
the  only  bad  window  in  the  Church.  It  is  not  shown  in  its 
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present  deformity  in  the  transverse  section.  On  the  South 
side  are  three  windows,  and  at  the  west  one,  Perpendicular, 
three  lights,  ogee  arches  cinquefoiled,  supermullioned.  A very 
elegant  ogee  moulding  on  the  mullions  and  jambs. is  returned 
on  the  outside.  The  featherings  are  bold,  and  the  cusps, 
terminating  in  rosettes  of  very  delicate  execution,  remain  on 
the  outside  of  most  of  them.  There  are  external  drips  to  all 
these  windows  terminating  some  in  heads  and  some  in  squares 
(containing  a leaf),  of  which  one  angle  is  inclined  upwards. 
The  window  arches  are  of  good  pitch.  e 

Piscina.— There  is  a Piscina  in  the  south  wall  2 feet 
2 inches  from  east  wall,  ogee  arch  trefoiled,  and  quatrefoiled 
orifice.  The  front  leaf  which  projected  has  been  broken  off. 
This  makes  in  all,  three  Piscinae  in  the  Church. 

Roof. — The  roof  is  of  slanting  oak,  of  rough  construction. 
The  corbels  on  which  the  wall-pieces  are  carried  are  very  good, 
about  the  latter  part  of  the  Sixth  Henry’s  reign.  Those  in  the 
north  aisle  are  somewhat  later  in  date.  There  are  ten  corbels 
in  the  north  aisle,  and  sixteen  in  the  south,  beside  the  two 
small  ones  already  mentioned. 

Parcloses. — In  both  aisles  the  easternmost  arches  were 
blocked  up  from  east  to  west,  and  a parclose  carried  from  the 
piers  to  the  north  and  south  walls.  The  notches  in  the  caps 
of  the  piers  still  remain  where  the  framework  of  the  parclose 
was  inserted. 

Tiles. — Some  good  encaustic  tiles  scattered  over  the  floor 
afford  sufficient  evidence  that  the  whole  Church  was  paved 
with  them ; the  patterns  are  broken  by  grave  stones,  and  most 
of  them  are  very  much  worn. 

Pont. — The  Pont  is  close  to  the  western  arch,  of  lead, 
circular,  with  the  date  1664  on  it.  It  has  a miserable  wooden 
cover,  and  is  placed  on  an  octagonal  stone  base ; is  large 
enough  for  immersion,  and  has  a water  drain. 
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Tower. — The  Tower  is  square,  of  three  stages,  with  a stone 
spiral  staircase  up  to  the  first  stage.  There  is  a base  mould 
running  round  the  exterior.  The  roof  is 
carried  on  four  groining  ribs,  springing 
from  corbels  of  an  Early  English  character 
at  the  four  corners.  In  it  is  now  a trap- 
door for  raising  the  bells  through.  The 
belfry  is  upon  this  roof.  There  is  an  arch 
looking  into  the  Church  which  originally 
looked  into  the  valley  of  the  high-pitched 
roof,  and  which  appears  from  its  shape  to 
have  been  used  for  getting  the  bells  through, 
as  the  jambs  have  been  cut  away  towards 
the  base.  There  are  five  bells  of  very 
sweet  tone,  having  no  inscription  on  them 
but  the  names  of  the  Churchwardens,  &c. 

In  the  first  stage  of  the  tower  is  the  west 
window  of  three  lights  Early  Decorated, 
pointed  arches,  trefoiled,  crossing  in  head, 
the  three  compartments  being  filled  with  quatrefoils. 
doorway  under  the  window  is  of  sharp 
pitch  on  the  exterior,  with  a segmental 
arch  on  the  interior.  The  buttresses  are 
angular,  divided  into  four  stages,  finish- 
ing in  pinnacles  with  finials.  A very 
elegant  battlement  runs  round  the  tower, 
pierced  with  trefoiled  tracery  in  the 
arches  and  spandrels.  The  height  is 
about  75  feet. 

Spire. — Out  of  it  rises  the  pecu- 
liarly slender  and  graceful  Spire  to 
the  height  of  about  74  feet,  into  an  octagon  Avith  angle  beads. 

On  the  western  face  of  the  toAver  are  several  niches  and 
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some  shields,  the  coats  of  which  have  never,  apparently, 
been  charged.  On  either  side  of  the  west  window  is  a nich 
rising  to  the  height  of  the  springer.  The  drip  of  the 
window  is  continued  over  them.  The  staples  which  held 
the  figures  are  still  remaining.  Each  has  a pedestal.  Above 
the  window  are  three  niches,  the  centre  one  higher  than  the 
others,  cinquefoiled,  hav- 
ing separate  drips.  There 
is  a shield  under  each  of 
the  outside  ones,  and 
three  under  the  centre 
one.  The  two  outside 
shields  run  up  in  shafts 
with  a shield  returned 
on  the  top,  out  of  which 
rises  a crocheted  shaft 
to  the  line  of  the  apex  of 
the  drip.  The  drip  does 
not  mitre  at  the  point  of 
section,  but  is  carried 
through,  affording  an  evi- 
dence that  the  persons 
who  made  the  working 
drawings  were  Geome- 
tricians, but  did  not  erase 
the  curves  beyond  the 
point  of  section,  and  that 
the  workmen  ignorantly 
copied  the  drawing  ex- 
actly. There  is  every  probability  that  this  centre  nich  con- 
tained the  Rood,  and  those  beside  it  the  accompanying 
figures  of  the  Blessed  Virgin  and  St.  John.  A similar  ar- 
rangement  is  to  be  found  at  Westbury-on-Severn  in  Glouces- 
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tershire,  and  at  Burford  in  Oxfordshire,  though  at  the  latter 
it  is  over  the  porch. 

In  the  second  stage  is  a large  quatrefoil  with  a shield  under, 
the  staple  still  remaining. 

The  third  stage  has  a window  with  louvre  stones,  two  lights 
trefoiled,  and  a drip.  A transom  divides  a blank  window 
under  it,  of  two  lights,  cinquefoiled.  This  window  is  the  same 
on  all  sides  of  the  tower,  and  on  the  north  and  south  sides 
there  is  a loop  window  in  the  first  stage,  trefoiled.  The  door 
out  of  the  spire  to  the  battlement  is  on  the  east  side,  and 
there  are  loop  holes  on  the  north,  south,  and  west  sides  of 
the  spire  rather  above  the  level  of  the  battlement. 

South  Doorway. — The  inner  doorway  of  the  south  porch 
has  a semicircular  arch  with  a very  beautiful  moulding,  with 
Early  English  flowers  running  round  it  without  base  or  cap. 
The  hood-moulding  terminates  on  the  east  side  in  a female 
head,  and  on  the  west  in  a ball-flower.  There  is  every  ap- 
pearance, on  a careful  exami- 
nation, of  the  ball-flower  hav- 
ing been  worked  at  the  same 
time  as  the  rest  of  the  door, 
and  if  so  it  was  one  among 
numerous  instances  of  the  fal- 
lacy of  the  theory  so  dogma- 
tically stated,  that  the  ball- 
flower  is  an  indubitable  characteristic  of  the  Decorated  style. 
The  inside  arch  of  this  doorway  is  segmental. 

The  outer  doorway  of  the  porch  has  a pointed  arch.  The 
roof  is  vaulted  of  rough  stone  plastered  without  any  groining. 
Over  the  porch  is  a Parvise  which  has  evidently  been  used  at 
some  time  as  a residence,  the  wall  and  beams  in  the  south- 
east corner  being  charred  with  fire  and  smoke.  The  roof  is 
of  solid  arched  timber,  but  in  very  bad  repair,  and  there  is  a

plain  pointed  loop-hole  looking  into  the  Church.  The  entrance 
to  it  is  from  the  inside  of  the  south  aisle  by  a square  tre- 
foiled-headed  door  just  below  the  south  door,  it  is  hidden  in 
the  longitudinal  section  by  the  third  pier.  The  staircase  is 
contained  in  a turret  at  the  north-west  angle  of  the  porch. 
Over  the  Parvise  is  a Sun-dial. 

The  south  aisle  and  porch  have  a ball-flower  course  blocked 
with  a solid  parapet.  On  the  north  side  there  is  no  parapet. 
The  roof  of  the  Chancel  and  Clerestory  is  covered  with  slate, 
the  aisles  and  porch  with  lead.  The  gurgoyles,  four  on  the 
north  side  and  sixth  on  the  south,  project  boldly  and  are  very 
grotesque. 

Chancel  Buttresses. — The  buttresses  of  the  Chancel  and 
Vestry  are  of  an  Early  character,  about  17  inches  by  14  inches, 
of  one  stage,  9 feet  high,  with  a plain  capping,  having  three 
set-offs.  There  are  no  buttresses  against  the  aisles,  rather 
a remarkable  feature  in  the  Churches  of  Gloucestershire  in 
the  same  neighbourhood. 

Monuments. — There  are  five  mural  tablets  in  the  nave 
recording  the  deaths  of  several  members  of  the  family  of 
Davies,  for  many  years  possessors  of  considerable  property  in 
the  parish.  There  is  also  one  “to  a Practitioner  of  Physic,” 
which  the  county  historians  have  honoured  with  the  designa- 
tion of  a “ very  handsome  monument,”  adorned  with  undressed 
cupids,  &c. 

Restorations. — The  whole  of  the  interior  of  this  very 
beautiful  Church  was  covered  with  white  and  yellow  wash. 
The  window  jambs  and  mullions  had  been  broken  away,  and 
repaired  with  plaster.  The  pier-arches  and  caps  were  so 
thickly  coated  with  this  material  that  there  was  hardly  a pos- 
sibility of  guessing  what  might  be  buried  under  it. 

The  most  important  restorations  in  the  Chancel  have  been 
the  repairing  the  mullions,  jambs,  tracery  and  cills  of  all  the 


windows  in  the  best  possible  way.  Casing  the  splay  and  arch 
of  the  east  window  with  freestone  instead  of  the  mortar  and 
wash  which  was  there  before,  and  restoring  the  jamb  moulding  ; 
a work  of  no  small  labour,  as  it  would  seem  that  in  the  first 
instance  a sufficient  quantity  of  stone  had  not  been  worked, 
and  the  evil  was  remedied  by  wedging  in  the  moulding  with 
hard  stone  at  the  back,  and  leaving  joints  in  front  from  two 
to  three  inches.  In  consequence  of  this  it  was  so  crippled  and 
twisted  that  it  was  impossible  to  get  it  quite  true  without 
taking  it  to  pieces,  which  would  have  been  too  dangerous  an 
experiment.  The  cill  was  plastered  up  from  the  glass  to  the 
face  of  the  wall ; it  is  now  lowered  and  beveled  so  as  to  show 
a nosing,  and  is  all  of  solid  freestone. 

The  Sedilia  have  also  been  entirely  restored,  and  the 
Piscina  partially  so. 

The  windows  on  the  north  and  south  sides  have  been  re- 
stored, and  three  of  the  splays  and  arches  cased  with  stone. 
A new  floor  of  Nailsworth  stone  has  also  been  laid  in  diamonds 
in  the  Chancel. 

In  removing  the  Altar-step,  a mite  of  James  I.  was  found 
under  it,  and  also  a piece  of  plaster  with  distemper  painting 
on  it,  thus  shewing  that  there  had  been  some  mutilation  of  the 
Church,  and  that  it  was  since  the  beginning  of  James’s  reign. 
It  gives  plain  proof  also  that  the  part  most  to  be  expected 
had  been  interfered  with,  viz.  the  arrangement  of  the  Altar- 
steps,  &c.  Several  encaustic  tiles  were  also  found  under 
the  floor. 

Two  large  pews  6 feet  7 inches  by  6 feet  3 inches,  and 
5 feet  4 inches  high,  on  each  side  of  the  Chancel,  have  been 
removed  and  appropriate  open  stalls,  with  tracery,  capping, 
and  poppy-heads,  looking  north  and  south,  have  been  placed 
in  their  room. 

The  Flamboyant  window  and  all  the  windows  in  the  South 
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aisle  (except  the  east  one)  have  been  thoroughly  restored  in 
the  stone  work,  as  well  as  the  nave  arch. 

The  wash  and  plaster  has  also  been  removed  from  nearly 
all  the  piers,  caps,  and  pier-arches,  and  the  stone  redressed, 
though  by  the  inexperienced  hand  of  an  amateur. 

A huge  deal  gallery,  which  entirely  blocked  up  the  western 
arch,  and  the  two  westernmost  arches  of  the  nave  on  the  north 
and  south  sides,  has  been  removed.  The  western  arch,  which 
was  built  up  with  bricks,  and  contained  two  stories  of  lofts 
entered  by  stairs  and  doors  from  the  nave,  has  been  opened  so 
as  to  show  the  groining  of  the  tower  from  the  nave,  and  leave 
a clear  view  from  the  western  door  to  the  east  window. 

The  south  doorway  has  also  been  restored  at  the  expense  of 
the  Bristol  Architectural  Society,  and  seventeen  of  the  bold 
Early  English  flowers,  which  had  been  destroyed,  have  been 
replaced.  There  was  a striking  evidence  of  the  inaccuracy 
with  which  good  work  was  often  done  formerly  in  the  arch  of 
this  doorway,  as  it  had  been  worked  from  the  springer  on 
either  side,  and  instead  of  meeting  in  the  centre,  one  side  was 
considerably  lower  than  the  other. 

In  process  of  restoring  the  Sedilia  and  the  Priests’  door  some 
iron  staples  or  eyes  were  found  leaded  into  the  wall  imme- 
diately above  the  Priests’  door.  Their  position  gives  rise  to 
the  notion  that  they  were  used  for  suspending  drapery  to  form 
a temporary  screen  across  the  Altar. 

On  removing  the  plaster  from  the  nave  arch  the  ribs  were 
plugged  with  oak  pegs  at  regular  intervals,  it  is  presumed  for 
the  purpose  of  suspending  lamps  on  certain  occasions.  The 
label  had  been  cut  away  at  the  apex  enough  to  admit  the  neck 
of  a figure,  and  at  corresponding  distances  on  either  side,  it 
had  been  cut  away  as  though  to  admit  the  shoulders.  Both 
it  and  the  pier-arches  on  the  north  side  had  been  painted. 
The  labels  were  entwined  with  a sash  of  Venetian  red  about 
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6 inches  wide,  and  there  was  scarcely  any  other  colour  which 
had  not  been  laid  on  the  nave  arch  at  some  time  or  other. 
The  foliage  of  the  caps  on  the  south  side  was  painted  but  not 
the  arches b. 

On  the  eastern  side  of  the  tower  behind  the  gallery  was  an 
inscription  commemorating  a violent  storm  which  happened 
in  Nov.  1703,  but  so  defaced  that  it  was  only  possible  to  dis- 
cover to  what  it  alluded.  On  the  back  of  the  panelling  of  the 
gallery  against  the  wall  was  also  the  following,  “ Nov.  27. 1703. 
Miserere  etc.” 

Material. — The  Church  is  built  for  the  most  part  of 
toph  stone,  or  puff  stone,  as  it  is  called  in  the  neighbourhood 
of  Dursley,  where  it  is  dug.  The  dressings  are  of  free-stone 
and  weather-stone  from  the  adjoining  hills. 

Such  then  is  the  Church,  such  was  it,  and  such  are  the 
efforts  which  have  been  made  towards  its  restoration ; nor  can 
any  more  deserving  object  of  such  efforts  be  well  conceived 
than  this  holy  and  beautiful  House  of  God.  And  it  is  humbly 
submitted  that  those  persons  who  spend  so  much  of  their  time 
and  talents  in  the  endeavour  to  promote  the  public  worship  of 
God  in  the  “Beauty  of  Holiness,”  could  hardly  do  better  than 
fix  upon  such  a Church  as  this  and  make  it  complete  in  all 
respects,  that  it  might  be  at  once  an  example  and  a model 
for  all  the  surrounding  district. 

Bor  painful  indeed  are  the  feelings  with  which  we  are  bound 
to  record,  that  after  all  that  has  been  done,  for  which  we  have 
every  reason  to  be  thankful  to  our  Great  Head,  and  all  that 
has  been  expended  (of  which  a short  account  will  be  given), 
the  Church  at  this  moment  is  not  fit  for  the  Public  TFor- 
ship  of  Almighty  God.  It  is  encumbered  with  pews  of  the 
dimensions  given  above,  which,  to  say  nothing  of  their  un-

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sightly  appearance  and  consequent  destruction  of  all  architec- 
tural beauty,  render  it  impossible  for  the  people  to  join  with 
propriety  in  that  Service  which  requires  the  devotion  of  the 
body  on  the  bended  knee,  as  well  as  the  humiliation  of  the  sold 
in  reverent  attention.  The  seats  in  these  pews  are  so  arranged 
that  people  sit  all  ways,  and  so  little  space  is  allowed,  little 
more  than  4 feet,  that  where  the  opposite  seats  are  both  occu- 
pied, kneeling  is  out  of  the  question,  and  proper  attention,  not 
to  say  common  decency,  even  when  sitting  or  standing  very 
difficult. 

If  it  be  asked  why  this  evil  has  not  been  remedied,  before 
other  work,  partially  ornamental,  was  done ; the  answer  is, 
that  in  the  first  place  it  is  not  possible  to  forsee  at  the  com- 
mencement of  a work  how  far  it  may  proceed.  Restorers  are 
imperceptibly  led  on  from  one  point  to  another  till  the  work 
very  far  exceeds  the  original  plan,  and  small  beginnings  even- 
tually issue  in  very  considerable  completions.  In  the  next 
place  it  is  quite  certain,  that  the  first  work  to  be  done  in  the 
restoration  of  a Church  is  to  repair  the  material  and  constituent 
parts  of  the  fabric;  and  the  stonework  of  windows,  doors,  &c. 
are  among  the  first  parts  that  demand  attention.  And,  again, 
it  would  be  plainly  short-sighted  to  put  useful  and  appro- 
priately expensive  work  in  the  Church,  when  serious  damage 
would  be  shortly  inevitable  both  from  the  taking  down  and 
replacing  heavy  work,  and  from  exposure  to  dirt  and  weather 
consequent  upon  it.  On  this  last  ground  therefore  we  have 
especial  reason  to  congratulate  ourselves  that  so  vast  an  un- 
dertaking as  the  rebuilding  of  the  Clerestory  and  restoring 
the  roof  has  been  permanently  accomplished,  so  that  no  incon- 
venience will  again  be  experienced  from  the  progress  of  such 
works  as  these.  To  those  also  who  have  the  spiritual  care  of 
large  parishes  in  the  present  day,  as  well  as  the  desire  of 
beautifying  God’s  House,  it  will  be  a sufficient  answer  to  any 
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such  objection  as  is  supposed  above,  that  we  must  often  be 
content  to  do  what  we  can  rather  than  what  we  would. 

At  the  same  time  it  is  due  to  the  principle  on  which  all 
these  restorations  have  been  effected,  to  state  that  the  pews 
were  the  very  first  evils  which  an  effort  was  made  to  remedy, 
and  that  too  before  the  general  cry  was  raised  against  them, 
and  that  laudable  crusade,  which  ever  must  call  forth  the  grate- 
ful recollections  of  Churchmen,  commenced  by  the  Cambridge 
Camden  Society.  Nor  have  these  efforts  ever  entirely  slept, 
but  causes  which  it  is  not  desirable  to  make  public,  have  pre- 
vented then  being  carried  into  execution.  It  is  hoped  however 
that  no  valid  causes  may  any  longer  exist,  to  prevent  this  most 
desirable  improvement,  as  soon  as  sufficient  funds  can  be  raised 
for  the  purpose.  A glance  at  the  plan  of  the  Church  will  shew 
those  acquainted  with  such  matters,  that  it  is  somewhat  difficul 
to  arrange  seats  and  kneelings  in  the  form  proper  for  a Chris- 
tian Church.  The  floor  of  the  nave  and  aisles  is  also  in  very 
bad  condition,  and  the  water-mould  bases  of  the  piers  are  at 
present  bricked  up,  and  no  doubt  are  in  bad  condition,  and  will 
require  considerable  repair,  as  the  impost  of  the  Clerestory  in 
the  first  instance  has  crushed  the  caps  and  piers  on  the  north 
side  to  a great  degree.  There  is  no  doubt  but  that  they  could 
be  all  substantially  repaired  with  proper  care,  as  they  have 
stood  many  years,  most  likely  centuries,  without  getting  worse. 
Whenever  the  present  pews  are  removed  it  would  be  desirable 
and  necessary  to  put  the  piers,  caps,  and  arches  in  thorough 
repair,  they  having  only  been  partially  restored : and  indeed  at 
the  present  time  it  is  not  possible  to  get  at  the  piers.  The 
interior  of  the  Tower  also  requires  a considerable  expenditure 
to  repair  the  breaches  which  have  been  made  by  trusses,  beams, 
lofts,  &c.  and  to  make  it  sufficiently  comely.  The  windows  in 
the  north  aisle,  except  the  Flamboyant,  also  require  much 
labour  to  make  them  equal  in  appearance  to  the  others  that

have  been  restored.  And  all  the  corbel-heads  in  both  aisles  j 
would  well  repay  the  labour  and  expense  which  would  be 
requisite  to  remove  the  yellow  wash  from  them  and  show  them 
in  their  true  features. 

The  porch  and  parvise  also  require  much  repair. 

It  remains  to  say  a few  words  on  the  Church-yard,  then  we 
have  done  with  this  part  of  the  account.  It  is  a large  Church-  j 
yard,  and  the  Church,  as  is  generally  the  case,  is  built  near  the  ! 
southern  side  of  it.  The  oldest  graves  and  tombs  are  to  be  ! 
found  on  that  side,  which  is  as  crowded  as  it  can  be.  Whether 
the  position  of  the  Priests’  door  accounts  for  the  partiality  to 
one  side  of  the  Church-yard  or  the  other,  is  a question  on 
which  Ecclesiologists  might  form  a fair  induction  by  a great 
number  of  instances.  The  writer  of  these  pages  commenced 
such  an  enquiry,  but  has  not  had  the  opportunity  of  visiting 
a sufficient  number  of  Church-yards  to  give  any  thing  like  a 
fair  opinion.  The  tombs  give  evidence  of  great  expenditure, 
but  as  usual  in  very  bad  taste.  Most  of  them  are  of  that 
heavy  and  heathenish  table  kind,  which  convey  a strong  suspi- 
cion that  they  were  placed  there  by  the  “ eldest  sons”  for  fear 
the  original  possessors  of  their  property  should  ever  rise  up 
again.  They  number  also  among  them  some  very  profane  and 
ridiculous  epitaphs.  A very  successful  attempt  has  however 
been  made  to  introduce  some  of  those  ancient  and  Christian 
forms,  as  well  symbolical  of  the  faith  of  the  departed,  as 
instructive  to  those  who  are  yet  under  the  trials  of  the 
Cross. 

The  following  short  statement  of  the  sum  which  has  been 
expended  in  the  restoration  of  this  Church  is  given,  not  with 
any  view  to  ostentation,  but  to  shew  that  in  soliciting  contri- 
butions from  those  whom  godly  considerations  may  move  to 
assist  in  restoring  one  of  God’s  Houses,  they  who  are  most 
interested  in  it,  have  not  been  backward ; that  in  a word 
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Charity  has  begun  at  home,  but  that  if  her  influence 
farther  than  home,  her  work  will  be  incomplete.

Thus  leaving  a balance  of  £911  to  be  defrayed  wholly  by 

the  Rector  of  the  parish. 
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It  will  be  seen  then  that  no  money  has  been  received  from 
any  Church-building  Society,  that  no  public  appeal  has  hitherto 
been  made,  but  it  is  humbly  hoped  that  such  an  appeal  will 
not  now  be  unanswered,  but  that  a sufficient  sum  may  be  ob- 
tained to  carry  out  the  restorations  which  have  been  begun, 
and  to  carry  them  out  in  a manner  worthy  of  so  beautiful  a 
Church,  and  of  the  substantial  costliness  with  which  every 
thing  has  hitherto  been  done. 

Not  even  were  the  drawbacks  allowed  by  Government, 
according  to  their  discretion,  on  the  timber  and  glass  used  in 
the  rebuilding  the  Clerestory,  it  being  alleged  as  a reason 
that  “ no  additional  accommodation  had  been  obtained  in  the 
Church.”  How  accommodation  can  ever  be  obtained  by 
placing  new  roofs  and  new  windows  in  old  Churches,  a most 
necessary  step  to  their  preservation,  is  a problem  not  easy  to 
solve : so  that  it  would  seem  that  that  part  of  the  Acts  of 
Parliament  which  relates  to  the  “ repairing ” of  Churches  must 
be  understood  to  be  null  and  void. 

With  a profound  apology  then  for  the  trial  of  the  readers’ 
patience,  if  it  has  been  exercised  to  this  part  of  the  account,  we 
here  beg  to  take  our  leave,  hoping  that  the  foregoing  account, 
however  imperfect,  of  this  very  beautiful  Church  may  excite 
general  interest  in  its  favour,  and  so  assist  in  completing  what 
has  been  so  satisfactorily  commenced : hoping  also  that  the 
spirit  of  our  forefathers  in  expending  their  substance  upon  such 
goodly  edifices,  may  fall  upon,  and  remain  with  us,  and  that 
the  account  of  the  restorations  of  this  Church  under  notice, 
may  be  of  assistance  to  others  engaged  in  similar  works. 
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It  has  seemed  best  to  reserve  to  an  Appendix  the  account  of  the 
Decorative  Colouring,  and  Doom  Picture,  which  has  been  discovered 
in  the  Church  • with  some  observations  on  each,  which  necessarily 
force  themselves  on  our  notice. 

The  first  discovery  (about  five  years  ago)  of  any  thing  like 
colouring,  was  on  removing  the  yellow  wash  from  the  pier-arches 
on  the  north  side  of  the  nave,  the  labels  of  which  were  entwined 
with  a sash  of  Venetian  red,  about  six  inches  wide;  and  the  soffits 
of  the  arches  were  coloured  with  green,  black,  and  pink.  This 
colour  was  not  laid  on  the  stone  itself,  but  on  a thin  coat  of  white- 
wash, and  it  was  impossible  to  preserve  it,  as  it  scaled  off  from  the 
stone  with  the  coats  of  wash  that  had  been  laid  over  it.  On  the 
south  side  of  the  nave,  the  piers  and  caps  were  coloured  in  the 
same  manner,  but  not  the  arches.  On  removing  the  wash  from 
the  nave-arch  it  was  found  that  the  stone,  on  the  western  side, 
had  been  painted  with  oil  paint;  and  though  it  was  extremely 
difficult  to  clean  it  off,  the  oil  having  hardened  the  face  of  the 
stone,  yet  it  was  so  mutilated,  that  it  was  not  possible  to  preserve 
it  in  its  primitive  state,  or  even  to  discover  what  that  state  had 
been.  The  object,  therefore,  being  to  restore  the  stone,  which  is 
of  a very  beautiful  nature,  (of  the  character  of  Nailsworth  or  Box- 
well,)  to  its  own  perfection,  the  daubing  of  paint  (for  such  only 
were  the  remains)  was  entirely  removed. 

In  the  Autumn  of  1844,  when  preparations  were  making  for 
putting  up  the  present  roof  on  the  Clerestory,  on  letting  one  of 
the  runners  for  the  scaffold  into  the  western  side  of  the  wall  above 
the  nave-arch,  signs  of  colouring  were  perceived ; and  on  subse- 
quently removing  the  plaster  with  all  due  care,  a picture  of 
distemper  painting  presented  itself,  of  the  following  description : 
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The  group  consists  of  five  figures.  In  the  centre,  immediately 
over  the  apex  of  the  arch,  is  a figure  of  our  Blessed  Saviour,  seated 
on  the  rainbow,  with  the  hands  uplifted,  and  a nimbus  round  the 
head.  On  the  right  hand  of  this  figure  stands  the  Blessed  Virgin, 
in  a scarlet  dress,  fitting  close  to  the  person,  with  an  ermine 
mantle  flowing  loosely  behind  her,  and  attached  only  at  the  neck. 
There  is  a nimbus  round  the  head,  but  not  the  same  as  the  one 
round  the  head  of  our  Lord.  Her  left  hand  is  raised.  Immediately 
on  her  right  is  an  Angel,  with  scarlet  wings,  kneeling  at  a Cross, 
over  which  is  thrown  the  crown  of  thorns ; the  Passion  nails  are  at 
the  extremity  of  the  arms,  and  at  the  foot  of  the  Cross ; and  in  the 
Angel’s  right  hand  is  the  hammer.  On  the  left  of  our  Lord  is  a 
figure  erect,  apparently  that  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist,  though 
marked  by  no  symbol,  with  nimbus  round  the  head,  and  both 
hands  raised.  And  on  his  left  again,  another  Angel,  with  scarlet 
wings,  completes  the  group,  holding  in  the  right  hand  the  spear, 
and  in  the  left  two  scourges,  put  saltire  ways. 

The  outline  of  the  top  of  the  picture,  if  struck  geometrically, 
would  form  a four-centred  arch.  The  whole  reaches  very  nearly 
across  the  width  of  the  nave,  and  the  height  of  each  figure  is 
three  feet  three  inches. 

A vivid  impression  came  off  on  the  plaster  which  had  been  laid 
over  it,  but  not  so  much  as  to  deface  the  outline  or  colour  of  the 
original,  except  in  places  where  the  wall  had  been  pecked  with  an 
axe,  to  give  the  new  plaster  a firmer  hold.  The  original  is  painted 
on  plaster,  laid  over  a rough  wall.  The  date  of  it  (from  an 
accurate  description)  has  been  assigned,  by  those  most  conversant 
in  such  matters,  to  be  about  the  commencement  of  the  reign  of 
Henry  VII.  (1485.) 

What  course  may  be  pursued  as  to  the  preservation,  or  restora- 
tion, or  temporary  concealment  of  this  picture,  is  still  a matter  of 
grave  consideration,  nor  does  it  rest  with  the  Editor  of  these  pages 
to  decide  the  question.  It  is  at  present  the  only  painting  of  any 
kind  on  the  walls  of  the  Church ; and  it  is  certain  there  is  none  in 
the  nave,  as  the  whole  of  the  plaster  has  been  taken  off  in  the 
course  of  the  repairs,  and  no  vestige  of  painting  remained.  There 
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is  little  doubt,  however,  but  that  the  whole  of  the  nave  was 
painted ; but  the  walls  were  entirely  stripped  some  years  back,  and 
fresh  plastered.  It  is  reported  by  some  old  people  that  they  have 
seen  paintings  in  the  south  aisle,  but  these,  most  probably,  have 
shared  the  same  fate. 

It  is  certain,  then,  that  there  has  been  in  this  Church  two  kinds 
of  decorative  colouring,  but  of  what  date  is  another  matter.  It 
may  suffice,  however,  to  classify  all  that  is  necessary  for  our  pre- 
sent purpose,  under  the  terms  of  Paintings  and  Pictures;  the 
former  designating  all  colouring,  without  any  definite  representa- 
tion; the  latter  including  all  groups  of  figures,  &c.,  whether  sym- 
bolical or  historical. 

The  question  then  is,  whether  it  be  advisable  to  have  recourse  to 
both  or  either  of  these  methods  of  decoration  in  our  Churches  at 
the  present  day — and  a very  grave  and  serious  question  it  is.  And 
while  it  is  not  presumed  that  a satisfactory  answer  can  be  given  to 
it  here,  yet  many  circumstances  seem  to  render  it  allowable  to 
offer  a few  observations  on  the  subject. 

On  entering  on  any  discussion  of  this  question  in  a general  way, 
it  must  be  admitted,  that  all  decoration  of  Churches,  whether 
constructive  or  adventitious,  is,  and  ever  has  been,  Symbolical,  and 
indicative  of  the  spirit  and  feeling  of  the  Church  for  the  time 
being,  and  therefore  naturally  in  accordance  with  the  present 
circumstances  of  the  Church. 

Now,  this  being  granted,  it  does  appear  to  be  a very  serious 
question,  whether  the  present  is  the  time  for  painting  and  gilding 
our  Churches.  At  the  time  when  the  Church,  if  not  peculiarly 
under  the  harrows,  is  just  emerging  from  a worse  condition;  it 
would  seem  that,  however  much  we  are  bound  to  use  every  endea- 
vour to  extend  Her  circuit,  and  take  care  that  She  goes  in  solemn 
and  costly  attire,  yet  that  the  time  is  not  come  when  we  may 
clothe  Her  in  that  joyous  and  triumphant  garb  which,  we  fully 
trust,  awaits  Her,  full  wrought  with  gold  purified  in  the  fires  of 
affliction. 

There  are  few  who  would  be  disposed  to  deny  the  position  that 
the  Church  at  this  time  is  labouring  under,  (we  may  hope  also 
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through)  difficulties,  less  only  than  those  which  She  may  have  lately 
been  delivered  from.  There  is  hardly  a species  of  worldly  oppres- 
sion that  is  not  practised  upon  Her.  She  groans  in  vain  for  Her 
own  discipline  within.  She  is  stripped  of  many  parts  of  Her  ritual 
which  are  the  only  safeguard  to  reverence  from  without.  She  is 
bound  to  hear  with  the  disobedience  and  backslidings  of  many  who 
call  themselves  Her  children.  She  is  doomed  to  witness  the  schis- 
matical  breaches  and  gaps  made  by  those  who  openly  dissent  from 
Her,  without  being  able  to  exercise  Her  own  power  in  filling  them 
up.  Nay,  on  the  very  point  perhaps  with  which  we  are  most  nearly 
connected  in  an  Architectural  view,  She  is  condemned  to  see  Her 
worship  conducted  in  the  dirt  and  deformity  instead  of  the  beauty 
of  holiness;  and  to  see  Her  most  sacred,  and  noblest,  and  most 
magnificent  edifices  waste  in  ruin,  under  the  jangling  litigation 
which  defeats  the  ends  of  those  laws  which  were  framed  to  provide 
for  their  repairs.  The  weapons  which  were  formed  for  Her  defence 
are  wielded  by  those  in  power  against  Her. 

She  has  also,  perhaps  with  still  more  self-reproach,  to  look  for- 
ward to  a work  of  extension,  tremendous  from  accumulation,  not 
merely  to  go  on  extending  Her  pale  as  Providence  may  see  fit  to 
allow,  but  to  go  back  and  repair  the  evils  which  the  neglect  of  for- 
mer years  has  gathered  around  Her. 

Under  such  circumstances  must  not  the  heart  of  Her  every  true 
son  feel  an  inward  aching — does  it  not  almost  become  him  “ to  go 
heavily  as  one  that  mourneth  for  his  Mother  ?” 

And  if  She  is  just  aroused  to  a sense  of  Her  duty,  is  it  well  all 
at  once  to  exhibit  a triumphant  spirit — is  it  well  to  assume  such  a 
garb  as  may  dazzle  the  eyes  of  beholders,  and  make  them  fancy 
that  She  is  now  inwardly,  what  by  gorgeous  and  gaudy  decorations 
She  appears  without. 

Those  are  not  the  less  expensively  clad  who  go  in  “ mourning.” 
Nay,  while  it  testifies  our  bereavement  and  our  regret,  it  often 
causes  a greater  expenditure  than  we  need  otherwise  be  subject  to. 
And  at  any  rate  it  must  cause  a certain  self-denial,  by  mortifying 
those  worldly  feelings  of  pride  and  vanity,  which,  judging  from 
people’s  usual  attire,  do  but  too  evidently  and  too  generally  prevail. 
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We  do  not  consider  it  any  sign  of  niggardliness,  when,  during  our 
penitential  season  of  Lent,  the  crimson  hangings  of  the  Church 
are  exchanged  for  the  more  solemn  purple  or  black. 

Would  it  not  then  better  express  the  feelings  of  Churchmen  to 
arrange  and  decorate  our  Churches  at  this  time,  in  such  a manner 
as  may  testify  indeed  our  self-denial  for  Her  and  devotion  to  Her, 
but  at  the  same  time  our  deep  regret  for  Her  present  bereavements, 
our  humility  and  penitence  for  our  former  lack  of  service  to  Her. 
And  if  this  be  the  case,  the  gravity  and  solidity  of  the  natural 
stone  when  dressed  to  its  greatest  perfection,  may  perhaps  best  re- 
mind us  of  the  weight  of  duty  which  rests  upon  us,  and  keeps  us  in 
that  tone  of  mind  which  most  becomes  those  who  are  struggling 
through  dangers  and  difficulties  partially,  if  not  entirely,  brought 
about  by  our  own  laxity  and  indifference. 

But  to  descend  a little  to  particulars.  The  building  and  deco- 
ration of  our  Churches  must,  as  matter  of  course,  depend  much  on 
the  materials  furnished  by  the  particular  districts  in  which  they 
are  built.  And  while  it  is  undoubtedly  the  duty  of  all  to  render 
the  best  and  most  costly  materials  to  God’s  service ; and  we  can- 
not expect  that  God  should  approve  and  accept  of  any  lower  offer- 
ing, yet  it  does  appear  from  numerous  examples  (where  we  have 
no  reason  to  doubt,  hut  every  reason  to  applaud  and  imitate  the 
piety  and  devotion  of  our  ancestors)  that  they  considered  their 
duty  discharged,  by  building  the  House  of  God  of  the  best  mate- 
rials which  their  own  neighbourhood  afforded.  If  the  “mite”  was 
all  that  good  intention  and  self-denial  could  raise,  that  mite  was 
considered  an  acceptable  offering  to  God.  And  it  is  perhaps  the 
most  striking  feature  in  Church  Architecture,  to  observe  how  much 
some  of  the  Churches,  so  plainly  built,  and  whose  details  present 
the  least  possible  interest,  bear  the  same  sacred  stamp,  and  par- 
take, on  the  whole,  of  the  same  Ecclesiastical  character,  as  edifices 
of  a more  magnifical  kind ; — a feature  most  strongly  contrasted 
with  the  miserable  effect  of  the  tawdry  and  deceptive  attempts  of 
modern  days.  Still  it  is  but  natural  that  the  decoration  of  Churches 
(even  with  the  highest  regard  to  symbolism)  should  be  regulated  by 
the  nature  of  the  materials  of  which  they  are  built.  If  for  instance 
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nothing  but  flint,  chalk,  or  rubble  stones  can  be  procured,  some- 
thing must  be  done  to  decorate  the  interior  of  Churches  built  of 
such  materials.  And,  when  forced  to  plaster,  it  does  seem  that 
nothing  short  of  decorative  colouring  of  some  kind,  and  that  too 
the  best  of  its  kind,  can  be  admissible.  And  this  not  with  any 
view  to  hiding  or  concealing  the  real  materials,  but  as  the  only 
means  of  rendering  them  decent  and  comely. 

Where,  however,  weather-stone  and  free-stone  of  the  most  beau- 
tiful kind  can  be  obtained,  as  is  the  case  in  most  counties  in  Eng- 
land (especially  with  the  present  facilities  of  carriage)  and  men  can 
be  found  to  work  it  in  the  most  elaborate  style,  why  should  we  not 
shew  the  beauties  of  creation  in  this  particular,  and  the  application 
of  art  as  highly  wrought,  and  as  full  of  costly  pains  as  any  other 
can  possibly  be  ? Shall  we  compromise  all  our  claim  to  taste  and 
feeling  if  we  ask  the  question,  W'hether  any  colouring  can  add  to 
the  beauty  and  richness  of  deeply  moulded  arches,  and  foliaged 
capitals  ? 

And  again,  with  the  very  superficial  and  insufficient  notions 
which  the  generality  have  in  the  present  day  with  regard  to  sacri- 
fices in  God’s  service,  is  there  not  some  danger,  lest  when  we  have 
gilded  and  painted  the  most  costly  materials  to  add  to  their  costli- 
ness, the  people  should  imagine  it  has  been  done  to  conceal  defects, 
and  thus  the  moral  influence  on  the  minds  be  lost  or  weakened? 

With  regard  also  to  the  distinctive  features  of  style  as  contained 
in  mouldings  and  the  character  of  foliage,  it  would  seem  that  these 
must  be  considerably  obliterated,  by  the  general  adoption  of  deco- 
rative colouring.  And  on  this  head  it  seems  of  some  importance  to 
consider,  whether  the  system  of  painting  did  not  obtain  more  ex- 
tensively in  this  country,  as  Ecclesiastical  Architecture  began  to 
decline,  and  the  whole  character  of  mouldings  and  enrichments 
extended  only  to  the  surface,  instead  of  being  carried  in  deep 
receding  shadow,  as  in  the  earlier  styles. 

Thus  far  these  observations  (not  worthy  of  being  called  argu- 
ments) may  pass  for  some  hints  as  to  the  moral  influences  of  the 
system  if  introduced  in  the  present  day,  and  its  necessary  connec- 
tion with  materials. 
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But  suppose  for  a moment  it  be  admitted  that  nothing  but 
blank  walls  should  be  coloured,  and  that  even  where  these  are 
built  of  the  most  costly  materials,  yet  as  we  are  bound  to  press 
the  best  of  every  art  into  God’s  service,  we  should  add  this  one 
of  decorative  colouring — confessedly  the  sister  of  that  most  sub- 
lime one,  Music,  which  all  of  proper  feeling  admit  to  belong  in  its 
highest  and  most  exalted  degree  to  God’s  service.  We  are  then 
launched  forthwith  into  the  question  of  the  proper  method  of  deco- 
ration, and  we  come  at  once  to  the  distinction  laid  down  above, 
between  Paintings  and  Pictures. 

Now  as  to  the  first  we  have  Canonical  authority  for  writing  on 
the  walls  “ chosen  sentences.”  (Canon  82.)  And  we  may  well  be 
at  a loss  to  know  how  it  is  that  this  authority  has  of  late  years 
been  so  generally  disregarded.  We  may  clearly  multiply  these 
sentences  to  any  number,  are  at  liberty  to  write  them  in  any 
manner  we  please,  whether  by  illuminating,  rubricating  on  scrolls, 
or  otherwise,  and  of  course  may  enrich  them  by  enclosing  them 
in  appropriately  decorated  borders.  And  it  does  seem  in  the  first 
place,  that  this  is  the  only  kind  of  painting  for  which  we  have  real 
authority ; and  in  the  next,  that  there  is  no  way  in  which  the 
“ Petrefaction  of  our  Religion”  can  be  made  in  the  same  degree  to 
reflect  the  true  Spirit  of  our  Holy  Catholic  Faith. 

But  if  it  be  said  that  this  is  not  employing  the  highest  degree  of 
the  art,  and  that  Pictures  alone  can  be  said  to  be  so,  representing 
historical  parts  of  Scripture,  and  realizing  as  it  were  to  people’s 
minds  some  of  the  most  important  and  awful  truths  of  Revelation, 
we  then  meet  with  a question  of  such  general  difficulty,  that  it  can 
be  solved  only  in  each  particular  case. 

We  will  first  of  all  grant  at  once,  that  there  is  a certain  and 
large  class  of  people  who  must  be  taught  through  their  senses,  and 
that  as  many  of  them  cannot  read,  a good  picture  on  a solemn 
subject,  with  pure  Ecclesiastical  tone  and  tint,  would  read  them  a 
better  lecture,  and  make  more  lasting  impression  on  their  minds 
than  they  could  derive  in  any  other  way.  It  is  indeed  to  encouiage 
such  a serious  tone  of  mind  that,  as  regards  man,  we  decorate  our 
Churches  at  all.  Our  piers,  crowned  with  foliage  and  fruit,  with 
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their  pointed  arches  supporting  the  superstructure  as  it  were  with 
prayerful  hands — our  windows  glowing  with  the  good  deeds  of  de- 
parted Saints — our  high  pitched  roofs,  where  Angels  lead  us  to 
contemplative  darkness — our  vaulted  ones  reminding  us  of  Heaven’s 
canopy — our  more  depressed  ones  with  their  king-posts  and  upright 
tracery  still  pointing  heavenwards — all  are  to  keep  us  in  mind  of 
man’s  unworthiness  and  God’s  glory — that  we  are  in  God’s  House 
and  God’s  Presence  on  earth,  and  are  aspiring  to  His  Church  tri- 
umphant in  Heaven. 

But  when  it  comes  to  representing  truths  of  Scripture  by 
pictures,  we  must  be  certified  that  there  is  nothing  in  the  exe- 
cution which  shall  cause  any  other  than  a holy  feeling — that,  in 
a word,  it  must  not  only  be  the  best  of  the  art,  but  that  it  must 
be  a much  higher  order  of  art  than  is  employed  in  any  secular 
painting.  And  with  regard  to  the  subject  itself  to  be  represented, 
the  question,  as  we  said,  is  fraught  with  difficulty,  and  it  is  clear 
that  nothing  less  than  the  authority  of  the  Ordinary  on  every 
special  occasion,  can  be  a safeguard  against  the  danger  of  repre- 
senting objectionable  subjects,  or  representing  them  in  an  objec- 
tionable manner. 

As  to  any  general  Ecclesiastical  authority  for  this  kind  of  paint- 
ing we  know  of  none,  and  the  only  expression  of  the  Church’s 
feeling  on  the  subject,  in  Her  Homily,  seems  rather  against  it. 
Whether  She  has  differed  from  Catholic  Christendom  in  Her 
opinion  on  this  particular  is  a subject  which  must  be  left  to 
Canonists  to  determine. 

As  to  the  authority  from  antiquity  we  speak  rather  doubtfully, 
because  not  sufficiently  informed  on  the  point,  when  we  say  that 
the  decorating  of  our  Churches  by  pictures  was  the  custom  of 
the  worst  ages,  those  ages  in  which  the  Church  was  well-nigh 
overwhelmed  with  the  tide  of  superstition,  and  corrupted  by  the 
influences  of  false  doctrine. 

These  suggestions  are  not  offered,  as  by  the  artist,  or  the  an- 
tiquary, or  the  architect,  but  as  by  a Churchman,  and  simply  with 
legard  to  Ecclesiastical  propriety.  And  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  not 
be  considered  presumptuous  to  say,  that  while  Architectural  Com- 
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mittees  can  calmly  and  composedly  reason  on  the  abstract  propriety 
of  a thing,  and  the  weight  of  authority  on  which  it  should  be  done, 
the  humbler,  and,  on  such  subjects,  more  ignorant  parish  Priest, 
who  is  mixed  up  with  all  classes  of  people,  and  whose  zeal  for 
scientific  pursuits  is  tempered  by  the  difficulties  he  finds  in  carry- 
ing them  out  into  action,  may  sometimes  he  a better  judge  as  to 
the  moral  effect  they  are  likely  to  produce.  It  has  been  pre- 
cisely such  a state  of  things  that  has  given  rise  to  the  above 
observations. 

On  the  whole,  then,  we  should  say,  ere  we  introduce  at  the 
present  time  the  system  of  gorgeous  decoration  in  our  Churches, 
let  us  struggle  that  the  true  spirit  of  the  Church  may  he  carried 
out  in  all  Her  Ritual.  Let  Her  Priests  he  clothed  with  the  proper 
vestments,  and  if  the  walls  of  our  Churches  are  to  glow  with  poly- 
chrome, let  the  hearts  of  our  people,  glow  with  daily  devotion ; if 
the  whole  tone  of  our  Church  be  joy  and  triumph,  let  it  be  chas- 
tened by  the  declaration  from  Her  Altar,  and  the  observance  by 
Her  people,  of  the  seasons  of  fasting  and  abstinence.  Let  Her 
Ministers  not  rest  till  they  have  done  every  thing  in  their  power 
obediently  to  discharge  their  obligations  as  Priests,  and  let  them 
not  think  to  compound  for  this  lack  of  service  by  the  easier 
method  of  decorating  Churches,  lest  they  make  them  like  whited 
sepulchres,  glowing  and  gorgeous  in  themselves,  while  the  hearts 
of  the  people  are  cold,  and  full  of  cankering  disobedience. 

It  is  only  necessary  to  add  that  these  remarks,  contemptible  in 
the  eyes  of  some,  and  perhaps  unpalatable  to  others,  are  offered 
merely  as  heads  for  general  and  more  mature  consideration,  and 
as  setting  forth  difficulties  which  seem  not  to  have  been  contem- 
plated in  many  quarters.  They  are  not  written  with  any  notions 
of  niggardliness  or  worldly  expediency,  but  with  the  spirit  that 
utterly  abhors  the  principle  of  sacrificing  to  God  of  that  which 
costs  us  nothing. 
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8b|HIS  small  and  ancient  Church,  which  is  not  only  interesting 
|||  but  unique,  is  situated  close  by  the  north-east  end  of  the 
present  Parish  Church  of  Bradford-on- Avon.  Both  churches  no  doubt 
originally  stood  in  the  same  church- yard,  the  extent  ol  which  was 
at  one  time  far  greater  than  at  present.  Aged  people  still  point  out 
the  spot,  where,  as  their  fathers  told  them,  stood  the  old  wicket,  or, 
as  they  call  it,  the  “ church-hatch,”  which  led  to  the  precincts  of  the 
church-  yard,  and  which  was  placed  a considerable  distance  to  the 
eastward  of  the  present  entrance-gates.  Leland,  when  he  paid  a 
flying  visit  to  our  town  in  A.D.  1540-42,  speaks  of  “ a goodly  large 
Chirch-house  ex  lapide  quadrato  at  the  est  end  of  the  Chirch-yard, 
without  it;1”  this  house  is  still  standing,  but  it  is  now  more  than 

120  yards  from  the  church-yard  gates. 

Hemmed  in  on  almost  every  side  by  buildings  of  one  kind  or 
another— on  the  north  by  a large  shed  employed  for  the  purposes  of 
the  neighbouring  woollen  manufactory— on  the  south  by  a sort  oi 
wing,  or  transept,  added  to  the  original  structure,  and  also  by  a 
coach-house  and  other  out-buildings-on  the  east  by  what  was  for- 
merly a “ very  fair  house  of  the  building  of  one  Horton  a rich 
clothier,”  the  western  gable  of  which  was  within  a very  few  feet  of 
it  and  obscured  it  from  general  view-the  design  and  nature  of  the 
building,  till  about  sixteen  years  ago,  escaped  the  notice  of  Arch8e- 
ologists.  The  fact,  moreover,  of  the  west  front  being  to  a great 
extent  modern  work  of  the  seventeenth  or  eighteenth  century,  m 
feeble  imitation  of  the  old  Romanesque,  deceived  casual  observers

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and  indeed  rendered  all,  at  the  first,  more  or  less  sceptical  in  ad- 
mitting the  antiquity  of  the  building. 

In  the  year  1856,  when  standing  at  the  highest  point  of  our  Town 
close  by  what  were  then  the  ruins  of  another  ancient  Chapel,  that  of 
St.  Mary,  Tory,  (within  the  last  two  years  completely  restored  by  its 
present  owner)  my  eye  was  attracted  at  what  seemed  to  be  the 
outline  of  an  old  ecclesiastical  building,  consisting  of  a Nave,  Chancel, 
and  north  Porch.  It  was  very  hard  to  disentangle  it  from  all  the 
other  buildings  with  which  it  was  almost  hopelessly  intermixed. 
Happily,  however,  I had  the  valuable  assistance  of  Mr.  C.  E.  Davis, 
F.S.A.,  now  a well-known  architect  in  Bath,  and  I willingly  ac- 
knowledge myself  indebted  to  him  for  being  able  to  come  to  a definite 
conclusion  on  the  subject. 

In  August,  1857,  at  the  meeting  of  the  Wiltshire  Archaeological 
Society  at  Bradford-on- Avon,  attention  was  drawn  to  this  remarkable 
building,  though,  it  is  admitted,  few  seemed  willing  to  believe  in  its 
authenticity  as  a relic  of  the  tenth  century.  About  a year  after- 
wards, an  account  of  it,  for  the  architectural  details  of  which  I was 
indebted  to  my  friend  just  named,  was  published  in  the  Wiltshire 
Magazine.1  It  was  illustrated  by  drawings  and  elevations  made  for 
the  purpose  by  the  Rev.  W.  C.  Lukis,  F.S.A.,  then  one  of  the 
Secretaries  of  the  Society.  Since  the  Chancel,  with  the  ground 
surrounding  the  building,  has  been  purchased,  and  the  various 
structures  erected  against  it  removed,  several  interesting  and  peculiar 
features  have  been  observed,  which  previously  escaped  notice.  It 
has  therefore  been  thought  well  to  have  new  drawings  made  from 
careful  and  accurate  measurements,  and  these  have  been  executed  by 
a local  architect,  my  friend  Mr.  C.  S.  Adye. 

The  little  Church — Ecclesiola — of  “ St.  Laurence  we  are  in- 
debted to  William  of  Malmesbury  for  the  information  as  to  its 
dedication,— consists  of  a Nave,  a Chancel,  and  a Porch  on  the

One  characteristic  feature  of  the  building,  when  compared  with  its 
area,  is  its  great  height,  which  looks  to  modern  eyes  so  strangely 
disproportionate  to  its  other  dimensions,  hut  reminds  us  strikingly 
of  the  rude  drawings  of  churches  which  we  find  in  ancient  manuscripts 
of  the  tenth  and  following  centuries.  This  is  remarkably  the  case  in 
the  illustrations  found  in  the  Benedictional  of  St.  iEihelwold,  of 
which  we  shall  speak  hereafter,  and  in  the  representation  of  the 
church  at  Bosham,  (so  intimately  connected  with  the  history  and 
fortunes  of  Harold,)  as  it  is  given  in  the  Bayeux  tapestry.  Thus, 
from  the  ground-line  to  the  wall-plate,  the  Nave  is  25ft.  5in. ; the 
Chancel  18ft.  4in. ; and  the  Porch  15ft.  6in.  There  are  indi- 
cations, moreover,  that  the  Porch,  at  all  events  on  one  side,  is  not 
quite  of  the  original  elevated  pitch,  and  this  may  possibly  he  the 
case  with  the  other  portions  of  the  building. 
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All  the  elevations,  except  that  of  the  Porch,  were  divided  into 
three  stages.  The  lowest  was  quite  plain  with  the  exception  only 
of  a series  of  slight  projections  not  inserted,  hut  cut  out  of  the  stone, 
and  which  are  really  so  slight  that  they  can  only  he  called  pilasters, 
and  not  buttresses.  These  occur  at  regular  intervals  and  support 
a string-course  which  ran  all  round  the  building.  These  pilasters 
have  in  several  places  “ stepped  bases/'1  such  as  are  commonly  seen 
in  drawings  found  in  manuscripts  of  the  tenth  and  eleventh  century. 
Upon  the  string-course  runs  an  arcade,  consisting  of  a series  of  flat 
pilasters,  consisting  of  upright  stones,  which  however  do  not  tail  into 
the  wall ; and  which,  on  the  east,  thus  distinguishing  the  Chancel 
from  the  rest  of  the  building,  are  partially  moulded.  All  these 
have  bases  and  caps,  cut  out  from  the  surface  of  square  blocks  of 
stone,  and  most  of  them  slightly  bevelled  on  either  side.  These 
latter  support,  or  rather,  appear  to  support,  a series  of  plain  arches. 
For  the  arches  themselves  are  only  surface  decorations,  and  not 
at  all  constructive  arches,  being,  like  the  pilasters,  caps,  and 
bases,  all  cut  out  of  the  stone,  which  runs,  irrespectively  of  them,  in 
regular  courses.  In  fact  the  walls  seem  to  have  been  built  at  first 
plain,  with  the  bands  or  string-courses  alone  projecting,  the  panels 
and  ornamentation  being  afterwards  formed  in  them.  The  work- 
manship is  of  a very  rude  description ; in  some  cases,  as  a careful  in- 
spection of  the  drawings  given  in  this  book  will  show,  these  sham 
arches  are  cut  out  of  the  surface  both  above  and  below,  in  other 
cases  only  below.  Elsewhere  the  work  of  “ cutting  out  ” seems  to 
have  been  only  partially  completed.  Moreover  the  elevations  of  the 
arches  are  by  no  means  strictly  uniform,  the  arch  on  the  south  side  of 
the  eastern  elevation  being  several  inches  higher  than  the  rest.  In 
truth,  the  walls  themselves,  as  the  ground-plan  shews  clearly  ejiough, 
are  of  different  thicknesses  in  different  parts  of  the  building. 
Around  the  Porch,  the  pilasters,  of  which  we  have  spoken,  do  not 
support  arches  at  all,  but  merely  a tabling  which  is  built  to  receive 
the  eaves. 
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In  the  eastern  gable  of  the  Nave  are  the  remains  of  several 
moulded  pilasters,  which  formed  a sort  of  arcade  built  to  take  the 
form  of  the  pitch  of  the  roof,  being  stilted  in  increasing  height  to 
the  centre.  Above  the  tabling  on  the  north  side  of  the  Porch  there 
would  seem  to  have  been  a similar  arrangement,  the  central  pilaster, 
or  rather  the  greater  portion  of  it,  which  is  rudely  moulded,  yet 


The  Chancel  was  entered  through  an  arch-way  which  was  not 
wider  than  about  three  feet.  There  is  still  remaining  a fragment 
of  the  arch,  which  springs  from  an  impost,  and  has  the  usual 
characteristics  of  ante-Norman  work.  Its  disproportion  in  size  to 


in  the  wall,  were  found,  during  the  progress  of  some  alterations  about

These  figures,  which  may  fairly  he  deemed  co-eval  with  the 
building  itself,  are  executed  in  a kind  of  low  relief : the  angels  have 
their  wings  expanded,  around  their  heads  is  the  nimbus,  and  over  an 
arm  each  holds  what  is  conjectured  to  represent  a napkin.  In  one 
of  our  illustrations  they  are  represented  in  the  position  in  which  they 
were  found.  It  is  conceived  that  originally  there  was  a central 
figure  of  our  Blessed  Lord  upon  the  cross.  There  is  to  be  seen  still

the  height  of  the  wall  is  very  striking.  Above  this  arch,  imbedded 
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in  the  curious,  though  sadly  mutilated,  sculpture  in  the  church  of 
Headhourne  Worthy,1  near  Winchester,  (a  building,  the  principal 
portion  of  which  is  of  the  date  of  the  tenth  century,)  a design  which 
seems  to  warrant  such  a conjecture.  The  whole  group  might  thus 
symbolize  the  deep  and  reverent  care  that  the  blessed  Angels  have  for 
all  that  is  connected  with  “ the  sufferings  of  Christ  and  the  glory 
that  should  follow ; ” as  St.  Peter  expresses  it, — “ which  things  the 
angels  desire  to  look  into.”  I.  Peter,  i.,  12. 

The  pilasters  on  the  east  elevation  of  the  Chancel  are  moulded 
into  three  depressed  roundels,  a very  simple  form  of  decoration,  one 
of  the  earliest  in  fact  met  with  in  this  country.  This  work  is 
especially  valuable  as  it  seems  clearly  to  denote^  in  the  mind  of  the 
builder,  the  superiority  of  the  eastern  over  the  western  elevation,  and 
so  to  mark  the  building  as  a Christian  Church.  Moreover,  when 
considered  together  with  the  peculiar  way  in  which  the  lesser 
pilasters  below  the  arcade  are  formed,  it  seems  to  mark  out  very 
distinctly  the  antiquity  of  the  structure. 

There  is  a window,  still  remaining,  in  the  south  wall  of  the 
Chancel.  It  is  splayed  considerably  both  inside  and  outside,  and 
gives  every  evidence  of  being  one  of  the  original  windows.  There 
was,  it  is  conjectured,  a similar  window  on  the  north  side,  which, 
together  with  the  portion  of  the  old  arcade  that  ran  above  it,  has 
been  removed,  for  the  insertion  of  modern  windows,  since  the  Church 
has  been  used  as  a cottage. 


The  Nave. 

The  Nave  was  entered  from  the  north  Porch  by  an  archway  which 
still  exists.  The  archway,  which  is  not  recessed,  is  two  feet,  ten 
inches  wide,  and  eight  feet  six  inches  high,  to  the  centre  of  the  arch.

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It  springs  from  an  impost,  which  is  itself  simply  a plain  string- 
course, stopping  a slightly  moulded  pilaster  formed  hy  a series  of 
segmental  roundels.  Above  the  impost  this  is  continued  over  the 
arch  as  a hood-moulding.  This  arch  is  certainly  one  of  the  earliest 
enriched  or  ornamented  yet  known.  It  may  be  remarked  that  the 
opening  of  this  door-way  is  wider  at  the  floor  than  at  the  springing 
— one  of  those  minor  peculiarities  which  tend  to  confirm  our  state- 
ments as  to  its  antiquity. 

In  the  western  wall  of  the  Nave,  the  original  arcade,  which  ran 
round  the  entire  building,  has  been  much  mutilated,  for  the  purpose 
of  inserting  modern  windows.  One  of  the  old  stones  of  the  arcade 
is  still  to  be  seen,  the  semicircular  arch  which  was  at  the  first  cut 
out  of  the  stone  having  been  subsequently  chiselled  off  and  the 
stone  used  for  filling  up  a portion  of  the  wall  above  the  more  recent 
openings.  In  the  south  wall  of  the  Nave,  moreover,  traces  of  an 
old  window  are  to  be  seen,  a portion  of  the  semicircular  head  still 
remaining.  We  should  conjecture  that  there  were  originally  two 
windows  on  this  side  of  the  Church. 

The  Porch. 

The  Porch  is  on  the  north  side  of  the  building,  and  would  seem 
originally  to  have  had  on  its  front  a series  of  moulded  pilasters,  like 
those  on  the  eastern  gable  of  the  nave  already  described,  above  the 
plain  arcade,  the  larger  portion  of  the  central  one  still  remaining. 
It  was  entered  by  a door-way,  which,  though  simpler  in  its  details, 
corresponds  in  its  general  characteristics  with  the  entrance  to  the 
Nave,  of  which  an  account  has  just  been  given.  As  another 
instance  of  the  rudeness  of  the  construction  of  the  building  it  may 
be  mentioned  that  the  Porch  is  longer  by  several  inches  on  the  east 
than  on  the  west  side. 

The  next  question  that  presents  itself  to  us  is : — What  is  the 
probable  date  of  this  ancient  building  ? 

On  this  point  our  best  plan  will  be,  first  of  all,  to  give  the  words 
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of  those  whose  opinions  would  naturally  carry  weight,  and  all  ol 
whom  have  personally  examined  it. 

Sir  G.  Gilbert  Scott,  R.A.,  in  a letter  to  the  compiler  of  this  notice, 
sayS  The  little  Saxon  Church  is  a most  interesting  relic. 

There  is  no  shadow  of  doubt  as  to  its  being  Saxon It 

is  one  of  the  most  perfect,  I should  think,  remaining.” 

The  following  is  from  Mr.  E.  A Freeman,  D.C.L.  “ From  the 
character  of  the  building  I should  be  inclined  to  place  it  early  in 
the  last  of  the  three  ante-Norman  periods  which  I tried  to  make  out 
in  my  History  of  Architecture.  There  is  certainly  in  this  building 
nothing  that  can  be  described  as  Norman.” 

Mr.  J.  H.  Parker,  C.B.,  F.S.A.,  writes  thus  (in  1858)  : — “ I 
have  arrived  at  the  conclusion  that  it  must  really  he  a Saxon  Church 
of  the  eleventh  century,  and  if  so,  the  most  perfect  one  we  have 
remaining.  The  masonry  is  certainly  very  superior  to  any  other 
example,  but  this  may  be  accounted  for  by  the  excellence  of  the 
material  found  on  the  spot.  The  two  figures  of  angels  found  over 
the  Chancel  arch  appear  to  me  also  part  of  the  original  work,  and  to 
correspond  very  closely  with  the  figures  of  angels  in  the  Benedictional 
of  St.  iEthelwold  (Archseol.  xxiv.,  Plate  viii.).”  Again  (in  1872) 
he  writes,  “ The  Church  was  built,  as  it  seems  to  me,  in  the  time  of 
Bishop  iEthelwold,  between  970  and  975,  or  possibly  then  built  of 
wood  only  and  rebuilt  of  stone  about  1025,  not  later.  It  is  the 
only  perfect  example  we  have  of  that  period,  and  forms  a chapter  in 
the  national  history.” 

Sir  John  W.  Awdry,  Kt.,  in  his  address  as  President  at  the  six- 
teenth general  meeting  of  the  Wiltshire  Archaeological  Society, 
remarked  : — “ There  is  one  remarkable  building  at  Bradford-on- Avon 
— small  and  not  very  striking — to  which  no  date  can  be  assigned 
later  than  the  Saxon  period.  ...  If  anything  practical  can  he 
done  to  secure  so  perfectly  unique  a monument  from  destruction,  it 
would  be  a great  point,  not  only  in  our  local  history,  hut  in  the 
history  of  the  building  art  in  England  through  the  middle  ages.” 
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And  he  thus  explains  in  a letter  to  the  writer  the  process  by  which 
he  comes  to  such  a conclusion  : — “ The  argument  seems  to  he  this. 
It  is  manifestly  a Christian  Church.  Now  the  ordinary  Saxon 
structures  being  no  better  than  wattle  and  dab  must  be  very  rare. 
But  if  anywhere  a tradition  of  Roman  architecture  might  be  looked 
for,  it  would  be  in  your  free-stone  district,  with  abundant  materials, 
solid,  and  durable,  yet  not  intractable.  We  there  find  a rude  and 
primitive  structure  with  all  the  arrangements  of  a Church.  The 
form  is  evidently  Romanesque,  while  the  construction  is  so  debased 
that  it  shews  the  tradition  to  be  already  a dim  one.  Then  by  a 
process  of  exhaustion  you  find  that  it  cannot  be  post-Saxon.  The 
Norman  architects,  instead  of  cutting  sham  arches  out  of  great 
stones,  built  real  arches  with  little  ones.  No  one  will  think  of 
assigning  it  to  any  period  of  the  pointed  styles.  And  in  the  Roman- 
esque renaissance  of  the  sixteenth  and  seventeenth  centuries  no  one 
(even  if  the  character  of  the  construction  suited  it,  which  it  does  not,) 
would  build  a Church  of  these  proportions.  You  have  also  probably 
positive  documentary  evidence  of  its  previous  existence.” 

It  will  be  seen  that  there  is  a remarkable  agreement  amongst 
those  able  to  form  an  opinion  as  to  the  antiquity  of  this  building. 
Moreover  the  suggestion  made  by  Mr.  J.  H.  Parker,  as  long  ago  back 
as  the  year  1858,  of  the  great  similarity  between  the  sculptured 
angels  and  similar  figures  found  in  the  Benedictional  of  St.  iEthel- 
wold,  would  seem  to  give  a fair  clue  to  the  probable  date.  That 
document  is  an  illuminated  manuscript  of  the  tenth  century,  and  was 
the  ancient  Benedictional  of  the  see  of  Winchester,  compiled  by  the 
direction  of  St.  iEthelwold,  who  held  that  see  from  A.D.  963  to 
984.  A full  account,  with  a number  of  illustrative  engravings,  is 
given  in  the  Archseologia  (vol.  xxiv. ),  and  in  Plate  ix.  we  have  some 
figures  of  angels,  over  a group  of  apostles,  corresponding  strikingly 
in  form  and  attitude  with  those  found  in  our  Saxon  Church.  More- 
over the  peculiar  “ napkin,”  of  which  we  have  spoken,  held  by  the 
angels,  is  also  to  be  recognized  in  Plates  xvii.  and  xxiii.  It  may 
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be  added , that,  in  the  same  volume  of  the  Archseologia,  in  an  account 
of  Cffidmon’s  Metrical  Paraphrase  of  Scripture  History,  written 
about  the  close  of  the  tenth  century,  the  “ caps  ” and  “ stepped 
bases  ” are  seen  precisely  the  same  as  those  in  our  little  Church ; so 
much  so,  that  they  might  serve  for  actual  drawings  of  them. 

On  these  grounds  we  might  fairly  conjecture  the  date  of  our 
building  to  be  about  A.D.  975 — 1000.  Have  we  any  historical,  or 
documentary,  evidence,  to  offer  in  support  of  this  opinion?  Un- 
doubtedly we  have,  as  the  following  statements  will  show. 

Early  in  the  eighth  century,  a monastery  was  founded  at  Bradford 
by  Aldhelm,  afterwards  first  Bishop  of  Sherborne/ when  that  diocese 
comprised  all  the  county  “ east  of  Selwood,”  including  no  doubt  a 
portion  of  Wilts,  besides  Dorset,  Somerset,  Devon.  It  was,  like  a 
similar  establishment  at  Frome,  a dependency  of  the  larger  abbey  at 
Malmesbury,  of  which  Aldhelm  was  abbot.  The  word  “ monasterium” 
in  those  early  days  frequently  meant  only  a church  with  three  or 
four  priests  attached  to  it,  and  possibly  this  was  all  that  was  really 
planted  at  Bradford ; a sort  of  missionary  settlement,  or  centre,  from 
which  the  blessings  of  Christianity  might  be  conveyed  to  the 
surrounding  population. 

Three  hundred  years  pass  away  during  which  we  know  nothing 
concerning  our  “ monastery  ” at  Bradford.  But  in  the  year  A.D. 
1001,  King  Hi  their  ed  bestowed  “ the  monastery”  (coenobium)  “with 
the  adjacent  Yill  or  Manor'”'’  (cum  undique  adjacente  villa)  on  the 
Abbess  of  Shaftesbury.  The  specific  object  of  this  gift  is  declared 
to  be  “the  providing  the  Nuns  a safe  refuge ” (the  exact  words  of 
the  Charter  are  “ impenetralibe  confugium  ”)  “ from  the  attacks  of 
the  Danes,  and  a hiding-place  for  the  relics  of  the  blessed  martyr, 
St.  Edward,  and  the  rest  of  the  saints.”  And  ^Ethelred  further  di- 
rects, that,  on  the  restoration  of  peace  in  his  kingdom,  the  Nuns  should 
return  to  their  ancient  place ; but  that  some  of  the  society,  if  such 
should  be  the  wish  of  the  Superior  for  the  time  being,  should  always 
remain  at  Bradford.  Without  doubt  in  those  early  days  the  large 
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forests,  which  were  on  every  side  of  Bradford,  rendered  it  a secure 
hiding-place,  “ impenetralibe  confugium,”  and  difficult  of  access  to 
any  large  armed  force. 

Now  there  is  not  the  least  reason  why  our  little  Church  may  not 
have  been  standing  when  the  Nuns  of  Shaftesbury  came  hither  for 
refuge,  shortly  after  A.D.  1001.  The  charter  certainly  reads  as  if 
there  were  granted  to  that  religious  house,  not  merely  a site  and 
property,  but  an  actually  existing  building}  It  has  been  suggested 
that  they  possibly  found  a wooden  Church  here  which  was  rebuilt  in 
stone2  about  1025,  and  certainly  not  later.  Anyhow  we  are  sure 
that  this  building  belonged  to  the  Abbey  of  Shaftesbury,  and 
whether  found  by  the  Nuns  when  they  came  here,  or  rebuilt  within 
a few  years  of  their  arrival,  there  is  nothing  whatever  against  our 
believing  it  to  be  the  Church  of  the  Monastery,  or  “ coenobium,” 
granted  to  them  by  King  /Ethelred. 

The  conclusions,  in  fact,  to  which  we  came  on  independent  grounds, 
correspond  in  a remarkable  way  with  the  documentary  evidence 
supplied  by  the  Charter. 

Within  very  little  more  than  a hundred  years  of  the  time  of  the 
arrival  of  the  Nuns  of  Shaftesbury,  we  have  another  incidental 
no  tice  of  our  little  Church.  William  of  Malmesbury,  in  his  " Gesta 
PontiAcum,”  a woi’k  which  seems  to  have  been  completed  m the 
year  1125,  under  the  Life  of  S.  Aldhelm,  speaks  of  him  as  having 
been  the  founder  of  Monasteries  at  Malmesbury,  Frome,  and 

‘The  words  of  the  Charter  are  these Ego  Albelredus  Rex  Anglorum 
cum  adjaeente  undique  villa  humili  devotione  offero  coenobium  quod 
vulgariter  set  Bradeforda  cognominatur.” — Cod.  Dipl.,  iii.,  319, 

* William  of  Malmesbury  tells  us  that  the  Church  of  Doulting,  in  Somerset- 
shire in  which  St.  Aldhelm  died  (A.D.  709)  was  a wooden  church,  which  was 
afterwards  re-built  of  stone  “ Domus  obitus  ejus  conscia,  lignea  erat  Ecclesia , 
in  quam  se  ultimum  spirans  inferri  jussit,  ut  ibi  potissimum  efflaret,  sicut  mcolse 

hodie  per  succiduas  generation esasseverant.  Hano  . . . quidam  Glastomensis 

monachus  e* *  lapide  refectam  in  Dei  (fecit)  consecrari  nomine  . . . Constat

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Bradford,  at  the  close  of  the  seventh,  or  commencement  of  the  eighth 
century.  And  then  he  adds  these  remarkable  words,  written  at  the 
latest  in  the  year  1125  : — “And  there  is  to  this  day  at  Bradford  a 
f little  church  ’ [he  calls  it  Lcclesiola ] which  Aldhelm  is  said  to  have 
founded  and  dedicated  to  the  blessed  St.  Laurence.”  Of  the 
monasteries  at  Bradford  and  Frome,  he  tells  us  that  they  had  by 
that  time  both  been  destroyed,  but  adds,  that  he  had  not  been  able 
to  ascertain  accurately  whether  their  fall  was  to  be  attributed  to  the 
Danes  or  to  the  English.1 

At  the  time  of  the  Dissolution  of  Monasteries,  the  property  be- 
longing to  the  Abbey  of  Shaftesbury  came  into  the  hands  of  the 
Crown.  All  that  appertained  to  the  Church,  or  Bectory,  of  Bradford 
was  granted,  in  34  Henry  VIII.,  to  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Bristol. 
What  may  be  termed  the  Lay  Manor,  of  which  our  little  Church 
and  its  surrounding  buildings  formed  part,  would  seem  to  have  been 
the  subject  of  several  grants.  Thus  on  15  October,  38  Hen.  VIII., 
(1547)  a grant  was  made  of  it  to  Edward  Bellyngham  Esq.,  de- 
scribed as  a Gentleman  of  the  King's  Privy  Chamber.  In  1567 
(10  Elizabeth),  the  lands  so  granted,  which  had  come  again  to  the 
Crown,  were  bestowed  for  a term  of  twenty-one  ye ars  on  Lord  Herbert, 
afterwards  Earl  of  Pembroke.  In  1575,  the  Manor,  and  all  its 
appurtenances,  was  granted  in  fee  to  Sir  Francis  Walsinghaffit  He 
came  into  actual  possession  of  the  same  in  the  year  1588,  at  the 
termination  of  the  lease  granted  to  Lord  Herbert,  only  two  years 
before  his  death,  which  took  place,  at  the  advanced  age  of  89,  in 
1590.  His  daughter  had  previously  married  the  Earl  of  Clanricarde

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and  the  manor  of  Bradford  was  a portion'  of  her  inheritance. 

We  are  fortunate  in  having  Surveys  of  the  Manor,  the  records  of 
which  extend  to  this  period.  Thus,  in  one  drawn  up,  as  it  would 
appear,  in  1629,  we  have,  among  the  copyholds,  the  following,  which 
clearly  relates  to  our  “ little  Chapel  ” : — 

“ Gifford.  Yerbury  holdeth  by  copy  of  Court  Roll  dated  the  9 day  of  Deeembr. 
A0.  12  Jacobi  Regis  [1614]  one  fair  messuage  with  a Chappel  annexed,  one 
double  Dove-house  and  diverse  houses,  2 eurtellages,  one  close  of  pasture  con- 
taining 3 acres,  &c.” 


In  the  Survey  alluded  to,  we  have  a reference  to  another  page  in 
which  this  same  holding  is  thus  accounted  for  at  a subsequent  date: — 

“ Paul  Methuen  holdeth  by  Lease  from  Sr.  Thomas  Jervoys 

A.  K.  P. 

Two  Houses  with  Courts  and  Gardens,  and  Pigeon- House 
near  the  Church  3 23 

Pigeon  House  Close  2 3 24 

Then  in  a Survey  of  the  Copyholds,  dated  1692,  we  have  this 
entry  referring  to  the  same  holding,  Pigeon-House-Close  and 
Coombes  Close  being  different  names  for  it : — 

“ Mr.  Anthony  Methuen  holds  by  copy  dated  ye day  of 168  , 

all  that  Messuage  and  Tenement  called  Coombes  with  all  lands  and  premises 
thereto  belong  situate  in  Bradford  for  the  term  of  his  own  life  and  the  lives  of 
Thomas  and  John  his  sons.” 

In  the  year  1712,  the  Rev.  John  Rogers,  then  Yicar  of  the 
Parish,  set  to  work  to  provide  a school  for  his  poorer  parishioners. 
Cox,  in  his  “ Magna  Britannia,”  a work  written  very  shortly  after- 
wards, says  : “ A Charity-school  was  opened  at  Bradford,  J anuary, 
1712,  for  sixty-five  children,  which  is  much  encouraged  by  the 
Minister  of  the  Town.”  In  1715  Mr.  Anthony  Methuen  helped 
forward  the  good  designs  of  the  Yicar  who  had  founded  the  school 
by  granting  what  was  really  the  Have  and  Bovch  of  oui  Chuich  as  a 
“ Charity  School- House,” — the  Chancel  being  still  reserved,  and  then 
or  previously  completely  separated  from  the  rest  of  the  building  by 
walling  up  the  Chancel  arch  and  the  insertion  of  large  flues.  When 
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the  portion  above  described  was  conveyed  to  Trustees  as  a “Charity 
School-House,”  it  was  described  as  “ a Building  adjoining  to  the 
Church-yard  of  Bradford  commonly  called  the  Skull-House,”— from  the 
fact,  most,  probably  of  its  having  been  used  as  a charnel-house.1 

The  Chancel  remained  as  part  of  the  copyhold  described  above, 
and  was  occupied  as  a cottage  In  1724  it  was  in  the  hands  of  Mr. 
Thomas  Methuen.  The  property  was  subsequently  enfranchised, 
and  in  1761  sold  to  Paul  Methuen.  In  1774  it  passed  by  sale  to 
the  Bethel  family.  In  1805  it  was  purchased  by  Thomas  Bush. 
In  1820  it  became  the  possession  of  the  Edmonds  family,  and  on  the 
decease  of  Mr.  Ezekiel  Edmonds,  in  1852,  was  inherited  by  his 
son.  On  the  18th  January,  1872,  it  was  purchased  from  the  last 
named  owner,  together  with  a portion  of  ground,  in  the  name  of 
the  Yicar  of  Bradford-on- Avon,  by  means  of  funds  kindly  advanced 
for  the  purpose,  and  a Committee  of  Trustees  has  since  been  formed 
in  the  hope  of  ultimately  obtaining  and  restoring  the  whole  of  the 
building — the  only  perfect  Saxon  Church  still  remaining  in  England. 

Wiltshire,  as  we  all  know,  is  already  rich  in  relics  of  our 
British  forefathers.  It  is  also  able,  as  we  now  see,  to  boast  of  a 
relic  in  the  form  of  a Christian  Church,  which  though  somewhat 
less  ancient,  will  hardly  be  deemed  less  precious.  It  may  in  any 
case  be  described  as  without  doubt  the  place  “by  the  river-side 
where  prayer  was  wont  to  be  made/'’  more  than  a thousand  years 
ago , when,  and  even  before,  Alfred  the  Great  ruled  in  Wessex.  And 
in  the  “ little  church  ” itself,  when  given  by  King  iEthelred,  now 
well-nigh  nine  centuries  ago,  with  its  then  existing  monastery,  as  a 
place  of  refuge  for  the  nuns  at  Shaftesbury,  many  a time  no  doubt 
has  been  chanted  forth  the  prayer  “ La pacemLoniine  in  diebus  nostris.”

“ All  that  Edifice  01  Building  with  the  Appuitennts  situate  in  or  near  adjoining  to  the  Church- 
yard in  Bradford  aforesaid  comonly  called  or  knowne  by  the  name  of  the  Skull  house  and  now 
converted  into  a Charity  Schoolehouse  and  used  as  such  Together  with  all  wayes  and  other  Appur- 
tennts  thereto  belonging,  Except  and  always  reserved  out  of  this  present  demise  all  wayes  leading  to 
and  from  the  said  premises  in  a certain  grounde  called  Coombs  Close.” 
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It  is  on  every  ground  worth  preserving  : — and  the  appeal  is  made 
with  confidence  to  all — whether  as  Archaeologists,  treasuring  so  unique 
and  precious  a relic  of  bygone  ages — or  as  Christians,  reverencing 
the  memories  of  those  who,  in  years  long  since  past,  built  this  lowly 
sanctuary — or  as  Englishmen,  grateful  for  a freedom  from  those 
desolating  scourges  with  which  its  history  is  so  intertwined — to 
assist  in  carrying  out  the  effort,  that  is  now  being  made  for  this 
purpose,  to  a successful  issue.

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THE  PARISH  CHURCH. 


[S|HE  Parish  Church  of  Bradford-on- Avon  is  dedicated  to  the 
[HI  ‘Holy  Trinity.’  The  memorial  of  the  holiday  originally 


Trinitie  Sunday.” 

Although  the  building,  taken  as  a whole,  has  no  great  preten- 
sions to  architectural  excellence,  being  a strange,  and,  to  many 
eyes,  discordant  mixture  of  every  variety  of  style,  yet  its  very 
antiquity  makes  it  interesting.  Nearly  eight  hundred  years  have 
perhaps  passed  by  since  the  original  structure,  much  of  which  still 
remains,  was  erected.  The  additions  that  from  time  to  time  have  been 
made  to  it  seem  to  be  a connecting  link  between  the  present  and 
the  past,  and  to  tell  silently,  yet  not  unimpressively,  the  tale  of  by 
gone  generations,  who  slumber  now  within  its  walls  or  beneath  its 
shade,  each  of  whom  has  left  a memorial  behind  them.  Its  very 
irregularities,  whilst  they  preserve  the  vestiges  of  the  growth  and 
tell  the  history  of  the  building,  mark  also  the  successive  changes 
in  the  parish  itself,  from  times  when  wealth  and  devotion  went 
hand  in  hand,  and  men  vied  with  one  another  in  their  costly  offer- 
ings to  the  Temple  of  God,  to  times  when  they,  measured  all  things 
by  the  narrow  standard  of  a selfish  utilitarianism,  and,  though 
they  themselves  ‘ dwelt  in  cedar,’  suffered  the  House  of  God  to  be 
altogether  unadorned,  and  to  a great  extent  uncared  for  and 
neglected. 

“A  mother  Church,”  says  Bishop  Kennett,  “was  the  more 
honorable  for  being  branched  out  into  one  or  more  subordinate 
chapels.”1  In  this  respect  our  ‘old  Church’  was  more  than  usually 
privileged,  at  least  six,  if  not  more,  distinct  chapels  being  dependent 


kept  in  observance  of  the  dedication  of  the  Church  is  still  preserved 
in  an  annual  fair  “ holden  in  the  Borough  on  the  morrow  after

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upon  it.  These  chapels  were  built  originally,  as  we  have  intimated 
in  a previous  page  (35),  in  the  14th  or  15th  century,  to  supply  the 
wants  of  those  who  lived  at  a distance  from  the  town,  and  the  duties 
in  them  were  performed  by  Chaplain  Priests — ( Capellani  they  are 
commonly  termed), — who  were  under  the  direction  and  control  of 
the  Yicar. 

The  Parish  Church,  in  its  present  state,  consists  of  a Chancel, — 
Nave, — North  Aisle, — a Tower  at  the  west  end, — a small  Chantry 
Chapel  at  the  south-east  corner  of  the  Nave, — and  a South  Porch. 

The  building  seems  originally  to  have  consisted  only  of  a Chancel, 
about  two-thirds  as  long  as  the  present  one,  and  a Nave  of  the  same 
dimensions  as  now.  Judging  from  the  appearance  of  the  masonry, 
and  the  manner  in  which  the  present  Tower  is  united  at  its  south- 
east angle  with  the  body  of  the  Church,  there  would  seem  to  have 
been  also  a Tower  to  the  original  building,  a portion  of  what  was 
probably  the  angular  turret  to  carry  the  staircase  still  remaining. 
All  this  was  no  doubt  the  work  of  the  twelfth  century. 

In  the  fourteenth  century  the  Chancel  appears  to  have  been 
lengthened  and  the  east  and  north-east  windows  to  have  been  in- 
serted, the  characteristics  of  this  portion  of  the  Church  enabling 
us  to  attribute  it  to  the  middle-pointed,  or  decorated,  period  of  archi- 
tecture. 

Towards  the  latter  portion  of  the  fifteenth  century,  judging  from 
the  tracery  of  the  window  and  other  features  of  the  structure,  we 
should  imagine  that  the  present  Tower  was  added  to  the  Church. 

No  long  time  after,  probably  at  the  end  of  the  fifteenth  or  the 
commencement  of  the  sixteenth  century,  the  North  Aisle  was  added. 
We  shall  presently  state  our  reasons  for  believing  that  this  part  of 
the  Church  was  built  at  two  distinct  periods,  though  at  no  long 
interval  probably  between  them. 

A little  later,  possibly  shortly  before  the  Reformation,  the  small 
Chantry  Chapel,  now  called  the  Kingston  Aisle,  was  built ; by  whom, 
it  is  not  known, — though  perhaps  by  some  member  of  the  ‘ Hall  ’ 
family,  the  proprietors  at  that  time  of  the  ‘Mansion  House,’  by  the 
owner  of  which,  for  the  time  being,  it  has  always  been  held. 
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The  Chancel. 

The  Chancel  is  about  48  feet  in  length  and  20  in  width.  Both  exter- 
nally and  internally  those  features,  which  prove  the  original  build- 
ing to  have  been  of  Norman  date,  are  distinctly  traceable.  The  plain 
flat  buttress,  which  seems  but  little  more  than  thickening  of  the 
walls,  ending  in  a gentle  slope  just  below  the  parapet,  is  to  be  seen 
here.  Moreover,  though  now  blocked  up  with  large  monuments 
affixed  to  the  wall,  the  traces  of  the  long  and  narrow  semi-circular 
headed  Norman  windows  are  plainly  discernible.  There  appear  to 
have  been,  as  far  as  we  can  conjecture,  two  such  windows  in  each 
of  the  side  walls  of  the  Chancel.  Internally  they  were  splayed 
very  considerably.  In  carrying  out  some  repairs  about  eighteen 
months  ago,  traces  were  found  of  illuminations,  &c.,  on  the  walls. 
Over  the  head  of  the  most  eastern  of  the  Norman  windows,  on  the 
south  side,  was  a scroll  on  which  was  written  the  first  article  from 
the  Apostles’  creed, — “ Credo  in  Deum  Patrem  Omnipotentem.” 
[the  remaining  portion  of  the  inscription  was  defaced.]  Probably 
the  rest  of  the  creed  was  inscribed  on  other  parts  of  the  Chancel 
walls. 

In  the  fourteenth  century,  to  judge  by  the  style  of  the  archi- 
tecture, the  Chancel  was  considerably  lengthened.  The  windows, 
both  at  the  east  end,  and  at  the  north-east  side  of  the  Chancel,  to- 
gether with  the  external  buttresses  of  this  portion  of  it,  belong  to 
the  middle-pointed  or  decorated  style;  as  also  does  the  battlemented 
parapet,  which  was  no  doubt,  at  the  same  time,  carried  round  both 
sides  of  the  Chancel,  superseding  the  original,  and  simpler,  Norman 
work. 

Both  of  the  windows  just  alluded  to,  are  remarkable  for  the 
simplicity,  yet  chasteness,  of  their  design.  The  altar  window  con- 
sists of  five  lights,  all  terminating,  with  semi-continuous  tracery,  in 
a circle  at  the  head  of  the  window,  composed  of  six  cusped  triangles. 
Till  lately  the  window  was  for  the  most  part  blocked  up  with  stone, 
and  the  upper  tracery  cut  away  and  filled  with  fragments  of  coloured 
glass,  most  of  it  of  a very  inferior  description.  The  lower  part 
within  was,  in  accordance  with  the  taste  of  the  last  century  ‘orna- 
mented’ with  wooden  panelling  in  a quasi-classical  style,  in  the 
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centre  of  the  whole  arrangement  being  a large  oil  painting  of  the 
last  supper  by  a native  artist,  that  testified  more  to  his  devotedness 
than  his  skill.  The  painting  has  been  removed  to  the  vestry  of 
the  Church,  and  the  window,  after  a complete  restoration  of  the 
stone-work,  has  been  filled  with  stained  glass,  executed  by  Messrs. 
O’Connor,  of  London.  The  subjects  of  the  various  paintings  are 
(1.)  The  Nativity, — (2.)  The  Baptism, — (3.)  The  Crucifixion, — (4.) 
The  Entombment, — (5.)  The  Resurrection ; and  underneath  are  in- 
scribed the  following  words  from  the  Litany : — “By  thy  birth, — 
By  thy  baptism, — By  thy  precious  death, — By  thy  burial, — By 
thy  glorious  resurrection, — Good  Lord,  deliver  us.”  The  tracery 
at  the  head  of  the  window  contains  emblems  of  the  ‘Holy  Trinity,’ 
in  honour  of  whom  the  Church  is  dedicated. 

The  window  on  the  north-east  side  of  the  Chancel  consists  of  two 
lights.  The  tracery  is  semi-continuous.  At  the  head  of  the  win- 
dow is  a trefoil  with  double  cusping.  Possibly  a window  of 
similar  design  or  character  was  at  one  time  on  the  south-east  side 
of  the  Chancel.  If  so,  it  must  have  been  removed,  and  its  place 
supplied  by  the  larger  one  of  four  lights  which  is  by  no  means  a 
bad  example  of  the  Perpendicular  style. 

Eecessed  Tombs. — There  are  in  the  Chancel  a considerable  number 
of  monumental  memorials.  For  the  present  we  will  only  speak  of  the 
two  oldest  and  most  interesting  of  them, — the  recessed  tombs, — one 
of  which  is  on  the  north,  and  the  other  on  the  south  side.  They  are 
formed  in  the  body  of  the  wall  of  the  Church,  and  extend  to  within 
some  eight  or  ten  feet  of  what  would  seem  to  have  been  the  original 
eastern  termination  of  the  Chancel.  Judging  from  the  style  of 
architecture,  the  extension  of  the  Chancel  and  the  erection  of  these 
two  tombs  would  appear  to  have  been  the  work  of  much  the 
same  period. 

Of  the  two  recessed  tombs,  the  one  on  the  north  side  of  the 
Chancel  is  perhaps  the  more  ancient,  though  there  is  no  long  in- 
terval between  them.  Originally,  like  the  one  on  the  south  side, 
it  was  surmounted  by  a canopy ; portions  of  the  original  label,  and 
of  some  of  the  crocketting  of  the  pediment,  having  been  discovered 
among  the  debris,  whilst  clearing  away  a large  monumental  tablet, 
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which,  had  been  fixed  on  the  face  of  the  wall  immediately  in  front 
of  it.  The  whole  of  the  ornamental  work  had  been  previously 
destroyed,  and  the  recess  filled  up,  to  enable  the  marble-mason  to 
attach  the  slab  in  question  to  the  wall.  The  effigy  is  a female 
figure,  the  costume  of  which, — (one  feature  being  the  wimple,  or 
handkerchief  round  the  neck  and  chin,) — fixes  the  probable  date  of 
it  in  the  time  of  Edward  I.,  or  about  1280 — 1300.  A small 

figure  of  the  head  of  a female, — habited  in  like  manner  with  the 
wimple, — was  a short  time  ago  discovered  during  the  progress  of 
some  repairs  to  the  tomb,  which  was  clearly  a corbel  of  the  label 
that  formerly  went  round  the  outer  arch.  As  to  whose  tomb  it 
may  be,  we  have  no  certain  clue  at  all.  From  the  ancient  deeds, 
to  which  reference  has  been  made  in  a previous  page  (31),  we 
might,  in  the  absence  of  any  definite  information,  hazard  a plau- 
sible conjecture.  Even  at  the  middle  of  the  13th  century  the  ‘ Hall’ 
family,  as  they  were  in  course  of  time  designated,  were  persons  of 
consequence  and  property  in  Bradford.  Living,  as  we  know  they 
did,  in  the  Town,  and  in  a ‘Mansion  House,’  on  the  site  probably  of 
the  present  Kingston  House,  it  is  not  a little  remarkable  that  there 
is  no  memorial  in  the  Church,  to  which  we  can  certainly  point  as 
referring  to  members  of  this  family; — and  yet  nothing  should  we 
look  for  more  naturally.  As  then  we  find,  from  a deed  which  bears 
date, — (for  reasons  which  we  have  specified  (p.31) — from  1247-1252, 
that  at  that  time  ‘Agnes’  is  represented  as  the  ‘relict’  of  ‘Keginald  de 
Aula, ’and  seems,  (we  may  also  infer)to  have  been  left  a comparatively 
young  widow,  her  children  being  under  age,  there  is  no  improba- 
bility in  the  supposition  that  the  tomb,  of  which  we  are  speaking, 
may  be  hers.  Till  her  children  became  of  full  age,  she  appears  to 
have  been  the  head  of  the  family  in  Bradford.  Though,  of  course, 
all  is  conjecture,  still,  the  probable  date  of  the  tomb, — the  high 
position  she  herself  held, — the  fact  that  she  might  well  have  been 
living  at  the  close  of  the  13th  century, — all  lend  colour  to  the  sup- 
position, that  this  recessed  tomb  on  the  north  side  of  the  Chancel 
may  be  that  of  ‘ Agnes  de  Aula.’ 

Of  the  recessed  tomb  on  the  south  side  of  the  Chancel,  with  its 
elegant  and  cusped  canopy  within,  and  its  curious  gable  and  small 
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lancet  window  without,  we  hare  already  given  a drawing  (pi.  iii. 
p.  32),  so  that  further  description  is  unnecessary.  The  effigy  itself 
is  sadly  mutilated,  but  enough  remains  to  enable  us  from  its  cos* 
tume,  as  well  as  from  the  mouldings  and  other  details  of  the 
canopy,  to  assign  its  date  to  the  beginning  of  the  14th  century. 
Whose  tomb  it  may  be  none  can  tell : the  crossed  legs  may  denote 
that  the  deceased  was  a person  of  authority,  or  office,  under  the 
King;  for  it  is  generally  understood  now  that  this  attitude  does  not 
necessarily  refer  to  the  taking  of  the  cross.  It  may  be  the  tomb 
of  Sir  John  de  Holte,  whose  name  occurs  very  frequently  in  deeds 
of  the  time  of  Edward  I.,  and  who,  in  the  year  1314,  was  Sheriff 
of  Wiltshire  ; — but  this,  of  course,  is  mere  conjecture. 

Within  the  last  eighteen  months  the  whole  of  the  Chancel  has 
been  fitted  up  with  oak  stalls  and  seats.  A gallery  erected  in  1707 
by  Thomas  Lewis,  then  Yicar,  which  stretched  across  the  Chancel 
arch,  and  entirely  shut  out  the  view  of  the  eastern  part  of  the 
Church  from  the  Nave,  has  also  been  removed.  The  Chancel  Arch 
itself  would  seem  to  have  been  rebuilt  about  the  end  of  the  15th 
century.  There  are  evident  traces  of  the  rood-screen, — several 
fragments  of  it,  together  with  an  original  bench  end  with  its  finial, 
were  discovered  during  the  progress  of  repairs.  The  rood-loft  still 
remains.  The  Chancel  Arch  seems  to  have  been  illuminated,  much 
of  the  colouring  yet  remaining  where  the  thick  coats  of  white- wash, 
which  have  been  mercilessly  laid  on  here,  as  in  other  parts  of  the 
Church,  have  been  removed.  The  giving  way  of  the  south  wall  of 
the  Chancel  at  some  time, — (though  certainly  not  within  the  last 
220  years,)1— has  caused  this  arch  to  spread  considerably.  Further 
damage  has  been  prevented  by  the  insertion  of  iron  bars,  one  of 
which  of  great  strength,  though  concealed  by  plastering  and  white- 
washing, stretches  across  the  Church  just  above  the  Chancel  Arch, 
and  ties  the  walls  together. 


The  Chancel  Roof  was  ceiled  with  plaster  in  the  year  1636.  At  that  time 
the  south  waR  had  evidently  giyen  way,  as  the  plaster  cornice  is  carried  round 
and  adapted  to  the  curvature  which  the  line  of  this  wall  had  assumed  w’e 
cannot  perceive  any  mark  of  cracks  in  the  plaster  which  seems  much  in  the  state 
in  which  it  was  first  put  up,  so  that  we  may  fairly  conclude  that  for  at  least  two 
centuries  there  has  been  no  further  spreading  of  the  Chancel  wall. 
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In  removing  some  panelling  which  covered  the  wall,  two  small 
recesses,  were  discovered  on  the  south  side  near  the  east  end  of  the 
Chancel;  one  of  them  would  seem  to  have  been  an  ‘Ambry,’  and 
the  other  a ‘Piscina.’  The  latter  has  been  so  mutilated,  that  it  is 
almost  impossible  to  say  what  was  its  original  design. 

The  Nave. 

The  Nave  is  88  feet  in  length  and  about  30  in  width.  The  north 
wall  has  been  removed  for  the  insertion  of  arches,  by  which  it  is 
divided  from  an  Aisle  on  that  side.  On  the  south  we  have  still 
the  original  wall,  the  external  buttresses,  &c.  and  traces  within  of 
the  long  semi-circular  headed  windows  which  once  existed,  enabling 
us  to  pronounce  it  to  have  been  of  Norman  date.  The  present 
windows  are  all  of  them  later  insertions ; some  of  them  indeed  have 
been  made  in  very  modern  times,  and  in  the  usual  tasteless  style  of 
the  18th  century.  Two  large  windows  are  of  Perpendicular  date, 
and  of  these,  the  one  at  the  west  end,  with  a traceried  transom, 
is  particularly  good : the  other  is  filled  with  stained  glass,  the  gift 
of  Mr.  John  Ferret,  collected,  it  is  said,  by  him  abroad,  consisting 
of  a number  of  medallions  in  which  are  depicted  various  scenes 
from  the  life  of  our  Blessed  Lord.  The  tracery  is  filled  up  with 
divers  fragments  of  glass,  some  of  which  is  hardly  in  keeping  with 
that  contained  in  the  lower  part  of  the  window. 

It  may  be  mentioned  that  there  appear,  on  either  side  of  the 
present  Porch,  to  be  traces  of  an  older  door-way  leading  into  the 
Nave.  The  Porch,  as  it  now  stands,  it  may  be  mentioned  in  passing, 
is  of  late  date.  The  Niches,  of  which  there  are  two, — one  over  the 
interior  and  another  over  the  exterior  door- way, — would  seem  to  be 
earlier  than  the  remaining  part  of  this  structure.  They  possibly 
formed  part  of  an  older  Porch,  and  were  inserted  in  the  present  one. 

The  Roof  of  the  Nave  is  of  the  16th  or  17th  centuries,  and  is  of 
Elizabethan  or  Jacobean  style  plastered  and  panelled  within. 

The  Aisle. 

The  Aisle  is  90  feet  in  length  and  about  15  feet  in  width.  Though 
at  a first  glance  the  whole  of  this  portion  of  the  Church  may  well  be 
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considered  to  have  been  built  at  the  same  time,  yet  an  attentive 
examination  of  the  fabric  makes  it  very  evident  that  such  was  not 
the  case.  Not  only  are  each  of  the  two  eastern  bays  of  less  width 
than  each  of  the  remaining  three,  but  there  are  differences,  though 
small,  to  be  observed  in  the  mullions  and  tracery  of  the  windows, 
that  distinctly  mark  the  present  Aisle  as  of  two  periods.  The 
eastern  portion  was  probably  built  first,  and  this  extended  as  far  as 
the  end  of  the  second  bay  from  the  Chancel,  in  fact  to  a large  block 
of  masonry1  that  is  still  left  standing,  (and  which  is  part  no  doubt 
of  the  original  wall,)  and  forms  a sort  of  division  between  the  two 
portions  of  the  Aisle.  It  is  by  no  means  difficult  for  an  experienced 
eye  to  detect,  at  this  point,  evidences  of  an  Aisle  having  once  termi- 
nated here.  Though  the  whole  Aisle  has  had  an  oak-panelled 
ceiling,  yet  the  design  of  the  two  parts  of  it  is  different,  and  the 
general  character  of  the  work,  together  with  what  our  masons  call 
the  angle  corbelling  at  the  point  in  question,  prove  clearly  that  we 
are  right  in  the  opinion  we  have  expressed  as  to  the  extent  of  the 
original  Aisle.  Externally  too,  you  may  trace  distinctly  the  toothing 
of  the  masonry,  the  marks,  that  is,  of  the  union  of  the  older  to  the 
newer  work;  and,  not  only  so,  but  the  portions  of  the  battlemented 
parapet  to  the  east  of  the  north  door — (which  is  itself  placed  at  the 
point  which  we  are  indicating)— vary  materially  in  size  from  those 
on  the  western  side  of  it,  the  former  being  smaller  than  the  latter. 

At  the  east  end  of  the  Aisle  there  was  most  probably  an  altar  for- 
merly, the  sill  of  the  window  there  being  considerably  higher  than 
thoseof  the  other  windows.  Along  squint, or  hagioscope, extends  from 
the  south  east  angle  of  the  Aisle,  for  many  feet,  and  was  originally 
brought  out  at  the  west  corner  of  the  recessed  tomb  in  the  north 
wall  in  the  Chancel.  There  is  also  in  the  north  wall,— in  the  part  of 
the  Aisle  we  have  described  as  an  addition  to  the  original  one,— a 
straight-headed  panelled  and  ornamented  recess  which  seems  once 
to  have  contained  a crucifix  and  to  have  been  decorated  with  colours. 
It  was  probably  the  Reredos  of  an  altar  situated  here.  The  lower  part 
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ot  it  is  at  present  shrouded  with  pews,  but  there  appears  to  be  some 
handsome  stone  work  beneath.  It  may  be  that  these  two  aisles, 
afterwards  forming  but  one,  were  originally  the  two  chantries,  of 
which  we  shall  presently  speak,  that  we  find  existing  at  the  time  of 
the  Reformation  in  connection  with  this  Church. 

The  Kingston  Aisle. 

By  this  term  is  now  designated  a small  Chantry  Chapel,  twelve 
and  a half  feet  in  width  and  sixteen  in  length,  at  the  south-east  angle 
of  the  Nave,  erected  most  probably  by  some  member  of  the  ‘Hall’ 
family,  the  maternal  ancestors  of  the  Dukes  of  Kingston,  from 
whom  the  Aisle  derives  its  present  name.  This  part  of  the 
Church  has  been  much  injured  by  the  failure  of  the  adjoining 
wall.  It  has  also  been  sadly  mutilated  in  other  respects, — by 
the  addition  of  a high  roof  with  a gable  instead  of  the  original  flat 
roof, — the  rebuilding  of  the  parapets  in  wrong  character, — and  the 
introduction  of  a window  on  the  south  side,  very  inferior,  with- 
out doubt,  in  design  to  the  one  for  which  it  was  substituted,  and 
which,  most  probably,  was  similar  to  the  windo\V.„which,  though 
blocked  up,  still  remains  in  the  east  side.  At  the  north-east  cor- 
ner there  is  a recess  in  the  wall  which  has  been  recently  opened, 
and  which  would  seem  to  have  been  an  ‘ Ambry.’  There  was  no 
doubt,  at  one  time,  an  altar  at  the  east  end.  There  are  no  traces 
of  its  having  been  ever  used  as  a Mortuary  Chapel.  The  Aisle  was 
but  a few  years  ago  separated  by  some  Jacobean  screen  work  from 
the  body  of  the  Church,  and  over  the  lintel  of  the  door-way  were 
placed  the  arms  of  Hall.  They  were  coloured — ‘ Sable,  three  battle 
axes,  or,’ — and  the  side  ornaments  were  of  an  arabesque  character. 
The  Aisle  is  kept  in  repair  by  the  owner  of  Kingston  House. 

The  Tower. 

Judging  from  the  upper  windows  of  the  Tower,  this  part  of  the 
Church  seems  to  be  the  work  of  the  latter  part  of  the  15th  century. 
It  is  a plain  massive  structure,  square  in  form,  with  a turret  stair- 
case at  its  south-east  angle.  It  is  surmounted  by  a small  steeple 
which  hardly  looks  in  proportion  to  the  rest  of  the  structure,  and 
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gives  to  the  whole  a dwarfed  appearance ; though  this  may  perhaps 
be  owing  to  the  low  situation  in  which  the  Church  stands,  the 
houses  all  rising  above  it,  on  the  north  side,  in  successive  ranks  to 
the  top  of  the  hill.  At  one  angle  of  the  Tower  there  are  evident 
remains  of  some  of  the  original  Norman  work;  the  door-way  and 
a small  window,  which  is  deeply  splayed  internally  and  formerly 
gave  light  to  the  staircase,  being  evidently  much  older  than  other 
parts  of  the  present  building.  It  has  been  already  intimated  that 
this  was  probably  the  angular  turret  which  carried  the  staircase 
to  a tower  of  earlier  date: — indeed  you  can  distinctly  trace  the  junc- 
tion of  the  older  with  the  more  recent  work. 

The  Tower  is  united  to  the  Nave  by  means  of  a handsome 
panelled  arch  of  good  proportions.  The  whole  of  this  is  excluded 
from  view  in  consequence  of  a large  gallery,  containing  an  organ 
also  of  large  size,  extending  across  the  west  end  of  the  Nave.  The 
interior  of  the  lower  story  of  the  Tower  has  some  simple,  yet  good, 
groined  stone  vaulting  in  the  roof,  by  which  it  is  separated  from 
the  ringing-loft. 

The  Bells. — These  are  eight  in  number,  and  have  been  pro- 
nounced to  be  amongst  the  best  and  heaviest  peals,  of  eight,  in 
Wiltshire.  The  inscriptions  upon  them  are  as  follows: — 

1.  Fear  God;  honour  the  King.  A.&R.  1754. 

2.  Love  the  brotherhood.  A.^R.  1754. 

3.  Thomas  Yerbury  and  John  Goldisbury,  Churchwardens.  80  (sic  for  1680.) 

4.  Thomas  Yerbury  and  John  Goldisbury,  Churchwardens.  R.AP,  & A 

5.  Honour  the  King.  I.  W.  1614. 

6.  Prosperity  to  the  Town  of  Bradford.  Ab  : Rudhall,  Founder,  1754. 

7.  Love  thy  neighbour  as  thyself.  I.  "W.1 

8.  Recast  by  Thos.  Mears.  Nov.  A.D.  1842. 

The  Rev.  Henry  Harvey,  Canon  of  Bristol,  and  Chaplain  to  H.R.H.  the 
Duke  of  Cambridge,  Yicar.  Charles  Timbrell,  Esq.,  Churchwarden. 

Sacred  to  God  on  high,  and  in  this  Temple  rais’d, 

May  holy  sounds  from  me  be  heard,  and  He  be  praised. 

In  the  year  1553,  according  to  the  certificates  of  ‘Sir  Anthony 
Hungerford,  William  Sherington,  and  William  Wroughton, 
Knights,’  there  were  Jive  bells  belonging  to  the  Parish  Church. 
Unless  we  suppose  any  of  them  to  have  been  broken  and  recast. 


1 Date  1614  is  chalked  on  the  bell. 
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we  possess  none  of  them  at  present,  as  the  dates  on  the  bells  now 
in  the  Tower  are  all  subsequent  to  the  period  of  that  enquiry.  The 
entry  to  which  we  allude  is  contained  in  a document  relating  to 
‘Church  Goods,’  is  to  be  found  in  the  Record  Office  in  Carlton 
Ride,  and  is  as  follows: — 

“ Bradm  orde.  Delivered  to  Robert  Browne  and  to  Richard  Rundell  i cuppe 
or  challis  by  Indenture  of  xvi  ounces  and  v belles. 

In  plate  to  the  Hinges  use  v ounces. 

It  appears  from  the  minute  book  of  Yestry,  that  in  1735  there 
were  already  six  bells  in  the  Tower  of  the  Parish  Church.  A reso- 
lution was  passed,  Aug.  19th,  in  that  year  ‘That  the  Churchwardens 
have  full  power  to  agree  with  some  Bell-founder  for  two  new 
bells,  (less  than  the  present  Treble)  in  order  to  make  it  a Ring  of 
Eight  bells,  the  said  two  Bells  to  be  brought  forthwith  and  sett  up 
at  the  parish  charge.’  These  hells  cost,  as  appears  from  the  accounts 
of  the  following  year,  the  sum  of  £93  14s.  2Jd.,  exclusive  of  the 
expense  of  hanging  them  in  the  Tower,  and  were  supplied  by  a 
founder  of  the  name  of  ‘Cockey.’  Neither  of  these  bells  appears 
to  be  in  the  Tower  at  the  present  time.  The  Vestry  accounts  of 
1755-56  show  that  a considerable  sum  was  then  expended  in  alter- 
ations, &c.,  with  regard  to  the  bells,  a founder  of  the  name  of 
‘Rudhall’  having  been  employed  for  the  purpose. 

Of  the  present  peal,  the  fifth  and  seventh  were  cast  in  the  year  1614 
at  the  foundry  of  John  Wallis  in  Salisbury.  The  third  and  fourth 
were  cast,  in  1680,  by  Roger  Purdue  of  Salisbury.  In  1754  the 
first,  second,  and  sixth  bells  were  cast  at  the  foundry  of  Abel  Rud- 
hall of  Gloucester.  When  the  original  tenor  was  placed  in  the 
Tower  is  not  known ; it  was  broken  about  seventeen  years  ago,  and 
was  recast,  in  1842,  by  Messrs.  Mears  of  London. 

Suspended  in  the  Ringing-loft  are  the  following  lines,  entitled 
‘The  Bells,  an  address  to  the  Ringers,’  written  by  the  late  Yicar, 
the  Rev.  H.  Harvey. 

Sacred,  to  God  the  Lord  and  in  His  House  high  raised, 

May  holy  sounds  from  us  be  heard,  and  He  be  praised; 

Bradford,  when  joy  abounds,  ‘tis  ours  with  gladdening  voice 
Thy  Sons  newborn  in  Christ  to  bid  in  Him  rejoice: 

And  when  by  death  assailed  and  sunk  in  whelming  grief, 

‘Tis  ours  to  bid  them  mourn  in  Him,  and  find  relief. 
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Alike  we  call  to  prayer,  and  when  the  Table’s  spread, 

‘Tis  ours  the  same  to  tell,  that  Souls  may  there  he  fed: 

We  too  around  proclaim  the  quickly  fleeting  time, 

And  songs  of  heavenly  praise  with  tuneful  notes  we  chime ; 

Come  then,  on  Avon’s  bank,  a ransomed,  pardoned,  hand, 

And  strike,  as  well  beseems,  with  saintly,  reverent,  hand; 

Come,  Christian  Kingers,  come,  and  strike  with  godly  fear, 

That  all  who  hear  our  sounds,  our  sounds  may  love  to  hear.

The  Chantries. 

In  the  Yalor  Ecclesiasticus,1  which  was  made  about  the  25th  Henry 
YIII.  (c.  1533),  we  have  an  account  of  Two  Chantries  connected  with 
the  Parish  Church.  The  one  was  held  by  ‘William  Byrde,’  the  Yicar, 
and  was, — (after  deducting  £3  6s.  8d.  to  be  expended  for  ‘ works  of 
charity  ’ in  accordance  with  the  direction  of  the  Founder,)— of  the 
value  of  £6  13s.  4d.  The  other  was,  according  to  the  same  au- 
thority, held  by  ‘Thomas  Horton,’  as  Chantry  Priest,  and  was  of  the 
same  gross  value  as  the  former,  but  liable  to  a deduction  of  £2.  14s. 
4d.  ‘for  works  of  charity’ — in  accordance,  it  is  added,  ‘with  his  own 
appointment’  (ex  oruinacione  sua ,) — from  which  it  would  naturally  be 
inferred  that  the  same  person  was  the  Founder  and  Chantry  Priest. 
In  a previous  page  (p.  39,  note)  we  have  entered  on  some  of  the 
difficulties  connected  with  this  statement,  and  have  suggested 
explanations.  The  ‘Thomas  Horton,’  who  I presume  to  have  been 
the  founder  of  this  Chantry,  died  at  Westwood  14  August,  22

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Henry  VIII.  (1530;)  his  wife  ‘Mary’  was  living  in  1538,  but  died 
in,  or  before,  1545.1 

The  statements  contained  in  the  ‘Valor  Ecclesiasticus’  are  by  no 
means  confirmed  by  subsequent  Records.  Among  the  documents 
contained  in  the  late  Court  of  Augmentations  (Carlton  Ride)  we 
have  three  returns  to  Commissions  of  enquiry  on  the  subject  of 
colleges  and  Chantries,  &c.,  and  in  none  of  these  is  there  any  men- 
tion at  all  of  the  former  Chantry  in  the  Parish  Church.  Their 
statements  are  at  variance  moreover  with  the  first-named  record  as 
to  the  value  of  Horton’s  Chantry.  Possibly  the  former  Chantry, 
which  was  in  1533  held  by  the  Vicar,  was  but  a temporary  foundation, 
or  was  endowed  with  lands  held  on  lives  or  on  lease,  the  tenure  of 
which  was  determined  in  due  course  and  was  not  renewed.  Of  this 
character  may  have  been  the  one  we  alluded  to  in  a previous  page 
(38),  which  was  founded  by  Reginald  Halle,  as  early  as  7 Henry 
V.  (a..d  1420.) 

Of  ‘Horton’s  Chantry’  we  have  full  and  detailed  accounts.  Of 
the  Commission  of  Enquiry  conducted  in  37  Henry  VIII.  by  ‘John, 
Bishop  of  Sarum,  Sir  Thomas  Seymour,  Knight,  Robert  Chydley, 
Esquire,  and  Thomas  Leigh  and  William  Grene,  Gentlemen,’  we 
have  two  reports;  the  one  being  a complete  account  of  all  the 
lands  and  tenements  belonging  to  the  said  Chantry  together  with 
the  rents  issuing  therefrom,  the  names  of  the  various  tenants,  the 
precise  nature  of  the  several  tenures,  &c. ; and  the  other  a summary  of 
the  principal  matters  relating  to  it,  in  the  form  of  answers  to  certain 
articles  of  enquiry,  to  which  the  attention  of  the  Commissioners 
was  especially  directed.  Of  a subsequent,  and  third  enquiry,  con- 
ducted by  ‘John  Thynne  and  William  Wrough  ton,  Knights,  Charles 
Bulkeley,  John  Barwycke  and  Thomas  Chafynne,  Esquires,  William 

1 This  last  fact  we  learn  from  the  leasing  out  of  certain  of  the  lands,  which 
formed  the  endowment  of  this  Chantry,  situated  at  Kebyll  (Keevil)  in  Wilts, 
to  ‘William  Lucas’  for  the  term  of  forty  years,  ‘such  term  commencing  from 
the  decease  of  Mary  widow  of  Thomas  Horton,’  who  (the  record  goes  on  to  say) 
is  now  (1545)  dead; — (‘termino  predicto  incipiente  post  mortem  Marie  Horton 
vidue  que  quidem  e vita  decessit.’)  ‘ Certificates  of  Colleges  and  Chantries,  Ho. 
59,  Wilts,’  among  the  Records  of  the  late  Court  of  Augmentations,  belonging  to 
the  Court  of  Exchequer. 
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Thornhyll  and  Lawrence  Hyde,  Gentlemen/  in  the  second  year  of 
Edw.  YI.  (1548),  we  have  an  account  in  a Document  entitled  “The 
Booke  of  Survey  of  the  Colleges  and  Chantries  et  cetera  ” [Com. 
Wiltes.] 

From  these  various  Records  we  glean  the  following  information 
respecting  the  Chantry  in  question. 

The  gross  revenue  of  the  Chantry  is  said  to  have  amounted  to 
£11  13s.  4d.  The  lands  and  tenements  from  which  it  arose  were 
situated  at  Allington,  Chippenham,  Winfield,  Hullavington,  Keevil, 
and  Box,  in  the  county  of  Wilts;  at  Whitcome,  and  Farleigh 
Hungerford,  in  the  county  of  Somerset;  and  at  Weston  in  the 
parish  of  Marshfield,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester.  There  was  also 
a house  at  Bradford,  with  a garden  adjoining,  known  as  ‘the 
Mantyon  house/  of  ‘the  sayd  Chauntre’  which  the  Chantry  Priest, 
for  the  time  being,  occupied,  at  a yearly  rent  of  3s.  4d. 

The  first  named  Commissioners  reported  concerning  this  Chantry, — 

There  appears  to  have  been  no  abuse  in  this  instance  inasmuch  as  the  re- 
venues and  profits  of  the  said  Chantry  are  expended  and  consumed  in  accordance 
with  the  original  foundation  of  the  same.”1 

From  the  report  of  the  second  Commission  we  learn  that  ‘Wil- 
liam Furbner  then  (1548)  ‘of  the  age  of  lvi  yeres’  was  Incumbent. 
They  add  the  following  particulars,  which,  as  interesting,  we  print 
in  full: —

“The  Goodis  and  Ornamentis  belongynge  unto  the  said  Chauntre  prised  at 

XXIIIs  ivd. 

The  sayd  Incumbent  is  a very  honeste  man  well  learned  and  ryght 
able  to  serve  a Cure  albeit  a very  poore  man  and  hathe  none  other  lyvynge  but 
the  sayd  Chauntre  and  Futhermore  he  is  bounde  by  the  fundatyon  to  hepe  a 
Free  Scole  at  Bradf<M’4e,  and  to  gyve  to  the  Clerhe * ther  yerely  n*  to  teache

“Also  the  sayd  Parisshe  of  Bradforde  is  a greate  Parisshe  within  whiche 
be  the  number  of  Dlxxvj  people  which  receyve  the  Blessed  Communion  and  no 
Preste  to  helpe  the  Yicar  there  in  administracon  of  the  Sacramentis  savinge  the 
sayd  Chauntre  Preste.  Wherefore  the  Parishoners  desire  the  Kinges  mooste 
honorable  Counoill  to  consider  them  accordingly.” 

In  a Record,  bearing  date  a few  months  after  the  one  just  referred 
to,  entitled — ‘Particulars  for  the  Sale  of  Colleges,  Chantries  &c.,n 
— we  have  the  above  circumstances  again  recited  with  the  fol- 
lowing additions: — 

“ fHEtlTUrajlKuni : to  wright  to  the  Receavor  of  Wilshere  for  payment  of  these 
folk  as  heretofore  hathe  ben  used: 

“ fWrmurantrum:  ther  is  no  Scole  of  Gramer  ther.” 

From  the  same  document  it  appears  that  the  property  belonging 
to  this  Chantry,  which  here  is  valued  at  a sum  slightly  differing 
from  that  named  in  previous  estimate,  viz.,  at  £11  18s.  3d. — (from 
which  however  was  to  be  deducted  the  sum  of  12s.  4.  payable  to 
the  Lord  Arundel  out  of  the  lands  at  Keevil,) — was  sold  (for  twenty- 
two  years’  purchase)  at  £248  10s.  2d.  The  purchasers  seem  to 
have  been  ‘Thomas  Horton,  Esquire,’  and  ‘Richard  Byllett,’ — 
though  the  record  is  not  specific  as  to  the  portion  of  the  lands  and 
tenements  purchased  by  each  of  them. 

The  Yicarage. 

It  has  been  already  stated  that  the  Rectory  of  Bradford  together 
with  the  advowson  of  the  living  belonged  in  olden  time  to  the 
Abbess  of  Shaftesbury,  and,  since  the  Reformation,  to  the  Dean 
and  Chapter  of  Bristol.  The  great  Tithes  of  the  whole  parish, 
including  in  this  the  several  chapelries,  were  commuted,  in  the 
year  1840,  at  the  sum  of  £1507  2s. 

The  Yicarage  now  comprises  only  a portion  of  what  formerly  be- 
longed to  it.  The  tithes  of  the  several  chapelries  have  been  annexed 
to  the  Incumbencies  of  their  respective  ecclesiastical  districts,  with 
the  exception  of  Christ  Church,  Bradford,  which  is  in  part  endowed

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by  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners,  and  has  a portion  of  income 
also  arising  from  pew-rents.  About  sixteen  years  ago  the  old 
Vicarage  House,  having  fallen  into  decay,  was  taken  down  and  a new 
house  erected,  the  expense  being  defrayed  by  money  borrowed,  on 
the  security  of  the  revenues  of  the  living,  from  the  Governors  of 
Queen  Anne’s  Bounty. 

There  are  two  Terriers  in  the  Registry  of  the  Bishop  of  Salisbury 
relating  to  the  Vicarage,  which,  as  they  are  very  short,  we  print 
verbatim.  They  would  seem  to  show  that  the  land  formerly  be- 
longing to  the  Vicar  was  of  somewhat  larger  extent  than  at  present. 
The  former  of  these  Terriers  is  as  follows  : — 

“Bradford.  A Terrier  of  the  Lands  of  the  Mother  Church  of  Bradford  made 
the  19  of  Octr.  A0.  1608. 

“Imp.  One  Mansion  or  Dwellinghouse  with  gardens,  orchards  and  other 
grounde  belonging  to  the  same  to  the  quantity  of  two  acres , or  thereabouts,  in- 
vironed  by  the  Churchyard  on  the  easte,  and  a grounde  called  Barton  Orchard 
on  the  weste. 

Item.  One  littell  Close  in  the  Church  [yard*]]  reaching  from  the  Church 
geate  to  the  very  ground  of  the  Garden,  by  estimation  one  halfe  acre  or  more. 

(signed)  “ Thomas  Read,  Yicar. 

“John  Blanchard. 

“Peter  Godlee. 

The  latter  Terrier,  made  about  a century  later  than  the  former, 
runs  thus : — 

A True  and  perfect  Terrier  of  the  Gleab  Lands,  Houses  and  other  Edifices 
in  the  Borough  of  Bradford,  in  the  Deanery  of  Potterne  and  Diocesse  of  Sarum, 
belonging  to  the  Mother  Church  and  Vicaridge  thereof. 

“Dec.  20,  1704. 

“Impr.  One  Mantion  House,  where  the  Vicar  is  resident,  with  one  Stable  or 
Outhouse. 

“One  other  House  where  the  Clark  of  the  Parish  Church  now  dweleth. 

“One  other  House  where  the  Sexton  of  the  Parish  Church  now  dweleth. 

“One  other  House  where  one  Cooper  now  dweleth,  all  erected  and  built  upon 
the  Church  Yard  or  Grleabe  thereunto  belonging. 

“ Item.  One  Parcel  of  Meadow  ground  or  pasture  containing  Two  acres  or 
thereabouts,  now  converted  into  a public  Garden  with  a House  thereon  built 
and  Three  other  gardens  ;-and  all  other  Dues  usually  belonging  to  anv  Vica- 
nd«e-  (^gned)  “Tho.  Lewis,  Vicar.

“Tho.  Cator,  j Wardens.”

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The  following  list  of  Vicars  has  been  compiled,  for  the  most 
part,  from  Sir  Thomas  Phillips’  edition  of  the  ‘ Wilts  Institutions.’ 
In  a few  instances  omissions  have  been  supplied  from  other  sources. 
Of  most  of  the  Vicars  we  know  little  more  than  their  names.

Richard  de  Kelveston;  presented  by  Gilbert  de  Middleton,  who  is 
called  ‘ Firmarius  Fcclesice  de  Bradeford.’  [For  the  meaning 
of  this  term  see  above  p.  64.] 

Richard  de  Merschton  ; presented  by  Robert  de  Worth,  who  in  1320 
became  the  Lessee  of  the  Rectorial  Tithes  under  the  Abbess  of 
Shaftesbury,  and,  as  such,  presented  to  the  living. 

Robert  Alisander;  presented  by  the  same  patron. 

John  Gille;  presented  by  the  same  patron. 

William  Botelee.  This  name  is  not  included  in  the  list  of  Yicars,  but 
in  the  following  entry  the  fact  of  his  Incumbency  is  implied. 

John  Havvle  alias  King;  presented  by  the  Abbess  of  Shaftesbury  on 
the  resignation  of  William  Boteler.  [All  the  other  Yicars, 
up  to  the  time  of  the  Reformation,  were  presented  by  the 
same  Patron.] 

Thomas  Swaffam.  He  was  Rector  of  Patney,  in  the  patronage  of  the 
Bishop  of  Winchester,  and  exchanged  with  John  Havyle. 

Henry  Gaveler. 

Robert  Carpenter;*  this  name  is  not  in  the  Wiltshire  Institutions,  but 
the  following  entry  presumes  the  fact  of  his  Incumbency. 

John  Paler;  presented  on  the  resignation  of  Robert  Carpenter. 

John  Frankeleyn;  on  death  of  J.  Paler. 

Thomas  Shortbrygge;  on  the  resignation  of  John  Frankeleyn. 

Simon  Elvyngton;  by  exchange  with  Thomas  Shortbrygge. 

John  Bostoke. 

William  Brydde  or  Byrde;  attainted  of  high  treason,  and  deprived  of 
the  living.  (See  above  p.  40.) 

Thomas  Morley;  presented  by  the  King  (Henry  VIII.).  He  was  Suf- 
fragan Bishop  of  Marlborough,  and,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  26  Henry  VIII.  f c.  xiv.  held  also  the  living  of 
East  Fittleton.  He  was  consecrated  in  1537.  In  Dr.  Pegge’sJ 


* Sir  Thomas  Phillips  gives  this  ‘ Institution’  thus, — “ 1429.  Robert  Lokyngton  by  exchange  with 
H.  Gaveler — probably  referring  to  the  same  person,  e.g. — “ R.  Carpenter  of  Lokyngton,” — as 
he  came  from  a place  so  called. 

t The  act  was  entitled  “ An  Act  for  nominating  and  consecration  of  Suffragans  within  the  Realm.” 
They  were  to  exercise  such  jurisdiction  as  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  should  entrust  to  them,  the 
term  of  their  commission  depending  on  his  will.  The  object  of  this  Institution, — (which,  by  the  way, 
was  not  new  in  England,  such  Bishops  having  been  appointed  in  this  country  as  early  as  a.d.  1325,)— 
was  for  * the  more  speedy  administration  of  the  Sacraments  and  other  good,  wholesome,  and  devout 
things  and  laudable  ceremonies,  to  the  increase  of  God’s  honor  and  the  commodity  of  good  and  de- 
vout people.’

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list  of  Suffragan  Bishops  he  is  called  Thomas  Bickley  alias 
Morley.  He  was  instituted  to  the  livings  of  Bradford  and 
East  Fittleton  on  the  same  day,  (28  Sept.  1540). 

1553  (?).  Thomas  Thackham.  Appointed  by  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Bristol. 

This  Institution  is  not  entered  in  the  Sarum  Registers,  but 
the  probable  date  of  it  is  supplied  by  the  decease  of  Bishop 
Morley,  which  took  place  in  1553.  In  1572  Thomas  Thack- 
ham  held  St.  Mary’s,  "VVilton;  and  in  1573  became  also  Rector 
of  Hilperton.  This  Yicar  died  at  Bristol — (of  which  he 
became  a Prebendary  in  1590) — Sept.  23,  1592,  and  was,  a 
few  days  afterwards,  buried  there.  (Reg.  Bur.) 

1592.  Thomas  Reade.  Presented  by  ‘John  Lacy’ who  obtained  the  patronage 
by  grant  from  ‘Robert  Costlyn,’  executor  to  Matthew  Morrant, 
Gentleman,  the  grantee  from  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Bris- 
tol.* This  Vicar  died  at  Bradford  and  was  buried  there 
March  22,  1634.  (Reg.  Bur.) 

1634.  Nathanael  Wilkinson.  Presented  by  William  Porrett,  Clerk,  of  Swell, 
Co.  Somerset,  and  Edward  Cradock,  of  Fordington,  Co.  So- 
merset, by  virtue  of  a deed  of  assignment  made  by  Edith, 
relict  of  John  Wilkinson,  Prebendary  of  Bristol.  [In  a deed, 
alluded  to  in  a previous  page  (88),  in  the  possession  of  the 
Dean  and  Chapter  of  Bristol,  it  is  said, — “There  is  no  Incum- 
bent at  Bradford  att  present.”  (1649.) — The  name,  however, 
of  ‘Nathanael  Wilkinson’  appears  as  ‘Vicar’  on  a Subsidy 
Roll  for  1642.  In  the  ‘ Sarum  Registers  ’ the  following  Vicar, 
‘Thomas  Lewis,’  is  said  to  have  succeeded  to  the  living  by 
the  decease  (per  mortem ) of  ‘Nathanael  Wilkinson.’  It 
would  seem,  therefore,  either  that  this  Vicar  had  been  dis- 
placed, or  that,  dying  before  1649,  his  place  had  not  been  at 
once  filled  up.  The  ‘Bishop’s  Registers’  would  not  acknow- 
ledge of  course  the  right  of  an  intruder  to  the  living,  and  there- 
fore, even  if  Nathanael  Wilkinson  had  been  dead  some  years, 
would  nevertheless, on  the  next  legal  institution  to  the  Vicarage, 
speak  of  it  as  void  through  his  decease.  I have  searched  in 
vain  to  ascertain  the  facts  of  the  case,  and  especially  whether, 
in  the  event  of  the  ejection  of  this  Vicar  by  ‘The  Tryers,’ — 
(who  were  in  our  neighbourhood  in  1648-49,) — another  was 
appointed  to  supply  his  place.  We  can  glean  nothing  from 
our  Parochial  Registers,  which  are  sadly  defective  between 
1645  and  1660;— indeed,  for  the  greater  portion  of  that  time 
there  are  none  at  all.  Moreover,  the  Lansdowne  MS.  No. 
459,  which  gives  an  account  of  Church  Livings  in  Wiltshire 
(1654)  does  not  allude  at  all  to  Bradford.] 

1660.  Thomas  Lewis;  presented  by  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Bristol.  De- 

* In  earlier  times  the  Lessee  of  the  Great  Tithes,  under  the  Dean  and  Chapter,  seems  also  to  have 
had  the  privilege  of  presenting  to  the  living ; at  aU  events,  the  Patrons  seem  to  have  disposed  of  this, 
as  well  as  of  other  parts  of  the  emoluments  and  privileges,  from  time  to  time,  to  various  persons. 
Since  the  Restoration,  in  1660,  the  Dean  and  Chapter  have  always  retained  in  their  own  hands  the 
right  of  presenting  to  the  living. 
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ceased  December  1710;  buried  at  Bradford.  (Reg.Bur.)  [Prom 
this  time  the  presentations  were  uniformlymade  by  the  Patrons 
themselves.] 

1710.  John  Rogers,  M.A.;  through  the  efforts  of  this  Vicar,  a School  was,  in 
January  171 2,  opened  for  his  poorer  Parishioners.  Three  years 
afterwards,  by  means  of  contributions  from  himself  and  others, 
and  a grant  of  an  old  building,  then  called  the  1 Skull  House,' 
(of  which  we  shall  presently  give  a more  particular  account) 
the  school  was  placed  on  a permanent  footing.  For  many 
j^ears  before  this  time  (1715)  there  seems  to  have  been  no  such 
provision  for  the  education  of  the  children  of  the  poor.  See 
above  p.  44. 

1754.  Walter  Chapman,  D.D.  Prebendary  of  Bristol,  (1740)  and  Master  of  St. 

John’s  Hospital,  Bath.  His  father,  WalterChapman,  wasMayor 
of  Bath  in  1726.  His  brother  John  was  subsequently  elected 
Mayor  of  Bath  seven  times;  another  brother  was  in  1716 
Rector  of  W alcot.  He  was  not  only  a cotemporary  and  fellow 
coRegian,  but  on  terms  of  close  intimacy  with  Dr.  Samuel 
Johnson,  Shenstone,  and  other  literary  characters.  He  was 
distinguished  for  his  attainments  as  a scholar  and  for  his 
eloquence  as  a pr.eacher.  He  died  at  Shirehampton  April  25, 
1791,  at  the  age  of  80  years. 

1791.  John  Aylmer,  M.A.;  second  son  of  the  second  Baron  Aylmer,  appointed 
Prebendary  of  Bristol  September,  1750;  died  at  Lower  College 
Green,  Bristol,  16  November,  1793. 

1793.  Frederic  William  Blomberg,  D.D.;  a member  of  a family  long  at- 
tached to  the  Court,  and  educated  in  intimate  association  with 
the  children  of  George  III.  Early  in  life  he  was  appointed  Chap- 
lain and  Secretary  to  the  Prince  of  W ales  (afterwards  George 
IV.)  and  was  instituted  to  the  Rectory  of  Shepton  Mallet  in 
1787.  In  1790  he  became  a Prebendary  of  Bristol,  and  re- 
ceived the  living  of  Bradford  from  the  Dean  and  Chapter  in 
1793.  In  the  year  1808  he  was  appointed  Clerk,  of  the  Closet 
to  the  Prince  of  Wales,  and  shortly  afterwards  was  nominated 
a Prebendary  of  Westminster.  He  subsequently  received  the 
Vicarage  of  Banwell  from  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Bristol. 
On  the  death  of  the  Rev.  E.  Bowles,  he  was  appointed  to 
Bradford  a second  time.  He  became  in  1 822  a Canon  of  St. 
Paul’s,  and  in  1835  received  from  that  Cathedral  the  valuable 
living  of  St.  Giles’,  Cripplegate,  in  the  Vicarage  House  of 
which  he  died  March  23,  1847.  He  was  celebrated  as  a 
musician,  and  especially  as  a violincello  player. 

1799.  Francis  Randolph,  D.D.  Prebendary  of  Bristol; — afterwards  Vicar 
of  Banwell. 

1804.  Edward  Bowles,  M.A.;  previously,  Minor  Canon  of  Bristol. 

1808.  Frederic  William  Blomberg,  D.D. ; appointed  a second  time. 

1835.  Henry  Harvey,  M.  A.  Tutor  to  H.R.H.  the  present  Duke  of  Cambridge, 
Canon  of  Bristol.  In  1850  he  was  appointed  Vicar  of  Olveston 
in  Gloucestershire,  where  he  died  November  20,  1854. 
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1851.  William:  Henry  Jones,  M.A.

2 Silver  Patines, — both  marked  J.F.  1764,  one  weighing  6.10,  the  other  9.11. 

1 Perforated  Ladle,  Silver, — marked  1764. 

1 Silver  Alms  Dish, — marked  34.15,  and  bearing  the  following  Inscription: 

“From  an  humble  and  grateful  sense  of  the  many  and  exceeding  great  bless- 
ings, it  hath  pleased  the  God  and  Father  of  all  mercies  to  bestow  on  his  unworthy 
servant,  John  Ferret;  this  Salver,  with  a Flagon,  two  Cups  and  Patines;  a 
yearly  supply  of  Bibles,  Common  Prayers,  and  other  religious  books  for  ever; — 
the  Painted  Glass  in  the  East  and  South  Windows  of  this  Church  and  other 
benefactions  were  given  to  the  Town  and  Parish  of  Bradford,  Wiltshire,  by  him 
who  was  born  there,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  1702.” 

Church  and  Parish  Registers.  The  Church  Registers  com- 
mence in  the  year  1579.  Those  of  Baptisms  are  perfect  up  to  the 
year  1648, — from  that  time  till  1661  they  are  wanting ; — from 
1661  to  the  present  date  they  have  been  regularly  kept. — Those  of 
Marriages  extend  from  1579  to  1653,  though  for  the  last  three 
years  they  are  very  defective; — from  1653  to  1661  there  are  none; 

from  that  date  they  are  in  good  preservation. — Those  of  Burials 
are  imperfect  from  1642  to  1647,  and  from  that  date  to  1661  they 
are  missing;  in  other  respects  they  are  well  kept.  The  entries  for 
the  most  part  seem  to  have  been  made  by  the  Vicar,  or  Minister, 
for  the  time  being.  In  some  parts  they  have  been  however  evi- 
dently kept  by  a less  educated  person,  possibly  by  the  Sexton  or 
Parish  Clerk. 

The  Parish  Chest  contains  little  either  of  antiquity  or  of  interest. 
I have  met  with  no  documents  in  it  of  an  earlier  date  than  the 
middle  of  the  17th  century.  They  consist  chiefly  of  apprentice 
indentures,— orders  for  removal,— certificates  brought  by  ‘stran- 
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gers’  who  wished  to  settle  in  Bradford  from  the  authorities  of  the 
Parish  to  which  they  belonged, — bonds  of  indemnity  given  by 
employers  to  save  the  inhabitants  harmless  in  the  event  of  any  of 
the  non-parochial  artizans  becoming  chargeable  to  Bradford.  The 
earliest  Yestry  Book  in  the  Parish  Chest  dates  only  from  1725,  and 
a volume  containing  the  proceedings  for  some  years  previously  to 
1836  is  missing.  I am  in  possession  of  some  extracts  made  from 
this  Yestry  Book  not  many  years  ago,  so  that  I am  in  hopes  it  may 
yet  be  found  and  restored  to  the  Parish  Chest. 

The  Yestry  Book  (1725)  to  which  I have  alluded  as  the  oldest 
known  for  a certainty  to  be  in  existence,  has  the  following  inscrip- 
tion on  the  first  page,  which,  it  is  possible,  may  imply,  that  previous 
Churchwardens  had  not  guarded,  or  handed  down  the  Parish  Re- 
cords, with  sufficient  care. 

“Edward  Burkham  and  Edward  Young,  Churchwardens  of  Bradford  in  the 
County  of  Wiltes.  A0.  Dom.  1725. 

“May  this  Book  he  transmitted  with  care,  successively,  from  one  Church- 
warden to  another,  under  the  rewards  of  such  blessings  as  are  promised  to  good 
men.” 

There  are  very  few  entries  in  this  or  any  other  Yestry  Minute 
Book  that  are  worth  transcribing.  They  contain,  for  the  most 
part,  simply  a statement  of  the  Income  and  Expenditure  for  the  re- 
pairs of  the  Church,  &c.,  from  year  to  year.  Amongst  the  last  are 
commonly  included  the  money  paid  for  ‘ foxes,’ — ‘ martin  catts,’ — 
hedgehogs, — weasels, — and  sparrows; — as  lately  as  40  years  ago 
one  halfpenny  was  allowed  for  every  sparrow  destroyed,  and  the 
amount  so  expended  duly  entered  in  the  ‘Church  Book.’  From 
the  same  record  we  learn  that  in  1729  the  Organ  was  erected  at 
the  expense  of  the  Parish,— that  in  the  following  year,  the  Nave 
was  ceiled,  and  a new  window  inserted  on  the  south  side  of  the 
Church;  that  in  1731  a ‘Dial’  was  placed  on  the  Porch,  and  an 
‘Hour-glass'  purchased.  In  1732  there  is  an  entry  which  proves 
that  the  position  in  which  the  pulpit  stood  till  quite  recently,  viz., 
against  the  centre  of  the  south  wall  of  the  Nave,  was  itself  but  one 
of  modern  adoption Ordered  that  the  Churchwardens  do  set 
back  the  old  Gallery  and  put  some  ornament  on  the  pillar  that 
supports  the  pulpit.”— Three  years  afterwards,  in  1735,  we  have  the 
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present  peal  of  eight  bells  completed,  and,  in  1737,  the  Tower 
Chimes  erected  at  a cost  of  £27. 

There  is  also  contained  in  this  same  record  an  account  of  pews 
and  sittings  occupied  from  time  to  time  by  divers  persons  in  the 
Church.  In  former  days  each  parishioner,  on  having  a sitting  as- 
signed to  him,  seems  to  have  paid  the  Churchwardens  one  shilling, 
and  his  name  was  forthwith  entered  in  the  Church  Book  as  the 
person  entitled  to  that  particular  place  in  the  Church.  There  is, 
according  to  the  records  of  the  Registrar’s  Office  at  Salisbury,  but 
one  ‘Faculty  Pew ’ in  the  Parish  Church.  This  is  the  one  at  the 
east  end  of  the  North  Gallery,  which  was  built  by  John  Thresher, 
Esq.  about  the  year  1730.  By  faculty  granted  to  Benjamin  Hob- 
house,  Esq.  of  Hartham  House  in  the  parish  of  Corsham,  March 
26,  1797,  the  seat  in  question  was  secured  for  ever  ‘to  the  present 
owner,  and  to  the  future  owner  of  the  Mansion  House  called 
the  Chantry  House,  and  the  occupiers  thereof  for  the  time  being.’ 

Ancient  Paintings  and  Inscriptions.  Many  traces  of  these 
have  been  found  on  the  walls  of  the  Church,  on  removing  the 
whitewash  accumulated  over  them.  We  have  already  alluded  to 
some  of  them  Traces  of  colour  are  very  discernible  in  various  parts 
of  the  Aisle;  the  Reredos  of  the  Altar,  already  described,  was 
evidently  at  one  time  beautifully  illuminated.  On  the  same  wall, 
more  towards  the  east,  are  still  to  be  seen  two  Inscriptions  in  Black 
Letter,  the  one  relating  to  the  Sacrament  of  ‘Baptism,’  the  other  to 
that  of  the  ‘Lord’s  Supper.’  The  former  is  so  imperfect,  that  it  is 
only  by  conjecture  that  we  could  attempt  to  give  it  in  its  original 
form.  The  latter  is  tolerably  perfect,  and  is  as  follows  : —

These  two  inscriptions,  judging  from  the  form  of  the  letters  and 
the  general  style  of  ornament,  can  hardly  he  of  an  earlier  date  than 
that  of  James  I.  In  the  vacant  space  above  there  is,  in  the  origi- 
nal, some  ornamental  scroll-work;  and,  in  the  second  of  the  lower 
compartments,  the  representation  of  a ‘loaf  of  bread.’ 

Monumental  Memorials. 

Effigies.  We  have  already  spoken  of  two  recumbent  stone 
figures  within  the  recessed  tombs  in  the  Chancel.  About  twenty - 
five  years  ago  in  carrying  out  some  alterations  in  the  North  Aisle 
another  effigy  was  discovered,  which  had  been,  at  some  previous 
time,  removed  from  its  original  place  and  used  for  part  of  the  paving 
of  the  Aisle,  the  face  of  the  figure  having  been  placed  down- 
wards. It  is  now  placed  in  the  Chancel.  It  is  a female  figure,  in 
a sort  of  bas-relief,  with  the  hands  joined  together  on  the  breast,  as 
though  in  the  act  of  prayer.  The  hair  seems  to  be  braided  in  a 
plait  on  each  side  the  forehead;  though  from  age,  and  rough  usage, 
the  stone  is  so  worn  as  to  prevent  a very  accurate  description  of 
those  details  from  which  its  date  might  he  ascertained.  It  belongs 
probably  to  the  latter  part  of  the  14th  century,  but  in  memory  of 
whom  it  was  at  the  first  placed  in  the  Church  we  are  altogether 
ignorant. 

Brasses.  There  are  two  Monumental  Brasses, — one  to  the  memory 
of  ‘ Thomas  Horton  and  Mary  his  wife,’ — and  another  to  the 
memory  of  ‘ Ann,  wife  of  Gifford  Long.’ 

The  former  is  near  the  east  end  of  the  North  Aisle.  It  consists  of 
of  a large  black  slab  of  stone  inlaid  in  several  places  with  brass.  In 
the  centre  are  two  figures,  about  13  inches  in  length,  one  male,  and 
the  other  female ;— the  husband  is  habited  in  the  Merchant’s  costume 
the  beginning  of  the  sixteenth  century,  the  wife  has  the  kennel,  or 
triangular  forehead  dress,  of  the  same  period.  There  is  a scroll  above 
each  of  them,— the  one  inscribed  ‘ gattCta  CftlUtaS  SlltUS  HBfUS,’ 
—the  other  ‘JHtgerm  flobtS.'  Underneath  is  the  following 
inscription : —

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There  is  also  remaining  the  ‘Merchant’s  Mark/  of  which  we 
gave  an  engraving  (p.  39),  and  which  does  not  look  unlike  the 
outline  of  a cross  bow,  which  formed  part  of  the  armorial  bearings 
of  the  Horton  family.  One  piece  of  brass  which  is  said  to  have 
contained  a figure  of  our  Blessed  Lord  on  the  cross,  together  with 
another  figure  traditionally  deemed  to  have  been  that  of  St.  Peter, 
— (from  the  circumstance  of  ‘a  cock’  having  been  engraved  close  to 
it,) — measuring  about  4 inches  by  6,  was  wrenched  off  and  taken 
away,  shortly  after  the  stone  was  placed  in  its  present  position. 
At  each  of  the  four  corners  of  the  slab  there  would  seem  to  have 
been  small  inlaid  pieces  of  brass;  two  of  them  are  at  present  con- 
cealed from  view  by  the  pewing, — another  has  been  removed, — the 
fourth  has  the  inscription  ‘ ILc/Qg  ftMpcA 

The  second  Brass  is  interesting  as  rather  a late  example  of  this 


1 I have  already  spoken  of  the  difficulties  of  reconciling  the  various  statements 
concerning  the  Founder  and  Chantry  Priest  of  this  Chantry.  My  remarks  in 
the  note  (p.  39),  will  be  better  understood  from  the  annexed  copy  of  the  principal 
portions  of  the  ‘Horton  Pedigree’  from  the  Visitation  of  1623  (Hail  MS.  No. 
1443.  fol.  189).  The  initials  ‘T.H.’  over  the  Tower  door  at  Westwood  Church, 
and  till  a few  years  ago  on  a part  of  the  panelled  roof  in  the  North  Aisle,  are 
perhaps  those  of  the  ‘Thomas  Horton,  of  Iford,’  who,  as  the  pedigree  shews, 
died  1549.

* The  Founder  of  the  Chantry  (?)  + The  Chantry  Priest  in  1535  (?) 
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kind  of  monumental  memorial.  It  contains  a female  figure  a little 
more  than  three  feet  in  length,  habited  in  the  well  known  costume 
of  the  time  of  Elizabeth,  with  the  large  ruff,  and  high  head-dress. 
Underneath  is  the  following  inscription : — 

“Here  lyeth  btjryed  the  body  oe  Anne  lately  sole  davghter  and 
heire  oe  John  Yewe  oe  Bradeorde  in  the  Coynty  oe  Wiltes,  Gent, 

AND  WIEE  OF  GyEEORD  LoNGE,  GeNT,  WHO  HAD  ISSUE  BY  HER  ANNE  AND 
Catheryn  their  dayghters.  She  dyed  the  xxvith  oe  march  1601. 
Whose  knowne  good  lyee  sheweth  that  God  hath  taken  her  sowle 

TO  HIS  MERCYE.” 

At  each  of  the  four  corners  of  the  slab  are  shields  containing  the 
arms  of  ‘Long  of  Monkton,’ — ‘Sable,  a lion  passant  argent,  on  a 
chief  of  the  second,  three  cross  cross  lets  of  the  first.' 

Of  their  two  daughters  Anne  and  Catherine,  the  one  was  bap- 
tised in  the  Parish  Church  in  1598,'  and  the  other  in  1601.  The 
former  became,  in  1630,  the  wife  of  William  Bromwich. 

Gyfford  Long  served  the  office  of  Sheriff  of  Wilts  in  the  year 
1624.  By  a second  wife,  Amy,  relict  of  Bobert  Wingatt  of  Biscott, 
Co.  Beds,  and  daughter  of  John  Warre  of  Hestercombe,  Co.  Somer- 
set, he  left  several  children.1 


Mitral  Tablets,  &c.8 

The  walls  of  the  Church  exhibit  a considerable  number  of 
memorials,  some  of  them  being  good  specimens  of  modern  sculp-

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ture.  The  principal  persons  and  families  commemorated  on  them, 
as  well  as  on  several  flat  stones  within  the  Church,  are  as  follows. 
For  convenience  of  reference  the  names  are  placed  in  alphabetical 
order. 

Baiiy,  William;  (d.  25  March,  1712.)  A large  panelled  tomb  in  the  North 
Aisle  inscribed  ‘ This  buryal  place  and  tombe  was  erected  by  William  Baiiy 
of  this  Towne,  Mercer,  An.  1695.’ 

In  front  of  it  the  crest  of  Baiiy, — (A  horse’s  head  sable) — is 
placed  over  the  arms  of  the  Guild  of  Mercers,  viz., — ‘ Gules,  a demi- 
virgin  proper,  full  faced,  crotcned  with  an  eastern  crown,  or.’ 

Bailey,  Edward,  of  Ashley;  (d.  18  Oct.  1760), — and  Ann,  his  wife,  (d.  Dec. 
29,  1759)  daughter  of  William  Harding  of  Broughton.  Gifford: — also,  their 
daughters, — Ann,  (d.  Nov.  8,  1758)  wife  of  the  Rev.  John  Lewis  of  Whaddon, 
and  Margaret,  (d.  May  30,  1796)  wife  of  William  Fisher, — also  Edward, 
son  of  the  last-named  William  and  Margaret  Fisher,  (d.  April  5,  1761.) 

The  present  representative  of  this  family  is  the  Rev.  R.  B. 
Fisher,  of  Basildon,  Berks,  to  whom  the  estate  at  Ashley  still 
belongs. 

Bailward,  Mrs.  Ann,  (d.  July  25,  1788).  Samuel,  her  son,  of  Horsington, 
Co.  Somerset,  (d.  April  9,  1800)  and  his  wife,  Anna  Maria,  only  child  of 
William  Stevens,  of  Frankley  House  (d.  May  21,  1837).  Henry  Methuen, 
son  of  the  two  last-named,  of  the  Royal  Navy  (d.  July  1,  1812),  and  Mary 
Ann,  their  eldest  daughter  (d.  Aug.  18,  1825). 

Arms  on  the  monument. — Or,  a chevron  between  three  bees  volant 
in  chief,  and  three  torteaux  in  base,  gules — for  Bailward; — on  an 
escutcheon  of  pretence,  Or,  on  a chevron  between  three  demi-lions 
rampant  gules,  three  cross  crosslets  argent ; — Stevens.  Crest.  A 
bull’s  head  erased.  The  same  arms,  in  the  Widow’s  Lozenge,  are 
on  a hatchment  near  this  monument. 

Baskerville  John;  Magistrate  and  Deputy  Lieutenant  for  Wilts  (d.  March 
15,  1800);  and  Hester,  his  wife  (d.  Dec.  6,  1819);  also  Joseph,  their  second 
son  (d.  Oct.  7,  1812). 

Arms.  Argent,  a chevron  gules,  between  three  hurts ; — Basker- 
ville; impaling, — Or,  a cross  quarterly  counter  changed  gules  and 
sable,  in  the  dexter  chief  quarter  an  eagle  displayed,  of  the  third; — 
W ebb.  Crest.  A wolf’s  head  erased  or,  holding  in  its  mouth  a broken 
spear,  staff  or,  head  argent,  imbrued  gules. 

Baskerville  John,  eldest  son  of  the  above  ‘John’  and  ‘Hester,’  of  Woolley 
(d.  Dec.  20,  1837.)  ’ 


Arms  and  crest  of  ‘Baskerville,’  as  before.

Bethell  George;  a Magistrate  for  the  County  of  Wilts,  (d.  March  26,  1795): 
and  Sarah,  his  "wife  (d.  Jan.  7,  1777);  also  Elizabeth,  their  daughter  (died 
in  infancy). 

Bethell  James;  of  Lady  Down  (d.  April  24,  1831),  and  Elizabeth,  his  wife 
(d.  Feb.  7,  1820); — also  Samuel,  their  second  son  (d.  Feb.  7,  1831). 

It  is  with  tins  latter  family  that  Sir  Bichard  Bethell,  late 
Attorney-General,  is  connected ; he  being  the  son  of  Dr.  Bethell — 
(a  brother  of  the  above-named  ‘James  Bethell’) — formerly  of 
Bradford  and  afterwards  of  Bristol. 

Bowles,  The  Rev.  Edward;  Vicar  of  Bradford  from  1804-1808  (d.  Feb,  1, 
1808).  This  Tablet  is  close  to  the  western  extremity  of  the  North  Aisle. 
Browne,  Walter  (d.  Aug.  1,  1796).  An  oval  Tablet  at  the  south-eastern 
angle  of  the  Nave. 

Bush,  Thomas;  a Magistrate  for  Wilts  and  High  Sheriff  in  the  year  1801;  (d. 
Nov.  20,  1809,)  and  Mart,  his  wife,  (d.  Jan.  16,  1824). 

Arms.  Azure,  a wolf  salient  argent,  collared  and  chained  or,  in  chief 
three  crosses  pattee  fitchee  of  the  second.  Crest.  A goat’s  head  argent, 
attired  sable. 

Cam,  Samuel,  of  Chantry  House ; a Magistrate  for  the  County  of  Wilts,  (d. 
Nov.  7,  1792).  His  first  wife,  Elizabeth,  together  with  ten  children,  and  a 
daughter,  Elizabeth,  by  his  second  wife,  Mart,  are  buried  in  the  same 
grave. 

One  of  his  co-heirs,  Maria  Theresa,  a daughter  by  his  first  wife, 
married  Isaac  Hillier,  and,  by  him,  had  several  children.  The  other 
co-heir,  Charlotte,  a daughter  by  his  second  wife,  married  Benjamin 
Hobhouse,  Barrister-at-Law,  afterwards  created  a Baronet,  and  her 
son,  succeeding  to  the  title  as  Sir  John  Cam  Hobhouse,  Bart.,  was, 
in  the  year  1851,  created  Baron  Broughton,  of  Broughton  de  Gyf- 
ford,  Co.  Wilts. 

Clhtterbhck,  Daniel  (d.  April  16,  1769). 

Arms.  Azure,  a lion  rampant,  and  in  chief,  three  escallops  argent. 

Clhtterbhck,  Daniel;  son  of  the  above,  of  Bradford  Leigh,  (d.  17  June, 
1821),  and  Elizabeth,  his  wife,  (d.  28  April,  1826). 

Arms.  Clutterbuck  as  before,  quartering, — ‘ Or  a cross  quarterly 
counterchanged  gules  and  sable,  in  the  dexter  chief  quarter  an  eagle  dis- 
played of  the  third,’— W ebb  ; and  impaling,  ‘ Per  bend  sinister  ermine 
and  ermines,  a lion  rampant  or.’ — Edwards.  Crest  on  monument, 
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apparently,  a dog,  but  it  has  been  defaced.  The  usual  crest  of  Clut- 
terbuck  is, — a buck  statant  argent,  [or  sejeant ] between  two  laurel 
branches,  proper. 

Compton,  Dennis.  On  a black  marble  slab  in  the  Chancel  floor,  on  the  south 
side  of  the  altar,  is  the  following  inscription:  “Here  lyeth  ye  body  of  Dennis 
Compton  Junr.,  son  of  Walter  Compton  Eq16  of  Hartpury,  who  departed  this 
lifeye  16  May,  1714.  He  was  Dame  Mary  Steward  brother.”  [See ‘Steward’ 
below.] 

Arms.  Sable,  a lion  passant  gardant  or,  between  three  esquires  hel- 
mets argent,  garnished  of  the  second,  with  a crescent  for  a difference. 

This  is  the  coat  of  the  ennobled  family  of  Compton.  The  Comp- 
tons of  Hartpury  bear  different  arms,  in  fact,  those  of  Compton 
of  Wilts  and  Gloucestershire,  viz., — Argent,  a fess  nebulee  gules,  on 
a chief  of  the  last,  (sometimes  in  chief)  a helmet  between  two  lions’ 
heads  erased  or. 

Cottle,  Edward;  of  Bradford  Leigh,  (d.  Feb.  14,  1718),  and  Ann,  his  wife, 
(d.  March  13,  1728),  and  two  of  their  sons,  &c. 

Arms.  Or,  a bend  gules. 

This  is  the  same  coat  which  Aubrey  gives  to  ‘Cotele,’  who,  he 
says,  ‘had  large  possessions  at  Atford.’  The  name  is  preserved 
in  ‘ Cottles,’  or,  as  it  was  formerly  called, — Cotels  Atteward’ — or 
1 Coteles  Atteworth.’ 

Cured,  Qucerina,  (sic),  wife  of  John  Curil,  (d.  28  April,  1678),  and  Walter, 
son  of  the  same,  (d.  30  April,  1677). 

This  is  on  a plain  slab  of  black  marble  in  the  floor  of  the  Chan- 
cel. John  Curil  was  the  founder  of  one  of  the  most  extensive  of  the 
parochial  charities,  and  served  the  office  of  High  Sheriff  in  1699. 
Davis,  Robert,  Surgeon,  of  Woolley  Hill,  (d.  May  3,  1790),  and  Susanna,  his 
wife,  (d.  Jan.  14,  1826),  and  several  of  their  children. 

Deverell,  John,  of  Frankley,  (d.  July  5,  1785),  and  Mary,  his  wife,  (d.  Jan. 
25,  1802).  Also  John,  their  son,  (d.  May  21,  1829),  together  with  his  wife 
and  two  of  their  children.  [A  large  marble  tablet  against  the  north  wall  in 
the  Have.] 

Ferrett,  J ohn  ; a benefactor,  in  many  ways,  to  the  Parish,  as  will  hereafter 
appear  in  the  account  of  ‘Charities.’  The  inscription  on  the  Tablet  contains 
the  invocation; — ‘ ‘ On  whose  soul  0 blessed  Lord  Ood  have  mercy,” — an  unusual 
one  towards  the  close  of  the  last  century,  (d.  May  12,  1770,  aged  68  years.) 
Gaiseord,  Caroline,  wife  of  William  Gaisford  of  Seend,  (d.  July  1,  1813). 
Jones.  A small  brass  with  the  following  inscription,  “Hie  sepnltus  est  Johannes 
Jones  de  Bradford,  nuper  Pharmacopola,  qui  obiit  sexto  die  Februarii  a d 
1709.” 

On  a hatchment  close  by  are  the  following  arms, — ‘ Argent , a lion 
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passant  sable,  on  a chief  of  the  second,  a ducal  coronet  or ; — Jones  ; 
impaling,  Sable,  a,  lion  rampant  within  an  orle  of  cross  crosslets  argent; 
— Long.  Crest.  Out  of  a ducal  coronet  or,  a demi-lion  sable. 

This  hatchment  is  placed  over  the  grave-stone  of  Daniel  Jones, 
Esq.,  of  Frankley  House,  who  married  Ellen,  daughter  of  Diehard 
Long,  Esq,,  of  Hood  Ashton,  great  grandfather  of  the  present 
Walter  Long,  Esq.,  M.P.  for  North  Wilts.  Mr.  Jones  died  in 
1772,  leaving  an  only  son,  Daniel  Jones,  who,  by  the  will  of  the 
late  Walter  Long,  Esq.,  of  Bath,  took  the  name  of  Long  in  addi- 
tion to  Jones,  and  the  arms  of  Long,  of  Monkton,  only.  Mr.  Jones 
Long  died  without  issue  in  1827. 

Methuen,  Anthony,  second,  son  of  Paul  Methuen  of  Bradford,  descended  from 
the  very  ancient  family  of  Methuen  in  the  kingdom  of  Scotland, — ( antiquis- 
simo  stemmate  de  Methuen  in  regno  Scotios.) — (d.  May  10,  1717),  and  Ger- 
trude, his  wife,  daughter  and  coheir  of  Thomas  Moore  of  Spargrove,  in 
Somerset,  by  Elizabeth,  eldest  daughter  of  Sir  John  Bampfylde,  Bart.,  of 
Poltimore,  in  Devon,  (d.  July  20,  1699). — Thomas,  only  son  of  the  above 
Anthony  and  Gertrude,  (d.  Jan.  2,  1737),  and  Anne,  his  wife,  only  daughter 
of  Isaac  Selfe  of  Beanacre,  Wilts,  by  Penelope,  daughter  and  coheir  of  Charles, 
Baron  Lucas,  of  Shenfield,  Co,  Essex,  (d.  May  15,  1733). 

The  monument,  which  is  a large  and  handsome  one  in  marble, 
executed  by  Rysbrack,  on  the  south  side  of  the  Chancel,  was  erected 
by  Paul,  only  son  and  heir  of  Thomas  and  Anne  Methuen.  There 
are  two  shields,  each  bearing  coats  of  arms,  the  one  referring  to  the 
former,  the  other  to  the  latter,  members  of  the  Methuen  family, 
above  commemorated. 

Shield  I.  Arms.  Argent,  three  wolves’  heads  erased,  proper,— 
Methuen,  and  on  an  escutcheon  of  pretence,  Argent,  two  bars  en- 
grailed azure,  between  nine  martlets  gules, — Moore. 

Shield  II.  Methuen,  as  before,  quartering  Moore  ; — impaling, 
First  and  fourth,  ermine  three  chevrons  gules,  Selee,  quartering, 
Argent,  a fess  between  six  annulets  gules, — Lucas. 

Renison,  John.  (d.  18  Eov.  1793.)  n 

Rogers,  Rev.  John;  Yicar  of  Bradford  for  43  years.  [See  above  p.  20.]  On 
the  monument  is  inscribed,  “Obey  them  that  have  the  rule  over  you,  &e. 
Heb.  xiii.  17.  (d.  April  20,  1754). 

Arms.  Azure,  a mullet  argent,  on  a chief  or,  a fleur  de  hs  gules. 
Crest.  A fleur  de  lis  gules. 

Rogers,  Susannah,  (d.  May  1,  1755,  aged  22  years) : inscribed,-  a truly  pious, 
virtuous  and  affectionate  good  wife. 

Arms ; on  a Lozenge, — Rogers,— as  before. 
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Shrapnel,  Henry,  Lieutenant-General,  Colonel  Commandant  of  the  sixth 
battalion  of  Artillery,  (d.  13  March,  1842). 

The  inventor  of  the  1 Shrapnel  Shell/  the  most  destructive  im- 
plement of  modern  warfare.  A large  slab  in  the  floor  of  the 
Chancel  near  the  south  door. 

Smith,  Francis,  Lieutenant-General;  Colonel  of  the  eleventh  Regiment  of 
Foot.  (d.  Nov.  7,  1791). 

Arms.  Azure,  two  bars  between  three  pheons,  or.  Crest.  Tivo  arms 
embowed  vested  azure,  cuff  or,  holding  in  the  hands  proper  a pheon  or. 
Steward,  Charles,  (d.  11  July,  1698.) 

This  is  a large  and  striking  marble  monument  on  the  north  side 
of  the  Chancel,  near  the  east  end.  It  contains  a full  length  figure, 
habited  in  the  well  known  costume  of  the  time  of  James  II.  Who 
‘Charles  Steward’  may  have  been  is  not  known,  but  tradition  says 
that  he  was  of  the  royal  line  of  ‘Steward,’  (or  ‘Stuart,’)  though 
this  may  have  arisen  from  the  fact  of  his  crest  being  a ‘ regal  crown.’ 
The  arms  borne  by  him  (as  described  below)  are  those  of  Steward  of 
Patteshull,  Co.  Northampton,  though  their  crest  is  different ; — indeed 
the  ‘ regal  crown  ’ is  not  given  in  the  books  of  reference  as  the  crest 
of  any  family  of  this  name.  He  lived  at  Cumberwell,  though  whe- 
ther as  owner  or  simply  occupier  is  uncertain.  He  married  ‘ Mary 
Compton,  of  the  ancient  family  of  that  name  at  Hartpury  in  Glou- 
cester ; the  arms  he  impales  on  his  shield  being  the  same  as  those 
borne  by  the  Marquis  of  Northampton:  though,  as  it  appears 
from  the  note  made  after  describing  the  arms  on  her  brother’s 
monument,  the  coat  of  ‘Compton  of  Hartpury’  is  quite  different  from 
the  one  here  impaled  with  ‘ Steward.’  A Latin  inscription  on  his 
monument  tells  us  that  his  death  was  in  consequence  of  injuries 
received,  in  the  first  instance,  by  a fall  from  a horse.  This  costly 
monument  was  erected  to  his  memory  by  his  widow,  a few  years 
after  his  decease. 

Arms.  Or,  a fe-sse  cheeky  argent  and  azure,  within  a border  ermine, 
for  Steward, — impaling,  Sable  a lion  passant  gardant  or  between  three 
esquires’  helmets  argent,  garnished  of  the  second,  for  Compton.  Crest. 
On  a wreath  or  and  azure,  a regal  crown  proper. 

Taunton,  Robert,  L.L.D.  (d.  17  July,  1797),  and  Frances,  his  wife,  (d.  25 
JNov.,  1819),  daughter  and  co-heiress  of  Leonard  Cropp,  of  Co.  Hants. 
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Taunton,  Frances,  second  daughter  of  the  above,  (d.  24  May,  1803) ; Eliza- 
beth Weeks,  their  eldest  daughter,  (d.  11  May,  1815) ; Richard  Hobbs, 

their  son,  Lieutenant  in  H.M.  22  Light  Dragoons,  (d.  19  May,  1819). 
Taunton,  John  Hearne,  another  son,  (d.  15  April,  1852). 

Thresher,  Edward,  (d.  18  Feb.,  1725);  John,  his  son,  (d.  17  Aug.  1741). 

Arms.  Argent,  a chevron  gules,  between  three  boars’  heads  erect  and 
couped;  Sable  issuing  from  the  mouth  of  each  a cross  crosslet  fitchee 
of  the  second;  Thresher; — impaling,  Sable,  a lion  rampant  within 
an  orle  of  cross  crosslets  argent ; between  two  flaunches,  ermine', — 
Long.  Crest.  A demi  buck  salient,  or. 

The  ‘ Thresher  monument  ’ is  a very  large  one  of  marble,  and 
covers  the  whole  of  a Norman  window  on  the  north  side  of  the 
Chancel.  It  was  erected  by  Ellen,  relict  of  John  Thresher.  Erom 
a long  Latin  inscription  we  learn,  that  Edward  Thresher  was  a 
successful  clothier  in  Bradford,  and  that  he  took  peculiar  interest 
in  the  well-being  of  the  town  and  neighbourhood.1  We  are  fur- 
ther informed  that  on  his  decease,  his  son,  John  Thresher,  who 
had  been  previously  educated  for  the  Bar,  in  which,  it  is  intimated, 
he  had  earned  some  distinction  for  himself,  came  to  reside  in  Brad- 
ford, and  giving  up  his  own  professional  pursuits,  carried  on  in 
this  town  those  commenced  by  his  father,  in  which  the  well- 
being of  others  no  less  than  of  himself  were  concerned.  He  resided 
at  Chantry  House.  He  was  the  ancestor,  on  the  female  side,  as 
the  subjoined  extracts  from  the  family  pedigrees  will  shew,2  of  two 
gentlemen  whose  names  are  familiar  to  us,  the  one  as  the  member 
for  our  County,  the  other  as  a resident  for  many  years  in  our  parish.

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Tldcombe,  Michael.  This  is  the  oldest  of  the  monuments  now  on  the  walls  of 
the  Church.  It  is  inscribed, — “ITeare  this  place  lyeth  the  body  of  M1'.  Michael! 
Tideombe  who  deceased  ye  26  day  of  July  An0.  Dom.  1662. 

“ ‘Tidcombvs  tvmvlo  jacet  hoe  Michaelis  in  alto, 

Sospes  dvm  clangit  bvccina,  ‘ Syrge,’  manet.’  ” 

It  also  records  the  decease  of  a daughter,  ‘Sabah,’  (d.  11  July,  1661). 

In  a previous  page  (47)  some  mention  has  been  made  of ‘Michael 
Tideombe.’  We  may  here  add  a few  supplementary  particulars. 
He  was  one  of  the  King’s  (Charles  I.)  Commissioners  for  raising 
money  in  Devizes,  of  which  town  he  was  elected  Mayor  in  1643,  and 
in  consequence  of  his  acting  in  this  capacity,  and  of  other  deeds 
clearly  shewing  his  Royalist  sympathies,  he  was,  when  the  Parlia- 
ment triumphed,  apprehended  by  the  Serjeant-at-Arms  ‘as  an 
offender  of  a very  high  nature.’  For  some  time  he  was  detained 
as  a prisoner  in  Ely  House.  His  petition  to  Parliament  for  pardon 
sets  forth  as  pleas,  inter  alia , the  fact  of  ‘his  estates  being  seques- 
tered, himself  and  wife  and  seven  children  unprovided  for,  and  his 
being  in  debt  at  least  £400.’  He  passed  the  latter  part  of  his  life 
in  retirement  in  this  Parish,  surviving  ‘the  Restoration’  by  about 
two  years.  He  married,  1626,  Susanna,  sister  and  one  of  the  co- 
heirs of  John  Blanchard,  of  Great  Ashley. 

Timbrell,  Thomas,  (d.  23  April,  1815),  and  Elizabeth,  Ms  wife,  fd.  8 March 
1805). 

Arms.  Quarterly  gules  and  argent,  in  the  first  and  fourth  quarters 
an  escallop  of  the  second.  Crest.  A lion’s  head  erased  quarterly  gules 
and  argent. 

Timbbell,,  Charles,  (d.  20  Aug.,  1821),  and  Ann,  his  wife,  fd.  29  Jan 
1831).  k ’’ 

Arms.  Timbrell,  as  before ; impaling,  Sable  a chevron  ermine, 
between  three  church  bells  argent; — Bell. 

Ttowell,  Humphrey,  (d.  22  Aug.,  1775),  and  Elizabeth,  his  wife,  (d.  7 June, 
1801).  He  ‘carried  on  an  extensive  manufactory  in  Bradford  for  fifty  years.’ 

This  monument  also  records  the  decease  of  several  of  their  children ; Eitz- 

Daniel  (d.  3 Dec.,  1747);— Thomas  (d.  24  May,  1769);— William  fd  25 
Dec.,  1774). 

Arms.  Azure,  three  garbs  or,  on  a chief  argent,  a boar’s  head 
erased  in  fess  sable,—  Tugwell  ; impaling,  Argent,  a lion  passant 
sable,  on  a chief  of  the  second  a ducal  coronet  or, — Jones. 
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Tugwell,.  Mawbey,  youngest  son  of  William  Tugwell,  (d.  13  May,  1815).  He 
was  married  to  Penelope,  fourth  daughter  of  Daniel  Clutterhuck,  of  Bradford 
Leigh. 

Arms.  Tug  well,  as  before,  impaling,  Cltjtterbuck,  as  before, 
(p.  27).  Crest.  A buck’s  head  erased  proper. 

Tugwell,  Geoege  Haywabb,  of  Crowe  Hall,  near  Bath,  (d.  19  Jan.,  1839), 
and  Sabah,  his  wife,  daughter  of  Daniel  Clutterhuck,  of  Bradford  Leigh, 
(d.  31  May,  1853). 

Arms.  Tugwell,  as  before ; quartering,  Argent,  on  a pale  sable, 
three  crescents  of  the  field, — Hayward  ; — impaling,  Cltjtterbuck 
quartering  Webb,  as  before.  [See  Clutterhuck.]  Crest,  as  before. 

Ttjgwell,  Thomas,  of  Woolley  House,  Bradford,  a Magistrate  and  Deputy 
Lieutenant  for  Wilts,  (d.  18  April,  1833),  buried  in  South  Wraxall  Church. 

Arms.  Tugwell  as  before;  impaling,  Sable,  a stag  statant  argent, 
attired  or,  within  a bordure  quarterly  ermine  and  erminois, — Jones. 
Crest,  as  before. 

Tugwell,  Elizabeth,  second  daughter  of  Mawbey  Tugwell,  (d.  Hoy.  9,  1822). 
Thomas,  only  son  of  Mawbey  Tugwell,  (d.  25  Dec.,  1840),  buried  at  St. 
John’s,  Westminster. 

Whatley,  Bichabd,  (d.  4 Hov.,  1782),  and  Eleanor,  his  wife,  (d.  10  Dec., 
1786),  and  several  of  their  children. 

Tebbuby,  Francis,  of  Belcomb  Brook,  (d.  28  April,  1778),  and  Mary,  Ms 
wife,  (d.  18  Sept.,  1775);  also  their  children,  'Fbancis,  (eldest  son)  drowned 
(8  Oct.,  1752); — Richard  (d.  Feb.  12,  1772); — John  William,  youngest 
son,  (d.  8 Oct.,  1824) ; — also  Hester,  wife  of  the  last  named  1 John  William,’ 
(d.  18  Hoy.,  1842). 

Arms.  Party  per  fess  or  and  argent,  a lion  rampant  azure, — Yer- 
bury  ; impaling,  Or,  on  a fesse  engrailed  between  three  nags’  heads 
erased  azure,  three  fieur  de  lis  of  the  field ; — Bailey.  Crest.  A lion’s 
head  erased,  per  fesse,  or  and  argent. 

On  sundry  flat  stones  within  the  Church,  are  the  following 
names,  not  yet  mentioned: — Burcomb, — Gale, — Lea, — Wood. 

Dole-Stone. — In  the  Churchyard,  opposite  the  south  door  of 
the  chancel  is  an  erection,  which,  at  first  sight,  looks  very  much 
like  an  altar  tomb.  It  is  about  two  feet  and  a half  high,  and 
the  ledger  stone  measures  about  seven  feet  in  length  and  three 
and  a half  feet  in  width.  Its  sides  are  ornamented  with  panel- 
work;  at  the  east  and  west  ends  there  is  a quatrefoil,  in  the 
middle  of  which  is  a Latin  cross  executed  in  rather  bold  relief. 

The  ornaments  and  general  character  of  the  work,  between  which 
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and  those  on  the  sides  and  shaft  of  the  font  there  is  a striking 
similarity,  would  indicate  them  both  as  the  work  of  the  latter  part 
of  the  15th  century,  and  possibly  the  productions  of  the  same 
hand.  An  inscription  in  the  Church  on  the  monument  of  Yicar 
Rogers,  which  is  fixed  just  above  the  Chancel  door,  would  seem  to 
point  out  this  stone  as  being  over  the  burying  place  of  that  Incumbent; 
and  there  were,  till  within  a recent  period,  two  white  marble  slabs  let 
into  the  north  side  of  it,  in  the  place  of  two  of  the  ornamental  panels, 
on  which  this  fact  was  recorded.  These  slabs  fell  out  and  are  now 
missing,  and  the  panels,  as  they  appear  on  the  north  side  of  the 
stone,  are  quite  plain.  The  tomb,  however,  if  such  it  be,  is  certainly 
older  than  the  middle  of  the  last  century,  and  by  no  means  such 
an  one  as  would  have  been  probably  erected  at  the  period  of 
Yicar  Rogers’s  decease  (1754).  We  venture  therefore  to  suggest, 
from  its  being  close  to  a door,  and  from  its  resemblance  to  many 
others  of  the  same  kind  in  Wilts,  (as  in  the  Church-yards  of  St.  Mary 
Devizes,  Potterne,  Bishops  Cannings,  Poulshot,  Edington,  &c.)  that 
it  may  have  been  originally  a ‘ Dole- Stone,’  that  is,  a stone  used  for 
the  distribution  of  alms,  or  doles,  to  the  poor.  When  it  was  no 
longer  employed  for  this  purpose,  the  plot  of  ground  under  it,  or 
it  may  be  rather  that  on  the  north  side  of  it,  was  used  as  a burial 
place  for  the  family  of  the  Yicar  already  alluded  to,  the  ornamental 
panels  on  that  side  having  been  removed  and  the  flat  marble  panels, 
with  an  inscription  upon  them,  inserted  in  their  place.  The  inscrip- 
tion is  said  to  have  been  little  more  than  a recital  of  the  names 
of  those  who  were  buried  at  that  spot,  together  with  the  dates  of 
their  decease. 

About  ten  years  ago  so  many  of  the  tombs  &c.,  in  the  Church- 
yard were  in  a state  of  decay,  that,  on  the  representatives  of  those 
who  were  buried  beneath  them,  neglecting,  after  due  notice  given, 
to  repair  them,  a considerable  number  were  removed.  On  those  that 
remain  many  of  the  inscriptions  are  illegible ; — from  others  the  metal 
plates,  on  which  they  were  formerly  engraven,  have  been  removed. 
The  principal  names  still  remaining,  exclusive  of  such  as  have  been 
already  mentioned,  are, — Bassett,  Baines,  Beverstock,  Budgett, 
Cayford,  Collar,  Coombs,  Day,  Earle,  Gregory,  Harris,  Helps,  Hendy, 
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Harvey,  Merrick,  Milsom,  Notton,  Palmer,  Pearce,  Porcli,  Spender, 
Stevens,  Strawbridge,  Tayler,  Townsend,  Webb,  Wilkins,  Wiltsbere. 

Of  tbe  inscriptions  there  are  very  few  worth  recording.  One,  in 
Latin,  from  the  pen  of  the  Pev.  Dr.  Knight,  on  the  tomb  of  his 
daughter,  is  said  to  have  been  both  correct  and  elegant,  but  it  is 
now  so  defaced  as  to  be  illegible.  The  two  following  are  the  best 
of  those  that  remain : — the  former  is  from  a mural  slab  on  the  east 
side  of  the  Porch  to  the  memory  of  a youth  named  ‘Edward  Gib- 
bons,’ who  died  at  the  age  of  17  years; — the  latter  is  on  a flat 
stone  in  the  western  part  of  the  Church-yard,  beneath  which  are 
the  remains  of  ‘Thomas  Mills.’ 

“Short  was  my  life,  yet  live  I ever ; 

Death  hath  his  due,  yet  dye  I never.” 

“ Stay,  sinner,  stay ; — pause  ere  thou  passest  on, 

Thou  too  must  mingle  with  thy  parent  dust : 

Forget  my  sins, — repent  thee  of  thine  own, — 

And  for  forgiveness  in  thy  Saviour  trust.” 

Old  Custom  in  the  Church -yard  on  Shrove-Tuesday. 

This  would  seem  to  be  an  appropriate  place  in  which  to  mention 
an  old  custom  which  has  hardly  yet  quite  passed  away,  and  which, 
until  the  Church-yard  was  enclosed,  was  strictly  observed.  On  the 
morning  of  Shrove-Tuesday,  from  time  immemorial,  a bell  has  been 
tolled;  the  original  purpose  of  such  tolling  has  long  of  course  been 
forgotten,  though  no  doubt  in  olden  times  the  people  were  thus 
summoned  to  confess  their  sins  to  the  priest,  or  to  ‘ shrive ’ themselves, 
as  it  was  termed,  the  especial  work  of  /SArore-Tuesday ; — whence  it 
derives  its  name.  Shortly  after  the  bell  ceased,  all  the  boys  and 
youths  of  the  town,  both  those  from  the  Schools  and  those 
apprenticed  to  divers  crafts, — (custom  indeed  had  given  the  latter 
a sort  of  prescriptive  claim  to  a holiday  on  the  occasion) — clustered 
in  great  numbers  in  the  Church-yard,  and  sought,  by  joining  hands, 
entirely  to  encircle  the  Church.  There  was,  of  course,  on  the  circle 
being  completed,  the  usual  quantity  of  jumping  and  shouting.  They 
called  this  ceremony,  ‘clipping  the  Church’ ; — the  term,  I cannot 
doubt,  is  derived  from  the  Anglo-Saxon  word  ‘ clyp-pan,’  which 
means,  to  ‘embrace,’  or  ‘clasp.’ 
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What  was  the  origin,  or  first  intention,  of  this  custom,  it  is 
impossible  now  to  say.  Were  it  observed  at  the  time  of  the  Festival 
kept  in  commemoration  of  the  Dedication  of  the  Church,  namely 
on  Trinity  Monday,  we  should  judge  it  to  be  the  relic  of  the  old 
sports  and  pastimes  usual  on  such  occasions.  Fairs  were  commonly, 
in  times  gone  by,  held  in  Church-yards, — indeed,  within  these  very 
few  years,  such  have  been  held  in  that  of  St.  James,  Bristol, — when 
the  people  thought  little  of  dancing  about  the  Church.1  In  Malkin’s 
‘Scenery  and  Antiquities  of  South  Wales’  (1804  p.  26.)  we  are 
told — “The  custom  of  dancing  in  the  Church -yard  at  their  feasts  and 
revels  is  universal  in  Radnorshire,  and  very  common  in  other  parts 
of  the  Principality.  Indeed  this  solemn  abode  is  rendered  a kind 
of  circus  for  every  sport  and  exercise.  They  play  at  Fives  and 
Tennis  against  the  wall  of  the  Church.  They  do  not  dance  on  the 
graves,  but  on  the  North  side  where  there  are  no  graves.” — In  the 
case  of  Bradford  Church-yard  the  booths  at  the  time  of  the  annual 
fair  were  in  olden  times  brought  close  to  its  limits,  and  the  South 
wall  of  the  Church  Tower  shews,  unmistakeable  evidences  of  having 
been  used  for  the  balls  of  the  Tennis  players.  The  ‘boys  dance’ 
round  the  Church  however  formed  no  part  of  the  ceremonies  of  the 
‘Trinity  Festival.’ 

It  is  possible  that  the  custom  we  have  been  describing  is  the  relic 
of  some  very  ancient  observances.  Though  we  do  not  profess  to  rely 
on  the  facts  we  are  about  to  mention  as  an  explanation  of  this 
‘Bradford  custom,’  yet  still  they  lend  some  colour  to  a conjecture 
that  its  origin  may  perhaps  be  sought  in  extreme  antiquity. 

In  days  when  Baal  (the  sun)  was  the  chief  object  of  worship,  as 
m ancient  Britain,  and  many  other  countries,  a circular  dance,  in 
allusion  to  the  sun’s  supposed  motion  round  the  earth,  formed  part 
of  the  ceremony.  The  Hindoos  also  used  the  Raas  Jdttra,  or  ‘dance 
of  the  circle,’  in  honor  of  Yishnu,  (the  sun).  Many  British 
monuments,  moreover,  are  in  circular  form,  as  Stonehenge,— 
Abury,  &c.  Stonehenge  was  called  the  ‘Giants’  dance’;  and  a

much  scandal,  and  was,  in  due  time, 
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circle  in  Cornwall  is  termed  ‘Dance  Maine;’ — dance  stones.  The 
Rev.  W.  Bathurst  Deane1  relates  that  at  Carnac  in  Brittany, 
where  there  are  remains  of  an  immense  stone  avenue  and  cir- 
cle, the  villagers  are  accustomed,  at  an  annual  festival  held  on 
the  day  of  the  Carnival,  to  unite  in  a general  dance.  The  dancers 
commence  in  a circle,  and,  having  performed  a few  revolutions, 
wheel  off  to  the  right  and  left.  They  call  this,  par  excellence, — ‘ Le 
Bal.’  This,  he  suggests,  may  mean  nothing  more  than  the  ordinary 
French  word  ‘bal,’ — or  public  dancing,  Mr.  Scarth,8  however, 
intimates  an  opinion,  that  perhaps  it  may  he  after  all  the  vestige  of 
the  sacred  dance  of  Baal,  though  its  original  meaning  may  he 
forgotten.  A tradition  of  this  circular  dancing  appears  in  many 
fables  respecting  Druidical  temples  in  England.  The  stones  are 
said  to  have  been  human  beings  petrified  in  the  midst  of  a dance, 
and  all  the  temples  to  which  such  superstitions  are  attached  are 
circular.  At  Stanton  Drew  the  stones  are  called  ‘The  Wedding,’ 
and  one  of  them  is  specially  designated  ‘The  Bride;’  and  here, 
tradition  says,  that  they  were  all  men  and  women  turned  into  stone 
at  their  wedding-dance.  At  the  St.  John’s  Eve  fires,  moreover,— 
called  in  Ireland  to  this  day,  ‘Bel-tan’  fires,— they  danced  by  night 
round  them,  carrying  torches  in  their  hands.  A similar  custom 
was  observed  in  Cornwall.3 

Though,  as  we  have  already  intimated,  such  facts,  as  we  have 
detailed,  cannot  be  taken  as  any  positive  explanation  of  the  ‘Boys 
Dance  ’ round  the  Church  on  Shrove-Tuesday,  yet  thus  much  we 
may  perhaps  infer  from  them;  viz.— that  our  Bradford  custom  no 
doubt  is  very  old,  and  that  it  may  have  arisen  from  some  ancient 
usage  of  the  kind. 

It  will  be  no  inappropriate  addition  to  the  foregoing  section  on 
our  ‘Parish  Church,’  to  give  an  account  of  two  old  buildings 
erected  originally  for  the  purpose  of  religious  worship,  one  of 
which  has  long  altogether  ceased,  and  the  other  almost  entirely,

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to  be  used  for  the  object  for  which  they  were  built.  The  former 
is  most  probably  an  ‘Ancient  Saxon  Church,’ — the  other  is  called 
the'  Grove  Meeting-House/  and  has  some  interest  as  being  the 
first  non- conformist  chapel  erected  in  Bradford. 

The  Saxon  Church.1 

' By  this  term  we  designate  a very  ancient  building,  standing 
near  the  north-east  end  of  the  Parish  Church,  which  is  now  used 
for  the  purposes  of  a Free-School.  The  surrounding  site  is  still 
called  the  ‘Abbey-yard,’  from  which  we  may  form  a plausible 
conjecture,  as  intimated  in  a previous  page  (12),  that  the  monastery 
founded  in  this  place  by  St.  Aldhelm,  at  the  commencement  of  the 
eighth  century,  was  erected  on  that  site.  Moreover,  in  opening 
the  ground,  a few  years  ago,  immediately  adjoining  the  present 
building,  for  drainage  and  other  purposes,  stone  coffins  were  discover- 
ed,— thus  identifying  the  surrounding  site  as  a place  of  sepulture. 
There  are  no  records  believed  to  be  in  existence  which  could  throw 
light  upon  the  object  and  purpose  of  the  building  in  ancient  times. 
When  a portion  of  it  was  conveyed  to  Trustees  in  1715,  as  a School- 
house,  it  was  described  as — ‘a  building  adjoining  to  the  church- 
yard of  Bradford,  commonly  called  the  Skull-House,’— from  the 
fact,  most  probably,  of  its  having  been,  used  as  a charnel-house. 

Hemmed  in  on  every  side  by  buildings  of  one  kind  or  another, — 
on  the  south-side  by  a sort  of  wing  added  to  the  original  building 
(in  which  the  schoolmaster’s  residence  now  is),  and  also  by  another 
building  used  as  a coach-house ; — on  the  north  by  a large  shed,  em- 
ployed for  the  purposes  of  the  neighbouring  woollen  manufactory; 
— the  design  and  nature  of  the  building  escaped,  till  a very  recent 
date,  the  notice  of  Archaeologists.  The  fact,  too,  of  the  west  front 
being  entirely  modern  work,  deceived  them  as  to  the  nature  of  the 
whole,  and  every  one  considered  it,  at  the  first  glance,  to  be  a 
production  of  the  eighteenth  century. 

Subsequent  investigation,  however,  has  convinced  us,  that,  not-

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withstanding  the  numerous  alterations  the  building  has  undergone 
during  succeeding  ages,  it  bears  unmistakable  evidences  of  a very 
early  foundation; — probably  as  early  as  the  eleventh  century.  Seen 
from  a distance,  and  from  an  elevated  spot,  it  exhibits  the  usual 
form  of  a Church, — standing  east  and  west, — and  consisting  of  a 
Nave, — a Chancel, — and  a Porch  on  the  north  side. 

The  building,  as  at  first  existing,  was  of  three  distinct  roofs,  mark- 
ing the  position  of  the  three  several  portions,  of  which  we  have  just 
spoken.  That  over  the  Porch,  though  not  of  the  original  elevated 
pitch,  as  is  indicated  on  the  side  wall  of  the  Nave,  yet  retains  the 
same  line  of  drip,  but  the  others  have  been  entirely  altered.  All 
the  elevations,  excepting  that  of  the  Porch  which  was  only  of  two, 
were  divided  into  three  stages.  The  lowest  was  quite  plain,  with 
the  exception,  only,  of  a series  of  slight  projections,  which  are  so 
slight,  indeed,  that  they  can  only  be  called  pilasters,  and  not  but- 
tresses. These  occur  at  regular  intervals,  and  support  a string- 
course, which  runs  all  round  the  building,  except  where  it  has  been 
recently  destroyed.  Upon  this  string-course  runs  an  Arcade,  con- 
sisting of  a series  of  flat  pilasters,  partially  moulded  on  the  east, 
and  formed  by  upright  stones  which  however  do  not  tail  into  the 
wall;  and  on  these  are  square  blocks  of  stone,  slightly  bevelled, 
which  support,  or  rather  appear  to  support,  plain  arches.  The 
arches  themselves  are  only  surface  decorations,  and  not  at  all  con- 
structive arches,  as  they  are  cut  out  of  the  stone,  which  runs, 
irrespectively  of  them,  in  regular  courses.  Around  the  Porch 
the  pilasters  do  not  support  arches,  but  merely  a tabling,  which, 
on  one  side,  is  certainly  original,  and  is  built  to  receive  the 
eaves.  In  the  eastern  gable  of  the  Nave  are  the  remains  of  an 
Arcade  above  the  one  already  described,  which  was  built  to  take 
the  form  of  the  pitch  of  the  roof,  being  stilted  in  increasing  height 
to  the  centre.  A considerable  portion,  however,  has  been  destroyed 
in  the  course  of  alterations  made  in  the  roof,  and  for  the  purpose 
of  inserting  flues.  Above  the  tabling  on  the  north  side  of  the 
Porch,  there  would  seem  to  have  been  a similar  Arcade  to  that  on 
the  east  end  of  the  Nave,  the  central  pilaster,  which  is  moulded, 
yet  remaining. 
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The  Chancel  is  about  thirteen  feet  in  length,  and  ten  feet  in  width. 
It  was  entered  through  an  archway  which  could  not  have  been 
wider  than  about  four  feet  six  inches,  if  indeed  so  much.  There  is 
still  remaining  the  fragment  of  the  arch,  which  springs  from  an 
impost  and  has  the  usual  characteristics  of  ante-Norman  work. 
Its  vast  disproportion  in  the  size  to  the  heighth  of  the  wall  is  very 
striking  and  may  be  perceived  by  comparing  it  with  the  elevation, 
as  shewn  in  Plate  iv.,  both  bring  drawn  to  the  same  scale.  Above 
this  arch,  imbedded  in  the  wall,  were  found  two  stone  figures  of 
angels,  which  are  now  placed  over  a modern  porch,  which  has  been 
erected  as  an  entrance  to  the  building  on  the  west  side.  These 
figures  are  executed  in  a kind  of  low-relief; — the  angels  have  their 
wings  expanded,  and  around  their  heads  is  the  ‘nimbus?  They 
seem  to  be  in  the  act  of  devotion,  and,  as  they  were  found,  one  on 
either  side,  in  the  wall  above  the  Chancel  arch,  it  is  conjectured 
that  originally  there  was  some  central  figure  which  was  removed  in 
order  to  make  way  for  the  large  stack  of  chimneys  now  carried 
up  through  the  centre  of  the  building. 

It  may  be  observed  that  the  pilasters  on  the  east  elevation  of  the 
Chancel  are  moulded  into  three  depressed  roundels,  a very  simple 
form  of  decoration, — in  fact  the  earliest  form  met  with  in  this 
country.  This  work  is  therefore  especially  valuable  as  it  seems  to 
denote,  first  of  all,  the  superiority  of  the  eastern  over  the  other 
elevations,  where  this  ornament  is  not  to  be  found,  and  so  to  increase 
the  probability  that  the  building  is  a Church;— and,  in  the  next 
place,  when  considered  together  with  the  peculiar  wav  in  which  the 
lesser  pilasters,  which  support  the  arcade,  are  built,  marks  out 
distinctly  the  great  antiquity  of  the  structure. 

There  is  still  remaining  a window,  though  blocked  up  with 
masonry,  in  the  south  wall  of  the  Chancel.  It  is  circular-headed, 
is  splayed  considerably  externally,  and  no  doubt  would  be  found  to 
be  splayed  also  internally  if  we  were  able  to  examine  it, — and  gives 
every  evidence  of  being  one  of  the  original  windows. 

The  Nave  is  twenty-five  feet  six  inches  in  length  and  thirteen 
feet  four  inches  in  width.  It  was  entered  by  an  archway  which 
still  exists.  The  archway,  which  is  not  recessed,  is  two  feet  ten 
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inches  wide  and  springs  from  an  impost,  which  is  itself  simply  a 
plain  string-course  stopping  a slightly  moulded  pilaster  formed  by 
a series  of  segmental  roundels.  Above  the  impost,  this  is  continued 
over  the  arch,  as  a hood  moulding.  This  arch  is  certainly  one  of 
the  earliest  enriched  or  ornamented  yet  known.  It  may  be  remarked 
that  the  opening  of  this  door-way  is  wider  at  the  floor  than  at  the 
springing, — one  of  those  minor  peculiarities  which  tend  to  confirm 
our  opinion  as  to  the  antiquity  of  the  work.1 

The  western  wall  of  the  Nave  is  to  a great  extent  the  production 
of  modern  times,  the  larger  portion  of  the  original  wall  having  been 
removed.  It  is  very  easy,  however,  to  detect  the  remains  of  the 
original  Arcade,  which  seems  to  have  run  round  the  entire  building-. 
A careful  examination  might  perhaps  shew  how  the  west  end  was 
finished.  It  has  been  suggested,  that  possibly  there  may  have  been 
a small  circular  window  somewhat  high  in  the  building. 

In  the  south  wall  .of  the  Nave  traces  of  an  old  window  are 
distinctly  to  be  seen,  a portion  of  the  semicircular  head  still  remain- 
ing. From  the  windows  which  still  exist,  or  of  which  we  have  the 
trace,  we  should  conceive  that  there  was  one  window  on  either  side 
of  the  Chancel,  and  two  on  the  south  side  of  the  Nave,  of  similar 
form  to  those  that  remain. 

The  Porch,  on  the  north  side  of  the  building,  is  about  ten  feet 
square.  Its  front  seems  to  have  been  decorated,  there  still  remaining 
a moulded  pilaster  above  the  plain  arcade  already  described.  A 
window  in  the  Porch  on  the  west  side  is  still  used,  and  a glance  at 
this  shows  it  to  have  been  the  work  of  a very  early  date.  It 
has  all  the  characteristics  of  those  we  have  already  described.  The 
Porch  was  entered  by  a door  way,  which,  though  closed  up,  still 
remains,  and  is  almost  immediately  opposite  the  archway  already 
described  as  the  entrance  to  the  Nave.

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So  early  an  example  of  a Porch, — especially  on  the  north  side, — is, 
we  believe,  not  only  most  rare,  but  unique.  A conjecture  has  been 
thrown  out,  that  possibly  the  original  Church  was  cruciform,  a 
corresponding  portion  of  the  building — (in  this  case  it  would  be  a 
sort  of  transept)— having  perhaps  existed  on  the  south  side.  A minute 
examination  of  the  wall,  however,  reveals  not  the  slightest  trace  of 
anything  of  the  kind.  Indeed,  the  approach  to  the  building  on  the 
south  side  could  only  have  been  managed  at  any  time  by  means  of 
a flight  of  at  least  12  or  14  steps,  the  ground  sloping  down  towards 
the  river.  When  we  recollect,  too,  that  the  population  of  Bradford, 
in  early  times,  lived  probably  all  on  the  north  side  of  the  town, 
the  older  houses  all  being  built  in  successive  terraces  on  the  slope 
of  the  hill  which  shuts  in  the  town  on  that  side,  it  would  render  it 
not  unlikely  that,  for  their  convenience  of  access  to  the  Church, 
there  might  be  a deviation  from  what  is  acknowledged  to  be  the 
general  custom. 

Without  any  existing  records  of  the  erection  of  this  building  we 
might  perhaps  hesitate  to  assign  so  early  a date  as  the  work  seems 
to  justify,  but  it-  certainly  has  as  great  a claim  to  be  considered 
eleventh  or  even  tenth  century  work,  as  any  which  assumes  that 
honor,  without  any  documentary  evidence  to  support  its  pretensions. 
All  the  indications  we  have  already  mentioned,  together  with  the 
great  height  of  the  side  walls  and  the  comparatively  low  pitch  of 
the  roof,  point  it  out  as  belonging  to  what  has  been  called  the 
‘Saxon  Romanesque’  style,  which  is  considered  to  have  prevailed 
from  the  ninth  to  the  middle  of  the  eleventh  century.  No  one  indeed 
can  thoroughly  examine  this  little  Church,  without  coming  to  the 
conclusion, — from  the  rough  style  of  its  masonry,  and  other  indica- 
tions,— that  it  never  could  have  been  built  by  the  skilled  workmen  of 
Bristol  Chapter  House,  Malmesbury  Abbey,  or  St.  John’s,  Devizes, 
but  that  is  was  certainly  an  earlier  erection.  The  only  other  sup- 
position, consistent  with  a later  date,  would  be, — that  it  was  erected 
by  provincial  workmen,  uninfluenced  by  foreign  refinements,  or 
who  rejected  the  improvements  of  the  dominant  race. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  we  have  in  this  building  one  of  the 
most  interesting  specimens  yet  remaining  of  Ante-Norman  work. 
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Wiltshire  is  already  rich  in  relics  of  our  British  forefathers.  For- 
tified by  the  opinions  of  many  well  qualified  to  speak  authoritatively 
on  the  matter,  we  can  have  little  hesitation  in  pronouncing  this 
building  to  have  been  a Saxon  Church , of  which  indeed,  as  far  as 
we  know,  it  is,  in  its  completeness,  a unique  specimen ; and  thus 
our  County  is  also  able  to  boast  of  remains,  which,  though  some- 
what less  ancient  than  British,  will  hardly  be  deemed  less  precious. 

The  Grove  Meettng-House.1 

This  is  the  oldest  Non-conformist  place  of  worship  in  the  town 
of  Bradford.  It  is  situated  at  the  east  end  of  what  is  called  Middle 
Bank,  and  on  the  slope  of  the  hill  behind  the  house  formerly  occupied 
by  the  Methuen  family.  We  have  quoted  in  a previous  page  (52), 
Aubrey’s  description  of  ‘ the  side  of  the  high  hill,  facing  the  south, 
above  Mr.  Paul  Methwin’s  house,’  which,  in  his  time,  was  covered 
with  elder- trees.  Hence  the  name  of, — the  ‘ Grove’  Meeting-House 
or  Chapel. 

There  is  something  singularly  picturesque  in  the  present  appear- 
ance of  this  structure.  From  long  disuse  it  is  fast  hastening  to 
decay.  Its  mullioned  casement  windows  are  now  nearly  hidden 
by  luxuriant  ivy-tresses,  which  enshroud  the  greater  part  of  the 
building.  It  bears  on  its  front  an  air  of  antique  respectability, 
and  is  a fair  type  of  the  places  of  worship  that  sprung  up  quickly 
after  the  passing  of  the  Toleration  Act  at  the  close  of  the  seven- 
teenth century,  for  the  use  of  the  Presbyterian  and  Independent 
Non-conformists. 

The  date  of  the  erection  of  this  Chapel,  which  was  built  for  the 
use  of  those  who  inclined  to  Presbyterianism, — amongst  whom,  at 
one  time,  were  numbered  some  of  the  principal  inhabitants  of  the 
town  and  neighbourhood, — was  about  a.d.  1698. 2 It  is  believed 
that  it  owed  its  origin  to  the  efforts  of  some  of  the  Clergy,  who,

a By  a deed  dated  January  2,  1698,  Anthony  Methuen  conveyed  the  ground, 
on  which  the  ‘Grove  Meeting’  was  shortly  afterwards  erected,  to  Francis  Yer- 
bury,  the  elder,  of  Ashley,  Francis  Yerbury,  the  younger,  of  Bradford,  William 
Chandler,  of  Bradford,  and  Thomas  Bush,  of  Bradford. 
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when  the  Act  of  Uniformity  was  passed,  retired  from  the  Estab- 
lished Church.  Indeed,  the  Rev.  T.  Jones,  who  was  ejected  from 
Caine,  is  supposed  to  have' assisted  to  found  the  Society  which  met 
at  the  Grove  Meeting. 

At  the  close  of  the  17th  century  a Mr.  Dangerfield  was  the 
stated  minister  of  this  place  of  worship.  In  1715  Mr.  Thomas 
Barker  filled  that  office,  and  continued  to  do  so  till  1729.  He 
was  succeeded  by  Mr.  (afterwards  Dr.)  Joshua  Read,  who  seems  to 
have  been  associated  in  his  office  with  a Mr.  Wereat.  The  views 
of  this  last-named  gentleman  were  in  sympathy  with  what  is  com- 
monly termed  Arianism,  and,  in  consequence  of  this,  a secession 
took  place  of  several  who  had  been  accustomed  to  attend  the  ‘Grove 
Chapel.’  Walter  Grant,  of  Monkton  Farleigh,  and  John  Pitman,  of 
Bradford,  were  the  chief  persons  who  retired,  and  through  their 
instrumentality  it  was,  that,  in  1740,  an  Independent  Chapel  was 
built  at  Morgan’s  Hill,  the  first  minister  being  the  above-mentioned 
Dr.  Joshua  Read.  This  last-named  chapel  was  subsequently  en- 
dowed by  Walter  Grant  and  John  Pitman,  by  will,  with  property 
amounting,  when  invested  in  the  public  funds,  to  £2144  13s.  2d., 
three  per  cent  Reduced  Annuities. 

Immediately  after  this  secession  from  the  ‘ Grove  Chapel,’  we  find 
Dr.  Roger  Flexman  appointed  as  its  minister.  He  remained  there 
about  eight  years,  when  (in  1747)  he  removed  to  Rotherhithe,  and 
was  succeeded  by  Mr.  Samuel  Billingsley,  a member  of  an  old 
Presbyterian  family  of  Ashwick  in  Somerset,  the  founders  of  the 
Meeting-House  at  that  place.  Mr.  Billingsley  resigned  the  ofiBce 
at  the  end  of  ten  years. 

In  1763  Mr.  James  Foot  of  Chard,  a pupil  of  Dr.  Doddridge, 
was  minister  of  this  chapel,  and  continued  to  be  so  till  his  death, 
(about  1777,)  when  he  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  Williams  of  Caine,  who 
died  in  1810.  This  last-named  gentleman  was  engaged  in  some 
kind  of  secular  appointment,  which  was  exceedingly  distasteful  to 
many  of  the  old  Presbyterian  attendants  at  the  chapel.  Before  his 
decease  many  of  the  more  influential  and  wealthy  of  them  had 
either  conformed  to  the  Established  Church,  or  left  the  district, 
and  the  places  of  those  who  were  removed  by  death  were  not  sup- 
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plied  by  others.  Those  who  remained  were  but  few  in  number, 
and  openly  professed  themselves,— Unitarians.  In  1793  a Liturgy, 
similar  to  that  used  at  the  principal  Unitarian  Chapel  at  Manchester, 
was  in  use  at  the  Grove  Meeting-House. 

On  the  decease  of  Mr.  Williams,  Mr.  John  Evans  of  Bristol 
for  a short  time  acted  as  minister,  after  which  the  Meeting-House 
was  let  to  a body  of  Trinitarian  Dissenters  for  several  years.  This 
last-named  body  subsequently  built  a chapel  for  themselves,  a Mr. 
Coombs  being  their  minister. 

In  the  year  1822,  Mr.  Richard  Wright,  who  was  the  minister  of 
a Dissenting  congregation  meeting  at  the  Conigre,  Trowbridge, 
re-opened  the  Grove  Chapel,  and  for  five  years  preached  in  it 
every  Sunday  morning.  In  1827,  Mr.  Samuel  Martin  succeeded  to 
Mr.  Wright  at  Trowbridge,  and  for  some  time  followed  his  practice 
with  regard  to  a weekly  service  in  the  Grove  Meeting.  For  many 
years  past,  however,  the  service  has  been  very  irregular.  Latterly 
it  has  been  held  only  once  or  twice  in  the  year,  for  the  purpose  of 
securing  a small  endowment,  hardly  more  than  sufficient  to  keep 
the  building  wind  and  water  tight.  The  endowment  arises  from 
the  rents  of  two  houses  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood  of  the 
chapel,  and  produces  from  £10  to  £12  a year. 

Few  memorials  remain  either  of  former  ministers  or  of  attendants 
of  this  chapel.  Of  Dr.  Roger  Flexman,  who  was  a man  of  some 
literary  attainments,  we  are  able  to  give  a few  particulars. 

He  was  born  at  Great  Torrington  in  Devonshire,  in  the  year 
1708,  and  educated  for  the  ministry,  among  the  Presbyterian  de- 
nomination, by  the  Rev.  John  Moore.  He  was  set  apart  for  this 
work  at  Modbury  by  some  of  his  Presbyterian  brethren.  After 
officiating  at  Chard  and  Crediton,  he  came  to  Bradford  at  the  close 
of  1739.  In  1747  he  married  Catharine  the  daughter  of  Mr.  John 
Yerbury,  one  of  the  principal  members  of  the  congregation  attend- 
ing the  Grove  Meeting,  and  in  the  same  year  removed  to  another 
chapel  at  Jamaica  Row,  Rotherhithe.  In  1783  he  resigned  his 
office  from  ill-health,  but  continued  to  fulfil  the  duties  of  Lecturer  at 
St.  Helen’s,  (to  which  he  was  elected  in  1754)  and  preached  there 
occasionally  until  his  decease,  at  the  age  of  88,  in  the  year  1795. 
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Of  Dr.  Flexman’s  sentiments  we  are  told,  by  Mr.  Walter  Wilson, 
that  “they  coincided  very  much  with  those  of  Dr.  Amory,” 
whose  opinions  “ with  regard  to  both  natural  and  revealed 
religion,  nearly  agreed  with  those  of  Dr.  Samuel  Clarke,  and  of 
the  eminent  divines  who  were  coadjutors  with  that  great  man. 
He  did  not  therefore  fall  in  with  the  Socinian  principles ; neither 
did  he  reject  the  natural  evidences  of  the  life  to  come,  of  the  notion, 
of  a separate  state.”  Dr.  Flexman,  he  adds,  “was  a strenuous  ad- 
vocate for  the  pre-existent  dignity  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  the  person- 
ality of  the  Holy  Spirit.  He  maintained  the  essential  distinction 
between  the  soul  and  the  body,  and  the  liberty  of  the  human  will 
in  opposition  to  materialists  and  necessitarians.” 

Dr.  Flexman  was  well  known  in  the  literary  circles  of  his  day, 
and  was  especially  noted  for  his  accurate  knowledge  of  English 
History.  He  was  employed  by  the  Government  as  one  of  the  com- 
pilers of  the  General  Index  to  the  ‘Journals  of  the  House  of  Com- 
mons ; the  eighth  and  three  following  volumes,  containing  the 
Parliamentary  proceedings  from  1660  to  1697,  having  been  as- 
signed to  him.  This  elaborate  work  was  commenced  in  1776  and 
completed  in  178b.  He  also  published  several  Sermons  and  Tracts: 
amongst  the  most  important  of  his  productions  were  ‘An  account 
of  the  writings  of  Bishop  Burnet,’  and  ‘ Critical,  Historical,  and 
Political  Miscellanies,’  containing  remarks  on  various  authors, 
amongst  whom  were  Archbishops  Potter  and  Seeker,  and  Bishops 
Sherlock,  Warburton,  and  Lowth.  His  abilities  and  attainments 
acquired  for  him  the  honorary  degree  of  D.D.  from  the  Marischal 
College  of  Aberdeen  in  1770. 
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
